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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  Bis  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Executive 

Council  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

• 

In  obedience  to  tbe  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes, 
reqairing  of  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School  an 
annual  report  of  its  condition,  they  submit  the  following  as 
flieir  Report  for  the  year  ending  September  30, 1867. 

We  are  enabled  to  report  a  good  degree  of  health  during  the 
year.  We  have  not  been  entirely  exempt  fr'om  sickness .  or 
death,  nor  could  we  reasonably  hope  to  be.  There  have  been, 
daring  the  last  twelve  months,  only  two  deaths  out  of  an  aver- 
age of  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  inmates,  which  we  think 
is  a  much  smaller  percentttge  than  most  communities  would  be 
able  to'  show.  This  we  believe  to  be  largely  owing,  through 
the  blessing  of  Ood,  to  the  constant  attentioi^  given  to 
sanitary  measures,  cleanliness,  plain  but  wholesome  diet,  and 
regular  habits.  We  were,  during  the  winter  and  spring,  some- 
what troubled  with  a  species  of  sore  eyes,  differing  from  the 
ordinary  forms  of  ophthalmia,  and  appearing,  without  any 
apparent  cause,  simultaneously  in  the  different  and  isolated 
houses.  The  report  of  the  Physician,  which  accompanies  this, 
will  show  more  in  detail  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution 
for  the  year. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
institution,  and  of  the  several  funds  held  by  the  Trustees  for 
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its  benefit,  and  particulars  as  to  their  investment,  we  refer  you 
to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  will  also 
present  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts,  expenditures,  etc., 
for  the  year. 

On  the  26th  of  April  last,  the  resignation  of  Hr.  Joseph  A. 
Allen,  as  Superintendent  of  the  school,  was  accepted  by  the 
Trustees.  This  change  was  made  in  the  belief  that  the  general 
interests  and  harmony  of  the  institution  would  be  promoted  by 
it.  When  Mr.  Allen  left,  Mr.  Orville  K.  Hutchinson,  who  had 
been  seventeen  years  the  Assistant-Superintendent  of  the  institu- 
tion, was  appointed  Acting  Superintendent.  After  this  temporary 
arrangement  had  been  made,  petitions  largely  signed  by  many  of 
the  best  citizens  of  Westborough,.Northborough,  etc.,  a  paper 
^  signed  by  nearly  every  officer  and  employee  of  the  institution, 
letters  from  former  Trustees  and  others,  were  received,  recom- 
mending Mr.  Hutchinson,  and  asking  for  his  appointment  as 
Superintendent.  It  seemed  that  his  long  and  very  faithful 
term  of  service,  as  Assistant,  ought  to  have  fitted  him  for 
the  higher  position ;  and  tliough  there  were  several  appli- 
cants for  the  place,  after  a  trial  of  about  three  months, 
during  which  time  the  institution  had  been  managed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Trustees,  with  constant  and  manifest 
improvement,  and  he  liad  developed  executive  abilities  beyond 
the  expectation  of  the  Trustees,  following  the  course  which 
circumstances  seemed  clearly  to  indicate,  Mr.  Orvilfe  K. 
Hutchinson  was,  on  the  5th  of  August,  unanimously  elected 
Superintendent  of  the  institution. 

During  the  time  that  he  has  been  in  charge,  there  has  beea 
the  most  perfect  harmony  and  co-operation  among  the  officers, 
the  discipline  has  been  good,  and  yet  mild — at  no  time  more  so. 
The  boys  have  understood  that  a  prompt  obedience  to  all 
rules  and  regulations  was  expected  and  would  be  required, 
and  they  have  almost  invariably  yielded  it,  with  seldom  aa 
occasion  for  resort  to  corporeal  or  other  punishment,  and  with 
a  spirit  that  has  been  very  encouraging ;  so  that  it  may  truly 
be  said  that  the  law  of  kindness  is  the  rule  of  government 
here.  Everything  also  has  been  managed  with  the  strictest 
regard  to  economy,  and  we  cannot  but  feel  that  all  interested 
are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  present  condition  of  the 
institution. 
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The  average  number  of  boys  in  the  institution  during  the 
jear,  has  been  three  hundred  and  twenty-six,  distributed  as 
heretofore :  thirty  each  in  the  farm  and  garden-house  families, 
twenty-four  in  the  Peters  house  family,  and  the  remainder  in 
the  main  building,  under  the  congregate  system.  And  here 
we  caiTnot  but  again  express  our  convictipn  that  the  congregate 
department  is  already  quite  too  large,  and  4;hat  all  additions — 
of  which  there  should  be  considerable,  as  our  accommodations 
are  quite  insufficient  for  all  that  class  of  boys  that  are  brought 
before  our  courts,  and  that  might  be  reformed  and  saved  by 
such  an  institution — should  be  on  the  family  plan,  whether 
located  here  or  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  and  the  same,  or  a 
similar  plan  of  classification,  grades  and  promotions  extended 
to  them.  Let  the  present  main  building  be  the  house  of  recep- 
tion and  classification,  from  which  promotions  should  be  made 
to  the  several^  families.  We  think  that  the  two  systems  (the 
congregate  and  the  family)  combined,  are  better  than  either 
alone. 

During  the  year,  considerable  efibrt  has  been  made  to  provide 
places  for  boys,  and  more  especially  for  those  who  have  been 
longest  in  the  institution.  This  effort  has  been  measurably 
successful,  and  the  number  of  long  term  boys  has  been  consid- 
erably reduced.  More  than  one  hundred  and  seventy  boys  have 
left  during  the  year,  most  of  whom  have  been  provided  with 
homes  with  friends,  or  with  good  masters,  who  are  to  feed, 
clothe,  school  and  instruct  them  in  some  business  or  trade ; 
and  at  the  end  of  their  term  of  service,  which  is  usually  so 
arranged  as  to  expire  when  the  boys  are  about  eighteen  years 
of  age,  to  furnish  them  with  suitable  clothing,  and  a  small  sum 
of  money,  to  begin  the  world  with ;  after  which,  if  the  boys 
have  done  well,  they  are  usually  allowed,  under  the  advice  of 
the  Trustees,  to  manage  for  themselves.  A  few  have  been  dis- 
charged as  reformed,  and  also  a  few  permitted  to  go  and  look 
for  places  for  themselves,  of  whom  we  generally  have  good 
reports.  The  semi-annual  reports,  which  are  required  of  all 
masters,  almost  invariably  give  good  accounts  of  the  boys. 
The  percentage  of  those  who  do  not  turn  out  well,  is  very 
small  indeed,  and  is  an  encouraging  feature  in  this  work  of 
reform,  showing  us,  as  it  does,  how  many  of  these  boys,*  with 
precious  immortal  souls,  are  thus  saved  from  lives  of  degrada- 
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tion,  vice  and  crime,  almost  sure  to  follow;  if  unchecked,  the 
course  they  had  commenced  before  coming  here;  while  it  would 
be  difficult  to  compute  the  gain  made  to  the  State  bj  thus  pre- 
venting the  poverty,  destruction  of  property,  etc.,  which  are  the 
inevitable  results  of  such  lives. 

For  further  information  in  relation  to  receptions,  discl&rges, 
causes  of  commitment,  parentage  and  other  statistics  of  inter* 
est,  as  well  as  much  other  valuable  information  as  to  the  work- 
ings of  the  institution,  we  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  report 
of  the  Superintendent. 

During  the  last  fall  and  winter,  the  Trustees  had  under  con- 
sideration the  subject  of  introducing  military  drill  into  the 
school,  and  an  investigation  satisfied  us  that  its  effects  had  been 
highly  beneficial  in  other  similar  institutions,  in  promoting 
discipline,  developing  the  muscular  powers,  giving  the  boys  a 
more  erect  and  gentlemanly  bearing,  and,  at  t||e  same  time, 
affording  them  a  pleasant  and  healthy  exercise,  without,  so  far 
as  we  could  ascertain,  producing  any  undesirable  results.  In 
view  of  this  experience  of  others,  and  of  our  own  judgment, 
we  were  desirous  of  introducing  it  here ;  but  owing  to  the 
earnest  objections  of  the  late  Superintendent,  nothing  was  done 
about  it  till  into  the  summer,  since  which,  a  large  number  of 
the  boys  have  been  organized  into  companies,  and  have  spent 
some  portion  of  the  hours  of  recreation  in  marching  and  mili- 
tary evolutions,  and  have  made  considerable  proficiency.  The 
trial,  thus  far,  indicates  that  it  will  be  productive  of  good  in 
various  ways,  and  it  is  intended  to  extend  it  till  all  the  boys 
who  are  suitable  join  in  the  exercise.  ^ 

The  schools  have  been  kept  up  for  the  past  year  with  the 
usual  regularity,  and  a  fair  degree  of  progress,  considering  the 
circumstances,  has  been  made.  We  have  experienced  consid- 
erable drawback  from  several  changes  of  teachers,  one  cause 
of  which  changes  may  be,  that  we  have  not  felt  authorized  to 
pay  as  large  salaries  as  are  paid  teachers  in  some  of  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  State. 

The  usual  Sabbath  school  has  been  continued  on  Sabbath 
morning,  and  we  are  under  renewed  obligatians  to  those  faith- 
ful Christian  teachers  who,  in  all  weather,  have,  for  a  series 
of  years,  come  up  two  and  a  half  miles  every  Sabbath  morning 
to  take  the  principal  part  of  the  labor  of  teaching,  and  some 
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of  the  time  of  superintending  this  Sabbath  school.  May  the 
Great  Shepherd  reward  them  with  the  conscioas  satisfaction  of 
having  faithfully  labored  for  the  Master,  resulting — as  we  know 
it  will — ^in  their  own  growth  in  grace,  and  also  with  the  great 
blessing  of  seeing  some  of  these  precious  souls  led,  through 
their  Influence,  into  the  fold  of  the  Lamb,  so  that  in  the  last 
day  they  may  be  able  to  say  to  the  Shepherd  of  souls,  *^  Here 
am  I,  and  those  that  Thou  hast  given  me." 

We  have  had  the  usual  preaching  service  an  the  chapel  Sab- 
bath afternoon,  performed  mostly  by  the  clergymen  of  different 
denominations  from  the  neighboring  villages.  Measures  are 
being  devised  and  tried,  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  connect 
some  other  duties  with  those  of  Chaplain,  and  we  hope  thus 
soon  to  be  provided  with  an  able  and  faithful  resident  Chaplain. 

A  new  **  Book  of  Devotions  "  has  been  recently  adopted  for 
the  Sabbath  and  other  services,  which  'contemplates  that  the 
boys  sbaU  take  more  part  in  the  exercises  by  responsive  read- 
ing, sii^ging,  etc.  *  It  has  been  found,  in  other  similar  institu- 
tions, that  this  serves  to  secure  the  attention  of  the  boys,  and 
to  interest  them  mpre  in  the  services,  and  we  anticipate  thajt  it 
will  be  so  here,  and  that  thus  moral'  and  religious  truth  will 
get  a  deeper  hold  upon  the  boys.  The  book  adopted  is  the 
same  as  used  at  the  House  of  Refuge  at  New  York,  to  the 
Trustees  of  which  institution  we  are  indebted  for  the  free  use 
of  its  plates  to  print  an  edition. 

Tlie  labor  of  the  boys,  besides  the  domestic  work,  cultivation 
of  the  farm,  gardens,  etc.,  has  been  devoted  mostly  to  chair- 
seating,  though  something  has  been  done  at  comb  and  box 
making.  The  amount  received  for  the  labor  of  the  boys 
during  the  year,  has  been  about  $3,970,  some  $375  more 
than  the  previous  year ;  while  one  bill  for  labor,  due  but  not 
yet  paid,  amounts  to  $1,040.  This  does  not  include,  of 
course,  the  work  done  by  the  boys  on  the  farjB,  gardens, 
grounds  and  buildings,  at  the  barn,  and  in  the  sewing-room, 
shoe-shop,  laundry,  kitchen,  bakery,  dormitories,  etc.,  etc.,  and 
which  includes  a  large  part  of  the  labor  performed ;  and  which, 
computed  at  a  reasonable  price,  would  add  largely  to  the 
apparent  earnings  of  tlie  boys.    During  the  last  winter  a  shop 

was  fitted  up  in  which  the  farm  and  garden-house  boys  worked 
•  2 
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at  chair-seating  under  Mr.  Johnson,  master  of  the  gardea- 
bouse,  and  earned  during  the  winter  about  $625. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  things  to  find  healthy  and 
remunerative  employment  for  these  bojs.  At  the  time  of  the 
last  annual  report  it  was  hoped  that  we  should  be  able  to 
realize  considerable  from  the  business  of  comb-making.  There 
were  certain  parts  of  this  work  which  the  boys  could  do  very 
well,  and  so  long  as  we  were  able  to  procure  it  for  them,  it  was 
desirable  and  perhaps  more  profitable  than  any  other  work  we 
have  succeeded  in  finding  for  them;  but  the  supply  soon 
exceeded  the  demand  and  the  work  was  withdrawn.  The 
making  of  paper  boxes  has  kept  a  few  of  the  small  boys  at  the 
Peters  house  employed  a  part  of  the  time,  and  this  is  found  a 
light  and  tolerably  remunerative  employment.  Efibrts  will  be 
made  to  increase  this.  If  we  had  sufficient  room,  machinery 
and  capital,  very  probably  some  light  manufacturing  might  be 
undertaken  which  would  bring  us  a  larger  return  for  our  labor. 
But  as  it  is  we  must  do  wliat  we  can,  and  still  seek, — ^we  hope 
successfully, — for  something  more  remunerative  than  we  have 
yet  found. 

For  a  few  years  much  labor  has  been  bestowed  upon  the 
setting  out  and  cultivating  of  small  fruits,  etc.  From  these  we 
are  beginning  to  realis^e  some  income,  which  will  now  be 
increasing  from  year  to  year.  Of  strawberries  alone  we 
have  this  year  sold  seven  thousand  and  fifty-seven  boxes,  which, 
from  the  great  abundance  of  tliis  fruit  this  season,  sold  quite 
low,  but  netted  us  $1,451.  Had  the  season  been  auspicious 
we  should  also  have  realized  quite  a  return  from  grapes.  Our 
vines  have  borne  abundantly,  but  owing  to  the  cold,  wet 
weather  many  of  them  have  failed  to  ripen  their  fruit,  though 
it  is  the  first  failure  since  we  commenced  their  culture.  It  has 
been  remarked  by  an  experienced-  grape  cultivator  of  this 
State,  that  it  has  been  the  poorest  season  for  grapes  in  twenty 
years. 

Of  the  larger  fruits  we  have  a  fair  yield  of  pears,  though 
rather  poor ;  of  apples  more  than  last  year,  but  not  a  large 
yield. 

The  farm  crops  have  been  very  good,  and  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  any  previous  year.    The  hay  crop  is  especially  large^ 
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and  corn  and  grain  good.  The  vegetable  and  root  crops  are 
tolcfrably  good,  if  we  except  cabbages,  which  are  rather  poor. 
For  more  particulars  in  reference  to  the  crops,  etc.,  we  refer 
70a  to  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  Farmer  and  the  Masters 
oC  the  family  houses,  having  these  particular  departments 
under  their  charge. 

Tlie  conditiftn  of  the  live  stock  is  good.  We  have  a  very 
fine  herd  of  cows,  many  of  them  pure  blood  Ayrshires ;  and 
with  a  full  blood  sire  of  the  same  breed,  considerable  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  raising  of  young  stock,  of  which  we  have 
several  beautiful  and  promising  specimens. 

Since  our  last  report,  the  removal  and  thorough  re-modelling 
of  the  piggery,  made  necessary  by  the  disease  among  swine  last 
year,  in  order  to  prevent  the  continuance  or  spread  of  the  infec- 
tion, has  been  completed,  at  a  cost  of  $1,961.67 ;  and  is  now, 
notwithstanding  some  defects,  quite  convenient,  and  so  arranged 
as  to  furnish  an  excellent  place  for  making  a  large  amount  of 
fertilizing  material.  In  former  years  the  keeping  and  raising 
of  swine  has  proved  a  source  of  profit ;  but  the  disease  of  last 
year  effectually  cut  off  the  profits  for  that  year,  and  though 
there  has  been  no  appearance  of  the  disease  or  indications  of 
its  return  the  present  season,  the  small  demand  and  low  prices- 
have  produced  the  same  results  as  to  profits  this  year. 

Nearly  all  the  buildings  have  been  painted  the  present  season, 
considerable  papering  has  been  done  and  repairs  made,  so  that 
the  buildings  are  in  better  condition  than  for  some  time  past. 
A  true  regard  for  economy  required  that  these  improvements 
and  repairs  should  be  made.  They  had  been  delayed  quite 
long  enough,  and  now  that  they  have  been  made,  the  appear- 
ance of  the  buildings  has  been  greatly  improved  and  thdir 
durability  increased^  while  the  comfort  of  the  occupants  has 
been  largely  promoted  by  them. 

The  construction  of  our  school-rooms,  especially  in  the  main 
building,  is  such,  that  the  want  of  proper  ventilation  has  been 
seriously  felt,  and  the  subject  of  a  change  of  them  has  been 
under  frequent  discussion.  It  has  been  finally  determined  to 
put  up  some  of  Professor  Robinson's  ventilators  on  trial, 
which,  if  they  shall  accomplish  what  is  expected  of  them,  it  is 
proposed  to  apply  to  other  parts  of  the  building  where  the 
same  want  is  felt. 
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In  closing,  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
faithfulness  with  which  the  vaHous  officers  have  discharged 
their  respective  duties,  and  contributed  to  the  favorable  results 
of  the  year.

The  conduct  of  the  boys  has  been,  for  the  most  part,  quite 
commendable.  They  have  been  generally  contented,  pleasant, 
and  hare  manifested  a  disposition  to  improve.  There  have  been 
fewer  attempts  at  elopement 'than  for  many  years. 

The  Physician's  report  will  show  that  the  general  health  of 
the  boys  has  been  suoh  as  to  give  occasion  for  much  gratitude, 
although  during  the  winter  and  spring  we  were  troubled  with 
inflammation  of  the  eyes. 

The  schools  have  been  somewhat  disturbed  by  change  of 
teachers,  only  two  of  the  seven  having  had  the  same  teacher 
through  the  year.  So  many  boys  were  sent  out  early  in  the 
season,  that  we  have  been  able  to  suspend  one  of  the  schools 
for  a  time.  Many  of  the  school-books  are  much  worn,  and 
there  is  need  of  a  new  supply,  which  has  been  partially  met 
by  the  recent  purchase  of  Guyot's  Geographies  and  wall  maps. 
The  library  books  also  show  unmistakable  marks  of  service, 
and  we  hope  to  add  new  ones  soon. 

I  am  desirous  that  the  schools  should  be  under  the  charge  of 
the  best  possible  instructors  and  should  be  furnislied  with  every 
facility  for  giving  the  boys  the  elements  of  a  practical  educa* 
tlon.  A  large  majority  of  our  boys  com^  to  us  untrained  in 
study  as  in  work,  and  if  we  would  elevate  and  improve  them, 
it  must  be  our  effort  to  discipline  them  to  habits  of  diligence 
in  both.  Work  I  consider  fully  equal,  as  a  reformatory 
agent,  to  study.  ^^  Idleness  is  the  parent  of  mischief,"  while 
industrious  habits  afford,  next  to  Christian  principle,  the  stroqg- 
est  safeguard  for  a  boy,  and  give  the  best  assurance  of  respect- 
ability and  success  in  life.  To  instil  this  Christian  principle 
into  their  hearts  must  bo  our  first  endeavor.  Our  boys,  when 
received,  are,  of  course,  lamentably  deficient  in  moral  and 
religious  culture,  and  need  the  most  thorough  and  patient 
instruction  in  this  respect.  They  must  have  '^  line  upon  line 
and  precept  upon  precept."  We  labor,  not  without  hope,  to 
plant  the  good  seed,  and  water  it,  looking  to  God  for  the 
increase. 

Sabbath  services  have  -been  the  same  as  heretofore.  Another 
year  renews  and  increases  our  obligation  to  the  Sabbath  school 
superintendent  and  teachers  from  the  village,  who  have  con- 
tinued to  us  their  valuable  assistance.  The  boys  are  taught 
to  love  and  reverence  the  Sabbath  and  spend  it  in  a  quiet  and 
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profitable  manner.  Our  monthly  Sabbath  school  concerts, 
which  are  regularly  maintained,  are  occasions  of  much  interest 
and  profit  to  them. 

During  the  year  the  boys  have  been  employed  in  seating 
chairs,  in  making  boxes,  in  labor  upon  the  farm,  and  domestic 
work.  Through  the  busy  season,  more  than  one  hundred  boys 
were  daily  employed  upon  the  farm  and  gardens.  This  work 
is  not  only  more  agreeable  and  healthful,  but  we  believe  more 
profitable  than  any  shop-work  we  have  been  able  to  obtain. 
It  also  fits  them  for  a  kind  of  labor  which  it  is  desirable  for 
them  to  follow,  after  leaving  the  institution,  and  for  which 
there  is  a  demand. 

All  the  holidays  of  the  year  have  been  observed  with  various 
entertainments  for  the  boys,  and  made  as  pleasant  as 
possible. 

These  are  days  of  reunion  hero  for  the  former  members  of 
the  school.  On  Thanksgiving  and  Fourth  of  July  large  num- 
bers were  with  us,  and  during  the  entire  summer  we  have  been 
gratified  by  visits,  some  of  them  from  very  early  members  of 
the  institution. 

The  annual  Cattle  Show  and  Agricultural  Exhibition,  held 
in  our  town,  affords  a  day  of  entertainment  for  many  of  our 
number,  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  whom  attended 
this  year.  Premiums  were  awarded  for  fruit,  vegetables,  and 
flowers  raised  here,  in  which  the  &rm  boys  were  much 
interested.  , 

We  have  received  many  encouraging  letters  and  reports  from 
those  who  have  left  us.  It  is  a  pleasing  fact  that  one  of  our 
former  scholars  has  aided  two  superintendents  in  preparing 
the  statistics  for  their  reports. 

It  has  been  often  said  that  the  discipline  of  such  a  school  as 
this  should  be  as  much  like  that  of  a  well  regulated  family  as 
possible.  This  is  undoubtedly  true.  Still,  in  a  company  of 
three  hundred  and  twenty  wild  and  wayward  boys,  it  is  neces- 
sary, ia  order  to  secure  that  degree  of  order  which  their  hap- 
piness and  improvement  here  require,  that  there  should  be 
some  general  rules  and  regulations  which  are  not  needed  in  a 
small  family.  A  grade  system  of  discipline  has  been  adopted 
the  last  year,  and  will,  we  think,  be  a  valuable  auxiliary  in  the 
management  of  the  school.    In  our  system  the  standing  of  a 
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hoj  is  indicatod  bj  six  grades, — ^fourth,  third,  second,  first, 
Trust,  and  Honor.  The  fourth  being  the  lowest  and  Honor 
the  highest.  A  boy  on  entering  is  placed  in  the  third  grade. 
If  his  conduct  is  bad  after  admonition,  he  is  degraded  to  the 
the  fourth ;  if  good,  in  due  time  he  is  promoted  successively 
tfirough  the  grades  to  Honor,  his  privileges  increasing  as  he 
advances.  We  hope  the  system  may  be  so  perfected  that  the 
boys  can  earn  their  own  release. 

Boys  are  selected  from  the  higher  grades  for  the  family 
houses.  Promoting  and  degrading  are  used  for  encourage- 
ment and  punishment.  Corporal  punishment  and  confine- 
inent  should  be  used  only  when  other  efiTorts  fail.  Kindness 
and  appeals  to  conscience  and  reason  are,  in  most  cases  I  am 
assured,  more  effectual  than  any  other  means  of  discipline,  and 
tend  to  awaken  and  preserve  self-respect. 

During  the  summer  military  drill  has  been  introduced, 
and  has  been  attended  with  more  pleasing  effects  upon  the 
conduct  and  spirit  of  the  boys  than  I  anticipated.  We  have 
two  companies  in  the  congregate  department,  including  one 
hundred  of  the  larger  boys.  Each  company  is  under  the 
charge  of  one  of  our  ofScers,  and  drills  every  day  during  a 
part  of  the  play  hours  upon  the  grounds  near  the  buildmg. 
We  have  also  a  company  composed  of  the  farm  house  boys, 
under  the  direction  of  an  officer  of  that  family.  A  band  con- 
nected with  the  school  would  add  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the 
drill,  and  be  to  all  a  source  of  much  entertainment. 

A  large  number  of  boys  have  been  apprenticed  and  dis- 
charged on  probation  during  the  year.  Too  much  importance 
cannot  be  attached  to  the  responsibility  of  apprenticing  these 
boys.  Upon  it  depend,  to  a  great  extent,  their  future  interests 
and  the  reformation  which  we  hope  has  been  commenced.  The 
character  of  the  man  and  his  circumstances,  must  be  consid- 
ered, and  great  care  and  skill  be  exercised  in  selecting  a  boy 

who  is  adapted  to  the  master,  and  fitted  to  meet  the  influ- 
ences that  may  surround  him. 

It  has  been  our  custom  to  allow  the  boys  to  go  out  on  trial 
of  a  month,  and  if  both  parties  are  pleased,  to  indent  the  boy 
till  he  is  about  eighteen,  when  he  is  allowed  generally  to  make 
his  own  arrangements  for  the  future.  We  usually  plan  to 
have  his  apprenticeship  terminate  in  the  spring. 
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As  may  be  seen  by  table  five,  many  among  the  number  that 
have  been  provided  for  during  the  year,  had  been  with  us  for  a 
long  time.  Of  our  present  number,  seyenty-two  only  hare  been 
here  over  two  years,  and  sixteen  of  these  have  been  out  on 
trial,  or  discharged  on  probation,  and  returned.  In  accord- 
ance with  your  by-laws,  the  names  of  all  the  boys  that  have 
been  in  the  school  two  years  and  over  have  been  reported  to 
to  your  board  at  each  quarterly  meeting,  that  no  boy  may 
remain  in  the  institution  too  long  without  his  case  being  duly 
considered. 

The  reports  of  the  Masters  of  the  family  houses,— the  most 
pleasant  and  interesting  part  of  our  institution, — are  presented 
with  this  and  speak  for  themselves. 

We  return  our  thanks  to  the  editors  and  publishers  of  the 
«  Berkshire  County  Eagle,"  the  **  Salem  Register,"  the  "  Essex 
County  Mercury,"  "  The  Christian,"  and  the  "  Sabbath  School 
Gazette,"  (fifty  copies  of  which  are  received,)  who  have  sup- 
plied us  with  their  papers.  Also  to  the  Massachusetts  Bible 
Society  for  fifty  copies  of  the  New  Testament,  designed  to  be 
presented  to  the  boys  on  leaving.  We  are  under  obligations  to 
friends,  by  the  hand  of  J.  H.  Stephenson,  Esq.,  for  thirty-five 
dollars  for  the  purchase  of  skates  for  the  boys. 

Before  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
fidelity  and  willing  co-operation  so  general  among  the  officers 
both  of  the  congregate  and  family  departments. 

Commending  the  institution  and  all  its  interests  to  Him  who 
holds  in  his  hand  the  destinies  of  the  smallest  as  well  as  the 
greatest,  and  thanking  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  advice  and 
consideration,

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PHYSICIAlST'S    REPORT. 


Westboeough,  Sept.  80, 1867. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Stale  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — Since  mj  last  report  upon  the  health  of  this 
institution  for  the  fiscal  year  was  submitted  to  jou,  two  cases 
of  disease  have  had  a  fatal  termination.  One  boj  died  on  the 
first  of  October  of  typhoid  fever  after  a  short  illness ;  the  other 
died  in  March  of  croup  after  an  illness  of  a  few  hours.  At 
this  time  several  boys  at  the  nursery  had  incipient  symptoms  of 
the  same  disease. 

A.  greater  number  have  been  affected  with  inflammation  of 
the  eyes  than  for  many  years.  One  hundred  and  fortj-two 
are  upon  the  Nurse's  record  of  cases  treated.  A  large  propor- 
tion of  these  were  mild  cases,  and  recovered  by  little  other 
medication  than  the  diligent  use  of  water  and  exclusion  from 
strong  light. 

Two  boys  have  had  rheumatic  fever,  not  very,  lengthy  or 
severe.  One  boy  fractured  his  arm  near  the  shoulder  > 
two  had  each  a  fracture  of  the  fore  arm  near  the  wrist.  A  boy 
received  a  severe  concussion  of  the  spine,  which  confined  him 
to  his  bed  for  several  days. 

Tlie  above  injuries  were  caused  by  falls  in  the  gymnasium. 

In  the  agpregate  of  cases,  about  as  much  time  has  been  spent 
in  the  hospital  as  usual,  on  account  of  slighter  accidents  or 
illness  from  other  causes.

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GARDEN    HOUSE    REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — The  whole  number  of  boys  during  the  year 
has  been  seventy-five,  although  we  have  had  but  thirty  at  one 
time.  They  have  been  employed  principally  through  the 
summer  in  gardening ;  in  winter,  seating  chairs. 

The  whole  number  of  days'  labor  performed  is  9,201,  divided 
as  follows :  gardening,  8,857  ;  seating  chairs,  2,556  ;  domestic 
labor,  1,490 ;  for  farmer,  165 ;  on  roads,  197  ;  miscellaneous, 
such  as  carting  coal,  gravel,  loam,  &c.,  936  days. 

We  have  had  much  smaller  boys  and  more  frequent  changes 
than  last  year,  yet  we  have  cultivated  the  same  number  of 
acres.  Sometimes  the  boys  have  had  to  work  during  play 
hours  to  accomplish  all  this  labor,  but  feeling  an  interest  in 
their  work  they  have  invariably  done  it  cheerfully. 

The  boys  were  classed  into  two  grades  last  spring, — Honor 
and  Trust, — and  are  advanced  from  Trust  to  Honor  after 
remaining  here  three  months  and  proving  themselves  truthful 
and  honest  during  that  time.  This  system  works  admirably, 
as  the  boys  are  all  anxious  to  get  into  the  grade  of  Honor,  and 
try  their  best,  not  only  to  get  in  but  to  stay  there,  as  we  change 
them  to  the  other  grade  if  we  find  they  are  not  worthy. 

The  school  has  been  conducted  by  the  same  teacher  as  last 
year.  She  has  labored  diligently  and  faithfully  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  boys,  and  they  have  made  as  much  progress  as 
could  be  expected  from  this  class  of  boys. 

Our  strawberries  were  very  prolific,  yielding  from  about  two 
and  one-half  acres,  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty 
boxes  of  berries,  which  with  the  plants  sold  from  the  same 
ground  amounted  to  $1,606.64. 

The  grape  crop,  to  which  we  have  given  much  attention  for 
the  past  few  years,  has  been  poor ;  yet  with  all  the  efiects  of 
blight  and  mildew  the  crop  is  a  paying  one.  I  have  added 
about  seven  hundred  vines  this  year  by  setting  one  acre  more. 
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60  that  now  we  have  sixteen  hundred  vines  for  bearing.  I  am 
satisfied  that  grape-growing  will  be  one  of  our  most  profitable 
crops. 

Of  the  vegetables,  cabbages  have  proved  almost  a  failure 
with  me  this  year ;  the  plants  were  destroyed  two  or  three  times 
by  a  small  black  fly  as  soon  as  they  were  up.  Potatoes  yield 
but  a  very  small  crop.  All  the  other  varieties  cultivated  have 
done  well. 

The  following  will  show  the  value  of  produce  our  family  has 
raised  the  past  season,  together  with  what  has  been  received 
for  seating  chairs.

TViAStees^f  the  State  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — Our  family  is  composed  of  twenty-four  of  the 
smallest  boys  of  the  institution ,  who  for  meritorious  behavior 
are  promoted  from  tlie  main  building.  Their  average  age  is 
eleven  and  one-half  years.  Of  the  twenty-four  who  were  with 
us  at  the  commencement  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  eight  have 
been  indentured  to  farmers^  two  have  been  discharged,  five 
have  been  returned  to  tlie  congregate  department,  and  one  died 
of  membranous  croup. 

We  have  been  employed  the  past  year  as  follows : —

The  willow  crop  is  •  a  failure  ;  two  acres  of  the  ground  I 
planted  this  season  to  potatoes.  The  cause  of  the  failure  is  a 
willow  worm ;  myriads  of  them  eating  the  foliage,  checking 
their  growth  as  well  as  sapping  the  life.  It  is  an  unprofitable 
crop  at  best. 

We  make  a  specialty  of  raising  flowers,  and  some  of  our 
boys  are  very  proficient  in  this  department,  performing  their 
work  well.  Of  course  I  am  not  able  to  show  any  gain  in  a 
money  point  of  view  in  this  direction ;  we  have  been  sufiS- 
ciently  compensated  with  the  beautiful  flowers  of  which  we  have 
had  an  abundant  supply.  We  think  nothing  is  really  lost  by 
making  tlie  surroundings  of  the  institution  as  pleasing  to  the 
eye  as  possible. 
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Our  boys  seem  very  happy  and  contented,  and  from  time  to 
time  we  are  able  to  see  marked  improvement  in  their  studies 
and  also  in  a  moral  point  of  view.  One  of  our  first  duties 
seems  to  be  to  educate  the  heart  and  conscience.  We  believe 
that  if  we  ^^  cast  our  bread  upon  the  waters  we  shall  find  it," 
though  it  be  ^^  after  many  days."

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FARM    HOUSE    REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — la  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Superiot 
tendent,  I  submit  this,  my  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Farm 
House  Family. 

The  average  number  of  boys  in  this  family  is  thirty.  On 
account  of  the  numerous  changes  made  during  the  year  the 
aggregate  number  has  been  seventy-three*  Of  these,  during 
the  six  months  I  have  been  connected  with  the  family,  eighteen 
have  been  indentured  to  farmers  and  mechanics,  ten  have  been 
returned  to  the  congregate  department,  three  have  gone  to  live 
with  their  friends,  and  four  remain  who  commenced  the  year 
in  the  family.  The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  good,  no  case 
of  sickness  having  occurred  of  any  serious  moment. 

The  boys  in  this  family,  in  addition  to  cultivating  the  vege- 
tables  on  seventeen  acres  of  land,  at  which  they  have  worked 
2,885  days,  hav^  performed  1,055  days'  labor  for  the  farmer, 
including  work  at  the  barn  and  piggery,  in  which  two  boys 
have  have  been  engaged  during  the  working  hours  of  each  day, 
1,414  days,  at  miscellaneous  work,  consisting  of  shovelling 
coal,  clearing  and  filling  reservoirs,  sinking  stones,  and  general 
improvements  about  the  farm.  During  the  winter  season, 
eighteen  boys  were  employed  seating  chairs,  the  receipts  for 
which  will  be  found  in  the  annexed  schedule. 

We  commenced  the  season  under  considerable  embarrass- 
ment, from  the  fact  that  master  and  matron,  teacher  and 
assistant  were  inexperienced  in  the  work  before  them. 

During  the  past  six  months  the  boys  have  been  uniformly 
contented  and  happy,  to  such  a  degree  that  many  have  declined 
to  accept  situations  when  ofiered  them.  We  have  endeavored 
to  associate  with  them  in  the  most  friendly  manner,  and  thus 
become  familiar  with  their  thoughts  and  dispositions ;  by  so 
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doing  their  sympathios  have  been  drawn  into  harmony  with 
our  own. 

Their  Sabbaths  have  been  spent  in  reading  books  taken  from 
the  library,  learning  and  reciting  portions  of  Sacred  Scripture, 
attending  seiyices  at  the  chapel,  and  frequently  they  have 
attended  church  in  the  village,  or  at  Northborough,  accom- 
panied by  one  or  more  of  the  officers. 

By  request  of  the  Superintendent,  the  boys  have  been 
infitmcted  in  the  rudiments  of  military  drill  by  a  teacher  who 
has  experienced  the  sterner  realities  of  military  life.  Consider- 
ing the  limited  time  allotted  to  this  branch  of  education,  much 
proficiency  has  been  made  in  the  different  evolutions. 

The  boys  while  in  school  have  been  orderly  and  attentive  to 
their  studies,  obeying  the  requirements  of  their  teacher  pleas- 
antly and  cheerfully,  and  in  most  of  their  studies  made  com- 
mendable progress.  They  have  also  made  much  improvement 
in  penmanship. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say,  our  crops,  considering  the  season, 
have  furnished  an  abundant  harvest,  as  the  subjoined  schedule 
will  show.

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FARMER'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — ^In  accordance  with  your  by-laws,  I  respectfully 
eabmit  my  Annual  Report,  for  the  year  ending  September  SO, 
1867,  giving  a  brief  account  of  the  labor  performed,  with  state- 
ment of  produce  raised. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  the  farm,  the  men  and 
teams  have  perfgrmed  considerable  miscellaneous  labor,  such 
as  grading  and  laying  wall  about  the  piggery,  drawing  stones 
from  Northborough  for  same,  digging  and  removing  stones  from 
mowing.  Considerable  time  was  spent  in  breaking  roads  last 
winter.  Whole  number  of  days'  labor — men,  603 ;  oxen,  424 ; 
horses,  229. 

For  the  Farm  House  family,  the  men  have  worked  51  days  ; 
oxen,  182  day's ;  horses,  65  days. 

For  the  Garden  House  family,  the  men  have  worked  62  days ; 
oxen,  166  days ;  horses,  65  days.  And  for  the  Peters'  House 
family,  the  men,  612  days ;  oxen,  84  days ;  and  the  horses  21 
days. 

We  have  also  hauled  the  coal  and  other  supplies  from  the 
ndlroad  for  the  institution,  employing  men,  101  days;  oxen, 
120 ;  and  horses,  116  days.

TRUSTEES*  REPORT. 


2b  Bis  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Executive  Council. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Nautical  School  in  pre- 
senting their  Eighth  Annual  Beport,  feel  no  hesitation  in  declar- 
ing their  sincere  conviction  of  the  beneficent  operations  of  the 
institution  under  their  charge.  Organized  upon  principles 
which  no  experience  had  established,  acknowledged  as  an 
experiment  by  even  those  who  gave  it  life,  encountering  the 
opposition  in  its  earlier  years  of  all  who  are  in  the  habit  of  looking 
upon  every  effort  to  prevent  or  correct  crime  as  fanciful  and 
sentimental,  and  misunderstood  by  those  who,  living  at  a  dis- 
tance from  Uie  seaboard,  must  fail  to  appreciate  to  any  great 
extent  whatever  pertains  to  the  sea  or  a  sailor's  life,  it  has, 
strictly  according  to  the  measure  of  its  success,  gradually  won 
the  confidence  of  the  people  of  the  Oommonwealth,  and  com- 
mended itself  as  worthy  of  their  support.  The  Trustees 
believe  that  its  system  and  management  have  been  carefully 
scrutinized  by  those  who  have  the  best  interests  of  the  State  at 
heart,  and  that  the  verdict  rendered  by  them  has  been  such  as 
to  reflect  the  highest  credit  upon  those  who,  with  far-sighted 
philanthropy,  conceived  and  developed  the  idea  of  a  Nautical 
School  as  an  indispensable  adjunct  to  our  reformatory  and 
educational  system.  Though  its  practical  operations  are 
becoming  each  year  more  and  more  apparent,  the  theory  upon 
which  it  is  based  is  by  no  means  generally  understood.    Phil- 
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anthropj  in  Massachusetts  has  become  a  science  based  upon 
certain  fixed  principles  in  man's  nature,  and  regulated  by  laws 
exact  and  certain  in  their  operations.  These  principles  and 
laws  it  is  the  duty  of  the  true  statesman  to  ascertain,  and  apply 
in  the  regulation  of  the  charitable  interests  of  the  State.  While 
the  larger  part  of  the  community  are  engaged  in  the  practical 
business  of  life,  surrounded  by  scenes  of  happiness  and  pros- 
perity, knowing  no  want  themselvee  and  hardly  able  to  realize 
it  in  others,  blessed  with  the  possession  of  happy  homes  undis- 
turbed by  Tulgar  ignorance  or  disgusting  vice,  there  are,  for- 
tunately for  the  general  welfare,  those  who,  devoting  their  lives 
to  the  improvement  of  their  fellow<men,  have  discovered  those 
principles  upon  which  philanthropy  is  based,  and  the  methods 
of  action  by  which  it  may  be  developed  and  made  useful. 
They  have  discovered  the  great  truth  that,  whereas  heretofore 
a  very  considerable  portion  of  every  community  has  been 
allowed  to  remain  undeveloped,  to  run  to  waste  and  to  grow  up 
and  live  rather  an  obstruction  to  its  progress  and  a  burden 
upon  its  resources,  than  an  efficient  aid  in  its  general  advance* 
ment,  therefore  some  means  must  be  devised  to  make  each  do 
his  share  in  the  great  work  of  life,  by  developing  the  moral 
and  mental  powers  with  which  each  man  has  been  endowed. 
As  in  physical  science  the  raw  materials,  which  have  remained 
undisturbed  sincd  the  creation  of  the  world,  are  gradually 
coming  to  light  under  the  searching  eye  of  discovery  to  meet 
the  wants  of  man,  so  in  this  new  science  the  philanthropist 
has  laid  his  hand  upon  the  heretofore  dormant  or  wasted  ele- 
ments of  society,  to  make  them  act  their  part  in  the  complicated 
machinery  of  civilization.  As  the  genial  heat  and  cheerful  light 
which  now  add  comfort  and  grace  to  our  homes,  were  unknown 
before  the  slumbering  strata  of  coal  were  aroused  from  their  beds 
in  the  bowels  of  the  earth  to  fulfil  their  destiny  in  the  hands  of 
man,  so  it  is  easy  to  conceive  that  out  of  this  heretofore  wasted 
and  forgotten  human  material,  there  may  be  such  mental  and 
moral  development  as  shall  adorn  and  bl^s  the  world. 

It  is  this  material  which  it  is  the  design  of  the  Nautical  School 
to  develop  and  shape.  Once  breathe  into  that  the  breath  of  moral 
and  intellectual  life,  and  its  career  will  be  as  much  higher  than 
that  from  which  it  has  been  turned,  as  the  living,  breathing

loan  is  above  the  body  which  came  still-born  into  the  world, 
and  lies  decaying  in  its  grave. 

Again,  the  truth  has  been  discovered,  that  crime  is  generally 
tho  result  of  misdirected  energies  and  capacities.  The  very 
gifts  which  are  given  to  men  to  enable  them  to  do  some  great 
work  in  this  active  world,  are  used  to  distinguish  them  in 
Ticious  pursuits  and  a  criminal  life.  It  has  been  the  efifort  of 
the  philanthropist  to  seize  upon  these  energies,  and  so  mould 
and  direct  them  under  the  guidance  of  moral  laws,  that  they 
shall  fulfil  the  destiny  which  they  were  intended  to  accomplish. 
The  same  genius  which,  under  the  influence  of  bad  example 
and  separated  from  moral  teachings,  marks  the  skilful  and 
daring  outlaw,  will,  if  properly  cultivated  and  wisely  directed, 
characterize  the  benefactor  of  his  race.  Heroism  and  crime 
are  the  results  of  the  same  powers  in  man  under  the  control  of 
opposite  principles  and  laws.  The  man  who  is  capable  of 
great  evil  is  also  capable  of  great  good.  It  is  only  necessary 
that  the  capacities  of  his  nature  should  be  turned  in  his  youth 
in  the  right  or  the  wrong  direction,  to  determine  the  chan- 
nels in  which  his  future  life  will  run.  The  small  stream  just 
banning  its  journey  on  the  peaks  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  may 
be  turned  by  a  man's  hand  to  the  east  or  the  west,  and  the 
direction  there  given  to  it  shall  determine  its  flow  to  the 
Atlantic  or  to  the  Pacific.  To  seize  hold  of  those  energies  and 
capacities  which  are  implanted  in  the  minds  of  youth,  and 
direct  them  at  the  earliest  stage  of  their  development  towards 
a  virtuous  and  useful  life,  is  the  great  end  and  aim  of  the 
Nautical  School.  The  Trustees  and  officers  are  fully  impressed 
with  the  value  of  the  material  they  have  it  in  their  power*  to 
develop  and  shape,  and  with  the  duty  resting  upon  them  to 
accomplish  the  good  results  of  which  they  believe  the  institu- 
tion is  capable. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Assistant-Superintendent, 
Teachers,  and  Treasurer  are  herewith  submitted,  and  to  them 
reference  may  be  had  for  details  as  to  the  practical  operation 
of  tbe  school  daring  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  boys  has  increased  to  very  nearly  the  capacity  of  both  the 
"  George  M.  Barnard"  and  the  "  Massachusetts."  Another  year 
will  doubtless  exhaust  their  accommodations,  and  thus  confirm 
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the  policy*  of  the  legislature  of  adding  a  second  ship  to  the 
institution. 

The  Trustees  cannot  close  this  Report  without  adding  that 
the  success  whicli  has  attended  the  operations  of  the  Nautical 
.  School,  has  been  mainly  owing  to  the  earnest  and  conscientious 
labors  of  its  officers,  and  that  to  its  Superintendent  and 
Teachers  the  credit  chieflj  belongs  of  accomplishing  the 
results  wliich  the  founders  of  the  school  had  hoped,  and  which 
the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  expect.

The  close  of  the  eighth  year  of  the  successful  operation  of 
the  Nauti€al  School  finds  us  with  a  larger  number  of  inmates 
than  ever  before,^and  in  better  condition  for  the  prosecution  of 
our  work  than  at  any  former  period  in  the  history  of  the  insti- 
tution. On  the  '^  George  M.  Barnard  "  there  were,  on  the  30th 
of  September,  one  hundred  and  forty-fivd  boys,  and  on  the 
'*  Massachusetts  "  one  hundred  and  forty-two ;  and  there  have 
been  coaimitted  during  the  year,  to  the  ^^  George  M.  Barnard,'' 
two  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  to  the  ^^Massachusetts" 
thirty-five  boys. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  boys  have  been  transferred  from 
the  ^^  George  M.  Barnard  "  to  the  ^^  Massachusetts,"  to  equalize 
from  time  to  time  the  number  in  the  two  ships,  and  to  meet 
the  demand  for  boys  for  the  whaling  service. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-two  boys  have  been  discharged 
from  the ''  Massachusetts,"  and  one  hundred  and  nineteen  from 
the  ^*  George  M.  Barnard,"  during  the  past  year.. 

It  will  be  seen,  that  notwithstanding  the  general  depression 
of  commerce,  the  number  of  boys  shipped  on  voyages  at  sea  is 
largely  in  excess  of  the  number  reported  for  the  preceding 
years.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  while  our  boys  continue  to 
give  such  good  satisfaction,  there  will  always  be  a  demand  for 
as  many  as  we  may  wish  to  procure  voyages  for. 

Two  of  our  number  have  been  removed  by  death  during  the 
year.     George  A.  Bennett  died  of  consumption  at  the  hospital 
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in  New  Bedford,  and  Thomas  W.  Hanley  was  killed  by  falling 
from  aloft  on  board  the  ^  Massachusetts." 

The  health  of  the  boys  has  been  good.  Some  change  has 
been  made  in  their  diet,  which  has  afforded  them  greater 
variety  and  has  had  a  good  effect  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 

A  generous  public  has  placed  us  under  great  obligations  for 
valuable  contributions  the  past  year — such  as  books  for  the 
library  of  each  ship ;  also,  a  cabinet  organ  for  each  ship,  and 
many  other  tangible  evidences  of  sympathy  and  interest  for 
the  welfare,  happiness  and  improvement  of  the  boys. 

We  have  also  a  grateful  remembrance  of  those  friends  who 
have  addressed  the  boys  on  the  Sabbath,  whose  words  have 
been  received  with  great  attention,  accompanied  with  serious 
purposes  of  reformation. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  receive 
letters  from  those  who  have  been  discharged  to  go  to  sea,  or  to 
distant  parts  of  the  country,  expressing  a  kind  recollection  of 
the  School  Ship,  and  to  see  them  proving  it  by  immediately 
visiting  the  school  on  their  return  from  a  voyage  even  before 
they  visit  their  near  relatives. 

While  some  cases  of  relapse  into  crime  have  come  to  oar 
knowledge,  many  are  the  boys  we  meet  with  who  are  pursuing 
a  useful  trade  or  giving  entire  satisfaction  on  shipboard. 

The  results  of  a  year's  labor  are  to  be  expected  more  among 
the  developments  of  the  future  than  in  any  present  manifesta- 
tion ;  still,  the  thoughtful  attention  given  to  utterances  of  the 
great  truths  of  the  gospel,  all  make  us  hope  that  the  labors  of 
the  past  shall  yet  find  sure  reward  in  the  good  fruits  of  the 
future. 

The  ships  have  been  visited  by  ladies  and  .gentlemen  inter- 
ested in  juvenile  reform  more  the  past  year  than  formerly,  and 
I  trust  with  good  effect  upon  the  boys.  Eind-hearted  ladies 
who  have  conversed  freely  with  the  boys,  have  often  written  to 
them,  making  them  little  presents  and  leaving  upon  them  an 
influence  permanent  for  good. 

As  much  time  has  been  employed  in  cruising  this  season  as 
usual,  and  the  boys  have  made  good  progress  in  seamanship. 
The  *^  Massachusetts  "  came  around  and  spent  fifteen  days  with 
us  in  July,  returning  to  New  Bedford  August  Ist.  I  am  well 
convinced  that  the  location  of  that  ship  in  New  Bedford  will 
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prove  an  advantage  to  the  institution,  as  sixty-nine  boys  have 
been  shipped  in  the  wb&ling  service  during  the  year  from  the 
^^  Massachusetts.'' 

The  officers  connected  with  the  institution  have  been  faithful 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  teachers  especially 
have  been  very  successful  in  the  management  of  their  schools. 
They  have  labored  with  great  zeal  and  industry,  and  with  good 
results. 

Please  accept  my  thanks,  gentlemen,  for  all  your  kind  offices,

The 
average  number  for  each  month  has  been  152.  Divided, 
according  to  their  ability,  into  four  classes,  the  number  in  each, 
— beginning  with  the  first  or  highest, — stands,  at  present, — 24, 
82,  40,  and  56.  The  first  class  are  good  readers ;  have  made 
good  progress  in  Arithmetic,  Navigation,  and  Mathematical 
Geography.  The  second  class  are  also  good  readers ;  advanced 
to  Compound  Numbers,  and  beginning  Navigation.  Tlie  third 
class  are  yet  learning  the  Multiplication  Table  and  Long 
Division.  The  majority  of  the  fourth  class,  though  quick  at 
reckoning,  are  beginners  in  Written  Arithmetic.  Thirteen 
of  the  last  are  yet  in  the  Primer. 

While  careful  attention  is  given  to  the  classing  of  the  boys, 
and  daily  recitations  are  had,  much  time  is  devoted  to  general 
exercises,  in  which  tlie  whole  school  answer  questions  or  repeat 
in  concert.  In  this  way,  those  who  know  little  of  the  processes 
of  ciphering,  may  acquire  the  principles  of  Arithmetic.  The 
elements  of  Geography,  Geometry  as  applied  to  Navigation, 
Astronomy,  the  facts  in  History,  rules  in  Grammar,  Spelling, 
and  something  of  various  subjects  not  regularly  studied,  are 
readily  learned.  The  close  attention  of  the  boys  in  these  exer- 
cises is  secured  by  gymnastic  motions  which  all  are  required  to 
take,  to  which  some  portions  of  every  study  have  been  arranged, 
and  which  the  boys  are  fond  of  working  out  in  this  way. 
Their  musical  talent  is  also  applied^  to  some  extent,  in  the 
same  way. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  boys  take  great  interest  in  the 
exercise  of  reading.  The  importance  of  this,  as  a  means  of 
reformation,  one  cannot  fail  to  notice.    The  excellent  reading 
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books  besides  giving  Tsluable  information  in  an  entertaining 
form,  bring  out  plainly  tbe  line  of  distinction  between  right  and 
wrong  which  some,  at  least,  of  these  bc^s  never  knew.    They 
present  the  scenes  of  innocent  childhood  ;  the  home  circle  of 
mother,  sister  and  playmates  ;  of  bojrs  precieely  in  their  for- 
mer condition,  rising  to  useful  and  eminent  stations  by  the 
inspiration  of  a  good  purpose  or  magnanimous  resolve.     As 
singing  drires  Awaj  vicious  thoughts,  so  the  mere  exercise  of 
reading  tanMs  the  wayward  and  rough  boys,  and  brings  out 
their  better  nature.    The  subdued  voice  heard  in  the  quiet 
sohool-room,  ^making  out  simple  words  and  s^attences,  and  giv- 
ing the  proper  intooation  of  the  familiar  dialogue  or  the  pure 
prec^t,  has  ito  effeet  on  the  readers  themselves  and  their  com- 
panions;  eapecially  so  when  all  are  engaged,  each  morning, 
singly  or  in  concert,  reading  the  New  Testament. 

More  interest  than  in  learning  to  read  even,  have  the  boys 

taken  in  leaiaiing  to  write.    A  regulation  made  this  year  has, 

in  part,  pnedueed  this  result.    Yielding  to  the  habit  of  indo^ 

lence,  boys  would  go  for  months  without  acquiring  sujGEicient 

penmanship  to  write  a  letter,  employing  the  aid  of  their  com^ 

panions  in  writing  their  friends.    No  boy  is  now  allowed  to 

write  home  except  with  his  own  hand.    The  effect  of  this  rule 

is  wonderfuL    Soys  who  had  never  written  a  word  home,  in 

two  weeks  surprised  their  friends  with  intelligible   letters, 

written  or  printed  in  capitals  or  the  small  Soman  letter,  and 

spelt,  if  not  correctly,  at  least  philosophically,  according  to  the 

sound.    Writing  of  lett^s  or  of  copies  occupy  two  half  days 

of  every  week.    In^rovement  also  is  made  in  this  bran  eh  hj:9k 

free  use  of  the  slate  and  pencil.    Nearlj  every  boy  writes  a 

letter  once  in  two  weeks. 

More  plainly  have  we  traced,  the  year  past,  the  efibd;  of  the 
school  on  the  formation  of  character.  Maniy  receive  au  educa- 
tion here  sufficient  for  all  ordinary  business,  who  inevilalb^ 
would  have  growi^  up  unable  to  read  or  write.  They  acquire 
habits  of  obedience  of  which  they  had  before  very  vague  ideas. 
On  shipboard  they  must-  becolie  mannerly  and  respectful. 
Promptnessin  tbe  exercises  here  will  be  promptness  everywhere. 
Neatness  in  the  writing  book  will  be  neatness  and  method  in 
the  counting  room  or  workshop. 
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The  goverDinent  of  such  an  institution  taxes  the  ingenuity 
of  the  teachers.  With  such  preyious  habits  in  the  'governed, 
the  manner  must,  in  the  main,  be  stern  and  arbitrary.  In  no 
place,  perhaps,  would  the  attempt  to  govern  by  mere  moral 
means  be  so  sure  a  failure.  But  authority  being  once  estab- 
lished, kindness,  even  mildness  of  nature,  accompanied  with  a 
hearty  good  will  for  the  boys'  happiness,  goes  very  far.  The 
Heaven  appointed  method,  of  first  the  Law  then  the  Gospel,  is 
appreciated  here.  Fear  and  compulsion  may  produce  prompt 
obedience,  even  good  manners,  but  there  is  no  real  improve* 
ment  in  the  boy  who  is  influenced  by  such  motives.  Neither 
would  one  who  has  chosen  for  his  profession  to  work  on  mindj 
degrade  his  material  to  the  condition  of  inanimate  objects. 

A  delicate  point  is  to  keep  up  in  boys  thus  situated  a  lively 
interest  in  the  things  learned,  and  a  proper  ambition  and  self- 
respect.  There  is  more  poetry  than  truth  in  the  ^^  Treadjnill 
Song."  Not  many  here  will  think  of  getting  up  a  *^  School 
Ship  of  their  own,"  when  grown  wiser.  Hard  for  them  to  like 
the  study  of  Navigation  when  ship-board  is  their  disgust.  The 
desideratum  here  is  wisely  met  by  the  frequent  visits  of  the 
friends  of  the  institution  and  strangers.  The  excellent 
addresses  to  the  boys  on  the  Sabbath  and  at  other  times,  from 
the  best  men  in  the  land,  appeal  to  their  higher  motives.  The 
frequent  exhibitions  of  the  boys  is  not  mere  show.  The  essen- 
tial parts  of  each  branch  of  study  are  thus  fixed  in  the  minds 
of  the  pupils.  The  gymnastic  movements  are  simply  indis- 
pensable in  their  training.  While  we  cannot  speak  of  individ* 
ual  cases,  we  have  gratifying  evidence  that  the  sowing  of 
religious  truth  during  the  year,  always  received  with  the  most 
thoughtful  attention,  has  not  and  will  not  be  without  its 
important  results.  And  we  are  more  than  ever  convinced  that 
to  labor  for  the  salvation  of  the  pupil,  is  to  labor  most  effect- 
ually for  his  improvement.

The  boys  haye  generally  enjoyed  good  health  during  the 
yeibr.  Two  of  our  number  haye  died  as  you  will  learn  from  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent. 
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The  boys  received  during  the  year  have  been  quite  deficient 
in  education,  but  all  have  made  good  improvement.  Oral 
instruction  and  object-teaching  have  been  much  enjoyed  with 
good  results.  In  some  branches,  especially  in  navigation  and 
astronomy,  each  boy  has  been  furnished  with  a  blank  book  in 
which  the  leading  principles  of  the  science  pursued,  with  rules 
and  illustrative  examples,  have  been  systematically  recorded. 
This  has  proved  to  be  a  very  good  method  of  inatfuotioQ,--^aoh 
boy  making  his  own  text-book  from  principles  orally  stated  and 
from  examples  on  the  blackboard.  My  experience  has  shown 
me  how  hard  it  is  for  many  boys  to  cultivate  an  attachment  for 
the  text-book  placed  in  their  hands ;  but  a  work  compiled  and 
arranged  by  themselves  they  regard  with  that  affectionate  pride 
which  pertains  to  authorship. 

We  have  received  during  the  year  seven  colored  boys  by 
commitment  and  four  by  transfer  from  the  Geo.  M.  Barnard. 
Five  have  been  discharged  during  the  year,  three  as  cooks  on 
board  vessels  and  two  on  probation.  Our  present  number  is 
fifteen.  Many  of  these  boys  are  from  the  South,  having  no  kin- 
dred in  the  North,  and  for  want  of  some  steady  employment 
have  been  arrested  for  vagrancy.  They  make  excellent  assist- 
ants for  the  cook  and  steward,  and  in  time  will  make  the  best 
of  cooks.  But  they  are  not  of  sufficient  i^  or  size  to  be 
shipped  in  the  large  vessels  employed  in  whaling,  and  I  suggest 
that  some  special  pains  be  taken  to  procure  them  places  on 
steamers,  packets  or  coasting  vessels.  In  no  previous  year  has 
the  school  received  so  much  real  assistance,  sympathy  and 
encouragement  from  the  public. 

The  resident  Trustee,  Matthew  Howland,  Esq.,  and  his  esti- 
mable lady,  have  been  constant  and  untiring  in  their  devotion 
to  the  true  interests  of  the  boys,  and  by  kindly  words  and  gen- 
erous deeds  have  placed  all  connected  with  the  school  under 
obligations  which  can  never  be  forgotten  or  disregarded. 

Some  benevolent  gentlemen  and  ladies  have  organized  on 
board  the  ship  a  Sunday  school,  of  which  Henry  T.  Wood, 
Esq.,  is  Superintendent.  The  corps  of  teachers  embraces  per- 
sons of  nearly  all  the  different  religious  denominations  of  the 
city.  Their  labcMra  have  produced  the  bcist  results,  and  are 
acknowledged  wdth  4hie  warmest 
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Captain  John  A.  Hawes  or  FairhaTen  has  given  us  the  use  ai%d 
entire  control  of  an  island  df  more  than  two  acres  as  a  play- 
ground for  the  boys.  The  sports  here  enjoyed  have  greatly 
rclieyed  the  tiresome  monotony  of  ship-life,  and  awakened  in 
the  hearts  of  all  grateful  thanks  to  him  whose  kindness  of  heart 
has  found  such  acceptable  expression. 

The  schools  of  New  Bedford  have  given  us  more  than  three 
hundred  volumes  of  excellent  books  for  our  library.  The  young 
ladies  have  also  given  us  one  of  Mason  and  Hamlin's  cabinet 
organs ;  a  fine  set  of  illuminated  texts  for  the  school-room ;  a 
beautifnl  copy  of  the  Bible  for  each  boy  who  goes  to  sea; 
besides  giving  the  boys  and  all  on  board  a  strawberry  festival 
as  bonntiful  as  the  hearts  of  its  projectors. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  regularly  on  the  Sabbath 
conducted  by  clergymen  of  different  denominations,  or  by 
James  B.  Gongdon,  Esq.,  who  has  evinced  his  attachment  to 
the  boys  not  only  in  this  manner,  but  by  a  valuable  donation 
of  books  and  by  many  pleasant  favors.  To  the  clergymen  of 
the  city  and  to  Mr.  Oongdon  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  their 
valued  services  and  kind  offices. 

The  merchants  of  New  Bedford,  Fairhaven  and  the  Vine- 
yard have  shown  a  gratifying  willingness  to  give  our  boys 
employment  in  their  ships  engaged  in  whaling,  which  operates 
as  an  incentive  to  good  conduct  and  the  acquisition  of  that 
knowledge  which  will  fit  them  to  properly  discharge  the  duties 
of  an  honorable  and  lucrative  occupation. 

Our  space  forbids  the  mention  of  many  names  of  generous 
friends  to  whom  our  thanks  are  due,  but  we  believe  the 
improved  condition  of  the  boys,  and  their  development  of  nobler 
traits  of  character,  will  be  a  tribute  far  more  acceptable  to  them 
than  any  formal  recognition  of  their  kindness. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  the  ofiicers  and  all 
employed  on  board  the  ship  have  performed  their  duties  with 
great  eflSciency  and  fidelity,  and  to  them  much  of  the  credit  is 
due  for  the  success  wliich  has  crowned  the  labors  of  the  year.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Commonweallhy  and 

the  Honorable  Council. 

As  Trustees  of  the  Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital,  we  hereby 
render  to  jou  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  that  institution. 

All  the  operations  of  the  hospital  have  been  upon  a  some- 
what more  extensive  scale  than  at  any  former  time.  The  daily 
ayerage  number  of  patients  has  been  larger  by  about  twenty- 
five  than  in  any  preceding  year,  and  hence  the  expenditures 
have  been  increased. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal 
year  was /our  hundred  and  five ;  the  number  at  its  close  hfour 
hundred  and  thirteen.  The  largest  number  on  any  day  in 
the  course  of  the  year  was  four  hundred  and  twentp-one ;  the 
smallest,  three  hundred  and  ei^htp-nine ;  and  the  daily  ayerage 
number  for  the  year  yr as  four  hundred  and  one. 

The  whole  number  admitted  was  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  j  of  whom  thirty  were  transferred,  by  order  of  the  Board 
of  State  Charities,  from  the  State  hospitals  at  Worcester  and 
Taunton,  and  the  State  almshouse  at  Monson. 

The  number  of  those  who  have  left  is  eighty-three.  Their 
condition  was  as  follows :  cured,  forty-one ;  improved,  thirty- 
three;  unimproved,  nine.  The  recoveries  of  mental  healtli 
have  been  more  numerous  than  in  any  former  year  in  the 
history  of  the  institution. 
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The  number  of  deaths  was/or/y^et^en,  a  proportion  which  is 
above  the  average  of  former  jears,  yet  not  so  large  as  it  has 
sometimes  been.  The  deaths,  with  few  exceptions,  were 
among  the  cases  of  long  duration,  in  persons  with  feeble  or 
impaired  constitutions,  or  suffering  from  chronic  disease.  The 
hospital  has  still  sustained  its  characteristic  of  remarkable 
exemption  from  acute  diseases  contracted  on  the  premises. 

Throughout  the  year  we  hare  constantly  maintained  oar 
custom  of  visiting,  upon  the  days  of  our  monthly  meetings,  the 
halls  occupied  by  the  patients;  and  during  the  intervals 
between  those  meetings,  frequent  visits  of  inspection,  at  irreg- 
ular times,  have  been  made  by  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Board. 

The  house  has  been  kept  in  good  order ;  the  patients  have 
been  properly  cared  for ;  and  improvements,  some  of  them  of 
much  importance,  have  been  introduced  in  nearly  every 
department  of.  the  hospital. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  institution  has  been  consid- 
erably improved  in  the  course  of  the  year.  This  result  is  due, 
in  part,  to  the  more  adequate  compensation  for  the  support  of 
State  beneficiaries,  received  in  conformity  to  a  legislative 
Besolve  passed  in  the  spring  of  the  current  calendar  year.  It 
is  further  due  to  a  pretty  largely  increased  number  of  board- 
ers, or  privatio  patients.  The  income  from  tliis  source  has  been 
greater  by  four  thmisand  six  hundred  and  thirtj^ihree  dollars 
and  eighty4wo  cents  (94,688.82)  than  in  any  former  year.  A 
statement  of  the  receipts  from  boarders,  for  each  of  the  last 
seven  years,  is  as  follows : —

.  This  table,  with  the  exception  of  the  official  year  just  closed, 
was  in  our  report  for  1866.    It  is  repeated  for  the  purpose  of 
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saying  that  it  represents  the  sum  charged  for  board  alone.  It 
oonseqaently  differs  from  the  similar  item  in  the  Treasurer's 
account,  which  represents  the  sum  received  for  boardj  clothing 
and  other  contingencies. 

The  iron  water-tanks  placed  in  the  attic  about  the  time  of 
our  last  report,  have  worked  admirably  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  building  has  thus  been  freed  from  one  great  source  of 
injury — the  abundant  leakage  of  the  old  tanks. 

The  additional  steam-boiler  purchased  and  set  in  the  fall  of 
1866,  proved  to  be  the  one  thing  needfVil  in  the  department  of 
heating.  The  hospital  was  better  warmed,  last  winter,  than 
ever  before ;  and  the  heating  power  is  now  sufficient  to  make 
every  part  of  the  building  perfectly  comfortable,  in  the  coldest 
weather.  This  is  shown  by  the  table  of  the  temperature  oT  the 
halls,  in  January  and  February  last,  which  is  appended  to  the 
accompanying  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  cost  of  the  additional  boiler,  its  setting  and  fixtures, 

was  defrayed  from  the  regular  income  of  the  hospital.    It 

might  have  been  more  consistent  with  the  statutes  to  have 

asked  an  appropriation  for  the  special  purpose,  but  there  was 

not  time  for  this  after  the  necessity  for  the  boiler  had  been 

satisfactorily  demonstrated. 

The  improvements  for  which  a  sum  was  granted  by  the  last 

.  legislature  are  in  progress.    The  hewn  stone  for  the  gate-way 

*at  the  principal  entrance  to  the  premises  will  soon  be  finished, 

and  the  mason-work  probably  completed  before  winter. 

In  fertility,  productiveness  and  neatness  the  farm  exhibits, 
from  year  to  year,  a  satisfactory  progress  in  the  results  of  good 
and  careful  agriculture. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  hereto  appended, 
a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
for  the  past  year  may  be  seen. 

The  accounts  have  been  audited  and  approved :  they  show 
an  amount  of  assets  available  for  current  expenses,  on  the 
30th  of  September,  equal  to  ....  $14,558  00 
Liabilities  at  the  same  date,     •        .        •        .

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Although  the  institution  is  now  nearly  free  from  debt  beyond 
the  measure  of  its  ayailable  assets,  yet  it  has  been  necessary  to 
borrow  money  for  the  purchase  of  fuel  and  other  supplies ; 
and  the  Treasurer  now  owes  eight  ihousarid  dollars  ($8,000) 
at  bank.  We  are  endeayoring,  so  far  as  it  can  be  done  while 
keeping  the  hospital  in  good  working  order,  to  increase  the 
assets  to  such  an  amount  as  will  enable  us  to  conduct  the 
business  independently  of  loans. 

The  Trustees  take  great  pleasure  in  expressing  their  con- 
tinued confidence  in  the  Superintendent,  in  his  management 
of  both  the  sanative  and  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  hospital. 
They  have  watched  with  interest  lus  supervision  of  the  minutiso 
of  its  daily  business,  as  well  as  his  provision  for  its  prospective 
wants  and  efficiency.  They  venture  to  hope  that,  with  the 
same  management,  under  Uie  blessing  of  Divine  Providence, 
it  may  still  prove  to  be  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  that  which 
is  the  pride  and  glory  of  Massachusetts — the  success  of  her 
charitable  institutions.  It  is  now  in  a  condition  more  satisfac- 
tory than  at  the  close  of  any  preceding  official  year;  and, 
believing  that  it  is  fulfilling  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
founded,  they  again  recommend  it  to  the  watchful  oversight 
and  generous  consideration  of  the  government.

2b  the  Board  of  Drustees  of  the  Northampton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

Gentlemen  :— The  close  of  another  official  year  reminds  me  of 
the  duty  of  the  season,  and  I  hereby  present  to  you  a  Report  of 
the  operations,  during  the  twelve  months  just  expired,  of  the 
institution  committed  to  your  direction  and  oversight. 

A  year  brings  many  changes,  no  inconsiderable  suffering, 
either  bodily  or  mental,  or  both,  some  sickness  and  some  sor- 
row, to  any  aggregation  of  foiur  hundred  and  fifty  persons. 
But  as  a  compensation,  it  likewise  brings  many  rational  pleas- 
ures and  much  enjoyment.  The  inmates  of  the  hospital  have 
not  been  exempt  from  the  common  lot;  and  while  there 
hav^  been  among  them  many  occurrences  which  finite  wisdom 
might  have  wished  to  avoid,  we  desire  to  be  thankful  that  there 
have  been  no  more,  and  none  greater.

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  was 
larger  by  24.68  than  in  any  former  year. 

Of  the  patients  admitted,  sixtp^six  were  private  boardens, 
nineteen  town  patients,  a.nijifty'three  State  patients. 

The  number  of  private  patients,  or  boarders,  constantly  m 
the  house,  has  considerably  exceeded  that  of  any  former  year. 
Inasmuch  as  within  the  territory  from  which  this  class  of 
patients  is  supplied,  two  new  hospitals  are  now  in  process  of 
construction,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  number  of  boarders, 
hereafter,  will  be  diminished  rather  than  increased. 

Of  tlie  patients  who  recovered,  iwenty-ane  were  boardgrs ; 
eight  town  patients ;  and  twelve  State  patients. 

The  number  of  recoveries  considerably  exceeds  that  of  any 
former  year,  and  constitutes  a -favorable  proportion  of  all  who 
have  left  the  hospital. 

Of  the  State  patients  who  recovered,  two  were  among  those 
who  had  been  transferred  from  the  other  State  hospitals.    One 
of  these  cases  was  of  the  most  gratifying  kind.    The  patient . 
had  long  suffered  with  the  most  severe  and  debasing  form  of 
chronic  .mania.    Her  recovery  was  perfect. 

Among  the  cases  discharged  as  recovered  were  seven  of 
delirium  tremens  or  habitual  inebriety.  •The  application  of 
^^  recovered,"  in  these  cases,  simply  implies  that  the  persons 
were  not  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors  when  they 
left. 

Of  the  patients  who  died,  twelve  were  boarders ;  six  town 
patients ;  and  twenty-nine  State  patients. 
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Of  these  State  patients,  eight  were  men,  and  twenty-one 
women.   .In  the  next  preceding  year  the  number  of  deaths 

.  among  State  patients  was  remarkably  small,  being  but  ten  in 
an  average  number  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  that 
class  in  the  house.  This  year  the  law  of  compensation  comes 
in,  and  the  number  is  unusually  large.  They  nearly  all  died  of 
consumption,  marasmus,  or  other  phrenic  diseases.  Although 
the  proportion  of  deaths  is  lacger  than  the  average  of  past 
years,  yet  it  has  been  exceeded. 

The  tables  in  the  Appendix  will  furnish  some  further  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  patients  under  care  in  the  course  of  the 

•  year.  That  which  is  hereto  subjoined  exhibits  the  monthly 
numbers  of  admissions  and  discharges,  and  the  daily  average 
number  resident  in  the  house.

The  number  of  admissions  in  May  and  in  August,  was 
increased  by  the  transfer  of  twelve  patients,  in  each  of  these 
months,  from  the  hospital  at  Taunton. 
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TREATMENT. 

Perhaps  it  will  not  be  considered  an  absurdity,  to  assume 
that  the  legitimate  object  of  a  report  from  a  public  institution 
is,  to  enlighten  its  readers  in  regard  to  the  measures  and  means 
employed  at  that  institution  for  the  purpose  of  attaining  the 
object  for  which  it  was  created.  Whatever  doubts  may  exist 
>in  regard  to  the  correctness*  of  the  proposition,  I  have  always 
acted  upon  the  assumption  that  it  is  correct.  Hence,  in  some 
former  reports  from  this  hospital,  there  has  been  a  somewhat 
elaborate  description  of  life  and  action  within  these  walls.  It 
is  proposed,  at  the  present  time,  to  pursue  a  similar  course, 
avoiding  minuteness  of  detail  except  in  one  particular  direc- 
tion— a  direction  considered  important  at  the  present  epoch  in 
the  history  of  institutions  for  the  insane. 

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

Insanity  at  the  present  time — whatsoever  it  might  have  been 
in  the  past — ^is  a  disease  which  has  its  origin  in  debility,  or  an 
exhaustion  of  brain-power  and  nervous  energy.  Hence  stimu- 
lants and  tonics  are  necessary,  to  a  large  extent,  in  its  treat- 
ment. It  is  often  accompanied  by  excitement  and  loss  of  sleep, 
and  consequently  calmants, — anti-spasmodics  and  soporifics, — 
are  of  marked  utility.  In  its  acute  forms  the  liver  is  very 
frequently,  even,  perhaps,  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  impli- 
cated, requiring  the  use  of  cholagogues.  Not  unfrequently 
there  is  a  depraved  and  perverted  condition  of  the  system 
generally,  which  can  only  be  removed  by  the  administration  of 
alteratives.  This  brief  epitome  comprehends  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  ^erapeutics  of  insanity.  To  this  more  active  treatment 
all  hygienic  measures  are  valuable  adjuvants.  They  always 
contribiite  their  share  towards  the  process  of  restoration,  and 
sometimes,  as  in  other  forms  of  disease,  they  will  alone  effect  a 
cure.  In  respect  to  special  treatment,  in  specific  forms  of 
mental  disorder,  it  is  proper  to  say  that,  in  cases  orginating  in, 
or  accompanied  by,  epilepsy,  we  have,  during  the  past  year, 
derived  considerable  benefit  from  the  bromide  of  potassium. 
No  case  has  been  cured  by  it:  but  in  several  the  epileptic 
paroxysms,  formerly  of  almost  daily  occurrence,  have  been 
held  for  weeks,  and  in  some,  even  months,  in  abeyance.  From 
these  favorable  effects  in  chronic  cases,  it  is  fair  to  infer  that,

in  many  cases  of  recent  origin,  and  especially  in  those  in  which 
the  mental  facilities  remain  intact,  the  medicine  may  possess  a 
cnrative  power. 

MORAL  TREATMENT.' 

Neither  medicines  nor  the  ordinary  hygienic  means  are  the 
only  restorative  agents  properly  applicable  to  mental  disorders. 
It  may  be  true  that  if  the  body  be  sound  the  mind  will  act 
healthily.  But  mental  influences  are  of  no  insignificant  impor- 
tance in  sustaining  the  health  of  the  body,  or  in  the  restoration 
of  that  health,  if  it  be  lost.  Hence  they  are  indirect  means  in 
the  restoration  of  mental  health.  These  influences,  together 
with  some  others  which  might  properly  be  termed  hygienic, 
are  comprehended  under  the  general  designation  moral  treat- 
mentj  as  that  term  is  used  in  hospitals. 

Persons  unconnected. with  these  institutions  have  no  gauge 
by  which  to  measure  the  extent  and  the  importance  of  this  treat- 
ment. The  number  of  patients  cured  and  returned  to  their 
friends  and  their  firesides  constitutes  no  adequate  criterion  of 
its  merits.  The  true  metre  is  found  within  the  walls  of  the 
hospital  alone :  in  the  daily  current  of  life  of  all  the  patients, 
both  the  curable  and  the  incurable ;  in  the  extent  of  exemp- 
tion from  the  frequent  concomitants  of  insanity,  turbulence, 
violence,  destructiveness ;  in  the  amount  of  rational  conduct 
where  irrational  conduct  is  to  be  expected ;  in  the  degree  of 
quietude  where  noise  may  be  no  surprise ;  in  the  measure  of 
good  order  among  the  elements  of  disorder ;  in  the  prevalence 
of  the  ordinary  aspects  of  domestic  households,  where  the 
mass  of  mental  influence  would,  if  unrestrained,  lead  to 
whimsical  and  fantastical  decoration  of  house  and  of  person ; 
and  in  the  sum  of  enjoyment  by  a  collection  of  persons  from 
whom  it  is  but  too  often  believed  that  enjoyment  is  debarred. 

MANUAL  EMPLOYMENT. 

Han  was  made  for  occupation  and  activity.  They  are  essen- 
tial to  his  well-being,  both  bodily  and  mental.  Even  Adam 
was  ^*  put  into  the  garden  of  EJden  to  dress  U  and  to  keep  it." 
Idleness  is  not  *^  the  parent  of  many  vices,"  morally  alone,  as 
was  intimated  by  the  copy  in  our  school-day  writing  books,  but 
of  a  vitiation  and  perversion  of  the  healthy  functions  of  the 
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body.  What  is  true  of  mankind  in  general,  in  this  respect, 
is  true  of  the  insane.  Occupation,  either  bodilj  or  mental, 
is  desirable  for  all  whose  health  will  ttdmit  of  it ;  and  the  occu- 
pation should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  such  as  will  contribute 
to  health  by  sufficient  corporeal  exercise.  This  is  especially 
true  in  respect  to  all  who  have  been  accustomed  to  manual 
labor.  It  may  still  bo  asserted,  as  in  some  earlier  reports, 
that  not  less  than  threo-fourths  of  all  the  labor  upon  the  prem- 
ises, within  doors  and  without,  is  performed  by  patients ;  and 
to  this  assertion  may  be  added  another — that  the  amount  of 
work  upon  the  farm,  in  the  course  of  the  year  just  closed, 
pretty  largely  exceeds  that  of  any  former  year.  The  change 
in  the  location  of  the  road,  mentioned  more  particularly  in 
another  place,  was  made  by  the  usual  working  force  of  the 
institution.  The  mass  of  effective  laborers  are  the  incurable 
beneficiaries  of  the  State.  But  there  are  many  exceptions  to 
this  rule ;  and  it  not  unfrequently  occurs,  in  all  classes  of  cur- 
able patients,  tliat  when  the  person  begins  to  work  we  feel  a 
full  assurance  that  he  will  be  restored  to  mental  health :  and 
this  assurance  is  rarely*  falsified.  The  ayerage  number  of 
patients  employed  in  the  kitchen,  is  three  men  and  nine  women ; 
and  in  the  sewing  room,  fifteen  women.  In  the  laundry  the 
regular  force  consists  of  two  men  and  twelve  women.  The 
amount  of  work  performed  in  this  department,  by  the  patients, 
may  be  conceived  when  it  is  known  that,  for  the  washing  and 
ironing  for  a  daily  average  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  persons, 
only  six  dollars  a  week  is  paid  for  labor. 

As  in  the  two  next  preceding  years,  the  beds  have  been  kept 
in  repair,  and  increased  in  number,  by  patients,  directed  and 
assisted  by  the  attendants.  In  the  splitting  of  husks  for  mat- 
tresses, from  twenty  to  thirty-five  patients  were  employed  daily, 
in  January  and  February.  A  list  of  tl^e  articles  made  and 
repaired  is  hereunto  subjoined :  —

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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  is  not  more  of  this  work,  so 
well  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  a  lai^e  naml)er  of  patients. 
Could  it  be  increased  threefold,  that  increase  would  be  a  great 
blessing. 

EXEBCISB9  AND  ENTEBTAINMENTB. 

The  plan  of  having  a  diversity  of  exercises  and  entertain- 
ments viibin  doors,  which  was  adopted  anterior  to  the  time  of 
the  last  annual  report,  has  been  continued ;  and  not  only  the 
actual  number,  l)ut  the  proportion  of  patients  partaking  in 
those  exercises  has  been  increased.  We  now,  for  the  first  time, 
have  the  statistics  of  them  during  a  complete  official  year.  I 
shall  make  ho  apology  for  the  presentation  of  these  statistics, 
in  detail,*  farther  than  to  suggest  the  possibility  that  they  may, 
to  some  extent,  be  beneficial  to  the  general  enterprise  of  the 
treatment  of  the  insane. 

The  following  list  shows  the  number  of  times  in  which  the 
patients  have  assembled,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  for  each  of 
the  several  exercises  or  entertainments.

1.  EXEBCISES  IN  THE  CHAPEL  ON  THE  SABBATH. 

There  is  still  a  diversity  of  opinion,  even  among  the  super- 
intendents of  the  hospitals,  in  regard  to  the  propriety  and 
utility  of  assemblies  for  divine  worship  at  those  institutions. 
In  several  hospitals  the  practice  is  not  pursued,  and  the 
controlling  power  at  some  of  them  is  utterly  opposed  to  it. 
Under  these  circumstances,  and  knowing  that,  in  some  quar- 
ters, a  spirit  of  inquiry  in  reference  to  the  subject  has  been 
Awakened,  I  the  more  cheerfully  record  my  own  views,  with  the 
statistical  results  of  the  year  just  expired. 
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The  table  here  presented  exhibits  the  whole  number  of  per- 
sons' resident .  in  the  houses  whether  patients,  officers,  or  em* 
ployees,  who  were  present  at  divine  worship  on  every  Sabbath 
in  the  year.  It  likewise  shows,  in  respect  to  forty-one  of  those 
Sabbaths,  how  many  of  that  whole  number  were  officers  and 
employees.  Deducting  these  from  the  whole  number,  we  have 
the  number  of  patients. 
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On  each  of  thirty-four  Sabbaths  the  number  of  persons 
present  was  three  hundred  or  more. 

Only  on  six  Sabbaths  was  the  number  below  two  hundred  and 
ninefy ;  and  but  once  below  two  hundred  and  eighty.

Tims  it  will  be  perceived  that,  with  an  average  number  for 
the  fifty-two  Sabbaths,  of  a  fraction  more  than  three  hundred^ 
we  have  had  no  insignificant  audience. 

On  Uie  fortj-one  Sabbaths  upon  which  a  record  was  kept  of 
officers  and  employees,  the  number  of  patients  present  is  easily 
ascertained. 

This  has  been  done  with  the  following  results :  — 
The  largest  number  of  patients  present  on  any  day  was        285 
Tlie  smallest  number  of  patients  present  on  any  day  was     253. 

The  number  of  patients  present  was  more  than  280,  twice. 

The  number  was  between  270  and  280,  eighteen  times. 

The  number  was  between  260  and  270,  sixteen  times. 

The  number  was  between  252  and  260,  five  times. 

Bj  adding  the  number  of  patients  in  the  house  on  all  the* 
forty-one  Sabbaths,  we  have  a  total  of  16,478.  The  similar 
total  of  those  who  attended  chapel  is  11,025,  which  is  equal  to 
66.92+  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  in  tite  house.  Thus  the 
average  attendance  was  more  than  two4hirds  of  the  patients 
resident. 

On  the  Sabbath  when  285  patients  came  to  the  chapel,  there 
were  892  in  the  hospital.    The  percentage  of  attendance  was 
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consequently  72.7  per  cent.,  or  but  2.8  per  cent,  less  than 
three-fourths  of  the  whole  number. 

As  has  been  shown,  the  smallest  number  of  patients  in  chapel 
was  258.  Upon  the  day  when  that  occurred  there  were  418  in 
the  house.  The  attendance  was  consequently  but  61.25  per 
cent. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  cordially  rendered  to  members 
of  the  choirs  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  and  of  the 
Baptist  Church,  of  Northampton,  for  their  valuable  addition  to 
the  music  in  the  chapel  upon  several  Sabbaths. 

The  observation  of  three  years  in  this  hospital  has  led  me  to 
the  conclusion  that,  in  a  State  institution  of  this  description, 
if,  from  the  time  of  its  opening,  the  position  were  taken  that 
attendance  at  chapel  was  expected,  as  a  part  of  the  general 
Wegime^  it- would  not  be  diflScult  to  secure  the  regular  attend- 
ance of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the  patients. 

The  plan  pursued  here  of  employing  in  rotation  the  pastors 
of  several  churches  of  different  denominations  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, rather  than  that  of  having  an  official  chaplain,  I  believe 
to  be  by  far  the  best,  as  it  can  hardly  fail  to  give  the  most 
general  satisfaction. 

Among  the  patients  here,  there  are  a  few  members  of  the 
Roman  church  who  do  not  attend  at  chapel,  because  the  ser- 
vices are  exclusively  Protestant.  But  this  objection  has  far  less 
influence  than  would  generally  be  supposed ;  and  more  than 
lialf  of  those  who  do  attend  are  Catholics. 

One  of  the  objections  which  has  been  alleged  against  assem- 
blies for  divine  worsliip  in  these  hospitals,  is  the  danger  that 
they  may  excite  wrangling  and  controversy  among  the  patients, 
upon  creeds,  dogmas,  and  other  matters  of  faith  and  opinion. 

Such  has  nojt  been  the  experience  at  this  institution.  Never 
since  my  connection  with  it  have  I  either  heard,  or  heard 
of,  an  excited  discussion  upon  religious  subjects  among  the 
patients.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  some  persons  will  demand  no 
farther  evidence  of  the  insanity  of  our  inmates. 

Without  an  endeavor  to  portray  the  advantages  of  these 
Sabbath  assemblies,  it  may  suffice  to  express  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  seriously  detrimental  to  the  hospital  to  abolish 
them.  Were  the  design  of  the  buildings  for  a  similar  institu- 
tion to  be  intrusted  to  me,  one  of  the  radical  elements  of  the 
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plan  would  be  the  construction  of  a  chapel,  —  or  a  room  to 
be  used  for  both  religious  and  other  purposes,  —  of  capacity 
co-equal  with  the  other  accommodations  for  patients. 

2.    EXERCISES  IN  THE  CHAPEL  ON  SECULAR  EVENINGS. 

Scripture  Readings  and  Sacred  Music.  —  By  far  the  most 
frequent  exercise  in  the  chapel  on  secular  evenings,  is  that  of 
reading  a  chapter  from  the  Bible,  and  singing  two  hymns 
accompanied  by  instrumental  music. 

As  before  mentioned,  this  has  occurred  one  hundred  and 
seveni^seven  times  in  the  course  of  the  year.  A  record  of 
attendance  was  kept  for  every  evening,  and  a  brief  summary 
of  the  results  is  here  presented.

Only  upon  seven  evenings  were  there  less  than  250  persons 
present ;  and  upon  one  alone  less  than  245. 

The  attendance  upon  these  occasions  has  very  decidedly 
improved,  the  average  number  being  greater  hy  forty-one  than 
in  the  preceding  year. 

Aside  from  any  question  of  higher  significance,  there  is  no 
better  method  of  finishing  the  day,  of  preserving  good  order 
and  all  the  other  semblances  of  rational  and  reasonable  beings, 
than  this  general  coming  together  of  all,  or  nearly  all, 
who  have  not  retired  for  the  night ;  seeing  one  another  face  to 
face;  listening,  or  having  the  opportunity  to  listen,  to  words  of 
instruction ;  and  being  subjected  to  the  soothing  influence  of 
music.  The  chapel  is  furnished  with  a  good  cabinet  organ,  but 
the  members  of  the  choir  indulge  the  hope  that  the  time  will 
come  when  it  will  be  incorrect  to  prefix  the  word  cabinet. 

Poetical  Reading  and  Sacred  Music, — Tlie  usual  exercise 
was  modified,  upon  twenty-four  evenings,  by  the  substitution 
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of  poetrj  in  place  of  a  chapter  from  the  Scriptures.  Tn  the 
selection  of  pieces  to  be  read,  it  was  intended  to  give  yarietjr 
by  seeking  not  the  simply  serious  alone,  but  the  pathetic  and 
the  humorous,  as  well.    The  following  is  a  list  of  the  selections :

The  average  attendance  was  a  little  larger  than  at  the 
ordinary  exercises  above  mentioned. 
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Prose  Reading  and  Sacred  Music.  —  For  the  first  timo,  not 
only  at  this  hospital  bat  in  my  whole  experience  with  tlie 
insane  in  similar  institutions,  I  have,  during  the  past  year, 
attempted  occasionally  to  interest  the  patients  by  the  reading 
of  miscellaneous  articles  in  prose.  The  measure  of  success 
has  been  far  beyond  my  anticipations,  insomuch  that  my  pre- 
conceived opinion  of  the  superiority  of  poetry,  as  a  source  of 
this  kind  of  entertainment,  has  been  essentially  modified. 

The  selections  for  the  twenty-four  evenings  devoted  to  this 
class  of  exercises,  included  nearly  every  variety  of  composition, 
— historical,  descriptive,  narrative,  didactic,  and  dramatic; 
short  fictitious  stories,  and  lively  sketches  from  newspapers; 
the  marvellous  fairy  tales  of  Laboulaye;  and  the  humorous 
ebullitions  of  any  one  the  over-bubblings  of  whose  wit  and 
humor  have  been  at  hand. 

And  here  again  comes  in  the  old  story,  doubtless  true  in  all 
time  and  of  all  people, — true  of  the  sane  and  true  of  the 
insane,  true  of  the  learned  and  true  of  the  unlearned,  true  of 
the  sage  and  true  of  the  boor, — that  nothing  else  so  gratifies 
an  audience  as  an  inkling  of  the  humorous,  whether  it  be 
sense  or  whether  it  be  nonsense, — the  latter,  perhaps,  having 
somewhat  the  advantage.

The  average  attendance  was  larger  by  Jive  than  on  the  ordi- 
nary evenings.  Whether  this  was  merely  accidental,  or  whether 
it  was  an  indication  of  preference  for  these  readings,  I  am 
unable  to  decide,  having  asked  no  questions  upon  the  subject. 
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If  a  preference  existed,  it  is  presumably  attributable  to  more 
variety  in  the  subject-matter,  and  a  greater  prevalence  of  the 
humorous. 

Lectures, — ^The  number  of  entertainments  in  the  course  of 
the  year  which  are  placed  under  the  general  title  "  lectures," 
is  forty-five.  With  two  exceptions,  both  of  them  exhibitions 
of  pictures,  they  were  what  is  implied  by  the  word  lecture^  the 
substance  being  in  that  which  was  said,  and  the  illustrations, 
so  far  as  any  were  used,  subordinate  agents,  to  render  that 
substance  more  intelligible.

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Here  again  is  exhibited  an  improvement  in  attendance,  the 
ayerage  number  being  larger  hj  forty  than  in  the  year  next 
preceding.  It  is  only  eighteen  less  than  the  average  attend- 
ance upon  the  Sabbath. 

We  are  indebted  to  Professor  William  S.  Tyler,  of  Amherst, 
for  the  interesting  and  instructive  lecture  upon  Tyre, 

Our  thanks  are  likewise  due  to  Mr.  Charles  W.  Post,  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  for  one  of  the  lectures  upon  Oxygen ;  and  to 
Miss  Julia  A.  Sherman,  of  the  same  city,  for  that  upon  Ander- 
son ville,  and  the  Schools  for  Freedmen. 

The  lecture  upon  Scripture  History,  that  upon  the  Natural 
History  of  the  Honey-Bee,  and  the  two  exhibitions  of  pictures 
with  the  magic  lantern,  were  by  Dr.  Bartlett,  the  Assistant- 
Physician  of  the  hospital;  and  the  remaining  thirty-eight 
lectures,  by  the  Superintendent. 

It  is  needless,  at  this  time,  and  it  would  too  greatly  prolong 
this  Report,  to  enter  into  an  elaborate  discussion  of  the  ques- 
tion of  the  utility  of  these  literary  and  scientific  entertain- 
ments. To  no  inconsiderable  number  they  are  an  agreeable 
mental  pabulum,  appropriated  as  by  intelligent  audiences  in 
other  places.  To  a  large  middle  class,  they  convey  some  new 
ideas ;  while  to  a  few,  they  fall  as  upon  ears  of  stone. 

But  to  all  they  offer  these  advantages :  first,  that  whatever 
intellect  there  may  be  has  the  opportunity  of  being  called  into 
exercise,  and  the  circumstances  are  such  as  are  calculated  to 
stimulate  it  to  action ;  and,  secondly,  they  promote  order  by 
inciting  the  power  of  self-control. 

Nor  is  it,  perhaps,  necessary  to  repeat  what  has  already  been 
reiterated  in  former  reports,  that  these  assemblies  are,  as  a 
whole,  as  quiet  and  orderly  as  similar  public  gatherings. 
They  are  vastly  more  so  than  those  to  which  we  were  accus- 
tomed while  engaged  in  the  study  of  medicine.  The  deviations 
from  silence  and  good  order  are  somewhat  different  from  those 
of  other  congregations.  If  the  "  unruly  member "  of  any 
patient  begins  to  run,  as  at  times,  with  some  one  present,  it 
will,  it  is  almost  invariably  checked  by  a  word  from  the  desk. 
If,  however,  after  this  word  has  been  spoken,  the  running  con- 
tinues, the  owner  of  the  unruly  member  is  withdrawn  from 
the  room. 
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One  incident  of  this  kind  is  worthy  of  mention.  In  one  of 
the  lectures  upon  olygen 9  it  was  said  that  this  gas  is  the  sup- 
porter of  human  life,  and  the  fact  was  dwelt  upon  to  a  consid- 
erable extent.  Hereupon  one  of  our  Celtic  inmates,  a  worthy 
man,  more  pious  than  learned,  informed  the  lecturer  that  he 
was  mistaken,  and  that  it  is  the  spirit  of  Christ  that  preserres 
and  prolongs  the  life  of  man.  Being  persistent  in  his  endeavor 
to  carry  his  point,  he  was  requested  to  withdraw,  which  he  did, 
quietly.  A  day  or  two  afterwards  some  one  rallied  him  upon 
his  misfortune  in  being  sent  from  the  lecture-room.  He 
manifested  some  chagrin,  but  insisted  that,  in  regard  to  the 
scientific  point  in  dispute,  he  was  right.  "  And  indade,"  said 
he,  *^  if  it's  the  doctor's  gases  that  keeps  folks  alive,  why  isn't 
Moses  alive  now?"  It  was  the  general  opinion  about  the 
house,  that  if  the  patient  did  not  gain  the  victory,  the  fault 
was  not  in  his  logic. 

There  is  one  feature  in  this  course  of  lectures  to  which  I 
desire  to  direct  your  attention ;  and  that  is,  that  no  less  than  six 
of  the  discourses  were  upon  diseases  of  the  brain  which  are 
accompanied  by  mental  disorder.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
an  audience  of  insane  persons  ever  listened  to  a  course  of  lec- 
tures upon  their  own  malady.  When  we  remember  how  otu* 
tiously  any  allusion  to  the  insanity  of  a  person  is  generally 
avoided  when  in  conversation  with  him ;  and  further  still,  in 
view  of  the  prevalent  fear  of  the  insane  in  the  popular  mind, 
the  attempt  to  entertain  a  gathering  of  more  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  mental  aliens  by  discourses  upon  their  disorder,  may, 
by  some  persons,  be  regarded  as  hazardous.  It  must  be  con- 
fessed that,  notwithstanding  my  long  experience  with  this  class 
of  persons,  the  attempt  was  approached  with  some  doubts  and 
misgivings.  It  was  considered  possible  both  that  offense  might 
be  given,  and  that  some  of  the  most  excitable  patients  might 
beeome  noisy  by  speech  and  turbulent  in  action,  and  that  the 
tumult  might  extend  until  the  only  resource  would  be  in  an 
adjournment  to  home  quarters. 

The  event  demonstrated  the  folly  of  any  fears  on  those 
grounds,  and  triumphantly  vindicated  any  claims  which  might 
have  been  advanced  by  the  patients  of  being  reasonable  if  not 
wholly  rational.  No  public  speaker  need  desire  a  more  quiet 
audience  than  that  at  each  of  the  six  lectures  in  question.    By 

4 
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the  more  intelligent  of  the  patients  they  were  considered  the 
most  interesting  lectures  of  the  course ;  and,  to  a  large  extent, 
they  were  the  subject  of  daily  discussion  among  them. 

To  what  extent  the  hearers  severally  applied  to  themselves 
that  part  of  the  lectures  which  was  properly  applicable,  can- 
not well  be  estimated :  but  there  is  good  reason  for  the  belief 
that  many  of  them  applied  much  that  was  said,  as  scandal. will 
have  it  that  men  generally  apply  the  pith  of  sermons, — io  their 
neighbors. 

8.   EXERCISES  IN  THE  ROTUNDA. 

The  Dance. — If  ^^  )all  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull 
boy,"  before  his  admission  to  the  hospital,  it  is  unreasonable  to 
suppose  that,  under  similar  treatment,  he  will  become  a  very 
brilliant  boy  after  admission.  Psychological  laws  are  not 
utterly  annulled  within  the  precincts  of  a  psychopathic  institu- 
tion. If  rational  amusements,  reasonably  indulged  in,  con- 
tribute to  the  well-being  of  any  people,  as  they  doubtless  do, 
the  law  not  only  holds  good  in  an  establishment  like  this,  but 
is  the  more  imperative  because  of  the  comparative  isolation  of 
the  inmates  from  the  general  excitements  of  the  external 
world.  To  this  proposition  perhaps  no  person  would  withhold 
assent ;  but  there  might  be  discordance  of  opinion  as  to  what 
is,  and  what  is  not,  a  rational  amusement. 

As  the  dance  is  conducted  here — ^under  strict  and  constant 
surveillance  by  the  officers,  imperative  requisition  of  the 
observance  of  order  and  propriety,  and  no  compulsory  partici- 
pation or  attendance — I  cannot  regard  it  otherwise  than  as  a 
useful  entertainment  for  the  patients.  As  both  a  physical 
exercise  and  an  agreeable  psychic  stimulus,  it  ministers  directly 
to  the  health  of  the  body,  and  hence  indirectly  to  that  of  the 
mind.  Be  it  what  it  may  in  other  places,  it  is,  beneath  this 
roof,  "  a  thing  of  beauty,"  for,  assuredly,  it  "  is  a  joy  forever  " 
to  a  large  part  of  the  household.  Under  these  circumstances, 
perhaps  it  is  neither  a  necessity  nor  a  duty  for  a  physician  to 
pause  to  inquire  whether  it  be  rational  or  irrational. 

The  dances  have  usually  been  attended  by  about  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  residents  of  the  house,  from  twenty-five 
to  thirty-five  of  whom  were  officers  and  employees. 
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Sere  closes  the  history  of  the  assembly  entertainments  in  the 
oourse  of  the  year.  So  elaborate  an  exposition  of  them  can 
l>e  justified  only  by  the  estimate  placed  upon  them  a^  an 
important  controlling  power  in  the  hospital.  In  respect  to  all 
the  exercises  in  the  chapel,  it  is  believed  that  never  before,  in 
the  history  of  hospitals  for  the  insane,  have  so  large  a  propor- 
tion of  the  patients  joined,  regularly  and  constantly,  in 
similar  gatherings. 

If  in  any  quarter  it  should  asked,  in  the  modified  language 
of  the  French  proverb,  ^^  Is  the  game  worth  the  candle  ? "  the 
reply,  so  far  as  my  opinion  is  concerned,  must  be  in  the  affirma- 
tiye.  I  believe  these  exercises  to  be  among  the  most  valuable 
means  for  the  attainment  of  the  important  objects  for  which 
the  hospital  was  founded. 

BEADING,  BECREATION,  AMUSEMENTS. 

Reading. — ^The  library,  which  is  accessible  to  the  patients 
upon  stated  days,  contains  about  twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
volumes  of  standard  and  popular  books ,  nearly  one  hundred  of 
which  have  been  added  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

According  to  the  record  of  the  librarian,  the  number  of 
volumes  taken  out  for  reading,  in  the  year,  is  fourteen  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  which  is  an  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  general  fund  of  reading  matter  is  further  increased  by 
the  current  publications  of  literature  and  news.  Four  monthly 
magazines,  and  thirteen  daily,  nine  semi-weekly,  and  thirty 
weekly  newspapers  are  taken  by  the  hospital  and  its  residents ; 
and  eighteen  '^  exchanges ''  are  received,  on  every  week,  from 
the  oiiice  of  tlie  ''  Hampshire  Gazette. '' 

Recreation. — As  a  means  of  both  recreation  and  exercise, 
the  practice  of  walking  out,  by  the  patients,  such  of  them  as 
have  not  the  liberty  of  the  premises  being  accompanied  by 
their  attendants,  is  regularly  continued  as  a  part  of  the 
hygienic  regime  of  the  hospital.  The  large  extent  of  road 
and  path  upon  the  farm  furnishes  superior  advantages  in  this 
respect ;  but  the  walks  are  not  wholly  restricted  to  these  limits. 

In  the  female  department  a  record  is  kept  of  the  number 
who  walk  out  daily ;  and  from  this  the  following  table  is 
compiled.

The  aggregate  for  the  year  is  nineteen  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirteen^  the  number  being  larger  by  four  thousand  four 
hundred  and  twenty-three  than  in  the  official  year  1865-6. 

The  summer  walking,  particularly  in  July,  was  much 
restricted  by  the  extraordinary  prevalenoe  of  unfavorable 
weather. 

The  grove  east  of  the  hospital  was  supplied  in  the  spring 
with  an  additional  number  of  park  settees,  and  has  been  a 
favorite  resort. 

The  two-horse  carriage  has  been  used,  as  heretofore,  in 
giving  the  patients  rides,  both  on  the  premises  and  through 
the  neighboring  country. 

Amusements. — The  bowling-alley,  billiards,  base  ball  and 
swings  have  contributed  each  a  share  in  giving  amusement  to 
exercise  and  variety  to  amusement.  The  resources  for  this 
class  of  entertainment  within  doors  have  been  increased  in  the 
course  of  the  year  by  the  purchase  of  the  apparatus  for  several 
household  games. 


LIGHTINQ  OF  THE  HOSPrTAL. 

When  the  hospital  was  erected  a  contract  was  made  with  the 
gas  company  in  Northampton  to  supply  it  with  gas  for  ten 
years.  That  contract  will  expire  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing 
year,  when  it  will  become  necessary  to  make  provision  for 
lighting  in  the  future.  The  question  will  doubtless  then 
arise,  whether  it  will  not  be  more  eoonomical  to  have  the  gas 
made  upon  the  premises. 

The  following  schedule  shows  the  amount  annually  paid  to 
the  Northampton  Company  for  the  last  seven  years.    In  the 
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first  two  years  of  the  contract  the  amount  was  incladed  with 
that  of  fuel,  and  hehee  cannot  be  accurately  ascertained  from 
the  books  of  the  hospital : —

The  quantity  CQpsumed  in  the  year  was  312,400  cubic  feet, 
equal  to  a  daily  average  of  856  cubic  feet. 


FARM. 

The  season,  somewhat  remarkable  for  the  abundance  of 
rain,  has  been  very  favorable  for  vegetable  growth  upon  the 
soil  of  the  larger  part  of  the  land  under  tillage.  The  foliage 
has  been  dense,  and  the  grass-land  has  hardly  for  a  day  lost 
the  fresh,  deep^ verdure  of  early  spring.  The  quantity  of  hay 
was  about  twice  as  great  as  in  1866,  and  larger  by  twenty  tons 
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than  in  any  preceding  year.  Most  of  the  other  crops  were 
liberal  in  proportion  to  the  land  devoted  to  them.  An  excep- 
tion must,  however,  be  made  in  regard  to  potatoes.  Although 
those  which  were  planted  early,  and  upon  dry  soil,  yielded  very 
largely,  those  which  were  intended  for  later  digging  have 
proved,  to  a  certain  extent — how  far  is  not  yet  ascertained — a 
failure. 

An  orchard  of  one  hundred  and  two  young  apple  trees  was 
set  in  the  spring,  upon  ground  recently  reclaimed.  Other 
trees,  in  kind  and  number  as  follows,  were  likewise  set,  viz. : 
pear,  forty-five ;  peach,  fifty  ;  maple,  twenty-four ;  evergreens, 
thirty-four;  quince,  twenty-five;  horse-chestnut,  ten.  The 
season  has  been  so  favorable  for  them  that  but  few  have  died. 
Thirty  trees,  set  seven  or  eight  years  ago,  were  transplanted, 
to  adapt  them  to  the  alteration  made  in  the  location  of  the 
road.    All  of  these  are  living. 

The  cutting  of  underbrush  in  the  woods  and  the  grubbing 
of  hitherto  unreclaimed  soil,  have  been  continued.  Large 
quantities  of  rocks  have  been  excavated,  and  many  of  them 
split,  to  bo  used  in  the  building  of  wall  and  for  other  purposes. 
Some  underdrains  and  sluices  have  been  laid,  and  much  earth 
removed  in  grading  upon  the  southern  and  eastern  boundaries 
of  the  premises. 

Mr.  Wright,  under  whose  immediate  direction  the  manage- 
ment of  the  farm  still  continues,  has  returned  the  subjoined 
list  of  the  products  for  the  year.  Some  of  the  items  are 
estimates,  the  crops  not  yet  having  been  harvested.

The  estimated  value,  as  will  be  perceived,  is  eiglit  thousand 
six  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  twenty-eight  cents.  Had 
this  list  been  made  out,  as  similar  lists  still  are  made,  at  some 
institutions,  the  result  would  have  appeared  much  more  favor- 
able. But  three-fourths  of  the  whole  product  of  milk  is  omit- 
ted, because  it  teas  produced  by  the  consumption  of  hay  and 
vegetables  included  in  the  list. 
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The  butter  made  on  the  place  is  omitted,  three-fourths  of  it 
for  the  reason  just  given,  and  the  other  fourth  because  it  was 
made  from  the  milk  mentioned  in  the  list,  and  for  the  full  value 
of  which  the  farm  is  thus  already  credited. 

Tiie  manure  is  omitted,  because  it  was  produced,  in  part 
from  the  hay^  grain  and  vegetables  already  credited^  at  full 
value^  in  the  listy  and  in  part  from  grain  and  meal  directly 
purchased. 

The  beef  killed  upon  the  premises  is  omitted,  because, 
although  the  animals  had  long  been  upon  the  farm,  they  were 
originally  purchased,  and  hence  were  not  (excepting,  perhaps, 
some  additional  flesh)  the  product  of  the  farm. 

Had  these  several  articles  been  included,  the  expositioa 
would  have  been  as  follows ;  viz.

This  makes  a  very  pleasing  but  an  exceedingly  deceptive 
result.  Farmers  might,  in  this  way,  very  easily  and  rapidly 
grow  rich — upon  paper. 

The  whole  quantity  of  hay  cut  and  put  into  the  bani, 
including  the  product  of  grass  purchased  standing,  was  tufo 
hundred  and  twenty-two  tons. 

The  stock  of  animals  now  on  the  farm  is  as  follows ;  viz.j 
six  horses,  six  oxen,  one  bull,  twenty-Eve  cows,  one  calf, 
twenty-nine  hogs,  thirty-two  pigs. 

IMPBOYEMENTS. 

It  is  believed  that  no  secular  day,  other  tlian  holidays,  has 
passed  without  some  progress  in  tlie  permanent  improvement 
of  the  buildings. 

As  inferential  evidence  of  this,  two  carpenters  and  one 
painter  have  been  employed  throughout  the  year,  and  another 
painter,  three-fourths  of  the  year. 
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The  barn  and  the  farm-honse  have  been  painted,  the  former 
for  the  first  time  since  it  was  erected,  and  the  latter  for  the 
first  time  since  it  became  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  sewing-room  has  been  doubled  in  dimensions,  by  the 
addition  of  the  adjacent  room,  through  a  broad  door- way.  All 
the  old  shelving  and  drawers  have  been  removed  and  replaced 
by  others  more  convenient  ahd  of  better  workmanship. 

Much  labor  and  considerable  expense  have  been  devoted 
to  repairs  and  re-arrangements  of  thirty  small  rooms,  mostly 
bath-rooms,  sink-rooms  and  water-closets.  In  some  of  them, 
owing  to  imperfect  original  construction  and  placing  of  fixtures, 
not  only  the  floors  but  the  timbers  supporting  them  were  so 
much  decayed  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  remove  them  and 
build  anew.  In  three  of  the  bath-rooms  and  sink-rooms  the 
new  floors  are  of  stone. 

Among  the  household  furniture  supplied  in  the  course  of 
the  year  were  fifty-six  wardrobes^  mostly  for  patients'  rooms. 
These  were  made  on  the  premises. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  go  further  into  detail  in  respect  to' 
internal  improvements.  Be  it  sufiicient  to  say,  that  in  no 
former  year  during  my  connection  with  the  institution  has  so 
much  been  done  to  repair,  to  make  better,  to  embellish,  and  to 
render  convenient  the  interior  of  the  building. 

Out  of  doors  an  important  change  has  been  made  by  altering 
the  route  of  the  road  from  the  hospital  to  the  easterly  entrance 
to  the  premises.  Of  all  the  changes  of  the  ladt  three  years  no 
one  has  contributed  more  than  this  toward  the  perfection  of 
the  establishment  as  a  hospital  for  the  insane.  It  has  removed 
many  causes  of  excitement  to  the  patients,  and  given  to  them 
•a  pleasant  summer  resort,  in  the  grounds  in  the  front  of  the 
south  wing. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  due  to  the  Hon.  W.  B.  Washburn, 
M.  0.,  and  the  Hon.  £.  H.  Rollins,  M.  C,  for*valuable  public 
documents. 

Dr.  Bartlett  has  performed  the  duties  of  his  ofiice  to  my 
satisfaction ;  and  those  duties'  have  been  increased  by  the 
increased  number  of  patients. 

Nor  can  I  lose  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging,  in  regard  • 
not  only  to  him  but  to  all  the  other  resident  officers,  and  to 
the  subordinate  officers  as  well,  their  general  industry,  their 
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interest  in  their  duties,  their  constancy  at  their  posts,  tbeir 
promptness,  and  their  general  harmony  of  action.  No  change 
has  taken  place,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  in  either  class  of 
officers,  with  the  single  exception  of  clerk ;  tliat  office  now 
being  filled  by  Walter  B.  Welton.  • 

In  tlius  bringing  to  a  close  the  labors  of  another  official  year, 
it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  again  recognize  the  invariable  support 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  all  matters  believed  to  contribute 
to  the  welfare  or  the  improvement  of  the  hospital.  Under 
your  watchful  care  it  is  hoped  that  the  institution  may  become 
more  and  moro  worthy  of  the  confidence  of  the  people  and  the 
benevolent  liberality  of  their  government.

TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  Bis  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  CounciL 

As  Trustees  of  the  ^^  Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital/'  we  respect- 
fully present  our  Fourteenth  Annual  Report,  and  in  connection 
therewith,  that  of  the  Superintendent,  (Dr.  George  C.  S.  Choate,) 
to  which  we  would  particularly  ask  your  attention ;  lor  in  its 
full  detail  of  the  working  of  the  institution,  it  leaves  but  little 
for  us  to  say  otherwise  than  to  corroborate  that  which  has  been 
so  faithfully  stated  by  him,  attesting  its  present  prosperous 
condition.  Year  after  year  as  we  have  experienced  the  action 
of  Dr.  Choate  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  we  most 
sincerely  bear  testimony  to  his  eminent  ability  and  devoted 
faithfulness.  This  having  unceasingly  continued  for  a  long 
number  of  years,  led  him  to  ask  for  a  leave  of  absence  for 
three  months  during  the  early  part  of  the  present  year  for  a 
short  European  tour.  This  request  was  grai\ted  with  a  belief 
that  it  would  not  only  prove  a  personal  benefit,  but  add,  by  his 
opportunity  of  visiting  and  examining  foreign  institutions  of  a 
similar  character,  much  information  to  be  improved  for  the 
benefit  of  those  under  his  treatment  at  home.  During  his 
absence  we  placed  the  immediate  charge  of  the  institution  in 
its  medical  department  under  Dr.  Norton  Folsom,  our  highly 
esteemed  and  able  Assistant-Physician,  and  the  business  depart- 
ment under  Mr.  John  Kittredge,  our  long  tried  and  intelligent 
Clerk.  This  arrangement  proved  satisfactory,  for  as  from  week 
to  week  we  visited  the  institution,  we  were  pleased  to  observe 
and  do  attest  to  the  very  able  and  faithful  manner  with  which 
each  of  these  officers  performed  their  several  duties,  entirely 
relieving  us  of  all  anxiety  naturally  arising  in  the  absence  of 
the  Superintendent.     It  affords  us  pleasure  as  Trustees  to 
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improve  this  opportunity  to  thus  publicly  commend  and  express 
our  feelings  of  indebtedness  to  them. 

In  all  reports  of  previous  years,  we  have  made  known  the 
alterations  and  improvements  for  the  convenience  and  comfort 
of  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  such  as  applying  new 
machinery  for  a  better  supply  of  water,  ventilation,  heating, 
cooking,  washing  and  ironing,  furnishing,  &c.,  &c.  To  these 
important  matters  our  attention  has  been  given  during  the  past 
year  as  necessity  required,  at  an  expense  of  several  thousdud 
dollars.  In  an  institution  of  this  nature  there  will  be  a  con- 
tinual call  for  such  expenses.  However,  in  these  duties,  we 
have  as  Trustees  pursued  the  plan  ever  acted  upon  by  the 
several  boards  of  Trustees  of  this  institution,  confining  our 
expenses  within  the  limits  of  our  own  resources,  thereby  avoid- 
ing an  appeal  to  the  Commonwealth  for  an  appropriation,  in 
which  we  have  thus  far  been  successful,  as  we  hope  may  be  the 
case,  by  a  careful  watchfulness,  hereafter. 

By  reference  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
it  will  be  seeu  from  what  sources  our  income  is  derived,  and 
for  what  purposes  our  expenditures  have  been  made.  Our 
finances  show  a  prosperous  condition. 

From  our  farm  we  do  not  receive,  as  yet,  that  benefit  that 
might  Iiave  been  expected.  This  is  to  be  attributed  to  the 
nature  of  its  soil ;  for  with  all  the  care  of  the  Superintendent 
and  a  special  committee  of  the  Trustees,  it  makes  but  slow 
advances  to  what  we  would  desire  to  have  it. 

The  plan  adopted  several  years  since  of  e&dosing  our  ter^ 
ritory  by  a  stone  wall,  has  made  some  progress  duriifig  the  past 
year,  and  we  hope  to  have  it  finished  the  coming  winter,  so  far 
as  it  forms  the  bounds  of  the  public  road.  This,  with  the 
opening  of  a  new  and  more  convenient  avenue  from  tlie  city, 
which  we  have  had  in  contemplation  with  some  prominent 
citizens  and  owners  of  land  adjacent  to  the  hospital  grounds, 
we  hope  to  have  carried  out  ere  long,  as  these  improvements 
will  add  much  to  the  comfort,  convenience  and  beauty  of  the 
institution. 

The  deficiency  felt  since  the  erection  of  the  institution  in 
the  want  of  a  place  of  safety  for  the  documents  and  valuable 
articles,  we  have  supplied  by  the  building  of  a  fire-proof  safety 
vault  in  the  general  ofiice,  during  the  past  year. 
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To  meet  a  call  made  upon  the  institution  for  many  years 
past,  for  the  accommodation  of  a  class  of  patients  residing  in 
this  section  of  the  Commonwealth,  desiring  to  be  cared  for  near 
to  their  homes,  whose  friends  are  able  and  feel  willing  to  pay 
an  advanced  rate  of  board  from  that  which  we  have  heretofore 
charged,  we  are  now  making  an  alteration  in  the  construction 
of  one  of  our  dining  and  several  other  rooms,  which  will 
afford  us  an  opportunity  for  a  new  and  improved  classification. 

Our  success  in  the  restoration  of  the  unfortunate  ones  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  this  institution,  will  show,  by  reference 
to  the  tables'  in  Dr.  Choate's  report,  as  favorable  an  average 
result  as  in  former  years.  Our  present  number  under  treat- 
ment is  three  hundred  and  seventy-six.  The  whole  number 
that  have  been  residents  since  the  institution  was  established , 
has  been  three  thousand  one  himdred  and  seventeen,  many  of 
whom  have  been  of  that  class  considered  incurable  of  the 
disease  for  which  they  were  sent  to  the  care  of  the  institution, 
and  80  harmless  in  their  tendencies,  that  the  ^^  board  of  state 
charities "  have  removed  them  to  other  public  institutions,  in 
which  they  could  be  cared  for  at  less  expense.  To  that  board 
we  feel  indebted  for  their  active  and  attentive  co-operation  in 
thus  relieving  this  institution,  as  also  for  at  times  transferring 
to  the  other  hospitals  some  of  our  patients  under  treatment,  to 
relieve  our  overcrowded  condition. 

In  compliance  with  the  law  of  1859,  we  append  an  inventory 
of  the  stock  and  supplies  on  hand  on  the  80th  of  September, 
1867,  and  also  a  list  of  the  salaried  officers,  with  their  respec- 
tive salaries. 

May  the  blessing  of  our  Heavenly  Father  rest  upon  this  and 
all  kindred  institutions,  and.  all  their  efforts  for  the  relief  of 
suffering  humanity.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

Gentlemen: — ^la  conformity  with  annual  custom  and  in 
fulfilment  of  one  of  the  duties,  which  you  have  assigned  me, 
I  herewith  present  for  your  inspection  and  consideration  my 
fourteenth  yearly  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  hospital  and 
of  its  operations  for  the  past  twelve  months. 

While  the  histories  of  individual  cases  are  full  of  the 
interest,  which  inevitably  attaches  to  the  new  and  the  peculiar, 
the  general  history  of  the  institution,  of  which  as  a  whole 
these  are  the  component  parts,  necessarily  possesses  a  same- 
ness year  after  year,  which  makes  it  somewhat  difficult  to  pre- 
sent its  facts  in  a  manner,  which  shall  be  interesting  or  novel. 
But  the  detailed  account  of  the  doings  of  the  hospital,  if  not 
attractive,  may  at  least,  in  addition  to  the  information  which 
it  is  bound  to  convey  to  the  public,  be  useful  in  awakening 
sympathy  for  an  unfortunate  class,  in  pointing  out  dangers  to 
be  shunned  by  all,  and  in  guiding  in  the  right  path  such  as 
have  wandered  from  the  road  of  health  and  reason. 

The  statistical  tables,  which  I  shall  lay  before  you,  and  which 
embody  all  important  facts,  which  can  be  gleaned  from  the 
records  of  the  institution,  will  demonstrate  to  you,  that  with 
us  the  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one,  both  the  admissions  and 
discharges  of  patients  having  been  greater  than  ever  before  in 
the  same  period  of  time. 

That  with  so  great  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases 
admitted  we  can  yet  record  at  the  end  of  the  year  so  small  a 
permanent  addition  as  thirty-five,  is  due  chiefly  to  the  efiectual 
carrying  out  of  the  policy  of  former  years  in  removing  from 
the  hospital  all  State  patients  whose  maintenance  more  prop- 
erly belongs  to  other  communities,  or  who  may  be  supported 
more  cheaply  by  the  Commonwealth  in  other  institutions.     In 
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this  connection  I  can  only  reiterate  the  opinion-  expressed  in 
former  years,  that  our  number  is  already  decidedly  in  excess 
of  the  accommodation  provided,  and  that  the  time  cannot  be 
Tery  long  deCerred,  when  additional  provision  will  be  impera- 
tively demanded.  As  the  annual  .number  of  recoveries  and  of 
deaths  among  the  insane  is  considerably  smaller  than  the  num- 
ber of  new  cases,  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  to  be  pro- 
vided for  is  inevitable  ;  and  we  find  in  older  communities  than 
ours  a  vastly  greater  provision  for  the  insane  in  proportion  to 
the  whole  population.  That  this  increased  provision  may  be 
better  and  more  economically  attained  by  enlarging  and  add- 
ing to  present  institutions  than  by  building  new,  does  not  seem 
to  admit  of  question.  In  the  English  asylums,  from  one  to  two 
thousand  and  even  in  one  case  more  than  the  latter  number, 
are  cared  for  and  treated  in  one  establishment  with  equal 
safety,  with  greater  economy,  and  with  better  opportunity  for 
classification  than  in  smaller  numbers.  The  last  named  and 
most  desirable  end  is  indeed  attained  with  facility  precisely 
in  proportion  to  the  size  and  number;  and  can  probably  in  no 
way  be  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily  effected  here,  where  it  is 
80  lamentably  deficient,  except  by  such  an  enlargment,  made 
necessary  by  future  exigencies,  as  will  greatly  increase  the 
number  of  classes,  into  which  we  are  able  to  divide  our  patients. 
This  matter  has  been  mentioned  at  the  present  time,  because 
it  is  something,  which  seems  to  be  inevitable  in  the  future,  and 
which  cannot  be  very  long  deferred.  Our  present  number,  as 
jou  are  aware,  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  more  than  the 
number  for  which  the  hospital  was  designed,  being  an  excess  of 
fifty  per  cent. 

The  contest  between  the  two  systems  of  aggregation  and  of 
separation  of  the  insane,  each  of  which  has  had  its  zealous 
advocates,  would  seem  now  by  the  general  consent  and  almost 
unanimous  practice  of  the  civilized  world,  to  have  been  settled 
in  favor  of  the  former,  under  which  safety,  economy  and 
general  welfare  appear  to  be  most  effectually  secured.  It  has 
been  proved  beyond  a  question,  that  when  the  restraints 
belonging  to  a  compact  central  institution,  built  and  organized 
for  the  purpose,  are  removed,  much  more  severe  means  of 
discipline  must  necessarily  be  used  to  insure  safety  from  acci- 
dent and  disorder.    In  the  view  of  economy,  too,  the  well-known 
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fact  cannot  be  lost  sight^of,  that  increase  of  numbers  under  the 
same  roof,  does  not  of  necessity  carry  with  it  increase  of  all 
expenditures,  or,  at  any  rate,  not  an  increase  proportionate  to 
the  numerical  addition,  the  necessary  expenses  in  some  direc- 
tions being  nearly  the  same  for  one  thousand  as  for  five 
hundred.  In  leaving  this  subject  it  seems  hardly  necessary 
to  repeat,  and  yet  the  vital  importance  of  the  matter  prompts 
me  to  say  again,  that  much  further  increase  in  our  numbers 
is  absolutely  impossible,  and  any  is  most  undesirable. 


Finances. 

The  present  financial  condition  of  the  hospital  cannot   be 
regarded  as  other  than  prosperous  and  gratifying.    After  five 
years  of  unexampled  cost  of  all  articles  of  consumption,  during 
which  the  price  of  board,  upon  which  alone  it  has  depended 
for  support,  has  been  increased  only  forty  per  cent.,  the  hos- 
pital is  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  has  been  able,  out  of  its 
current  income,  to  make  many  improvements,  some  of  them 
expensive,  in  its  grounds  and  buildings.    Much  of  its  financial 
prosperity  and  ease  is  due,  undoubtedly,  to  the  promptness 
with  which  all  its  demands  against  the  State,  towns  and  indi- 
viduals have  been  liquidated.     By  the  liberality  of  the  last 
legislature,  the  rate  of  board  was  raised  from  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary last  to  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  weel^,  which  is  the 
rate  now  charged  to  towns.    A  considerable  expenditure  ha^ 
been  incurred  during  the  year,  in  extending  the  wall  around 
the  farm,  in  repairs  and  improvements  in  the  buildings,  and  in 
new  furniture.     The  aggregate    of  tfeese  amounts  to  about 
seven  thousand  dollars. 

The  construction  of  suitable  airing  courts,  and  the  improve- 
ment and  embellishment  of  the  grounds,  two  important  mat- 
ters in  which  the  hospital  is  still  greatly  deficient,  and  in  which 
observations  made  during  the  past  year  convince  me  that  most 
American  institutions  are  deficient,  will  be  likely  to  call  for  all 
sums  which,  in  your  opinion,  can  be  spared  from  tlie  treasury 
of  the  hospital  during  the  coming  year. 

The  labor  of  patients  continues  to  be  made  use  of,  as  in  past 
years,  as  far  as  practicable  ;  but  rather  with  a  view  to  its  cura- 
tive and  hiealthful  influences,  than  (from  inducements  of  pecu- 
niary gain.     Exceptional  cases  occur,  of  mechanics,  insane  and

unsafe  when  at  large,  who  are  here  able  and  willing  to  work  at 
their  trades,  and  do  so  with  some  material  bene^t.  to  the  insti-: 
tution ;  but  in  the  large  majority  of  cases  the  labor  of  insane 
persons  is  but  slightlj  remunerativOy  the  extra  care  and 
watchfulness  required  being  sufficient  to  nearly  balance  the 
profit  of  labor  directed  with  impaired  judgment,  and  pursued 
without  the  incentive  of  pecuniary  reward.  Still,  on  the 
whole,  the  labor  of  the  patients  does  undoubtedly  tend,  in 
some  degree,  to  lessen  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  average  number  of  patients, 
the  total  annual  expenses,  the  total  annual  revenue  from 
board,  and  the  average  wioekly  expense  of,  and  income  from, 
each  patient  for  each  of  the  fourteen  years  during  which  the 
hospital  has  been  in  operation : —

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The  total  receipts  of  the  hospital  daring  the  past  year 
exceed  the  largest  amount  received  in  any  former  year  by 
five  per  cent.  The  amount  received  from  towns  and  individ- 
uals has  steadily  increased  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital, 
and  now  constitutes  fifty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  whole  receipts, 
and  is  considerably  larger  than  the  total  expenses  or  income 
of  either  of  the  first  four  years  after  the  hospital  commenced 
operations.  During  the  past  year  the  amount  received  from 
the  State  for  the  support  of  patients  having  no  known  settle- 
ment in  the  Commonwealth,  has  constituted  forty-two  per 
cent.,  that  from  towns  forty-three  per  cent.,  and  that  from 
individuals  fourteen  per  cent,  of  the  total  income.  The  amount 
received  for  the  board  of  State  patients  having  usually  been 
considerably  less  than  their  actual  cost  to  the  hospital,  the 
State  has  been,  to  some  extent,  re-imbursed  for  its  original  out- 
lay in  founding  and  furnishing  the  institution.  The  excess  of 
the  cost  of  support  of  State  patients  above  the  amount  received 
from  the  State  treasury  during  the  fourteen  years  since  the 
establishment  of  the  hospital,  has  been  about  thirty  thousand 
dollars.  In  addition  to  this  sum,  the  actual  increase  in  the 
real  and  personal  property  of  the  hospital,  belonging  of  course 
to  the  State,  cannot  be  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Curative  Success. 

The  difficulties  attendant  upon  investigations  into  the  actual 
condition  of  the  mind  during  and  after  disease,  and  the  uncer- 
tainties and  doubts  which  must  sometimes  cloud  the  decision 
between  improvement  and  recovery,  are  known  only  to  you 
and  others,  upon  whom  the  trying  responsibility  rests  of  form- 
ing such  opinions.  From  the  nature  of  the  case,  mistakes  are 
occasionally  inevitable,  and  statistics  are  more  or  less  imper- 
fect. It  is  confidently  believed,  however,  that  the  figures 
relating  to  the  condition  of  patients  discharged  in  this  and 
former  years,  are  very  close  approximations  to  the  truth. 
Occasionally,  a  patient  is  discharged,  supposed  to  be  cured, 
who  so  soon  relapses,  as  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  the 
disease  was  only  temporarily  alleviated.  While  perhaps  as 
frequently  a  patient  leaves  us  experimentally,  with  many 
apprehensions  on  our  part  of  failure  to  succeed  in  the  trying 
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scenes  of  the  busy  world,  who  yet  proYOs  by  pepmanent  success 
and  health,  that  genuine  recovery  has  taken  place. 

The  success  of  the  hospital  in  this  most  important  respect 
during  the  past  year,  has  been  fairly  satisfactory.  The  number 
of  recoveries  has  been  exceeded  in  four  previous  years  only. 

Ninety  have  been  added  to  the  number  of  those  who  have 
been  restored  to  health  and  usefulness  by  the  ministrations 
of  this  institution;  making  the  whole  number  discharged 
recovered  since  the  opening  of  the  Taunton  hospital,  eleven 
hundred  and  forty-three ;  nearly  forty  per  cent,  of  the  number 
admitted. 

The  following  table  will  exhibit  the  total  number  of  recover- 
ies in  each  year  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital,  and  the 
proportion  which  this  number  bears  to  the  average  number  of 
patients,  and  to  the  number  admitted  during  each  year.  As 
has  been  remarked  in  former  reports,  in  order  to  get  the  true 
percentage  of  recoveries,  the  statistics  of  the  first  year — when 
about  two-thirds  of  the  admissions  were  of  incurables  from 
another  institution — should  be  omitted.  And  the  number  of 
curable  cases  now  in  the  institution  should  be  added  to  the 
whole  number  of  recoveries.  This  would  raise  the  proportion 
to  about  forty-three  per  cent.

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The  proportion  of  recoYeries  is  somewhat  larger  among  males 
than  among  females ;  the  fbrmer  exceeding  the  latter^  about 
seven  per  cent.  This  has  been  erroneously  attributed  to  want 
of  a  proper  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  medical  officers  of 
asylums  of  the  nature  and  treatment  of  the  diseases  peculiac 
to  the  female  sex.  The  true  cause  of  the  difference,  however, 
which  is  not  very  marked,  is  to  be  found  in  the  different  pro* 
portion  of  the  mental  and  physical  causes  of  the  disease  in  the 
two  sexes.  In  the  males,  the  physical  causes,  intemperance, 
excess,  accidents  and  exposures,  predominate.  These  are  most 
amenable  to  treatment,  and  offer  the  most  promising  prospects 
of  removal  and  cure.  In  females,  the  mental  causes,  disap- 
pointments, religious  excitements,  losses  of  friends,  and  wounds 
of  the  affections  and  sensibilities  are  in  excess ;  and  these  are 
too  often  beyond  the  reach  of  medical  skill.  They  are  deeper 
and  more  obscure ;  less  easily  discovered  and  understood,  and 
when  found,  are  situated  where  the  remedy,  if  known,  is  less 
easy  of  application. 

The  following  statement  of  the  number  of  times  each  patient 
has  been  admitted,  is  again  inserted  this  year  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  how  small  is  the  danger  of  the  recurrence  of  the 
disease,  which,  it  is  to  be  feared,  the  public  greatly  overesti- 
mate, and  consequently,  how  much  confidence  ought  to  be 
be  reposed  in  the  recovered  insane  in  their  laudable  efforts  to 
reinstate  themselves  in  positions  of  usefulness  and  independence.

among 

all  those  recovered  patiehts,  who  have  been  employed  after- 
wards in  the  institution,  i^ione  have  failed  to  satisfy  all  reason- 
able expectations.  Three  such  are  now  filling  positions  of 
usefulness  in  the  hospital,  to  our  entire  satisfaction ;  and  there 
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iirould  be  no  hesitancy  here  about  employing  one  who  had  fully 
recoTered  reason,  in  any  position  for  which  his  abilities  and 
education  fitted  him.     Where  a  powerful  exciting  cause  was 
known  to  exist  for  the  first  attack,  and  where  there  is  no  strong 
liereditary  tendency,  the  liability  to  a  recurrence  of  mental 
disease  after  recovery  \»  no  greater  than  the  probability  of  a 
second  attack  of  any  physical  disease.    At  the  risk  of  repeat- 
ing what  has  been  very  often  said  before  in  these  reports,  I 
TTOttld  again  urge  upon  all  the  fact,  which  is  one  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  the  insane,  that  their  peculiarities  are  simply 
manifestations  of  disease.    Until  this  is  generally  understood 
and  acknowledged,  they  are  likely  neither  to  receive  proper 
treatment  and  consideration,  while  bereft  of  reason,  nor  the 
measure  of  confidence  which  is  their  just  due,  after  restoration. 

Statistical  Tables. 

The  tabular  form  is  adopted  for  conveying  the  necessary 
information  regarding  the  hospital  and  its  inmates,  inasmuch 
as  it  affords  an  opportunity  for  condensation,  classification 
and  comparison  of  all  the  important  facts  regarding  them. 
Although  liable  to  some  errors,  chiefly  through  defects  and 
imperfections  in  the  information  given  us  at  the  time  of  the 
admission  of  patients,  yet,  on  the  whole,  it  is  believed  to  be  in 
most  respects  entirely  accurate  and  reliable.  It  is  evident 
that  from  the  congregation  of  cases  we  can  alone  derive  impor- 
tant suggestion  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  diagnosis, 
prognosis  and  proper  treatment  of  this,  as  of  other  diseases, 
as  well  as  information  concerning  the  operations,  success,  and 
future  needs  of  institutions  for  its  care  and  cure.

A  considerable  number,  as  usual,  have  been  discharged 
before  recovery,  many  in  an  improved  condition,  some  with- 
out material  alteration,  from  the  mental  state  in  which  they 
were  when  committed  to  our  care.  Fifty-eight  of  this  number, 
some  of  them  among  our  oldest  residents,  were  removed  by 
the  board  of  state  charities,  some  to  the  hospital  at  North- 
ampton in  order  to  relieve  our  crowded  condition,  others  to 
the  State  almshouses  in  order  to  economize  their  care,  and 
others  still  out  of  the  State  to  the  places  of  their  legal  settle- 
ments. In  this  as  in  former  years,  a  very  few  only  have  been 
unwisely  taken  away  by  overseers  of  the  poor  from  mistaken 
views  of  economy,  and  by  friends  and  relatives  from  misguided 
motives  of  affection  and  regard.  On  the  whole,  there  seems  to 
be  reason  for  congratulation  upon  the  general  harmony  of 
action  as  well  as  motive  between  the  institution  and  those  most 
interested  in  the  persons  committed  to  its'  care.  A  sufficient 
confidence  to  induce  friends  to  allow  patients  to  remain  in  spite 
of  apparently  perfect,  recovery,  and  in  spite  of  earnest  solicita- 
tions, until  entire  restoration  is  confirmed,  is  essential  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  insane  and  of  the  institution.  The  idea 
entertained  by  some  that  it  is  for  the  advantage  and  interest  of 
the  hospital  to  retain  patients  longer  than  is  necessary,  is  too 
absurd,  in  view  of  our  overcrowded  condition,  if  for  no  other 
reasons,- to  require  contradiction.

Six  insane  criminals  and  one  person  charged  with  crime,  who 
was  found  not  guilty  by  reason  of  insanity,  have  been  received 
during  the  year.  Of  the  criminals,  two  were  from  the  State 
prison,  and  four  from  the  houses  of  correction.  One  of  the 
State  prisoners  escaped  during  the  year,  and  has  not  been 
heard  from.  The  inadequacy  of  the  hospital  building  to 
answer  as  a  place  of  safe  confinement  for  desperate  criminals 
under  severe  sentences,  has  been  too  often  dwelt  upon  to  need 
any  further  consideration  at  this  time.  The  safety  of  the  com- 
munity imperatively  demands  the  utmost  care  and  precaution 
in  the  selection  of  fit  subjects  for  this  transfer,  if  the  practice 
of  transfer  is  to  be  continued.  No  amount  of  watchfulness 
and  vigilance  will  render  a  lunatic  hospital  a  secure  receptacle 
for  expert  and  dangerous  convicts.

A  considerable  number,  as  usual,  had  been  insane  for  a 
period  of  several  years. 

One  patient  had  been  insane  more  than  forty,  four  more  than 
thirty 9  seven  more  than  twenty,  eighteen  more  than  ten,  and 
thirty-three  more  than  five  years.  This  is  a  larger  proportion 
of  very  old  cases  than  has  prevailed  in  former  years,  and  must 
to  a  certain  extent  affect  the  percentage  of  recoveries  upon  the 
admissions.  That  after  so  many  years  confinement  at  home, 
or  living  unsuitably  at  large,  they  should  finally  have  been 
brought  to  a  hospital,  is  a  gratifying  indication  of  an  increas- 
ing appreciation  of  the  true  wants  and  best  welfare  of  such 
cases.  Although  merely  repeating  what  has  been  said  so  many 
times  in  the  reports  of  this  and  all  similar  institutions,  I  would 
again  urge  the  paramount  importance  of  sending  all  cases  at 
once  to  the  care  of  a  public  institution,  if  it  is  desired  to  take 
advantage  of  every  chance  for  recovery. 

Subjoined  is  the  same  table  given  in  former  years,  which 
will  fully  attest  the  accuracy  of  the  strongest  statements  which 
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have  been  made  relative  to  the  comparative  value  of  early  and 
tardy  treatment  of  insanity.

The  laws  of  mental  as  well  as  physical  disease  are  unchaug- 
able.  The  proportions  of  the  foregoing  table,  and  the  lesson 
which  they  convey,  will  never  be  found  to  materially  vary. 
Seventy-one  per  cent,  of  all  recoveries  which  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  nine  years,  have  been  in  cases  which  had  been 
of  less  duration  than  three  months  before  admission ;  eleven 
per  cent,  in  cases  of  between  three  and  six  months'  duration  ; 
and  seven  per  cent,  in  cases  of  between  six  and  twelve  months' 

•  duration ;  making  an  aggregate  of  ninety  per  cent,  of  all 
recoveries  occurring  in  patients  who  had  been  insane  less  than 
one  year  before  admission.  Less  than  three  per  cent,  had  been 
insane  longer  than  three  years.  The  matter  of  duration  has 
indeed  been   shown  to   be  so  vital,   that  no  question  which 

.  is  asked  at  the  time  of  admission  has  a  more  important  bearing 
upon  the  prognosis^  of  the  disease,  than  the  one  rciaiing  to  the 
length  of  the  attack.

The  general  health  of  the  institution  has  been  good,  though 
perhaps  not  quite  up  to  the  average  of  former  years;  many 
mild  and  one  fatal  cas^  of  dysentery  having  occurred  during  the 
past  season.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  prevailing  disease 
of  the  summer  of  this,  as  of  former  years,  has  attacked  a 
smaller  proportion  of  persons  in  the  hospital,  than  among  the 
community  in  our  neighborhood.  For  the  first  time  since  the 
opening  of  the  institution,  a  fatal  case  of  smallpox  has  occurred 
during  the  year.  A  man  eighty  years  of  age,  brought  by  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  neighboring  town,  was  attacked  a 
few  days  after  admission  with  the  disease  in  a  confluent  form, 
which  ran  on  in  the  usual  course  to  a  fatal  termination.  Every 
possible  precaution  was  immediately  taken,  but  the  disease  was 
communicated  in  a  modified  form  to  nine  others,  all  men. 
Fortunately  the  wise  statute  requiring  vaccination  of  all  per- 
sons admitted  into  public  institutions,  had  been  complied  with 
to  the  letter,  and  consequently  very  few  persons  in  the  building 
were  susceptible  of  the  morbific  influence.  A  subsequent  case 
occurring  in  the  person  of  a  new  employee,  immediately  after 
her  entrance  upon  her  duties  during  the  past  summer,  was 
followed  but  by  a  single  case. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  from  suicide.  In  neither  had  there 
been  the  slightest  reason  to  suspect  the  existence  of  a  tendency

The  foregoing  table  indicates,  with  as  much  accuracy  as  it  is 
practicable  to  attain  in  such  a  matter,  what  are  the  supposed 
immediate  exciting  causes  of  insanity ;  and  in  previous  reports 
these  have  been  dwelt  upon  at  some  length,  with  a  view  of 
showing  to  how  large  an  extent  these  causes  are  within  the  con- 
trol of  the  individual,  and  how  intimately  they  are  connected 
with  some  wrong  course  of  life,  which  might  by  proper  knowl- 
edge and  prudence  and  resolution,  have  been  avoided.  A 
consideration  of  tlie  predisposing  causes,  which  do  not  appear 
in  this  table,  is  equally  important,  since,  in  the  vast  majority  of 
cases,  a  peculiar  previous  condition  of  the  nervous  system  is 
necessary  in  order  that  the  exciting  cause  should  operate  ;  and 
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this  condition  also  is  in  many  cases  undoubtedly  due  to  some 
previous  mistaken  course  in  the  life  of  the  patient  or  his  ances- 
tors, which  might  have  been  avoided. 

The  predisposition  to  mental,  as  indeed  to  almost  all  physi- 
cal disease,  is  of  three  kinds  and  origins.  First,  it  may  be 
hereditary,  which  implies  direct  transmission  from  parents  or 
remote  ancestry.  Secondly,  it  may  be  congenital,  which  im- 
plies a  peculiar  organic  conformation  or  nervous  condition  born 
with  the  individual,  but  due  not  to  the  existence  of  ancestral 
disorder  of  the  same  sort,  but  to  some  violation  of  nature's  laws 
on  the  part  of  parents.  And  thirdly,  the  predisposition  may 
be  an  acquired  one,  developed  by  a  faulty  education  during  the 
forming  period  of  infancy  and  youth. 

The  truth  of  the  theory  of  the  first  of  these  forms,  the  hered- 
itary transmission  of  insanity,  like  that  of  other  diseases,  is 
now  too  universally  understood  to  need  any  illustration  or  argu- 
ment here.  The  history  of  cases  which  is  learned  in  a  lunatic 
hospital,  however,  shows  that  this  cause  bears  so  large  a  part 
in  the  production  of  disease,  that  too  much  can  hardly  be  said 
in  warning  against  the  union  of  families  in  both  of  which  it  is 
known  to  exist,  and  which  together  will  renew  and  increase  the 
virulence  of  the  poison  to  such  an  extent  that  it  can  hardly  be 
resisted.  Even  marriage  itself,  in  a  person  inheriting  in  a 
marked  degree  the  insane  diathesis,  is  something  to  be  pondered 
and  considered  with  most  peculiar  and  solemn  thought. 

The  second  form  of  predisposition,  the  congenital,  due  not  to 
the  actual  existence  of  insanity  in  the  ancestry,  but  to  a  wrong 
course  of  life  on  the  part  of  parents,  is  one  less  generally  under- 
stood, and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  seldom  excites  that  attention 
which  its  importance  demands.  Of  its  reality,  and  of  the  immense 
responsibility  which  it  imposes,  there  can  be  no  question.  Any 
deviation  from  the  laws  of  a  healthy  existence  by  those  wlio 
are  peopling  the  world,  is  liable  to  be  followed  by  pernicious 
effects  in  the  rising  generation.  Enervating  indulgences, 
intemperance  in  all  its  forms,  any  course  of  life  calculated  to 
weaken  the  vital  force,  is  felt  in  the  constitutions  of  the 
descendants,  and  pre-eminently  in  the  nervous  .system.  •  Take 
intemperance  in  intoxicating  drinks  for  example,  as  being  tlie 
most  common  and  best  known,  and  least  easily  concealed  of  the 
pernicious  vices  of  parents.    The  number  of  cases  of  epilepsy, 
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of  paralysis,  of  connate  vicious  inclinations,  of  imperfectly 
developed  mental  and  moral  powers  in  the  children  of  those  who 
are  addicted  to  this  unfortunate  habit,  which  come  under  the 
observation  of  those  having  charge  of  lunatic  asylums,  is 
appalling,  and  ought  to  be  available  as  one  of  the  strongest 
weapons  in  the  hands  of  the  reformer.  That  other  vices  of  life 
are  in  a  greater  or  less  decree  productive  of  similar  misfor- 
tunes,  is  not  less  certain,  although  from  the  nature  of  the  case 
less  apparent  and  less  susceptible  of  proof  and  illustration. 
Enough  is  known  to  prove  the  truth  of  the  scriptural  warning, 
that  the  sins  of  the  parents  will  be  visited  upon  the  children, 
and  to  ofifer  another,  and  it  would  seem  one  of  the  most  pow- 
erful inducements  to  morality,  temperance  and  a  careful  observ- 
ance in  all  respects  of  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  health. 

The  third  cause  of  constitutional  predisposition  to  insanity 
is  to  be  looked  for  in  faulty  education  and  training.  The  unde- 
veloped infant  mind  may,  in  the  groat  majority  of  cases,  be 
trained  to  health  and  vigor ;  or  by  neglect  or  unwise  care,  both 
equally  injurious,  it  may  gradually  be  led  into  paths  of  danger, 
where  its  weakness,  or  its  excitability,  or  its  waywardness,  will 
make  it  an  easy  prey  to  the  lions  lurking  in  the  ways  of  adoles- 
cence and  of  adult  life.  Early  excessive  indulgence  and  grati- 
fication of  all  the  wishes  and  propensities,  an  education  too  lux- 
urious and  tender,  too  severe  early  mental  exercise,  and  too 
great  mental  and  physical  excitements  relatively  to  the  original 
nervous  power  and  energy,  are  liable,  either  by  impairing  the 
vital  forces  or  by  .unduly  increasing  the  susceptibility  of  the 
brain  and  nervous  system,  to  generate  this  acquired  predispo- 
sition to  insanity.  An  education  of  the  mental  to  the  neglect 
of  the  physical  powers,  or  an  undue  cultivation  of  the  sensibili- 
ties and  imaginative  faculties,  alike,  may  produce  a  condition 
favorable  to  the  operation  of  any  exciting  cause.  When  two  of 
these  forms  of  predisposition  co  exist,  the  danger  is  of  course 
intensified,  and  if  one  is  present,  care  and  wisdom  in  education 
are  most  requisite  and  indispensable.

Having  tlms  laid  before  you  the  usual  tables,  showing  as 
minutely  as  has  heretofore  seemed  desirable,  the  internal  con- 
dition of  the  hospital,  the  history  of  its  operations  during  the 
past  year,  and  such  general  facts  regarding  the  insane  as  can  be 
most  readily  classified  in  this  form,  it  remains  for  me  to  more 
briefly  allude  to  the  condition  of  things  external,  and  to  the  out 
of  door  work  of  the  year. 

The  Fabbi, 

as  usual,  has  aflbrded  a  large  amount  of  interesting  and  useful 
and  to  some  extent,  it  is  believed,  remunerative  occupation  to 
a  considerable  number  of  male  patients.  The  building  of  wall, 
the  clearing  up  of  waste  land,  the  preparation  of  the  soil,  the 
tilling  and  harvesting  of  various  crops,  and  the  care  of  a  large 
stock,  have  each  contributed  healthful,  invigorating  and  sooth- 
ing labor  to  those  whose  condition  permitted  and  whose  inclina- 
tion prompted  them  to  seek  it.  The  past  season  has  been  a 
peculiar  one.  For  a  few  crops  upon  our  dry  and  porous  soil, 
the  copious  rains  have  been  remarkably  favorable;  but  for 
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most  vc^tablea,  and  partioiUarljr  for  our  sUj 
— their  iDflaenoe  luu  been  peroieious ;  ao  thai 
the  returns  for  the  ]»bor  invested  liare  hai 
the  average  of  former  years.  There  can  be 
ever,  aboat  the  animalljr  increasing  fertility  a 
of  our  soil,  under  the  stimuluB  of  the  Isi^ 
and  of  fertilizing  matter  vbich  we  are  able  tt 
The  following  have  bean  the  principal  oi

Their  duties  through 
the  past  summer, — during  a  part  of  which,  by  your  kind 
indulgence,  the  Superintendent  was  absent  from  his  post, — 
have  been  particularly  arduous  and  responsible ;  but  they  have 
been  performed  in  a  manner  to  commend  them  most  strongly 
to  your  approbation.  Among  the  other  employees  there  have 
been  some  changes,  but  less  than  usually  take  place  during 
ihe  same  period  of  time.  The  hospital  has  now  many  old  and 
tried  servants,  entirely  familiar  with  their  duties,  and  well 
adapted  to  a  wise  and  judicious  discharge  of  them.  It  has 
been  my  constant  endeavor  to  enforce  upon  all  a  full  con- 
formity to  those  wise  and  humane  rules  which  you  have  laid 
down  for  our  guidance.  Kindness  and  mildness,  vigilance  and 
firmness,  have  been  most  strenuously  enjoined  upon  all  holding 
any  intercourse  with  the  insane,  and  none  found  wanting  in 
these  cardinal  virtues  have  been  retained  in  any  situation.  It 
is  confidently  believed  tliat,  with  very  few  exceptions,  faithful- 
ness to  duty,  vigilance  in  the  discharge  of  their  important 
trusts,  and  a  kind  and  sympathizing  care  and  treatment  of 
those  committed  to  theijr  charge,,  have  been  universal  through- 
out the  year. 

In  Conclusion. 

I  again  feel  called  upon  to  place  upon  record  my  grateful 
appreciation  of  your  uniform  consideration  for,  and  friendly 
treatment  of  myself  and  all  my  subordinates,  and  of  the  pecu- 
liar favor  and  indulgence  through  which  I  have,  duriug  the 
past  year,  been  permitted  to  visit  many  of  the  institutions  in 
foreign  lands,  and  by  jcomparisoa  of  various  methods,  to 
improve  myself  in  knowledge  of  the  wants  and  best  treatment 
of  the  insane.  No  system,  no  country,  no  institution  excels 
in  all  respects,  but  from  each  something  may  be  learned  which 
may,  with  advantage,  be  applied  to  others.  Some  knowledge, 
therefore,  of  what  has  been  done  and  is  doing  in  similar  insti- 
tutions, is  essential  to  enlightened  progress  and  improvement. 
Trusting  that  some  perceptible  amount  of  good  will  flow  from 
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the  acquisition  of  such  knowledge,  and  that  the  future  will  see 
a  steady  increase  in  our  ways  and  means  of  proTiding  for  and 
treating  the  interesting  class  confided  to  our  care,  I  again 
invoke  for  the  coming  year  what  I  have  always  found  so  freely 
and  wisely  bestowed,  your  friendly  counsek,  and  your  actiTe 
co-operation  in  our  great  and  good  work.

TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Tlie  Trustees  of  the  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital  submit  the 
folIowiDg  Report,  for  the  year  ending  September  80, 1867. 

The  full  report  made  by  the  Superintendent  renders  any 
statement  on  our  part  of  statistical  details,  in  regard  to  the 
doings  of  the  past  year,  unnecessary.  The  great  number  of 
patients  discharged  recovered,  in  proportion  to  the  whole  num- 
ber that  leave  our  walls,  is  the  best  proof  of  the  usefulness  and 
success  of  the  institution. 

The  grant  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  by  the  legislature,  at 
its  last  session,  placed  the  hospital  in  a  better  financial  condi- 
tion than  it  had  been  for  some  time  previously.  Unless  some 
great  rise  in  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life  should  take 
place,  without  any  corresponding  increase  in  the  price  of  board,  . 
(a  result  we  do  not  anticipate,)  we  shall  have  no  need  of  again 
calling  for  legislative  aid  to  pay  debts. 

Yet  we  cannot  but  wish  a  higher  price  of  board  could  be  paid 
by  the  Commonwealth  and  towns.  The  price  of  board  paid  the 
hospital  has  not,  since  the  beginning  of  the  rebellion,  been 
increased  in  nearly  so  great  a  proportion  as  that  of  provisions 
and  fuel,  or  as  that  of  board  for  persons  in  health,  all  over  the 
country.  The  consequence  is,  that  though  the  patients  can  be 
fed  and  warmed  at  the  present  price,  we  cannot,  with  our 
limited  means,  make  all  the  provision  for  them  which  is  desir- 
able, both  as  it  regards  recreation  and  employment.    A  greater 
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Tarietj  in  these  respects  would,  no  doubt,  be  highly  beneficial 
^to  many  within  our  walls. 

A  little  comparison  of  the  price  of  board  paid  by  the  Common- 
wealth to  this  hospital,  with  that  paid  to  similar  establishments 
in  other  States,  for  the  same  class  of  patients,  in  plaees  where 
the  cost  of  living  is  as  cheap  as  in  Worcester,  and  even  cheaper, 
will  show  that  our  request  for  additional  compensation  is  most 
reasonable.  The  price  of  board  paid  to  this  hospital  by  the 
State  and  towns,  is  $3.50  a  week. 

In  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Concord, 
the  minimum  charge  for  board  has  been  $4.75  the  past  year. 

At  the  Butler  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Providence,  B.  L, 
the  charge  for  paupers  sent  by  towns  is  $4.00. 

At  the  Retreat  for  tlie  Insane  in  Hartford,  Connecticut,  the 
lowest  charge  at  the  present  time  is  $5.50,  and  that  only  for 
State  and  other  strictly  indigent  patients. 

In  the  New  York  State  Hospittd  at  Utica,  the  ordiaary  charge 
for  board  is  $4.00  a  week. 

In  the  New  Jersey  State  Asylum  at  Trenton,  the  charge  for 
pauper  and  indigent  patients  is  $4.00,  of  which  $3.00  is  paid  by 
the  counties  from  which  they  are  sent,  and  $1.00  by  the  State 
treasury.  The  salaries  of  resident  officers  are  also  paid  by  the 
State. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Harrisbuig, 
$8.00  a  week  is  charged  for  patients  supported  by  counties  and 
towns.  This  is  not,  however,  because  this  sum  coven  the 
expenses,  but  as  a  matter  of  policy,  for  private  patients,  who 
are  poor,  pay  at  the  same  rate,  but  the  legislature  always  make 
.  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  deficiency  of  the  receipts.  The 
prices  of  the  most  expensive  supplies  at  this  institution  are  also 
far  lower  than  at  Worcester.  Coal,  delivered  at  the  hospital 
wharf,  was  $3.90  a  ton  (which  we  suppose  was  2,240  pouDds.) 
The  contract  for  beef,  from  Mardi  1, 1867,  to  March  1, 1868, 
was  nine  cents  a  pound,  pork  twelve  cents,  mutton  and  veal 
nine  cents. 

At  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Dixmont,  near  Pittsburg,  the  price  paid  for  board  during  the 
past  year  by  those  sent  by  order  of  court,  or  by  directors 
of  poor,  was  $8.00  a  week.  The  Superintendent  writes: 
<«  The  State  treasury  pays  to  the  institution  $15,000,  a  sum 
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sufficient  to  puj  all  salaries  and  wages,  and  make  n 
keeping  public  patients,  at  93.00  per  week." 

After  reading  the  preoeding  statements,  any  one 
the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life  at  Woroeeter,  an 
hov  mnch  more  ezpensive  it  is  to  support  and  tak 
an  inasne  peraoa  than  a  sane  one,  (a  subject  full} 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,)  frill  see  at  c 
least  tl.00  a  -week  ou^t  to  be  paid  for  the  board 
supported  at  the  public  charge. 

We  are  obliged  to  call  attention  to  the  ezpensir 
Intelj  ueoesaai;  repairs  and  improTements  speci: 
Saperintendent's  report  The  sum  total,  ($12,00( 
but  the  repairs  ought  not  to  be  longer  delayed,  and 
sium  and  bowling  alleys  are  so  important  to  the  hi 
patients,  that  we  r^aid  them  as  equally  neoessai 
repairs.  To  eay  nothing  of  humanity,  it  is'a  wise 
employ  snoh  agencies  to  restore  men  to  sooiety. 
of  such  restoration  is  double.  The  productive  pc 
community  is  increased,  and,  at  the  same  time,  its  1 
diminished. 

The  systematic  gymnastic  exercises,  wtiich  have 
daced  among  suoh  of  the  females  as  oould  enjoj 
believe  will  be  productive  of  very  obvious  and  benefi' 
While  engaged  in  Uiese  pleasant  exercises,  with  the 
moBic  from  a  piano,  by  one  of  their  own  number,  U 
■[Clearance,  and,  for  the  time,  the  reality,  of  insa 
recreation,  like  all  amusements  and  occupations  * 
the  atteDtion  of  these  unfortunates  from  their  o 
feelings,  promotes  their  recovery. 

In  our  Report  for  the  year  1865,  and  the  re 
Superintendent  for  the  same  year,  as  well  as  in  hi 
the  present  year,  attention  is  directed  to  the  im 
having  cottages  in  connection  with  tiie  hospital, 
the  care  of  a  man  and  h^s  wife,  accustomed  to  th 
of  lunatics,  into  which  some  convalescent  and  oti 
patients  might  be  admitted.  We  still  regard  thi 
great  interest.  We  entertain  no  doubt  that  a  rei 
family  life  would  have  a  happy  influence  on  many 
bUU  need  a  medical  adviser,  and  a  certain  degree 
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and  supervision,  without  being  subjected  to  constant  association 
with  large  numbers  of  the  insane. 

Though  the  treatment  of  lunatics  often  requires  a  separation 
from  their  own  families  for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  yet  when 
such  persons  are  able  to  enjoj  the  mode  of  living  to  which  they 
were  accustomed  before  the  access  of  mental  disorder,  a  resto- 
ration to  it,  as  far  as  possible,  is  a  great  remedial  agent. 

The  hospital  has  no  funds  with  which  to  erect  cottages,  and 
must  relj  eitlier  on  the  bounty  of  the  State,  or  the  liberality  of 
individuals,  for  means  of  carrying  on  what  we  regard  as  a 
measure  of  the  highest  importance  in  improving  our  instita- 
tion.  A  few  thousand  dollars  would  enable  us  to  comoibnce 
the  work  on  a  moderate  scale. 

The  employment  of  a  well  educated  female  physician  in  the 
female  wards,  as  recommended  by  the  Superintendent,  meets 
our  full  approbation.  It  is  very  obvious  that  women  usually 
understand  the  characters  of  each  other  better  than  men  do, 
and  that  with  equal  advantages  of  medical  education  and  expe- 
rience, they  could  judge  of  the  bodily  and  mental  feelings  and 
wants.of  their  own  sex,  both  healthy  and  morbid,  more  readily 
than  men. 

We  have,  in  former  Reports,  expressed  our  great  confidence 
in  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Bemis.  The  great  success  of  the 
hospital,  since  his  connection  with  it,  is  due  chiefly  to  his  skill, 
his  sympathy  for  his  patients,  and  his  devotion  to  his  work. 
We  recommend  most  heartily  his  report  to  your  consideration, 
and  that  of  the  legislature. 

In  his  labors  he  is  ably  seconded  by  his  assistant,  Dr.  Draper. 
We  are  also  happy  to  state  our  satisfaction  with  the  conduct 
of  the  financial  afiairs  of  the  institution  by  the  Treasurer,  tfr. 
Daniel  Bemis.

In  the  years  1854  and  1855,  plans  were  made  and  adopted 
for  extensive  operations  and  improyements  in  the  buildings  for 
the  purpose  of  ventilation,  warming,  classification  and  new  wing 
for  all  domestic  purposes  to  be  carried  out  and  paid  for  from 
surplus  funds  supposed  to  be  on  hand. 

The  plans  were  faithfully  executed  and  the  expenses  paid 
from  the  annual  income  of  the  hospital.  The  work  extending 
quietly  through  several  years,  the  war  of  rebellion  came  on 
with  high  prices,  and  found  the  hospital  in  debt  from  which  it 
could  not  relieve  itself. 
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No  increase  in  the  price  of  board  was  made  until  July  1865, 
coDsequentlj  the  debt  increased.  In  the  winter  of  1866,  an 
appropriation  was  asked  of  the  legislature  of  $15,000.  This 
was  opposed  bj  members  of  the  board  of  state  charities,  on 
accounts  of  certain  alleged  informalities  and  discrepancies  in  the 
accounts  of  former  treasurers.  No  report  was  made  bj  the 
committee  on  charitable  institutions,  and  the  petition  was 
renewed  in  1866,  when  the  same  objection  was  raised.  An 
investigation  was  asked  for  and  granted,  which  resulted  in  the 
following  report  and  the  subsequent  passage  of  a  Resolve  by  the 
legislature,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $15,000  to  be  applied  for 
the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  hospital.

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REPORT  OF  ACCOUNTANT 

Employed  by  the  Committee  on  Charitable  Institutions. 


Worcester,  April  8, 1867. 

I  hereby  certify  that  I  have  carefully  examined  the  accounts 
of  the  late  Samuel  Jennison  and  those  of  Henry  Woodward, 
late  treasurers  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Worcester,  from 
September  1, 1853,  to  October  1, 1866,  and  find  them  honestly 
and  correctly  kept  and  fully  vouched. 

Mr.  Jennison  resigned  his  office  August  81,  1857,  to  Mr. 
Woodward,  and  reported  a  debt  due  at  the  Worcester  banks,  at 
that  time,  of  $8,955.46.  The  trustees  immediately  after  passed 
a  vote  authorizing  Mr.  Woodward  to  borrow  of  the  Mechanics' 
Bank  $8,000  to  pay  the  debts  then  outstanding. 

Frodl  that  time  to  the  present,  the  institution  has  carried  a 
debt  varying  from  about  $9,000  to  about  $20,000,  on  which 
they  have  paid  interest  amounting  to  $7,258.82.  This  debt  has 
be^n  in  notes,  and  in  many  cases,  aside  from  these  notes,  there 
has  been  a  large  overdraft  at  the  bank,  and  the  reports  made 
from  time  to  time  showing  the  amount  due  at  the  banks  do  not 
show  this  overdraft. 

I  have  also  examined  the  books  at  the  Mechanics'  Bank  with 
scrutiny,  and  find  every  note  discounted  and  paid  to  correspond 
precisely  with  Mr.  Woodward's  entries  on  his  book,  with  the 
exception  of  some  slight  discrepancies  in  dates.  These  note 
transactions  at  the  bank  up  to  October  1, 1866,  amount  in  the 
gross  to  $164,500. 

I  notice  on  the  books  during  Mr.  Jennison's  time,  statements 
that  purport  to  be  monthly  statements  of  ^^  hospital  funds."  I 
cannot  find  any  positive  funds.  On  December  1,  1858,  the 
books  show  a  surplus  or  balance  on  hand  of  $23,131.85  and  on 
that  very  day  there  were  liabilities  against  this  balance  to  a 
large  amount,  as  the  vouchers  now  on  file,  paid  after  that  date, 
prove ;  but  the  amount  cannot  now  be  definitely  ascertained. 
There  is,  however,  no  doubt  in  my  mind,  but  what  there  was  at 
that  time  an  actual  surplus  of  several  thousand  dollars  on  hand. 
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At  one  time,  July,  1854,  the  hospital  loaned  to  the  Miassa- 
chusetts  Cotton  Mills  $15,000,  and  they  held  a  bond  of  the 
Worcester  and  Nashua  Bailroad  of  $500,  but  even  at  that  time 
there  were  demands  against  them  outstanding.  This  loan  to 
the  Cotton  Mills  was  repaid  in  December  1855. 

In  relation  to  the  ^^  Hospital  Fund,"  to  which  I  have  before 
referred,  I  copy  from  the  treasurer's  (Mr.  Jennison,)  books, 
December  1, 1854 : —

This  statement  shows  a  fund  or  balance  in  favor  of  the  hospi- 
tal of  $64,236.49.  This  is  purely  a  fictitious  statement.  The 
charges  against  the  patients  for  the  month  is  a  simple  estimate, 
undoubtedly  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  corigct,  but 
still  not  on  hand,  and  not  even  earned.  The  charges  against 
the  State,  cities^  towns  and  individuals,  were,  when  made,  no 
doubt  supposed  to  be  correct,  and  to  be  real  assets ;  but  many 
of  them  were  of  long  standing,  some  of  them  in  a  state  of  sus- 
pense from  not  being  correctly  located,  others  from  other  causes, 
and  all  subject  to  corrections  and  abatements.  They  were  not 
at  the  time  ^'  funds  "  in  any  sense,  but  merely  floating  assets, 
subject  not  only  to  corrections  and  deductions,  but  to  floating 
liabilities  against  them. 

After  a  thorough  examination  of  the  vouchers,  it  appears  that 
there  has  been  paid  by  the  hospital  during  this  period  for  per- 
manent improvements,  or  strictly  con-

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Although  the  books  of  the  institution  have  not  been  kept  in 
that  clear  and  distinct  form  showing  plainly,  at  first  sight,  every 
transaction  under  its  proper  date,  and  the  true  and  actual  con- 
dition of  the  finances  monthly,  quarterly  or  even  annually,  still 
I  am  positive  that  the  accounts  are  all  properly  footed  and 
balanced,  and  from'  the  evidence  of  the  *  charges  and  vouchers 
which  I  have  carefully  compared  with  the  books,  that  the  result 
now  shown  is  correct.  The  hospital  has  carried  a  large  debt 
since  1857,  and  that  debt  on  the  first  day  of  April  1867| 
amounted  to  $18,851.18.

Gentlemen  : — In  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, I  haTe  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  Thirty-Fifth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Institution  over  which  you  preside. 

For  the  operations  and  results  of  the  year  in  detail  you  are 
respectfully  referred  to  the  following  tabular  statements,  and 
such  brief  accompanying  remarks  as  may  be  necessary  to 
explain  them.

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  there  were  in  the  hospital 
three  hundred  and  eighty-one  patients.  Since  which  time  there 
have  been  adoiitted  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  and  three 
hundred  and  fourteen  have  been  discharged  or  have  died, 
leaving  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  under  treatment  nt  the 
dose  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  patients  under  treatment  during  the 
year  was  six  hundred  and  sixty-nine.    The  highest  number  at 
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any  one  time  was  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven ;  the  lowest 
was  three  hundred  and  fifty-five;  and' the  average  number 
under  treatment  during  the  year  was  a  fraction  more  than 
three  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  or  one  hundred  and  ninety-six 
and  sixty-six  one-bundredths  males,  and  one  hundred  and 
ninety-two  and  forty-two  one-hundredths  females. 

The  number  of  males  in  the  hospital  during  the  year  was 
three  hundred  and  forty-four,  and  the  number  of  females  was 
three  hundred  and  twenty-five.  The  highest  number  of  males 
at  any  one  time  was  two  hundred  and  nineteen,  and  the  highest 
number  of  females  was  two  hundred  and  eight. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  in  the  hospital  one 
hundred  and  ninety  males  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-one 
females.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  are  one  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  males  and  one  hundred  and  seventy*eight  females ; 
and  these  are  the  lowest  numbers  of  each  sex  in  the  hospital 
at  any  one  time  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  males  admitted  during  the  year  was  one 
hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  the  number  of  females  was  one 
hundred  and  thirty-four. 

The  number  of  patients  discharged  was  one  hundred  and 
seventy-one,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  were  restored 
to  usual  health  of  body  and  mind,  and  were  discharged  as 
recovered.  The  recoveries  were  in  the  ratio  of  a  fraction  less 
than  fifty-five  per  cent,  to  the  number  admitted ;  or  nearly  forty* 
one  per  cent,  to  the  average  number  under  treatment;  or 
twenty-two  and  five  one-hundredths  per  cent,  to  the  whole  num- 
ber in  the  hospital  in  the  course  of  the  year ;  or  fifty-four  and 
five  one-hundredths  per  cent,  to  the  whole  number  discharged^ 
after  deducting  the  number  of  those  who  died. 

The  recoveries  were  also  in  the  ratio  of  seventy-six  and  six 
one-hundredths  per  cent,  to  the  number  of  those  whose  insanity 
had  existed  one  year  only,  or  less,  and  only  about  eleven  per 
cent  to  the  number  of  those  who  had  been  insane  more  than 
one  year  previous  to  their  admission  to  the  hospital. 

The  proportion  of  reooveries  is  somewhat  less  than  has  been 
recorded  in  some  former  years,  a  fiict  which  is  explained  by 
the  large  number  of  admissions  of  chronic  cases,  several  of  the 
patients  admitted  having  been  old,  incurable  and  worn-out

inmates  of  other  and  more  fortunate  ins^titutions  for  long 
periods  of  years. 

The  absolute  number  of  recoveries,  however— one  hundred 
and  fifty-eight — ^is  creditable  to  the  hospital,  and  is  in  no  way  a 
blemish  on  the  history  of  its  life  and  labor. 

Of  the  patients  discharged  as  recovered,  sixty-three  had  been 
.  imder  treatment  not  more  than  three  months ;  forty-seven  from 
three  to  six  mouths ;  twenty-eight  from  six  months  to  one 
year ;  and  twenty  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year.  Only 
three  patients  were  discharged  during  the  year  as  recovered 
who  had  been  inmates  of  the  hospital  for  a  period  of  three 
years  or  more,  one  of  whom  remained  under  treatment  five 
years  and  another  nine  years. 

Of  those  discharged  as  improved,  fourteen  were  under  treat- 
ment not  more  than  one  month;  twelve  from  one  to  three 
months ;  seventeen  from  three  to  six  months ;  nineteen  from 
six  months  to  one  year ;  and  thirty-nine  for  a  longer  period 
than  one  year. 

Of  those  discharged  and  not  improved,  five  were  under  our 
care  less  than  three  months ;  three  from  three  to  six  months ; 
two  from  six  months  to  one  year ;  and  two  for  more  than  one 
year. 

Of  those  discharged  and  recorded  as  improved,  several  were 
so  much  improved  as  to  be  able  to  return  to  their  former  ocqu- 
pations  and  resume  their  usual  and  customary  responsibilities, 
and  are  now  performing  their  duties  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  their  friends  and  to  the  public.

The  preceding  table  shows  that  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
patients  were  committed  to  the  hospital  in  the  coarse  of  the 
year  whose  insanity  had  existed  one  year  or  less  previous  to 
their  admission.    Other  tables  in  this  connection  show  that  for 
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a  period  of  about  thirty-five  years^  seyenty-five  per  cent,  at 
least  of  all  patients  committed  to  the  hospital  who  bad  been 
insane  not  more  than  one  year  previous  to  admission,  have 
reeoTered  their  mental  health  and  strength,  and  have  been 
restored  to  their  families  and  friends,  and  are  useful  members 
of  society.  Our  records  also  show  that  a  large  proportion  of 
those  who  are  placed  under  treatment  on  the  first  appearance 
of  mental  disease  are  restored  within  a  period  of  six  months. 
It  is  important,  therefore,  that  the  patient  should  at  once,  be 
confided  to  the  care  of  a  hospital  designed  for  the  special  treat- 
ment of  his  malady. 

The  table  also  shows  that  so  large  a  proportion  as  one  hun* 
dred  and  ninety-nine  were  committed  by  the  probate  courts  of 
the  several  counties,  thus  making  the  commitment  of  the 
patients  a  legal,  open,  &ir  arrangement  in  a  large  majority  of 
cases.  Of  the  eighty-six  persons  who  were  admitted  on  bonds, 
proper  certificates  from  physicians  accompanied  the  bonds^ 
except  in  a  few  cases,  when  the  patient  voluntarily  sought  the 
care  and  protection  of  the  hospital.  Of  the  one  hundred  and 
ninety-nine  committed  by  the  courts,  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  were  supportecTby  the  charity  of  the  State.  Of  this  class, 
one  hundred  and  fifty-four  were  discharged,  leaving  one 
hundred  and  one  in  the  hospital  at  the  close  of  the  year.

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The  foregoing  table  shows  the  causes,  as  assigned  by  t}ie 
friends  of  the  patients,  of  insanity  in  the  admissions  of  the 
year  and  of  all  previous  years  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital. 
These  may  all  be  arranged  in  two  claisses,  according  as  their 
influence  was  of  a  moral  or  physical  nature.  The  table  illus- 
trates with  sufficient  clearness  for  all  practical  purposes  the 
proportions  which  these  classes  bear  to  each  other ;  and  in  this 
respect  the  statements  made  in  the  table  are  more  reliable 
than  in  any  other. 

In  general,  the  histories  given  us  of  the  patients  are  meagre 
and  not  wholly  to  be  depended  upon,  so  that  it  is  impossible 
to  give  a  complete  classification  of  the  causes  of  insanity  in 
the  admissions  of  one  year  even,  or  show  very  clearly  the  com- 
binations of  circumstances  influencing  the  patient  previous  to 
his  mental  disease.  It  is  hoped  that  a  more  satisfactory  table 
in  this  department  may  hereafter  be  presented,  considerable 
labor  having  already  been  expended  in  that  direction.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  table,  that  the  number  of 
patients  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  larger  than 
during  the  previous  year,  and  the  average  number  was  consid- 
erably greater.    It  will  also  be  noticed  that  while  the  number 
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was  increased,  the  aggregate  cost  of  support  was  somewhat 
dimiuished,  thus  making  the  average  weekly  expense  per  patient 
very  considerably  less. 

While  great  care  haa  at  all  times  been  taken  that  the  expenses 
of  the  institution  should  be  kept  as  low  as  possible,  it  has  seemed 
to  be  a  wise  economy  to  expend  all  that  was  necessary  for  the 
most  complete  and  speedy  restoration  of  all  curable  patients, 
and  just  and  humane  to  spare  no  expense  in  our  efiforts  to 
relieve,  as  far  as  is  possible,  the  mental  condition  of  those  who 
do  not  recover,  and  render  their  situation  as  comfortable  as  the 
i^ature  of  their  several  complaints  will  permit. 

While  the  cost  of  support  has  been  somewhat  diminished, 
the  following  statement  of  prices  for  several  years  past  will 
show  no  great  reduction  in  the  cost  of  any  article  of  consump- 
tion, except  coal.  Breads  tuffs  and  labor  still  remain  at  the 
high  rates  held  during  the  war,  with  no  prospect  of  immediate 
change.

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A  considerable  expense  must  be  made  in  the  course  of  the 
ensuing  year,  for  paints  and  oils,  and  the  necessary  labor  of 
painting,  papering  and  general  repairing,  which  has  been  neg- 
lected during  the  period  of  high  prices,  and  which  cannot 
longer  be  left  undone  without  great  detriment  to  the  property 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  annual  repairs  of  an  establish- 
ment subjected  to  the  hard  uses  of  hospitals  for  the  insane, 
must  always  be  considerable. 

Twenty-six  males  and  seventeen  females  have  died  during 
the  year.  Of  these  deaths,  three  resulted  from  the  complica- 
tions incident  to  mania  in  its  acute  stage,  three  from  organic 
disease  of  the  brain,  eight  from  phthisis,  two  from  disease  of 
heart,  seven  from  epilepsy,  five  from  general  paralysis,  six  from 
marasmus,  five  from  the  diseases  incident  to  old  age,  and  four  from 
the  gradual  exhaustion  of  chronic  mania.  Three  of  the  deaths 
occurred  suddenly,  two  of  which  were  almost  instantaneous. 

Of  the  patients  who  died  in  the  course  of  the  year,  four  were 
admitted  while  sufiering  from  mania  in  its  acute  stage,  thirteen 
while  sufiering  from  chronic  mania,  nine  from  melancholia, 
and  seventeen  from  dementia. 

Of  those  who  died,  three  did  not  live  more  than  one  week 
after  being  placed  in  the  hospital,  five  others  died  within  two 
weeks  after  admission,  and  four  more  died  before  the  expiration 
of  one  month ;  six  died  between  one  and  three  months,  one 
between  three  and  six  months,  and  three  between  six  months 
and  one  year  after  admission,  and  twenty-one  were  residents  of 
the  hospital  for  longer  periods  than  one  year. 

The  records  of  the  hospital  show  in  each  year  how  dangerous 
a  disease  insanity  really  is  ;  and  although  a  favorable  termina- 
tion may  generally  be  expected  after  safely  passing  through  the 
acute  stage,  yet  so  large  a  proportion  as  thirty-nine  out  of  forty- 
three  deaths  occurred  to  patients  who  had  been  admitted  to  the 
hospital  after  the  acute  stage  of  disease  had  passed,  and  recov- 
ery had  become  well-nigh  hopeless.  It  is  safe  to  suppose,  that 
had  these  persons  been  earlier  committed  to  some  hospital  for 
curative  treatment,  the  recoveries  and  not  the  deaths,  of  some 
of  them  at  least,  might  have  been  reported. 

It  has  happened,  in  several  instances  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  that  patients  have  been  brought  to  the  hospital  who  were 
too  ill  and  feeble  to  bear  the  excitement  and  fatigue  of  the 
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journey,  and  a  permanent  injury  had  resulted  to  the  persons 
thus  committed.  In  some  of  these  cases  death  has  speedily 
followed  the  admission  of  the  patient. 

While  it  is  highly  important  that  prompt  measures  be  resorted 
to  in  the  treatment  of  insanity,  the  most  scrupulous  care  should 
be  taken  that  the  patient  be  not  subjected  to  the  exposure  and 
fatigue  attendant  upon  removal  in  a  feeble  and  exhausted  state 
of  health. 

As  usual,  quite  a  number  of  very  aged  persons  have  been 
committed  to  our  care  in  the  course  of  the  year.  Four  per- 
sons have  been  committed  to  the  hospital,  who  were  each  more 
than  eighty  years  of  age,  ^nd  one  of  whom  was  more  than 
eighty-five.  Five  have  been  committed  who  were  between 
seventy-five  and  eighty,  and  five  who  were  between  seventy  and 
seventy-five.  The  hospital  is  not  a  proper  place  for  these  per- 
sons. They  can  receive  no  benefit  by  a  residence  in  it*  They 
should  be  cared  for  by  their  families  and  friends,  and  failing  in 
that,  there  should  be  some  retreat,  some  home,  where  these 
feeble,  aged  persons  could  quietly  spend  the  remainder  of  their 
days,  under  the  care  of  kind,  faithful,  judicious  nurses,  and 
peacefully  pass  from  this  to  the  world  to  come.  You  will 
remember  that  this  subject  has  been  often  reported  to  you,  and 
you  will  t^so  remember  with  what  feelings  of  sadness  you  have, 
in  your  visits,  contemplated  the  condition  of  these  poor  old 
men  and  women,  sent  away  from  home,  family  and  friends,  at 
that  period  of  life,  and  in  that  condition  of  mental  and  bodily 
infirmity,  when  the  kind  attentions  of  relatives  and  friends,  the 
comforts  and  pleasures  of  home,  are  most  needed,  and  for  the 
hope  of  which)  all  the  energies  of  youth  and  manhood  have 
been  exhausted.  Let  me  most  earnestly  recommend  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  home  and  family  for  this  most  helpless  class  of 
your  patients,  and  let  us  hope  that  the  recommendation  may  be 
most  speedily  acted  upon,  so  tliat  we  may  be  able  to  give  these 
persons  committed  to  our  care  the  comfort  and  protection  they 
so  much  need. 

Among  the  old  and  feeble  patients  in  the  hospital,  there  has 
been  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  bodily  illness  of  a  some- 
what mild  character,  caused  in  part  by  the  enfeebled  condition 
of  many  when  admitted,  and  in  part  by  the  long-continued 
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cool,  wet,  changeable  weather  of  the  epring,  summer  and  early 
autumn. 

The  following  tables  will  illustrate  some  of  the  results  of  labor 
'performed  by  the  inmates  of  the  hospital.  The  greatest  and 
beet  of  all  results,  however,  the  increased  health,  vigor  and 
activity,  both  mental  and  physical,  of  the  patients,  cannot  be 
shown  in  any  table,  and  can  hardly  be  estimated. 

About  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  patients  perform  some  labor, 
directed  and  assisted  by  their  attendants,  and  about  twenty  per 
cent,  labor  to  advantage,  under  the  direction  of  their  attendants, 
without  assistance.  A  very  large  proportion  of  the  females  are 
employed  during  some  part  of  each  day,  at  labor  of  some  descrip- 
tion. The  males  suffer  from  the  want  of  those  light  employ- 
ments which  are  so  convenient  and  useful  to  fpmales,  and  having 
been  bred  only  to  labor  of  a  rougher  character,  are,  when  insane, 
little  inclined  to  form  any  new  habits  useful  to  themselves  or 
others. 

All  labor  done  by  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  is  of  an  unsteady, 
unreliable  nature,  requires  consiant  oversight,  direction  and 
assistance,  and  is  of  a  quality  which  few  employers  would  be 
willing  to  purchase  at  any  price. 

Our  patients,  perhaps,  receive  the  most  direct  advantage  of 
labor  from  the  healthy,  pleasant  occupation  the  farm  and 
gardens  afford  to  such  as  engage  in  that  kind  of  work.  Our 
tables  show  that  the  products  of  the  farm  have  been  abundant, 
and  have  well  repaid  the  labor  devoted  to  their  cultivation  and 
growth. 

A  very  considerable  amount  of  labor  has  been  expended 
in  fencing,  ditching,  under-draining  and  improving  the  value 
of  the  land  belonging  to  the  hospital.  The  gardens  have 
been  materially  improved,  the  lawns  enlarged,  new  walks  and 
driveways  laid  out,  and  many  trees  removed,  and  others 
transplanted.

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With .  feelings  of  gratitude  we  are  able  to  report  that  there 
has  been  no  attack  of  epidemic  disease  in  the  hospital  during 
the  year,  and  there  has  been  also  almost  entire  absence  of  acute 
disease  of  any  form. 

The  hospital  was  opened  for  the  reception  of-  patients  on  the 
18th  of  January,  1838,  since  which  time  seven  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  two  insane  persons  haye  received  the  benefit  of 
its  care  and  custody.  Of  this  number,  three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fifteen  have  been  discharged  recovered,  and 
restor^  to  their  families  and  friends.  One  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  twenty  have  been  discharged  improved ;  one  thousand 
three  hundred  and  fifty-four  have  been  removed  by  their 
friends  or  guardians,  or  were  transferred  to  other  institutions 
without  material  change,  and  nine  hundred  and  sixty-one 
have  died. 

It  is  my  duty  to  complain  of  the  manner  of  commitment  in 
many  instances  of  patients  to  the  hospital.  Some  offieers  and 
guardians  undertake  ta  mislead  and  deceive  the  patients  when 
intrusted  with  the  duty  and  respmsibility  of  commitment,  by 
promises  of  journeys,  or  visits  to  places  of  entertainment, 
or  by  making  the  patient  believe  the  hospital  a  hotel,  and 
on  entering  by  giving  such  orders  as  are  usual  at  such  places. 
The  officers  of  the  hospital  have  never  been  guilty  of  promoting 
any  such  practice,  but  have,  on  all  occasions,  said  and  done 
what  they  could  to  correct  the  evil. 

Feelings  of  kindness  undoubtedly  prompt  many  individuals 
to  adopt  some  plan  of  deception  when  about  to  place  their 
insane  relations  in  a  public  hospital ;  but  such  plans  are  always 
destructive  to  the  welfare  of  the  patient  and  the  interests  of 
the  institution.  They  tend  to  invest  the  disease  with  horror 
and  disgust.  They  multiply  and  strengtheu  the  delusions  of 
the  patient  with  regard  to  the  hospital,  and  by  a  certain  reac- 
tion, they  dinunish  the  public  confidence  in  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  It  is  acknowledged  by  all  who  have  had 
much  to  do  with  persons  suffering  from  mental  disease,  that 
next  to  kindness,  perfect  candor  is  most  likely  to  calm  the 
excited  passions,  and  reassure  the  disturbed  confidence  of  the 
deranged  mind. 

A  lai^e  majority  of  patients,  if  candidly  told  they  were  about 
to  be  removed  from  home  and  placed  in  a  hospital,  would  cheer- 
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fully  acquiesce  in  the  arrangement ;  and  if  persuasion  should 
fail  to  remove  them  quietly,  it  would  be  infinitely  better  that 
necessary  force  should  be  used  by  friends  and  relatives,  than 
that  deception  should  be  resorted  to,  and  thus  destroy  the 
confidence  of  the, patient,  and  force  upon  his  diseased  mind 
the  conviction  that  the  officers  of  the  hospital  were  concerned 
in  a  plot  to  deprive  him  of  his  liberty. 

Having  personally  observed  the  conduct  of  nearly  five  thou- 
sand patients  on  their  admission  to  the  hospital,  I  do  n^t  hes- 
itate to  declare  the  extreme  rarity  of  any  exhibition  of  violence 
or  anger  caused  by  their  commitment,  in  an  open  and  legal 
manner,  to  the  care  and  custody  of  a  public  institution.  On 
the  contrary,  many  who  had  been  very  troublesome,  violent 
and  dangerous,  become  immediately  quiet  and  comparatively 
calm  when  they  are  placed  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  and 
commence  at  once  to  exercise  all  the  powers  of  self-control 
they  possess. 

It  is  only  when  fraud  and  deception  has  been  resorted  to, 
that  the  patient  becomes  sApicious,  restless,  turbulent  and 
violent.  When  honestly  and  openly  committed,  and  on  their 
admission  treated  with  candor  and  kindness,  they  recognize  the 
fact  that  they  are  among  friends  whose  care  it  is  to  soothe  and 
protect  them. 

Mistakes  like  these  must  be  borne  until  the  community  shall 
be  made  to  regard  insanity  as  a  disease,  and  not  a  vice ;  until 
they  shall  be  able  to  look  upon  those  suffering  from  mental 
disease  as  they  look  upon  other  sick  people  afflicted  with  a 
malady  no  more  horrible,  and  as  curable  in  its  early  stages,  as 
any  other ;  and  until  they  can  be  made  to  believe  that  when 
cured  they  are  fully  and  completely  restored,  and  as  deserving 
of  confidence  and  trust  as  they  ever  were. 

Seclusion  has  been  resorted  to  during  short  intervals,  gen- 
erally for  a  few  hours  only  at  a  time,  quite  frequently ;  its 
employment  being  confined  to  a  very  few  individuals  in  the 
excitable  wards,  whose  violent  and  destructive  propensities 
during  their  paroxysmal  attacks,  render  it  necessary  that  at 
such  periods  they  should  be  separated  from  their  companions. 

The  ordinary  sleeping-rooms  of  the  ward  are  always  used 
for  this  purpose.  Rarely  has  any  one  been  placed  under  so 
called  physical  restraint.

One  patient  has  been  in  seclusion  a  small  portion  of  every 
day,  and  wlien  not  in  seclusion  wears  loosely  fitting  leather 
bands  upon  her  wrists,  so  loosely  however  that  she  is  able  to 
sew  and  knit  with  ease  and  comfort  while  thus  confiued.  The 
destructive  tendencies  of  this  patient  have  been  for  a  long 
period  of  time  quite  extraordinary  ;  when  placed  by  the  side  of 
other  patients,  her  efforts  to  assault,  worry  and  to  tease  are 
incessant.  When  alone  her  excess  of  vitality  is  generally 
expended  upon  her  clothing  and  furniture.  All  the  usual 
devices  for  safety  and  protection  have  been  thus  far  quite 
useless. 

Another  female  patient  has  been  permitted  to  remain  in  her 
room  a  large  part  of  the  time  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  year. 
When  thus  secluded  she  is  generally  quiet,  comfortable  and 
happy ;  but  when  with  others  slie  is  always  abusive  and  violent ; 
she  cannot  even  suffer  the  ordinary  change  of  cleansing  her 
room  and  making  her  toilette  in  the  morning  without  an 
exhibition  of  the  most  violent  temper  and  vulgar  abuse. 

One  male  patient,  who  has  in  other  institutions  made  several 
homicidal  attacks,  wears  on  his  wrists  leather  bands  so  loosely 
fiCted  that  he  assists  readily  and  easily  in  sweeping  and 
scrubbing. 

And  one  other  male  patient  has  during  a  small  portion  of 
the  year  been  kept  constantly  in  his  room  on  account  of  long 
continued  violent  maniacal  excitement,  from  which  he  is  now 
happily  recovering. 

The  absolute  amount  of  seclusion  and  restraint  will  be 
better  understood  by  you  when  I  state  what  the  official  records 
will  prove,  namely,  that  the  whole  time  spent  in  seclusion  and 
restraint  directed  or  permitted  by  the  management  of  the 
hospital  bears  the  proportion  of  only  twenty-eight  one  thou- 
sandths of  one  per  cent,  to  the  wholo  time  passed  by  the 
average  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  during  the  year. 

This  state  of  things  ought  certainly,  to  be  highly  satisfactory 
to  you  when  it  is  remembered  that  patients  are  often  brought 
to  the  hospital  in  irons  and  strait  jackets ;  and  when  it  is  no 
uncommon  thing  that  from  notions  of  prudence  and  safety  the 
patient  is  accompanied  to  the  hospital  by  two  or  three  stalwart 
men,  who  not  unfrequently  relate  with  evident  satisfaction  the 
story  of  their  skill  in  betraying  the  confidence  of  the  poor 
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insane  person  until  he  is  fairly  witliin  the  walls  of  the 
institution. 

Early  admission  to  a  hospital  cannot  be  too  strongly  or  too 
frequently  urged  upon  the  friends  of  the  insane.  Almost  every 
hospital  report  most  earnestly  recommends  the  removal  of  the 
patient  to  an  institution  during  the  first  stages  of  mental 
disease.  So  common  has  this  become  that  no  new  argument 
can  be  presented  on  the  subject.  It  is  true,  as  all  statistics 
show,  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  cases  recover  if  treated  in 
the  commencement  of  the  disease,  but  if  left  without  treatment 
for  the  space  of  a  year  or  more  there  is  little  if  any  hope  of 
recovery  or  improvement  even. 

Some  few  da  certainly  recover,  but  they  are  exceptional  cases, 
occurring  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  Our 
own  records  show  how  few  recoveries  may  be  expected  from 
this  class  of  patients. 

When  we  consider  that  these  patients  with  such  slight  pros- 
pect of  restoration  must  remain  during  the  remainder  of  their 
lives  ;  objects  of  constant  care  to  their  friends  and  the  commu- 
nity, and  the  subjects  of  the  deepest  mental  misery  and  distress ; 
and  of  a  misfortune  so  great  that  it  separates  them  from  all 
their  former  social  ties,  pleasures  and  responsibilities,  fills  their 
minds  with  terror,  gloom,  suspicion  and  delusion  ;  and  which 
more  or  less  completely  destroys  all  the  mental  faculties  and 
renders  them  helpless,  hopeless  and  idiotic ;  surely  every  con- 
sideration of  humanity  should  impress  upon  us  the  necessity 
and  responsibility  of  an  early  attention  to  the  first  symptoms  of 
insanity;  and  every  one  in  any  way  connected  with  such  a 
case  should  lose  no  time  in  placing  the  sufferer  under  special 
treatment  and  thus  facilitate  the  removal  of  this  terrible  malady. 
When  the  disease  is  for  a  time  unattended  or  unchecked 
and  receives  no  proper  treatment,  it  generally  assumes  a 
graver  character  and  the  sufferer  either  becomes  hopelessly 
demented  or  the  subject  of  wild  and  unnatural  ideas  which 
render  him  a  pest  and  a  danger  to  society.  He  may  be 
neglected  until  he  fires  a  dwelling  or  commits  a  homicide  and 
is  tried  by  the  laws  of  the  land  as  a  criminal  for  acts  which  are 
but  the  manifestations  of  mental  disease. 

It  is  true  that  a  large  number  of  the  cases  are  of  a  milder 
type,  and  pass  quietly  through  the  stage  of  chronic  insanity  to 
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tbat  of  dementia.  But  the  care  of  these  cases  of  chronic 
insanity  is  attended' with  long-continued  expense,  and  at  best 
only  affords  slight  relief,  when,  if  earlier  placed  under  treat- 
ment, a  small  expense  for  a  short  period  would,  in  a  large  pro- 
portion of  cases,  end  in  the  restoration  of  the  aiQicted  patient 
to  sound  mental  health. 

In  close  connection  .with  this  subject,  that  of  premature 
removals  deserves  your  attention.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
the  results  of  treatment  tabulated  in  this  Report,  would  have 
been  materially  different,  had  not  many  patients  been  removed 
before  sufficient  time  had  elapsed  to  afford  any  plan  of  treat- 
ment a  fair  trial.  Some  who  did  not  recover  would  undoubt- 
edly have  been  restored  if  they  had  been  suffered  to  remain, 
and  persevere  in  the  use  of  remedies  after  they  had  been  placed 
in  the  hospital,  while  others  who  were  reported  improved,  were 
80  fortunate  as  to  continue  improving  after  their  return  to  their 
homes,  until  perfect  recovery  had  taken  place.  A  few  others, 
reported  not  improved,  would  have  received  benefit  if  their 
friends  had  understood  the  chronic  character  of  their  cases,  and 
the  importance  of  a  steady  persistence  in  the  use  of  remedial 
measures. 

Little,  if  anything,  need  be  said  on  the  treatment  of  insanity, 
beyond  a  brief  statement  of  the  plan  followed  in  this  hospital. 
In  all  institutions  established  for  the  treatment  of  mental  dis- 
ease, the  various  measures  suggested  as  likely  to  promote  recov- 
ery, are  usually  divided  and  considered  under  two  separate 
heads. 

The  medical  treatment  of  insanity  includes  the  use  of  such 
remedies  as  will  act  upon  the  body  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
assist  in  the  removal  of  the  derangement  of  such  functions  as 
are  believed  to  be  the  cause  of  the  disease  of  the  mind. 

The  moral  treatment  of  insanity  comprehends  all  the  means 
and  agencies  which  are  supposed  to  exert  immediately  on  the 
mind  mcA  an  influence  as  wilHen(2  to  restore  its  healthy  and 
natural  operations. 

In  order  to  fulfil  the  indications  of  the  medical  treatment  of 
the  insane,  all  known  remedies  are  faithfully  prescribed  and 
administered,  consistent  with  the  pathological  conditions  of  the 
patient. 
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Mental  health  has  a  much  closer  relation  to  physical  infirmity 
than  we  are  willing  to  admit ;  and  the  extent  to  which  human 
happiness  depends  upon  the  integrity  of  the  physical  organs, 
and  the  perfection  of  their  functions,  cannot  be  estimated. 

Some  unhealthy  condition  of  the  nervous  system,  without 
producing  any  well-marked  bodily  symptoms,  may  so  control 
all  the  operations  of  the  mind,  as  to  diminish  every  capacity 
for  enjoyment,  paralyze  every  susceptibility  for  pleasure,  and 
completely  overwhelm  the  sufferer  with  fear,  suspicion  and 
gloom. 

The  mind  and  the  body,  of  a  necessity,  participate  in  the 
health  and  disease  of  each  other ;  and  the  particular  condiUoa 
of  the  one  may,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  determined  by  that  of 
the  other.  Thus  indigestion  may  be  the  cause  or  the  result 
of  an  irritable,  unhappy  disposition  of  mind  ;  and  ascerbity  of 
temper  may  be  the  occasion  or  consequence  of  an  acid  state  of 
the  stomach. 

The  relation  in  which  complaints  of  tlie  alimentary  canal 
stand  to  disease  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system,  is  not  always 
clear ;  in  some  it  is  the  relation  of  cause ;  in  others  it  may  bo 
that  of  effect.  But  even  then  there  is  a  reaction  of  the  second* 
ary  upon  the  primary  complaint,  and  the  first  is  aggravated  by 
the  complication. 

Among  the  many  physical  conditions  of  mental  disease,  per- 
haps no  one  requires  more  frequent  attention,  or  is  oftener 
overlooked,  than  that  disordered  state  of  the  stomach  and 
bowels,  which  so  often  gives  rise  to  constipation ;  sometimes 
alternating  with  diarrhoea,  and  accompanied  with  indigestion, 
flatulence  and  eructations,  anorexia  and  nausea,  transient  pains 
in  the  hypochondria,  livid  and  yellow  sufilisions  of  the  skin, 
viscid  secretions  of  the  mouth,  and  ofienshre  breath  ; — that 
condition  of  the  alimentary  canal  which,  by  sympathy,  influ- 
ences the  brain,  and  gives  rise  to  that  general  uneasiness  and 
dissatisfaction  which  troubles  so  many  persons  so  often ;  that 
state  of  the  mind  in  which  nothing  in  the  afiairs  of  life  gives 
pleasure  or  hope ;  that  quality  of  the  afiections  which  rejects 
all  the  attentions  of  friendship,  all  the  kind  offices  of  love, 
and  produces  also  that  depressing  efiect  which  diminishes  the 
strength  of  the  memory,  blunts  the  imagination,  and  destroys 
the  power  of  concentration. 
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No  class  of  patients  suffer  more  seriously,  and  in  the  treat- 
ment of  mental  disease  none  are  more  likely  to  be  neglected, 
than  those  who  are  afflicted  with  this  general  disorder  of  tlie 
digestive  organs. 

The  deranged  state  of  the  thinking  faculties,  the  sense  of 
weariness  and  oppression,  at  first  slight  and  irregular,  and 
hardly  noticed,  becomes  daily. more  severe  and  oppressive,  until 
the  powef  of  self-control  is  lost,  and  by  the  influence  of  disease, 
or  it  may  be  by  accident,  some  one  sensation  or  emotion  becomes 
exalted,  and  the  judgment  impaired  ;  a  general  and  constant 
irritability  of  mind  succeeds,  which  disturbs  and  deranges  all 
the  mental  operations. 

Constitutional  vigor  is  generally  much  impaired  among  the 
insane ;  hence  the  necessity  of  the  sustaining  influence  of  food, 
in  quantity  and  quality,  generous  and  nutritious ;  not  only  is 
a  liberal  supply  of  animal  food  requisite,  but  stimulating  drinks 
must  sometimes  form  a  part  of  the  ordinary  diet.  The  appe- 
tite, rendered  feeble  and  capricious  by  weakness,  must  be 
recovered  by  food  that  imparts  strength.  When  solid  food  is 
refused  or  rejected,  milk,  cream,  broths,  soups,  and  beef-tea 
may  all  be  brought  into  use.  Much  may  be  accomplished  by 
making  everything  about  the  dining-rooms  and  tables  as 
attractive  as  possible,  by  disposing  of  the  viands  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  provoke  an  appetite,  by  engaging  in  lively  conver- 
sation, and  by  spending  as  much  time  at  the  table  as  can  be 
spared  from  other  duties ;  remembering  at  all  times  that  the 
powers  of  life  must  be  supported  mainly  through  the  stomach, 
and  that  by  the  administration  of  a  liberal  supply  of  nutri- 
tious food. 

In  the  treatment  of  mental  disease,  next  in  importance  to 
nutritious  food,  is'an  abundant  supply  of  fresh,  pure,  moder- 
ately warmed  air.  Great  care  should  be  taken  that  the  air 
is  not  over-heated  or  scorched.  The  insane  are  rarely  satisfied 
in  an  atmosphere  of  a  temperature  below  seventy  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  unless  they  are  accustomed  to  much  out-door 
exercise ;  and  even  then  fault  will  be  found  when  the  ther- 
mometer indicates  a  temperature  of  sixty-five  degrees. 

Exercise  is  of  the  greatest  importance  among  the  means  of 
restoring  both  tlie  physical  and  mental  health  of  lunatics  in  all 
eurable  cases.    Walking  or  riding  in  the  open  air,  during  as 
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great  a  portion  of  the  day  as  the  strength  of  the  patient  will 
permit,  is  often  of  great  service.  Long  walks  in  the  fields  and 
woods,  in  company  with  a  suitable  attendant,  have,  in  many 
instances,  been  the  principal  means  in  the  restoration  to  sound* 
ness  of  mind  and  health  of  the  insane.  It  is  necessary  that 
tlie  attendant  or  guardian  be  intelligent,  cheerful,  and  of  a 
kind  and  forbearing  disposition,  otherwise  he  is  worse  than 
useless.  * 

All  establishments  for  the  insane  ought  to  be  provided  with 
the  means  of  affording  regular  and  systematic  labor,  chiefly  in 
in  the  open  air,  to  as  many  of  the  patients  as  can  be  induced 
to  undertake  it.  Gardening,  and  the  various  agricultural 
works,  should,  as  much  as  is  possible,  employ  their  time  at 
regular  and  stated  periods  of  the  day,  and  by  a  system  of  judi- 
cious management,  many  of  the  inmates,  even  cases  of  demon* 
tia,  may  be  brought  into  the  habit  of  devoting  themselves  to 
useful  occupation. 

The  insane  suffer  much  from  feebleness  of  circulation,  and 
consequent  coldness  of  extremities.  It  is  desirable,  therefore, 
that  their  clothing  should  be  always  of  thick  and  warm 
material,  and  perfectly  neat,  clean  and  tidy. 

Indifferently  clad  patients  very  soon  lose  their  ideas  of  pro- 
priety, and  that  self-respect  without  which  they  can  rarely 
recover.  The  supply  of  clothing  should  be  so  abundant,  that 
frequent  changes  of  all  the  apparel  worn  by  each  individual, 
may  be  made  without  difficulty  or  delays. 

Personal  cleanliness  demands  and  should  always  receive  the 
strictest  attention,  both  as  a  means  of  preserving  the  physical 
health,  and  as  an  important  moral  agency.  Exhalations  from 
the  bodies  of  the  insane  are  often  strongly  marked,  and  a  large 
class  of  patients  are  liable  to  become  careless  and  filthy  in  their 
habits.  In  addition  to  the  regular  use  of  the  tepid  bath  for 
purposes  of  cleanliness,  it  is  necessary  to  exercise  great  care, 
in  order  to  insure  a  proper  observance  by  the  patient,  of  this 
great  essential  of  health  and  comfort. 

Care,  anxiety,  grief,  distrust,  domestic  affliction,  poverty, 
and  reverses  of  fortune  are  among  the  most  prominent  moral 
causes  of  insanity.  In  high  states  of  civilization,  when  the 
relations  of  men  are  intimate  and  likely  to  suffer  by  contact, 
when  their  nervous  susceptibilities  are  unduly  exalted,  and 
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their  minds  become  irritable  hj  a  social  friction,  the  influence 
of  the  passions  and  emotions  in  the  production  of  mental  dis- 
ease, cannot  be  oyerestimated ;  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
also,  that  not  only  do  the  passions  and  emotions  exercise  a 
great  influence  vpon  the  bodt/y  but  that  the  condition  of  the 
body  controls,  in  an  equal  degree,  the  operations  of  the  mind. 

How  important  then,  in  a  hygienic  point,  it  is,  that  those 
who  have  become  diseased  and  seek  the  benefit  of  treatment, 
are  not  only  able  to  be  remoTcd  from  the  excitements  instru- 
mental in  {he  deyelopment  of  their  malady,  but  that  they  are 
provided  with  every  facility  for  treatment  which  skill  and 
experience  can  suggest  or  invent,  or  capital  procure.  The 
most  strict  personal  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  establish- 
ment should  be  given  to  their  diet  and  regimen.  Their  rooms 
should  be  large,  light,  airy  and  well  furnished ;  with  a  pleas- 
ing degree  of  warmth  in  cold  weather,  and  perfect  ventilation 
at  all  times.  The  appointments  for  bathing  should  be  conven- 
ient and  extensive.  Their  food  should  be  nutritious,  whole- 
some, and  spread  before  them  in  the  most  inviting  manner ; 
music,  books,  pictures,  and  games  should  always  be  at  hand ; 
raised  walks,  covered  galleries  for  stormy  weather,  bowling 
alleys,  swings,  gymnasiums,  croquet  grounds  and  skating 
rinks,  are  all  highly  serviceable  in  the  mitigation  of  disease, 
and  tend  strongly  to  promote  recovery. 

In  the  moral  treatment  of  insanity,  all  these  means  prove 
useless,  unless  assisted  and  directed  by  kind,  faithful,  intelli- 
gent attendants.  No  others  can  carry  out  your  plans,  no 
others  are  willing  to  devote  themselves  wholly  and  entirely  to 
the  work. 

Patient,  intelligent  perseverance  in    kindness,  with  some 

indulgence  as  a  reward  for  good  conduct,  and  an  honest  firmness 

in  the  application  of  proper  measures,  will  often  secure  great 

quiet  and  comfort  among  the  most  miserable  and  wretched 

sufferers  from  nervous  disease,  and  restore  habits  of  order  and 

self-control  to  those  persons  of  peculiarly  perverse  intellect 

and  faulty  education,  who  have  never  learned  the  habits  and 

principles  of  self-government ;  kind  and  judicious  conversation 

IB  with  very  many  a  powerful  moral  means  of  restoration  to 

reason.    Even  when  it  seems  to  be  listened  to  with  indifier- 

ence,  it  is  often  attended  to  and  carefully  reflected  upon.    The

mere  habit  of  pondering  over  it  and  thinking  upon  it,. diverts 
the  mind  and  gives  rest  to  the  diseased  feelings,  and  the  patient 
seems  at  once  to  make  an  advance  towards  recovery. 

These  brief  remarks  indicate  verj  feebly  something  of  the 
plan  of  treatment  most  faithfully  and  hopefully  followed  in 
your  institution.  Whatever  of  success  it  has  attained,  is  due 
mainly  to  those  young  men  and  women  who  have  so  scrupu- 
lously and  perfectly  carried  out  our  plans ;  who  Jiave  so  wisely 
assisted  in  all  the  details  of  trial  and  labor,  without  any 
ulterior  design  or  selfish  motive ;  with  no  thought  of  reward 
save  that  of  an  approving  conscience.  Some  such  there  are, 
and  in  your  service,  who  have  by  their  intelligent,  persevering 
kindness,  by  their  untiring  energy  and  devotion  to  the  wants 
of  the  insane,  exalted  the  performance  of  the  most  menial 
duties  to  the  character  and  dignity  of  a  mission.  By  the 
assistance  of  such,  and  only  such,  can  we  hope  to  make  our 
hospital  all  it  should  be. 

In  the  appointments  of  this  hospital  a  want  has  long  been 
felt,  of  a  limited  number  of  attendants  of  a  higher  order  than 
any  yet  found  in  hospitals  for  the  insane.  Men  and  women 
possessed  of  true  Christian  feelings,  elevated  in  character, 
courteous  in  manner,  cultivated  and  intelligent  in  mind,  and 
having  that  peculiar  tact  and  nicety  of  feeling,  which  will 
enable  them  to  move  and  act  among  the  various  grades  of 
patients  and  employees,  without  friction  or  distrust,  would 
supply  a  want  frequently  felt  and  and  often  expressed  by  both 
patients  and  officers.  They  should  not  be  confined  to  the 
ordinary  duties  of  the  ward,  but  should  act  as  teachers,  guides 
and  companions  to  such  as  need  their  assistance.  To  some 
they  would  be  of  great  benefit  as  instructors,  to  some  as 
readers,  to  many  others  as  guides  and  companions. 

Another  want  frequently  felt,  is  the  presence,  in  the  male 
wards,  and  particularly  in  the  wards  for  the  old  and  feeble 
men,  of  one  or  two  women  of  middle  age,  of  strong  Christian 
feelings  and  elevated  characters,  who  shall  act  as  nurses  and 
companions  to  those  who  so  much  need  them.  These  old  and 
sick  men,  who  have  but  just  left  their  own  houses,  their  wives 
and  their  daughters,  placed  among  eqtire  strangers,  and  often 
necessarily  under  the  care  of  young  men,  who  have  no  tact  or 
experience  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  but  little 
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true  feeling  in  regard  to  them,  must  suffer  most  keenly  the 
loss  of  such  attentions  as  woman  only  can  bestow. 

The  presence  in  our  male  wards  of  one  or  two  women  well 
acquainted  with  the  whole  subject,  of  refined  manner,  Chris- 
tianly  patient,  so  intelligent  as  to  be  a  guides,  friends  and  coun- 
sellors to  all  who  would  need  their  services,  would  be  making 
a  great  advance  toward  perfecting  our  plan  of  treatment. 

Another  want  which  has  long  been  felt,  and  often  most 
timidly  expressed,  is  that  of  a  thoroughly  educated,  refined, 
Christian  woman,  as  an  assistant-physician,  on  the  female  side 
of  the  house. 

I  know  perfectly  well  the  cost  of  any  such  recommendation  ; 
but  my  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  insane,  and  my  long 
experience  in  the  details*of  hospital  life,  enable  me  to  speak 
with  some  degree  of  confidence  in  reference  to  this  matter,  and 
I  express  my  earnest  conyiction,  in  desiring  that  some  well 
educated  young  woman,  commencing  as  an  attendant,  shall 
pass  through  a  regular  course  of  instruction,  become  duly 
qualified,  and  at  some  future  day  act  as  medical  assistant  in 
the  female  department  of  this  hospital. 

On  the  evening  of  every  day,  and  on  the  afternoon  of 
Sundays,  religious  services  have  been  held  in  the  chapel  by  the 
Rey.  George  Allen,  who  for  more  than  eighteen  years  has  so 
faithfully  and  acceptably  performed  the  duties  of  Chaplain. 
One  afternoon  of  each  week  has  also  been  spent  by  the  Chap- 
lain in  wards  of  the  hospital,  in  visiting  and  conversing  with 
such  patients  as  desired  religious  instruction  and  comfort. 
And  from  my  personal  knowledge,  I  venture  to  say,  that  great 
benefit  has  resulted  from  these  interviews.  The  promises  of 
the  gospel,  rather  than  the  terrors  of  the  law,  have  been  wisely 
presented,  with  such  cheering  and  hopeful  words,  and  in  such 
a  quiet  and  modest  manner,  that  not  only  have  the  depressed 
been  consoled,  the  old  and  feeble  comforted  and  strengthened, 
but  the  convalescent  have  also  received  salutary  lessons,  the 
benefit  of  which  they  retain  after  they  return  to  their  homes. 

All  the  usual  amusements,  recreations  and  entertainments 
have  been  pursued  with  vigor  during  the  year.  Lectures,  con- 
certs, social  parties,  dancing  parties,  readings  and  recitations 
during  the  winter  season ;  long  walks,  rides,  croquet  parties 
and  impromptu  picnics  during  the  summer,  are  apiong  the  more 
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common  means  used  for  breaking  the  otherwise  dall    and 
tedious  monotony  of  the  time. 

A  class  in  light  gymnastics  was  during  the  winter  organized 
among  the  female  patients,  and  regular  lessons  have  been  given 
twice  in  each  week.  The  interest  excited  at  the  first  continues 
unabated,  and  much  good  is  expected  to  result  from  this 
enterprise. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  extend  our  facilities  for 
gymnastic  exercises  for  both  sexes  by  putting  up  such  fixtures 
on  the  lawns  as  seemed  most  desirable  in  carrying  forward  this 
part  of  our  work. 

The  amount  of  discipline  and  self-control  which  all  our 
attempts  of  this  character  exercise  on  the  patients,  is  prodao- 
tive  of  great  good  in  dispelling  gloomy  forebodings  and  in 
cheering  the  hearts  of  the  depressed.  Even  those  under  the 
influence  of  deep  melancholy,  who  can  take  no  active  part  in 
the  scenes  themselves,  and  who  seem  to  have  little  or  no  inter- 
est in  them,  do  often  look  with  pleasure  and  delight  on  the 
games  and  plays  which  their  minds  are  too  dull  and  vacant  to 
fully  appreciate. 

A  large  number  of  newspapers  and  periodicals  and  illus- 
trated papers  are  received  by  the  patients  every  week.  Not  a 
few  receive  direct  from  the  publishers  their  accustomed  paper 
or  magazine.  The  reading  rooms  and  libraries  are  well  sup- 
plied with  books,  maps  and  periodicals.  More  than  one  thou- 
sand pictures,  of  various  kinds,  hang  on  the  walls  of  the 
several  wards. 

In  making  up  the  annual  reports  of  this  hospital,  it  has  not 
been  the  custom,  for  many  years  past,  to  express  any  want  or 
ask  for  any  assistance ;  but  as  appearances  now  indicate  that 
high  prices  will  continue  to  rule,  and  that  it  will  be  considered 
uncharitable  and  unwise  to  raise  the  price  of  board  to  a  cor- 
responding rate  of  increase,  it  may  be  well  to  consider  the 
propriety  of  asking  legislative  appropriations  for  such  objects 
as  are  deemed  of  vital  importance. 

The  water  closets  and  bathing  rooms  in  the  centre  wards  are 
so  worn  out  by  long  continued  use,  that  they  must  be  replaced 
immediately,  and  will  cost  one  thousand  dollars.  The  water 
closets  in  the  return  wings  need  extensive  repairs,  and  will 
require  an  outlay  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
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The  bowling  alleys  taken  up  in  making  alterations  some 
years  ago  should  be  replaced,  and  will  cost  five  hundred 
dollars. 

The  verandas  on  each  side  of  the  house  should  be  enlarged, 
and  brought  forward  with  new  fronts,  giving  space  for  parlors, 
or  day  rooms  for  the  centre  and  Johonnot  wards, — a  work 
which  would  require  an  outlay  of  about  five  thousand  dollars. 

Tlien  a  building  for  the  purposes  of  a  gymnasium  is  much 
needed,  and  would  cost  about  five  thousand  dollars ;  making, 
for  permanent  improvements  and  construction,  the  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  believed  that  no  one  who  will  investigate  the  subject 
would  doubt  the  propriety  or  utility  of  these  improvements,  or 
regard  the  sum  stated  more  than  sufficient  to  do  the  work  in  a 
plain  and  substantial  manner. 

I  beg  to  remind  you  that  the  boilers  and  pipes  for  warming 
the  establishment  have  been  in  constant  use,  with  only  very 
alight  repairs,  eleven  years,  and  will  not  probably  stand 'many 
years  longer ;  indeed,  it  is  supposed  that  the  steam  apparatus 
has  already  operated  longer,  as  well  as  more  satisfactorily,  than 
that  of  almost  any  other  similar  establishment  in  the  country. 

I  trust  you  will  bear  with  me  while  I  once  more,  very  briefly, 
call  your  attention  to  the  subject  of  improved  arrangements  for 
the  care  and  control  of  certain  classes  of  the  insane.  All 
Alienists  are  agreed  upon  the  necessity  of  classification ;  of 
separating  such  as  are  liable  to  injure  themselves  or  others  in 
any  way ;  and  permitting  those  to  associate  together  who  may 
contribute  in  some  degree  to  each  others'  restoration.  How 
can  this  be  well  done  under  existing  circumstances  ?  How  can 
it  be  done  ai  aUj  unless  the  establishment  is  both  a  hospital  and 
an  asylum,  so  constructed  that  its  several  parts  are  more  or 
less  detached  from  each  other  ?  How  can  the  old  and  feeble 
be  separated  from  the  violent  and  noisy,  so  as  not  to  be  dis- 
turbed by  them  ?  How  can  the  convalescents  be  placed  beyond 
the  constant  annoyance  of  those  who  have  depraved  habits, 
obscene  language  and  disgusting  manners?  And  how  can 
those  unfortunate  persons  be  made  comfortable  and  happy  who 
only  suffer  from  some  disturbance  or  obliquity  of  the  reflective 
faculties ;    whose  perceptions   are  keen,  whose  feelings    are 
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tender,  and  whose  sense  of  propriety  remains  active ;  how 
can  they  be  properly  directed  and  controlled  in  any  existing 
hospital  arrangement  ? 

These  various  classes  of  patients  require  for  their  restoration 
to  health  and  soundness  of  mind  a  wider  separation  from  others 
than  is  at  present  possible.  Not  isolation,  but  segregation, 
which  shall  divide  them  into  groups,  possessing  nearly  the 
same  characteristics,  mental  and  physical,  and  give  to  each  a 
house  within  the  hospital  precincts.  The  house  should  be  con- 
venient, tastily  arranged,  and  have  a  garden,  lawn,  and  such 
other  appointments  as  would  be  desirable  for  a  family  of  well- 
to-do  people. 

In  view  of  the  constantly  increasing  demands  for  accommo- 
dations for  the  insane,  it  is  most  earnestly  desired  and  recom- 
mended, that  some  measures  be  taken  to  put  in  operation,  in  a 
small,  safe  and  inexpensive  way  at  first,  the  plan  indicated  by 
these  remarks. 

If  lieed  be,  appoint  a  committee  of  your  board  to  present 
the  subject  to  the  legislature  for  authority  and  assistance. 

It  cannot  be  that  Massachusetts,  with  her  five  large  hospi- 
tals, her  three  large  pauper  establishments,  her  numerous 
smaller  asylums,  receptacles  and  almshouses,  is  so  well  satisfied 
with  her  existing  arrangements  that  she  is  unwilling  to  take 
advantage  of  some  occasion  to  try  other  methods  of  caring  for 
and  restoring  this  unfortunate  class  af  l>er  children.  If  so, 
why  do  her  citizens  so  often  seek  for  their  insane  relatives 
accommodations  which  the  Commonwealth  does  not  afibrd  to 
any,  even  the  most  affluent  ?  This  question  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing one  of  the  great  problems  of  social  science.  To  meet  it 
fairly  and  honestly,  and  to  assist,  wisely  and  faithfully,  in  its 
solution,  is  our  duty  and  privilege. 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  Miss  Dix  for  many  favors.  To 
Dr.  R.  W.  Hooper  and  William  Emerson  Baker,  Esq.,  for  val- 
uable and  rare  photographs ;  and  particularly  to  two  friends  of 
the  original  and  of  the  Worcester  hospital,  for  a  very  fine  and 
life-like  portrait  of  Miss  Dix,  painted  by  Waugh,  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  sent  to  us  as  a  Christmas  gift.  It  now  graces  the 
walls  of  the  trustees'  room  in  the  hospital. 

I  am  also  under  obligations  of  respect  and  gratitude  to  my 
assistants  in  the  various  departments  of  official  labor.    They 
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have  performed  their  duties  cheerfully  and  faithfully,  and 
rendered  all  necessary  assistance  in  the  management  of  the 
institution.  These  duties  are  arduous,  and  often  peculiarly 
trying;  yet  no  word  of  complaint  ^murmur  of  dissatisfaction 
is  eyer  heard. 

The  employees  have  generally  performed  all  their  duties  in  a 
highly  satisfactory  manner. 

With  great  pleasure  I  acknowledge  from  several  members  of 
Congress  and  heads  of  departments  valuable  public  documents, 
which  annually  increase  the  library  of  the  patients.    The  pub- 
lishers of  many  newspapers  have  also  sent  to  U9  their  regular 
issues,  without  cost.    Hon.  J.   D.  Baldwin,  Hon.  J.  S.  C. 
Knowlton,  Dr.  Bartholomew,  publishers,  of  this  city,  and  S.  S. 
Thompson,  Esq.,  continue  as  heretofore  to  send  us  large  pack- 
ages of  exchanges,  besides  the  daily  and  weekly  issues  of  their 
own  publications.    Dr.  Hooper  sends  us  valuable  magazines. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Munroe,  Mr.  Hill,  Miss  Hill,  Mr.  Jordan  and  Mr. 
Rice,  of  the  Old  South  Church  choir ;  Mrs.  Doane  and  Mr. 
Allen,  of  the  Central  Church  choir ;  Mr.  Chandler  and  Mrs. 
Sumner,  with  their  class ;  Miss  Nellie  Fiske  and  Mrs.  Denny, 
of  Union  Church  choir ;  Mr.  D.  H.  O'Neil  and  choir  of  St. 
John's  Church ;  Miss  Annie  Sargent,  Mr.  Burt,  Mr.  Zittertart, 
Mr.  S.  B.  Leiand,  and  many  others,  gave  us  concerts  of  sacred 
music  during  the  long  evenings  of  winter  and  spring.     My 
acknowledgments  are  also  due  to  Miss  Eliza  Lamb,  who  has  so 
kindly  assisted  us  in  our  light  gymnastic  class,  and  to  William 
Knowlton,  Esq.,  for  many  favors. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  unusual  anxiety  and 
interest,  but  we  have  been  met  by  no  insurmountable  difficul- 
ties, nor  alarmed  by  impending  dangers.  The  number  of 
patients  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  hospital  hds  been 
large,  and  the  general  history  of  the  year  is  one  of  prosperity. 

By  the  act  of  a  wise  and  generous  legislature,  the  hospital 
has  been  relieved  of  its  financial  difficulty,  and  it  has  now  bet- 
ter facilities  for  carrying  on  its  great  work  than  it  ever  before 
possessed.  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  encourage- 
ment thus  afforded  me  amid  the  labors  and  anxieties  of  my 
position.

Patients  Tfill  be  received  into  the  hospital  at  any  time,  if  the  following 
conditions  are  complied  with : 

If  the  patient  is  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  has  no  settlement  in  any 
town  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  Probate  Court,  or  if  in  the  city  of  Boston) 
the  Superior  Court,  will  issue  a  warrant  for  the  commitment  of  the  patient 
to  the  hospital.  The  State  will  then  pay  the  cost  of  support,  and  the  county 
from  which  the  patient  is  sent  will  pay  the  expenses  of  the  commitment. 

If  the  patient  is  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  has  a  settlement  in  any 
town  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  Overseers  of  Uie  Poor  of  that  town  ifiay  give 
a  bond  for  the  support  of  the  patient  Or,  when  this  is  inconvenient,  an 
application  may  be  made  to  the  Probate  Court  of  the  county  where  the 
patient  resides,  and  a  warrant  will  be  issued  for  the  conunitment  of  the  patient 
to  the  hospital,  and  the  town  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  support  of  the 
patient. 

In  all  other  cases  a  bond  from  responsible  persons,  as  principal  and  surety 
will  be  required  for  the  expenses  of  the  patient  while  in  the  hospital.

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TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council

of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Trastees  of  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls  present 
the  Twelfth  Annual  Report. 

The  Eleventh  Annual  Report  contained  a  *^  brief  review  of 
the  institution,  what  it  is,  and  what  it  had  done  during  its  first 
ten  years."  We  will  not  repeat  its  history,  but  only  refer  to 
the  close  of  the  last  year  for  an  introduction. 

Mr.  Ames,  Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  was  absent  four 
months  of  the  year,  and  returned  only  a  few  days  before  it 
closed.  In  his  absence  the  Hon.  Frank  6.  Fay  most  gener- 
ously gave  his  services  to  the  performance  of  the  duties.  He 
brought  to  the  work  great  executive  ability, — acquired  by  large 
experience  in  private  and  public  affairs, — and  philanthropic 
love,  strengthened  by  work  and  personal  sacrifice  for  others 
during  the  war.  The  mantle  of  his  father,  and  the  father  of 
the  school,  who  based  all  hopes  of  reformation  upon  love  to  the 
pupils,  because  they  are  God^s  children,  and  love  from  the 
pupils  secured  by  trust  and  confidence  in  them,  had  fallen  on 
him.  Without  trying  experiments  so  new  as  to  interfere  with 
the  general  order  of  the  institution,  or  making  changes  that 
would  cause  the  labor  of  the  Superintendent  to  be  more  ardu- 
ous on  his  return,  he  freely  canvassed  all  its  methods.  The 
spirit  of  economy  had  influenced  the  Trustees  so  far  during  the 
war,  that  necessary  repairs  had  been  delayed,  and  the  constant 
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occupancy  of  the  liotises  by  large  faiuilies  for  several  years  rei 
dered  a  general  renovation  of  tlieir  interiors  essential  to  the: 
preservation  and  tlie  comfort  of  tlie  Inmates.  Mr.  Fay  ga^ 
much  time  and  labor  to  tliis  necessity,  and  by  bis  eiforts,  an 
those  of  Mr.  Fisher, — chairman  of  the  executive  committee,- 
tlie  families  were  carried  through  the  time  occuf>ied  in  repaii 
and  t)ainting  with  the  least  possible  interference  with  the! 
comfort  and  daily  habits,  and  at  an  expense  so  small  as  t 
surprise  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Having  seen  the  inner  working  of  our  system,  he  could  di; 
cuss  it  more  freely,  in  some  particulars,  than  the  Superir 
tendent,  and  he  addressed  to  us  a  letter,  which  was  publishe 
with  the  Reports  of  last  year,  containing  most  valuable  siiggei 
tions  relative  to  the  management  of  the  institution  and  encoui 
agemeot  to  pursue  the  same  general  methods  in  tiie  futur 
which  have  proved  so  successful  in  the  past.  Beside  the  beu 
efit  of  his  recorded  opinions,  his  experience  has  been  availabl 
through  his  presence  at  our  meetings,  and  his  oontiuuei 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  pupils. 

Mr.  Ames  returned  from  Europe  in  improved  health  ait< 
spirits,  and  with  "  increased  confidence  in  ourmethods  of  labor 
having  found,  by  iutercourse  with  earnest  workers  and  friend 
of  reform,  and  visiting  othoT' institutions,  our  system  superio 
to  others  yet  tried." 

He  resumed  his  duties,  encouraged  by  finding  that  lonf 
needed  repairs  and  improvements  had  been  made  ;  cheered 
too,  by  the  assurance  tliat  the  conduct  of  the  girls  had  beei 
good  during  his  absence,  aud  by  continued  proofs  of  the  devotei 
spirit  of  the  excellent  ladies  associated  with  him. 

Beginning  the  year  under  such  favorable  oircumstances,  m 
expected  its  close  would  find  the  iustitution  in  good  condition 
We  are  not  disappointed,  and  now  make  our  Report  with  gral' 
ttude  for  so  large  measure  of  success  in  the  past,  and  confideol 
hope  for  the  future. 

Although  many  of  the  girls  come  to  us  witli  inherited  dis' 
■  eases,  or  those  resulting  from  neglect  and  exposure,  regular 
diet  and  sleep,  work,  study,  play,  the  practice  of  oalisthenics,  a 
remarkably  salubrious  location,  and  the  kind  motherly  care  of 
tlie  matrons,  has  secured  to  the  children  almost  contiimous 
good  health,  aud  the  families  have  had  fewer  trials  of  sickness 
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and  less  interruption  of  the  regular  routine  of  daily  life  than 
is  commoa  in  other  and  smaUer  families. 

Time  is  allowed  for  play,  amusement  and  daily  practioe  in 
singing,  so  that  cheerfulness  and  joy  may  be  restored  to  the 
young  liyes  that  may  have  been  all  too  sad  and  weary  before 
they  found  a  home  ;  but  labor,  work,  is  necessary  as  an  aid  to 
reformation  and  preparation  for  the  future.  The  good  care 
and  neatness  of  the  houses  giro  evidence  of  skilful  training  in 
that  department,  aud  knitting,  sewing  and  dressmaking  are 
taught. 

It  is  not  possible  to  find  work  for  so  many  young  and  unprac- 
tised hands  that  will  secure  a  return  of  profits.  The  minute 
division  of  labor,  improved  machinery,  the  low  price  paid  an  d 
the  perfection  of  work  demanded,  prevent  our  houses  becoming 
factories,  aud  force  us  to  the  necessity  of  teaching  the  girls 
those  things  which  should  be  well  understood  by  all  females. 

Many  of  the  girls  come  to  the  institution  without  mental 
culture,  or  having  spent  much  time  at  school.  A  part  of  each 
day  has  been  given  to  the  school^room,  and,  with  the  assistance 
of  competent  and  superior  teachers,  very  satisfactory  progress 
has  been  made.  We  iliink  the  girls,  after  spending  the  average 
time  in  the  schools,  will  rank  with  those  of  their  own  age  in 
our  common  schools,  in  the  important  elementary  branches  of 
knowledge. 

The  library  supplies  the  girls  with  books,  and  the  practice  of 
having  one  read  aloud  when  they  are  assembled  in  the  work* 
room,  increases  the  home  feeling,  and  is  a  means  of  improve- 
ment in  general  knowledge. 

In  our  public  schools,  through  fear  of  sectarian  influence, 
almost  exclusive  attention  is  given  to  intellectual  training,  and 
it  is  too  often  assumed  in  their  arrangements  that  moral  and 
religious  culture  will  be  cared  for  elsewhere  ;  but  we  have  taken 
these  girls  from  their  too  often  degraded  homes,  or  because  they 
were  destitute  of  any  home,  and  placed  them  in  families.  They 
need  more  than  intellectual  culture.  Having  been  exposed  to 
the  most  corrupting  examples,  and  some  of  them  debased  by  the 
worst  forms  of  self*ii)dulgence,  they  are  to  be  reformed,  con- 
certed, regenerated.  The  worship  of  God, — ^instruction  in 
pioty,  religion  and  morality, — ^is  their  first  necessity.  That  by 
purity  of  heart  they  may  see  God  and  call  him  Father,  that  they 
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maj  learn  Christian  forgiveness  and  self-denial,  has  been  thi 
most  earnest  desire  of  jour  Trustees,  and  they  aim  to  have  al 
the  appointments  about  the  institution  produce  a  healthy  mora 
atmosphere.  Although  the  instruction  given  must  not  h 
sectarian,  it  must  be  truly  Christian  and  moral. 

A  devoted  Chaplain,  and  Christian  women,  with  God's  help 
have  worked  and  must  work  in  faith  and  love,  proclaiming  thi 
"immutable  and  indestructible  maxims  of  moral  rectitude 
which  no  circumstances  can  affect,  no  sophistry  obliterate,  am 
.  by  which  all  shall  be  adjudged." 

Those  sent  to  us  to  be  reformed  and  made  self-sustainini 
cannot  remain  long.  Very  few  can  be  returned  to  thei: 
parents  or  the  places  from  which  they  came,  with  safety.  Thi 
Trustees  cannot  discharge  them  without  anxious  care  for  thei 
future  support.  The  difficulties  and  dangers  of  indenturini 
them  are  sources  of  constant  embarrassment,  stated  so  often  ii 
the  Reports  that  we  ought  not  to  refer  to  them  again. 

Tlio  annals  of  crime,  the  records  of  the  courts,  the  tenibli 
experience  of  some  of  the  girls  before  they  come  to  us,  indi 
cate  the  prevalence  of  a  vice  that  destroys  the  peace  o 
families  and  corrupts  tlie  young.  Those  we  send  out,  fortiSec 
with  good  aims  and  resolutions,  too  often  meet  passion  an( 
lust  seeking  entrance  where  the  demons  had  been  cast  out ;  eri 
enters,  and  they  are  returned  to  us  as  weak  and  more  reckles! 
than  when  they  first  came.  These  poor  girls  are  not  to  bt 
blamed  because  all  New  England  homes  are  not  pure. 

We  have  other  girls  who  from  mental  or  physical  disabilitT 
cannot  be  fitted  for  any  employment  that  will  give  them  sup 
port.  They  must  be  sent  away  either  to  become  vagrants  and 
perish,  or  to  find  homes  in  almshouses,  and  they  are  not  to  be 
blamed  if  almshouses  are  not  always  the  most  suitable  place! 
for  such  girls.     The  authorities  are  responsible  for  that. 

The  Reports  give  the  average  age  of  those  received  into  tlie 
institution  as  being  about  thirteen  years.  The  larger  number 
are  over  that  age.  In  the  years  1866  and  1867,  one  huodred 
and  forty-six  were  received,  of  whom  thirty-six  were  from  seven 
to  tliirteen  years  of  age,  and  one  hundred  and  ten  were  tliirteen 
years  of  age  or  over,  showing  that  more  than  -two-thirds  are 
over  thirteen  years  of  age,  and  may  perhaps  belong  to  the  class 
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considered  most  difficult  of  reformation  bj  the  managers  of 
juvenile  reformatories.    They  may  have  been  exposed  to  the 
influences  of  the  street,  or  ^'  have  lost  that  purity  of  character 
which  is  woman's  shield,"  or  have  been  addicted  to  lewdness. 
We  do  not  wonder  that  the  faithful  workers  in  the  school  are 
sometimes  discouraged  by  the  difficulty  of  managing  such  cases, 
and  seek  for  some  improvement  in  methods  of  dealing  with 
them,  or  that  our  Superintendent,  in  his  last  quarterly  report 
to  the  Trustees,  should  say, — ^*'  I  am  more  favorably  inclined 
than  ever  before  to  such  a  classification  as  would  be  affi)rded 
by  having  one  house  devoted  to  the  reception  of  the 'worst  girls 
we  are  obliged  to  receive,  together  with  those  who  are  returned 
to  us  having  fallen  into  vice  or  crime,  and  after  a  period  of 
detention  therein,  under  closer  restraint  and  more  rigid  disci- 
pline than  is  desirable  for  the  majority  of  our  girls,  be  per- 
mitted to  enter  our  other  houses  on  an  equality  with  them." 
However  they  will  not  despond, — discouragement  is  but  momen- 
tary.    Faith  and  hope  in  the  good  to  be  found  even  in  the 
^*  hardest  and  worst  cases  "  gives  strength  for  continued  effi>rt. 
Success,  numerous  cases  of  reform,  and  the  gratitude  of  those 
who  go  out  with  new  life  to  be  useful  and  faithful  in  society 
and  make  happy  homes,  cheers  and  rewards  them.     We  would 
not  fail  to  commend  their  faithful  service  and  self-sacrifice. 

Remembering  the  success  accomplished,  we  gratefully  accept 
for  them  and  for  Massachusetts,  the  high  commendation  of  the 
institution  by  the  commissioners  of  the  Prison  Association  of 
New  York  in  a  report  made  to  the  legislature  of  that  State  in 
January,  1867.  When  speaking  of  the  juvenile  reformatories 
of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  they  say, — "  If  we  might  ven- 
ture among  so  many  excellent  institutions  to  single  out  any 
that  seem  to  us  to  possess  an  excellence  superior  to  others,  we 
could  not  hesitate  to  name  the  Reform  Schools  of  Massachu 
setts ;  and  of  these  we  should  feel  as  little  hesitation  in  pro- 
nouncing first  among  its  peers,  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
at  Lancaster." 

The  farm  has  been  as  productive  as  in  ai'iy  former  year,  and 
given  a  better  supply  of  milk  and  vegetables  to  the  families. 
We  would  have  the  supply  increased,  with  the  addition  of 
fruits,  to  meet  the  full  demand. 
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There  are  obvious  objections  to  modes  of  cultivation  requir* 
ing  large  numbers  of  laborers.  The  quantity  of  hay  increases 
from  year  to  year,  and  is  sufficient  for  a  greater  number  of  cows 
than  we  have,  but  the  pasturage  is  not  in  proportion  to  the 
other  land.  There  is  an  opportunity  to  buy  about  sixty  acres 
of  pasture,  well  located  and  adjoining  land  owned  by  the  State, 
for  a  reasonable  price,  and  we  recommend  the  purchase. 

The  accompanjring  Reports  6{  the  Superintendent,  Treas- 
urer, Physician  and  Farmer  will  present  the  usual  statistics 
and  other  valuable  information,  and  with  this  are  most  respect- 
fully submitted.

of  these,  having  been  kindly  received  and  treated  for  a 
1  tlie  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  was  deemed  an 
ible  inmate  for  this  school  and  was  discharged.  Another, 
1  with  a  scrofulous  elbow  joint,  was,  after  several  months* 
s,  with  great  prostration,  received  into  the  City  Hospital 
ton,  and  after  a  severe  and  trying  period  of  suGfering, 
received  the  kindest  attentions  and  most  skilful  treat- 
las  now  retnrned  to  us,  restored  in  health,  with  a  grate- 
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fill  heart,  but  with  the  loss  of  lier  right  arm.  We  ha<i 
anticipated  her  return  for  weeks  ouly  for  burial  in  our  little 
cemetery;  but  now,  we  trust,  for  coutinuance  with  us,  till 
eome  good  Ghristiau  family  shall  enrich  themselves  by  securing 
the  Lord's  blessing  upon  such  as  befriend  His  little  ones  by 
opening  tlieir  doors  to  welcome  her  to  a  loving  home.  Early 
left  without  a  mother,  her  father  devoting  his  life  upon  the 
field  of  battle  for  his  country  in  our  late  struggle,  and  uow, 
this  present  month,  her  only  supporter  and  near  friend, — a 
noble  brother  has  beeii  stricken  down  as  a  soldier  at  his  post, 
with  the  scourge  of  yellow  fever— her  condition  appeals  to 
some  of  the  benevolent  of  our  State  to  adopt  her  as  their 
own,  and  secure  to  her  an  educatiou  whereby  she  may  secure 
a  maiutenance  and  pursue  a  life  of  humble  GhrisUan  usefulness. 
A  third,  who  experienced  slavery  in  Virginia,  and  has  been  a 
sufferer  for  months,  is  still  with  us ;  but  we  hope  soon  to  obtain 
hospital  accommodations  for  her. 

A  greater  number  of  changes  have  occurred  than  usual  by 
receiving  more  new  inmates, — seventy-seven;  and  by  a  num- 
ber returning  to  us  from  indenture  and  being  destitute  of  a 
place  or  home,  &c., — thirty-three.  These  changes  have  nec- 
essarily involved  greater  labor,  care  and  watchfulness,  and 
have  also  changed  the  aspect  of  the  schools,  the  new  girls 
being  rather  below  the  average  degree  of  education  heretofore 
received.  The  moral  improvement,  however,  of  these  girls 
has  been  very  gratifying ;  and  from  delightful  changes  in  spirit 
and  life  which  we  have  seen,  we  labor  on,  sowing  the  seed 
of  divine  truth,  accompanied  by  constant  watchfulness  and 
restraint,  yet  sufficient  freedom  for  action,  hoping  for  the  bless- 
ing of  the  Divine  Master  to  insure  the  reward, — a  reformed, 
renewed  heart  and  life. 

My  increased  opportunities  for  observation  during  the  year 
in  our  own  State,  and  intercourse  with  friends  and  reformers 
of  other  States  who  have  visited  us,  inquiring  relative  to  the 
establishment  of  similar  institutions  in  their  respective  States, 
has  led  me  to  feel  that  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  either 
private  benevolence  should  be  urged  to  diffuse  its  bounty,  or 
that  by  legislative  enactment  and  appropriation  our  present 
institutions  for  girls  should  be  enlarged,  or  their  number  mul- 
tiplied.   Is  it  not  evident  that  the  number  of  reformatories  is 
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far  too  limited  to  meet  the  sad  and  pressing  demands  of  this 
large  and  increasing  class  throughout  our  country  ?  We  feel 
justified  in  assuming  the  position  taken  in  this  Report,  by  the 
statements  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  New  York  Prison 
Association  in  their  recent  report,  viz. : — 

^^  Our  juvenile  reformatories  are  the  best  managed  and  most 
effective  institutions  we  have  for  the  prevention  of  crime. 
But  they  are  far,  very  far,  too  few  in  number,  and  need  to  be 
increased  many  fold.  They  bear  no  proportion  to  the  same 
class  of  institutions  in  the  various  countries  of  Europe.  In 
tlie  eighteen  States  we  have  visited,  the  whole  number  will 
scarcely  exceed  twenty-five  to  thirty,  on  the  most  liberal  allow- 
ance ;  whereas,  in  Europe,  there  are  from  eight  hundred  to 
one  thousand,  not  counting  industrial  and  ragged  schools,  of 
which  the  number,  in  some  European  countries  is  very  con- 
siderable. There  are,  in  Great  Britain,  ^t  the  present  time, 
about  120  reformatories  proper ;  in  Prussia,  225 ;  in  Bavaria, 
122 ;  and  so  on  of  other  states." 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  public  attention  is  somewhat  drawn 
to  flie  subject  of  juvenile  depravity  and  juvenile  reform,  and 
we  shall  rejoice  if  we  may  contribute  auglit  to  stimulate  ta 
increased  effort  for  tliis  most  important  class,  one  so  vitally 
affecting  society  in  all  its  interests,  by  offering  the  following 
suggestions  upon 

THE  DESIRABLENESS  OF    REFORMATORIES,   AND  THE  BEST  METHOD 

OF  CONDUCTING  THEM. 

That  reformatories  for  girls  are  desirable  needs  scarcely  a 
moment's  consideration.  If  houses  of  correction  or  reform- 
atories are  needed  for  men  and  women,  and  also  for  boys,  as  is 
confessedly  acknowledged  by  the  large  number  now  established, 
but  a  moment's  thought  will  convince  us  of  the  even  greater 
necessity  and  desirableness  of  their  existence  for  .girls,  in  view 
of  their  more  certain  and  complete  ruin  if  involved  in  vice  and 
crime,  and  of  their  inability,  when  convinced  of  their  wrong, 
to  reinstate  themselves  in  the  estimate  of  the  community,  and 
thus  to  secure  its  confidence,  sympathy  and  encouragement, 
which  are  essential  for  a  continuance  in  well-doing. 

Facts  present  themselves  to  us  continually,  revealing  the 
depraved  condition  of  many  of  the  youth  of  our  towns  and 
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cities.  The  few  ve  receive,  only  illustrate  the  character  am 
coadition  of  a  lai^  circle  of  associates  from  which  these  h&v 
been  selected — the  large  majority  of  whom  are  left  to  continu 
in  their  course  of  vicious  association,  corrupted  and  corruptin] 
still  others,  and  certain  jet  to  occupy  a  place  iu  our  courts 
jails  and  almshouses.  Few  are  aware  of  the  sad  condition  o 
many  of  t)ie  girls  who  have  not  wise  parental  care  and  restraint 

A  physician  of  one  of  our  suburban  cities,  informed  th< 
captain  of  police,  as  be  was  bringing  two  girls  of  tbis  descrip 
tion  to  our  institution,  that,  within  six  months,  be  bad  hai 
rmore  than  twenty  girls,  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  apply  t 
him  for  medical  treatment,  for  disease  contracted  throng] 
vicious  association. 

The  opinion  is  also  given  by  many  officers  that  large  number: 
of  girls  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  were  already  initiated  iu 
and  have  been  pursuing,  this  couree  of  life,  iu  Boston  and  itt 
adjacent  cities.  Do  not  ench  facts  call  for  the  most  serioui 
inquiry  how  these,  now  exposed,  shall  be  saved,  and  theij 
influence  for  evil  prevented  ? 

The  success  also  of  institutions  already  existing,  is  an  atgu 
ment  in  favor  of  establishing  a  still  larger  number,  fiowevei 
Badly  philanthropists  and  reformers  have  been  disappointed  is 
the  success  attending  their  labors  to  reform  adults,  the  testl 
mony  of  officers  and  friends  of  the  various  reformatories,  both 
of  the  congregate  and  family  systems,  for  girls,  is,  that  a  large 
per  cent,  of  the  subjects  of  their  labor,  have  been  saved  from  a 
life  of  vice,  and  of  burden  to  society. 

Tbis  institution,  established  by  tbis  Commonwealth  eleven 
years  ago,  for  the  espo'cial  purpose  of  reforming  girls  wlio  were 
thus  hasting  to  ruin,  furnishes  most  decided  encouragement 
for  increased  labor  in  this  direction.  During  the  past  fire 
years,  since  my  connection  with  it,  I  find  tliat  one-ftfth  of  the 
girls  who  baye  passed  from  under  its  control,  as  of  age,  liave 
married,  having  homes  of  their  own,  and  doing  well  therein. 
About  one-half  are  living  worthily,  performing  service  iu  fam- 
ilies, and  elsewhere,  not  only  having  ceased  to  be  burdens  to 
society,  but  having  really  become  workers  therein.  I  could 
cite  instances  of  girls,  far  advanced  in  vicious  courses,  who  are 
now  illustrating  hi  their  lives  tlie  lessons  here  received,  of 
truth,   virtue   and   piely.     I   now  recall   one  who   had  beeu 
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addicted  to  the  most  vicious  courses^  whose  life  was  such  that 
her  eldest  sister,  filled  with  grief  and  mortification,  exclaimed 
as  we  walked  the  streets  of  the  city  in  endeavors  to  recall  her 
from  her  accustomed  haunts  of  vice,  ^^  I  wish  she  were  dead," 
but  whom  we  recently  visited  in  her  own  New  England  home, 
in  her  quiet  cottage,  furnished  with  the  necessary  comforts  of 
life,  her  husband  a  worthy  mechanic,  both  of  whom  are  mem- 
bers of  the  church  in  their  village,  leading  lives  of  industry, 
morality  and  piety. 

Another,  whose  violent  temper,  persistent  disobedience  and 
blaspheiAoas  language  often  disturbed  the  whole  household,  and 

« 

who  required  the  absolute  physical  force  of  the  Superintendent 
or  Farmer  to  remove,  from  time  to  time,  from  the  school-room 
or  the  family,  has  now  for  many  months  been  rendering  efii- 
cient  service  in  a  family,  securing  their  respect  and  confidence, 
and  writing  to  us  wordsof  warmest  gratitude  for  our  discipline 
and  forbearance  with  her,  and  words  of  hope  and  cheer,  bid- 
ding us,  when  we  are  inclined  to  despond  over  the  wayward- 
ness or  wilfulness  ^f  any,  to  remember  her,  and  the  results  of 
our  labors  in  her  behalf. 

AuQther,  who  had  fallen  low,  and  mingled  with  all  classes  of 
the  vile,  was  invited  to  return  to  her  home  on  a  visit,  after 
leaving  us. 

The  first  greetings  of  her  own  father  and  sister  were  accom- 
panied with  the  most  urgent  invitations  to  revive  the  associa- 
tions of  the  past,  over  that  cup  of  death  which  has  been  an 
accompaniment  in  the  lives  of  the  vicious,  but  modestly  yet 
persistently  she  refused,  and  thus  during  the  entire  visit,  amid 
solicitations  and  strong  temptations,  firmly  maintaining  her 
principles  of  temperance  here  acquired.  Her  voice,  which  had 
often  been  heard  in  words  of  blasphemy  and  songs  of  ribald 
mirth,  we  have  loved  to  hear  offering  words  of  praise  and  holy 
song. 

Others  less  initiated  in  crime,  but  whose  dispositions,  tenden- 
cies, and  circumstances  were  such  that  they  would  soon  have 
become  curses  td  society,  have  been  influenced  to  enter  a  higher 
and  better  path.  One  of  this  class,  whose  father  was  intem- 
perate, and  mother  incapable  of  training  her  children,  received 
into  her  heart  the  lessons  here  given,  was  changed  in  purpose 

and  habits,  indentured  to  a  Christian  family,  greatly  beloved  by 

8 
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them,  identifying  herself  with  them,  watchful  of  their  wishes 
and  interests,  recently  married  '^  the  best  young  man  in  towa," 
and  is  making  for  him  a  happy  home. 

Another,  perverse,  fretful,  gay  and  frivolous,  was  reformed, 
indentured  to  an  excellent  family,  stayed  till  eighteen,  afterward 
worked  in  another  good  family,  married  the  son  and  is  now  a 
happy,  useful  wife  and  mother. 

Still  another,  ^^  stubborn  and  disobedient,''  a  oonstant  trial 
to  her  friends  at  home,  under  the  firm,  judicious  training  of  a 
matron  of  much  experience,  by  the  blessing  of  God  transformed 
into  a  pleasant,  lovely  young  lady,  returned  to  her  widowed 
mother  a  joy  and  blessing. 

We  have  an  increasing  conviction  that  tha  success  of  such 
labors  will  be  even  greater  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  as 
increased  elperience  will  lead  to  a  wiser  adaptation  of  means 
and  efforts ;  also,  because  of  the  augmented  interest  in  tlie  com- 
munilyj  as  seen  in  a  spirit  of  co-operation  with  reformatories 
in  carrying  forward  the  work  there  commenced,  as  the  girk 
go  forth  into  service  in  families,  or  take  their  position  ia  general 
society. 

There  certainly  is  a  growing  interest  aad  spirit  of  hopeful- 
ness in  the  comn^unity.  The  success  already  achieved,  has,  to  a 
certain  extent,  dissipated  the  spirit  of  doubt,  suspicion  and 
coldness  which  existed  a  short  time  ago..  This  general  increase 
of  confidence  in  the  community,  will,  like  a  more  genial  atmos* 
phere  surrounding  these  subjects  of  reform,  tend  ta  make  tlie 
success  of  reformatories  greater  in  the  future. 

HOW  SHALL  REFORMATORIES  BE  CONDUCTED? 

The  family  system  seems  to  commend  itself  as  the  beat 
method,  both  from  gener&l  principles,  as  well  as  from  observsr 
tion  and  experience.  Divine  wisdom,  in  the  very  constitutioa 
of  society,  as  well  as  by  its  written  law,  has  indicated  the  Aome, 
or  the  nearest  approach  to  it,  as  the  best  place  for  training  and 
reforming  children.  Children  and  youth  need,  for  their  train- 
ing and  happy  development,  a  degree  of  freedom  and  liberty 
which  shall  allow  the  free  play  of  tlieir  nature  and  capabilities 
in  the  unrestrained  intercourse  of  parent  and  child,  and  of 
child  with  child,  in  work  and  play,  and  the  social  affections, 
tliat   cannot  be  obtained  in   tiie   congregate  system,  which 
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>7  reqnSree  &  more  re9ti<ioted  or  rigid  method,  and  a 
'ootine  of  life  with  little  variation  or  change,  which  is 
ble  iin-  children.

>r  advantage,  in  the  family  system,  is  the  opportunity 
[aptation  not  only  of  instruction,  but  also  of  oorrectioa 
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and  disciplinary  measures  generally,  aceording  to  the  disposi- 
tion, habits  and  circumstances  of  each  individual,  upoa 
4ifferent  occasions.  Every  parent  knows  that  correction  and 
discipline,  imperatively  demanded  for  one  child,  would  prove 
positively  injurious  to  another,  of  another  age,  or  of  the  same 
age,  but  of  different  temperament  and  disposition.  If  this  be 
true  of  an  ordinary  family,  where  the  children  are  of  the  same 
flesh  and  blood,  and  similar  inherted  tendencies,  and  the  same 
early  training  and  home  atmosphere,  then  how  evident  tlie 
necessity  for  this  individual  adaptation  of  correction  and  disci- 
pline to  girls  who  exhibit  a  wide  diversity  of  natural  dispo- 
sition and  traits  of  character,  of  most  marked  and  diverse 
inherited  tendences  and  early  influence  and  training,  or  lack  of 
training.  How  evident  that  the  congregate  system,  with  its 
necessary  machinery  of  life,  fixed  laws  and  necessary  general 
strictness  and  uniformity  of  administration,  cannot  as  readily 
accomplish  the  true  reformation  and  development  of  these 
immortal  youth,  as  that  system  which  admits  varied  adaptation 
to  the  individual. 

Correction  and  discipline  cannot  be  apportioned  as  rations  to 
an  army,  or  diet  to  these  children,  giving  to  each  like  portions, 
but,  as  the  physician  deals  not  out  to  every  patient  medicine 
uniform  in  quality  or  degree,  but  adapts  it  to  each  according  to 
constitution  and  present  symptoms,  so  in  these  morai  hospitals 
must  the  constitution,  tendencies,  habits  and  present  symptoms, 
or  varying  moods  and  inclinations  from  time  to  time  of  each 
girl,  be  considered  and  govern  the  treatment.  Our  experieace 
in  every  house  and  every  year,  adds  weight  to  this  feature  in 
our  estimation.  A  rigid  system  of  uniformity  we  have  felt 
would  prove  positively  disastrous  in  some  cases,  whereas  a 
departure  from  our  ordinary  course  has  not  only  proved  salutary, 
but,  we  believe,  saving.  I  am  confirmed  in  my  views  of  the 
great  advantage  derived  from  the  family  system  in  enabling  the 
individual  girl  to  come  under  this  direct  personal  influence 
and  discipline  needed  to  save  her  from  her  sins  and  truly 
reform  her,  not  only  hj'my  oton  experience,  but  also  by  the 
statements  of  that  wise  and  veteran  worker  in  reform  of  girls, 
Miss  Mary  Carpenter,  of  Bristol,  England,  in  a  conversation 
held  with  her  last  summer,  that  she  had  often  found  that  her 
new  and  inexperienced  teachers  supposed  that  the  ordinary 
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difldpline  and  treatment,  were  securing  a  reform,  when  she 
found,  by  personal  contact  and  close  observation,  that  certain 
girls  were  wlioUy  deceptive  and  hypocritical,  had  a  fair  exterior, 
and,  by  the  general  mode  of  discipline,  were  going  on  cherish- 
ing heart  sins,  which)  when  opportunity  presented,  would 
develop  into  outward  and  great  misconduct  and  ruin,  and  by 
her  direct  instntctioQ  and  peculiar  discipline, — sometimes  with- 
holding all  manifestations  of  approval  in  a  marked  manner,— 
and,  by  various  means,  seeking  to  bring  them  to  a  consciousness 
of  their  wrong  state,  and  thus  had  brougl^t  them  to  humility 
and  tnie  reform,  whereas  by  a  general  administration  of  disci- 
pline, she  would  have  passed  over  just  the  tendencies  that  would 
have  carried  them  on  in  a  course  pf  sin  and  vice. 

Another  advantage  secured  by  this  system,  is  the  opportunity 
thus  aflTorded  by  greater  quiet  and  freedom  from  excitement 
incident  to  the  presence  of  a  large  number,  with  all  its  attend- 
ant circumstances,  to  confirm  and  strengthen  good  purposes, 
inclinations  and  habits. 

Again,  opportunity  is  afforded  by  the  smaller  number  of  a 
family,  for  a  higher  tone  of  opinion  and  sentiment  concerning 
right  and  wrong.  The  matron  can  more  readily  influence,  and 
bring  into  sympathy  with  her  in  thought  and  feeling,  a  small 
number,  and  thus  create  a  general  public  sentiment  in  the 
fiunily,  not  only  in  regard  to  Us  laws  and  life  among  them,  but 
upon  subjects  generally,  and  upon  the  ordinary  practice,  duties 
and  relations  of.life,  by  this  free  and  daily  intimate  intercourse. 
It  is  evident  that  you  can  bring'into  sympathy  with  yourself  in 
diought,  feeling  and  action,  a  group  of  six  or  of  thirty,  more 
readily  than  of  one  hundred  or  three  hundred;  and  we  all  weK 
know  that  the  restraining,  enlightening  and  reforming  power 
of  public  opinion  of  the  circle  in  which  we  move,  is  great,  and 
thus,  by  a  residence  of  months  or  years  under  the  influence  of 
such  an  elevated  public  opinion,  the  girls  are  not  only  enlight- 
ened as  to  right  and  wrong,  but  are  themselves  drawn  into 
sympathy  with  it  for  its  practice  as  they  go  out  into  the  strife^ 
turmoil  and  activities  of  life. 

The  public  opinion  of  an  institution,  whatever  that  may  be, 
will  leave  its  impress  upon  the  inmates.  A  student  from  a 
given  school,  academy  or  college,  will  give  no  doubtful  indica- 
tion of  the  tone  of  public  opinion  or  morals  in  that  institntiou. 

8» 
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The  character  and  life  will  accord  greatly  with  that  public 
opinion. 

As  is  well  kaown,  at  one  time  such  was  the  public  opinion 
among  the  inmates  of  one  of  our  reformatories,  that  a  sadly 
large  percentage,  after  their  discharge,  entered  upon  a  course 
of  crime,  and  became  inmates  of  our  State  prison.  The  system 
was  such,' as,  in  its  workings^  to  allow  a  freedom  of  intercourse 
between  those  who  were  poisoned  by  sympathy  with  a  course 
of  wrong-4oing,  and  the  absence  of  constant  neutralizing  and 
elevating  influences  from  superior  minds,  so  that  the  public 
opinion  of  that  circle  which  they  most  strongly  felt  among 
their  associates,  naturally  prepared  them  for  a  life  of  Tice. 

Our  experience  in  regard  to  the  influence  of  difierent  matrons, 
and  of  monitors  employed,  has  led  us  to  notice  the  difierence 
in  the  influences  resulting,  and  effects  produced,  according  to 
the  public  opinion  created  in  the  family.  This  simply  illus- 
trates the  value  and  power  of  public  opinion.  So  true  is  this, 
that  in  some  unimportant  things  we  can  actually  distinguish 
our  girls  as  belonging  to  their  respective  families. 

Finally  and  chiefly,  an  indispensable  requisite  to  success  in  a 
reformatory,  is  a  class  of  workers,  whose  natural  endowments 
and  spirit  adapt  them  to  the  work.  The  standard  of  the  family 
will  be,  not  according  to  the  instructions  alone,  but  according 
to  the  spirit  and  example  of  the  workers.  The  open  Bible 
which  the  girls  will  mostly  read,  is  the  speaking  eye,  tiie  placid 
countenance,  the  calm  tone,  the  spirit  of  patience  and  self- 
denial,  and  the  works  of  daily  love,  of  the  matrons  about  them. 

The  great  agency  in  reformatories,  as  in  the  world,  for  Us 
redemption  is^  the  gospel  of  God;  but  the  gospel  as  exhibited 
in  the  spirit  and  lives  of  the  officers.  Thus  shall  the  inmates 
best  read  and  learn  lessons  of  honesty,  purity,  meekness, 
patience,  reverence,  love  and  prayerfulness. 

Many,  from  their  ignorance  of  the  truth,  and  from  their 
aversion  to  it,  will  not  voluntarily  seek  its  influence  and  mould- 
ing power ;  but  if  (Iius  brought  into  daily,  hourly  contact  with 
a  mind  and  ^heart  enlightened  by  and  in  sympathy  with  Ood 
our  Heavenly  Father,  exhibiting  amid  all  the  cares,  the  trials 
and  labors  of  household  life,  the  spirit  of  Him  ^^  who  came  to 
seek  and  save  the  lost,"  the  dullest  and  most  ignorant  mind, 
and  the  most  hardened   heart,  can  but  mark   the  wonderful 
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contrast,  and,  in  many  instancesr,  will  be  softeued,  moulded 
and  transformed  to  a  degree  of  conformity  therewith. 

As  the  father  and  mother  in  the  family  are  to  be  a  represou- 
tative  of  God,  in  some  respects,  to  their  children,  as  objects  of 
reyerence,  confidence,  love,  and  obedience,  exhibiting  them- 
selves the  spirit  of  purity,  love,  sympathy,  patience,  forbear- 
ance and  self-denying  efforts  for  their  good,  the  exhibition  of 
which  do  call  forth  the  exercise  of  these  qualities  in  the  child ; 
60  it  is  essential  that  workers  in  these  reformatories  shall  sus- 
tain a  similar  relation  to  these  lost  and  wandering  ones,  by  the 
possession  of  a  character  and  spirit  in  sympathy  with  God. 

All  this  I  mean  in  no  visionary,  ideal  or  impracticable  sense, 
but  as  it  has  been,  and  is  to-day,  actually  illustrated  in  the 
spirit  and  lives  of  some  of  the  workers  in  our  reformatories, 
concerning  some  of  whom  I  could  testify  from  personal  obser- 
vation, both  in  England  and  in  this  country ;  and  the  results  of 
such  spirit  and  labor  have  been  manifested  to  us  in  ignorant, 
degraded,  corrupted,  almost  brutish  natures,  becoming  enlight- 
ened, changed,  elevated ;  the  lying  becoming  truthful ;  thieves, 
honest ;  the  unchaste,  pure  in  conduct  and  language ;  the  indo- 
lent, industrious  ;  the  totally  unreliable,  faithful ;  the  blasphe- 
mous, praying ;  the  hateful  and  hating,  lovable  and  loving ; 
and  these  not  in  one  or  a  few  cases,  but  numbers  in  a  family. 

Let  such  reformatories,  and  so  conducted,  be  multiplied, 
either  upon  a  large  scale,  or  in  single  instances,  as  at  Dorches- 
ter and  at  Newton,  in  different  parts  of  our  Commonwealth, 
and  many  ef  our  ^^  waste  places  shall  bud  and  blossom  as  the 
rose,^'  and  many  hearts,  thus  saved,  sing  for  joy.

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PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Trmtees  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 

Gentlemen  : — There  has  been  no  marked  change  in  the 
hygienic  condition  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution  for  the  past 
year.  A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  requiring  medical  treat- 
ment have  been  of  a  chronic  character,  and  from  the  want  of 
suitable  hospital  accommodations,  the  necessity  has  arisen  for 
the  transfer  of  one  or  two  cases'  of  chronic  disease  to  other 
institutions  furnishing  proper  facilities  for  treatment.  And  this 
liability  will  continue  until  a  suitable  hospital  is  furnished  the 
institution,  and  from  the  nature  of  the  diseases  most  freqaently 
presented  for  treatment  this  should  be  immediately  accomplished.

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FARMER'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  present  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual 
Beport  of  the  crops  and  condition  of  the  farm  under  my  charge. 

The  past  season  has  been  unusually  favorable  for  some  of 
our  crops.  Our  hay  and  grain  have  been  excellent,  while  our 
roots  and  yines  have  suffered  from  too  much  wet  weather.  We 
have  cut  over  fifty  tons  of  hay,  and  were  fortunate  enough  to 
secure  it  in  good  order. 

I  have  cultivated  thirteen  acres ;  three  acres  to  corn,  three 
to  potatoes,  four  to  beans,  three  to  roots  and  garden  vegetables. 
The  supply  of  vegetables,  I  think,  has  been  equal  to  the  demand 
for  the  summer,  with  a  good  stock  on  hand  for  winter  use. 

It  gives  me  sincere  pleasure  to  show  you  a  balance  in  favor 
of  the  farm,  and  at  the  same  time  I  feel  confident  that  it  is 
increasing  in  value  and  productiveness.         *

sport  of  the  Superintendent  ezliibits  a  full  and  detailed 
it  of  the  operation  and  condition  of  the  institution  in 
us  departments,  in  such  a  clear,  concise  and  intelligent 
that  but  little  remains  for  us  to  add. 
>ast  year  has  brought  with  it  quite  a  change  in  the 
afiairs  of  the  house.  Coustaut  removals  of  the  per- 
paupers  have  been  going  on,  till  very  few,  if  any,  of 
ss  remain,  except  such  as  are  too  nearly  worn  out  to 
while  constant  accessions,  though  not  in  largo  imm- 
ve  beeu  made  to  the  Workhouse  department;  and  on 
le,  the  average  has  been  much  less  tlian  in  any  of  the 
rs. 

rhole  number  of  convicts  through  the  year  has  been 
ilo  the  whole  number  of  paupers  during  the  year  lias 
I.    Tlie  number  of  the  latter  remaining  is  216. 
the  institution  was  built,  the  rooms  have  beeu  warmed 
ices  and  stoves,  till  now,  when  we  are  enabled  to  state 
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that  through  the  wisdom  of  the  last  legislature  an  exchange 
has  been  made,  by  substituting  steam,  thereby  furnishing  that 
long-wished-for  and  necessary  protection  against  fire. 

But  few  repairs  have  been  needed,  and  no  alterations  made 
but  such  as  the  board  of  state  charities  advised  and  duly 
authorized.  Under  their  direction  one  brick  building  has  been 
constructed,  in  wliich  are  to  be  placed  the  necessary  apparatus 
for  cooking  and  baking ;  also  the  boilers  for  generating  the  steam 
for  heating  the  rooms  in  the  main  house.  The  change  in  the 
manner  of  heating,  besides  furnishing  a  great  security  against 
fire,  will  aid  much  in  the  way  of  neatness,  order  and  discipline, 
and  result  in  good  both  to  inmates  and  attendants. 

Besides  the  brick  building  erected,  some  alterations  have 
been  made  in  the  workshop,  yards,  and  in  the  main  building, 
sufficient  to  enable  us  to  make  a  separation  between  the  pauper 
inmates  and  convicts. 

The  farm,  with  the  many  and  important  improvements  under 
the  management  of  the  Superintendent,  is  highly  satisfactoiy. 
In  whatever  light  we  may  view  the  subject,  whether  in  the 
culture  or  the  great  increase  of  the  productions,  or  the  present 
and  permanent  value  of  the  farm,  each  or  the  whole  are 
evidences  of  the  good  taste  and  judgment  of  him  who  has 
produced,  or  caused  to  be  produced  these  beneficial  results. 

During  the  past  year  a  large  quantity  of  grass  has  been  cat, 
and  for  the  most  part  secured  in  good  condition.  The  v^e- 
table  kingdom  gives  promise  of  an  abundant  harvest,  but  not 
having  been  garnered  we  cannot  now  state  its  amount  Of 
fruit,  in  common  with  others,  our  crop  is  small.  The  live 
stock  upon  the  farm  is  of  the  usual  number,  in  good  condition, 
and  compares  favorably  with  any  former  year  in  value. 

The  general  health  of  the  inmates  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  previous  year,  no  epidemic  having  made  its  appea^ 
ance  in  any  department  of  the  institution.  In  fact,  we  have 
had  no  sickness  but  that  admiUed.  Although  the  larger  part 
of  our  inmates  the  past  year  have  been  convicts,  which  would 
seem  to  imply  that  they  are  able-bodied,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  such  is  not  the  case,  for  it  is  from  this  fact,  aflSliGted  with 
all  sorts  of  disgusting  diseases,  that  they  are  amenable  to  the 
law.  Nearly  every  one  of  those  committed,  being  sadly  diseased, 
caused  by  intemperance  and  its  horde  of  attendant  evils,  of 
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eoorse  requires  hospital  treatment.  When  it  is  considered,  in 
addition  to  the  above  class,  that  the  pauper  inmates  remaining 
here  are  nearly  all  such  as  are  too  feeble  to  be  transferred,  it 
will  be  readily  seen  that  the  hospital  list,  comparatively,  must 
be  large. 

The  hospital  departments  are  in .  charge  of  Dr.  Edward 
Sawyer,  whose  report  is  herewith  appended.  In  no  year  since 
our  connection  with  the  institution  has  this  department  shown 
better  results  than  the  present.  Not  only  is  it  a  just  tribute  to 
the  faithfulness  and  skill  of  the  Physician  in  charge,  but  plainly 
shows  ttie  advantages  arising  from  a  not  overcrowded  hospital, 
which  of  course  must  add  to  and  hasten  the  chances  of  recovery. 
Dr.  Harlow  continues  in  the  office  of  consulting  Physician, 
cheerfully  and  efficiently  rendering  advice  and  aid  whenever 
needed. 

Nearly  all  the  children  of  suitable  age  to  attend  school 
having  been  transferred  to  Monson,  no  teacher  has  been 
employed  in  the  institution  for  the  few  remaining  ones,  who 
are  sent  to  the  district  school  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
Almshouse. 

Appropriate  religious  services  are  continued  in  the  chapel  on 
the  Sabbath,  by  the  Chaplain,  Bev.  P.  L.  Cushing,  who  for 
several  years  has  been  the  faithful  teacher  of  the  doctrines  con- 
tained in  the  Bible,  among  such  of  the  inmates  as  are  not 
precluded  by  some  disease  of  body  or  mind.  Some  are  atten- 
tive to  the  preaching  of  the  word,  and  profit  by  it,  while  others, 
more  ignorant,  less  inclined  to  learn  and  strongly  prejudiced, 
are  obdurate,  relentless  and  unconcerned,  and  are  very  little 
improved,  if  we  may  judge  from  appearances. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  state,  what  we  have  many  times 
before,  that  the  management  of  the  institution,  in  all  its  various 
departments,  meets  our  entire  approval.  The  Superintendent, 
and  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Goodspeed,  who  have  so  long  stood  at  the 
head  of  the  house,  are  not  only  competent  and  faithful,  but  in 
s  peculiar  manner  fitted  for  the  care  and  custody  of  the 
heterogeneous  class  of  persons  committed  here. 

To  maintain  a  proper  degree  of  restraint,  keeping  the  moral 
administration  sufficiently  mild  and  conciliatory  to  insure  a 
proper  degree  of  discipline,  order  and  neatness,  without  severity, 
is  no  holiday  affair. 
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So  of  the  financial  affairs :  to  provide  for  and  see  that  all  are 
furnished  with  enough,  and  no  unnecessary  waste  permitted, 
requires  a  man  of  not  onlj  industrious  habits  but  of  quick 
perceptive  powers  and  an  ability  to  adapt  himself  to  the  many 
and  various  circumstances  in  which  he  continually  finds 
himself.  Our  long  experience  with  and  observation  of  the 
Superintendent,  the  Hon.  Levi  L,  Goodspeed,  has  shown  him 
to  be  such  a  man. 

The  evils  so  often  complained  of  in  our  former  Reports,  arising 
from  want  of  system  in  the  niatter  of  admitting  and  dischaig- 
ing  criminal  paupers,  no  longer  exists,  and  from  the  evidence 
thus  far  produced  from  the  working  of  the  change  in  the 
system,  we  are  unhesitatingly  of  the  opinion  that  much  good 
will  be  the  result.

The  whole  amount  expended  for  current  expepses,  ordinaiy 
and  extraordinary  repairs,  is  $34,900.66,  which  divided  by  the 
average  number  of  persons  supported,  shows  the  weekly  cost  to 
have  been  two  dollars  per  week.  If  the  amount  paid  for  extra- 
ordinary repairs  be  deducted,  the  weekly  cost  has  been  one 
dollar  and  ninety-five  cents;  both  estimates  being  exclusive 
of  what  has  been  raised  upon  the  farm  and  interest  upon  the 
cost  of  the  establishment. 

BUILDING  ACCOUNT. 

In  establishing  here  a  Workhouse  department,  authority  was 
given  to  make  such  alterations  and  additions  as  the  board  of 
state  charities  deemed  necessary.  In  accordance  therewith,  the 
workshop  has  been  enlarged,  alterations  in  the  main  house  and 
yards  made  to  a  slight  extent ;  also  a  new  building  of  brick  is 
in  process,  of  erection  and  nearly  completed. 
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Appropriation  for  the  above  work,  by  the  legislature  of  1866^ 
15,000. 

By  the  legislature  of  1867,  the  balance  of  the  appropriation 
for  current  expenses  1866,  $7,113,35 ;  making  the  sum  of 
112413.35,  which  has  been  expended  in  the  following  manner,

The  legislature  of  1867,  made  provision  for  warming  the 
institution  with  steam  and  appropriated  therefor  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000,)  which  has  been  expended  in 
the  following  manner : —

The  change  in  the  system  of  classification,  now  commenced 
in  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  board  of  state 
charities,  and  numerous  other  officials  and  individuals  whose 
knowledge  of  the  State  pauper  system  gave  to  their  opinion 
great  weight,  promises  to  be  successful,  not  only  in  point  of 
ecoDomy,  but  in  answering  the  demands  of  charity  and  human- 
ity more  perfectly. 

Ever  since  the  establishment  of  the  State  almshouses,  the 
need  of  a  proper  classification  has  been  felt,  and  a  beginning 
was  made  some  years  since,  by  transferring  the  best  class  of  the 
children  of  paupers  to  the  State  almshouse  at  Monson.    As  the 
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care  and  education  of  these  children  is  the  most  important  fea- 
ture in  -the  State  pauper  system,  it  was  felt  that  all  had  not 
been  accomplished  that  these  unfortunate  youth  needed,  so  the 
legislature,  after  a  protracted  and  thorough  examination  by  its 
committee,  ordained  that  tlie  stigma  or  disability  of  pauperism 
should  be  removed,  by  designating  their  home  as  the  State 
Primary  School,  instead  of  ^^  Almshouse."  This  is  well,  as  the 
period  passed  in  this  institution  may  perhaps  prove  tba  most 
susceptible  of  impressions  of  any.  While  our  Commonwealth 
does  much  to  relieve  and  assist  the  sick  and  unfortunate  poor 
of  all  classes,  none  of  her  charities  are  regarded  any  more 
favorably  or  better  entitled  to  support,  than  those  devoted  to 
the  care  and  training  of  pauper  children.  The  legislature, 
while  examining  the  subject-matter,  became  satisfied  also  that 
the  State  was  not  protected  as  it  should  be  in  relation  to  that 
class  of  adult  inmates  known  as  criminal  paupers.  Ever  since 
the  present  system  was  established  this  defect  has  existed,  and 
no  remedy  attempted  till  now. 

Persons  of  both  sexes,  afflicted  with  tlie  most  loathsome 
diseases,  the  result  of  vicious  indulgences,  have  been  admitted 
in  great  numbers  as  paupers,  while  in  fact  they  were  criminals ; 
and  as  soon  as  sufficiently  recruited  to  get  along  without  the 
help  of  the  physician  and  nurse,  demanded  their  discharge,  and 
nothing  short  of  a  prompt  compliance  with  it  would  satisfy  them, 
so  anxious  were  they  to  return  to  their  former  evil  practices. 
Having  obtained  it,  in  one  of  two  ways,  and  the  base  of  t}ieir 
supplies  being  soon  reached,  a  few  weeks  of  debauchery 
returned  them  to  the  almshouse,  in  a  condition  more  diseased 
and  broken  down  than  before. 

This  burden  has  been  upon  the  Oommonwealth  till  now, 
since  the  existence  of  the  present  system,  because  of  the  great 
mistake  at  that  time,  of  neglecting  to  classify  and  regulate  the 
admissions  and  detention  of  such  persons  as  have  become 
paupers  from  no  other  cause  than  their  own  chosen  sinful 
practices.  The  law  for  the  better  classification  of  State  paupers 
as  now  established,  it  seems  to  me,  must  meet  the  approval  of 
every  real  friend  of  humanity,  for  while  here,  habits  of  industry, 
cleanliness  and  other  reforming  influences  will  be  at  work, 
which,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  will  prove  beneficial,  and  to 
my  mind  will  be  the  means  of  preventing  many  from  becoming 
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permanent  paupers.  To  that  class  of  vomen  who  have  here- 
tofore, in  great  numbers,  repaired  to  the  State  almshouses,  to 
screen  themselves  from  exposure  and  remain  till  ^^  over  their 
trouble,"  this  new  order  of  things  will  without  doubt  prove  a 
great  blessing,  for  now  thej  cannot  deprive  their  infants  of  that 
maternal  care  necessary  to  their  existence,  which  heretofore 
has  been  the  custom,  almost  bj  rule.  This  has  been  the  chief 
agent  in  producing  so  large  a  mortality  list  among  the  infants, 
thereby  fastening  upon  the  almshouses  a  reputation  as  unde* 
served  as  it  was  unbecoming  in  those  who  claim  the  paternity 
of  ^  public  slaughter-houses." 

This  evil  became  so  glaring,  that  practical  men  began  to  feel 
that  some  method  must  be  instituted  whereby  these  mothers  of 
iQigitimate  children  must  be  disabused  of  the  feeling  that  tlie 
State  was  really  offering  a  premium  on  their  illicit  connection. 
Besides  this  evil,  there  existed,  under  the  old,  or  no  classifica- 
tion system,  one  other  that  demanded  a  change,  viz. :    the 
poor  who  had  lived  a  respectable  life,  done  no  wrong  to  them- 
selves or  society,  but  in  consequence  of  a  loss  of  health,  or 
pecuniary  misfortune,  or  both,  compelled  as  a  last  resort  to  seek 
a  home  in  tlie  almshouse,  were  degraded  by  being  obliged  to 
associate  with  criminals.    With  the  almshouse  at  Tewksbury 
for  the  receptacle  and  home  of  all  the  respectable  and  worthy 
poor  whose  stay  is  supposed  to  be  permanent,  and  the  State 
Primary  School  at  Monson,  where  the  children  of  paupers  are 
to  be  first  educated  and  trained  to  habits  of  industry  and  have 
instilled  into  their  minds  religious  and  moral  lessons  to  be  car- 
ried with  them  to  their  homes,  in  good  families  always  to  be 
found,  it  would  seem  that  bettor  results  from  our  charities  must 
be  realized  tlian  heretofore.    The  law  designating  a  portion  of 
this  institution  as  a  Workhouse,  made  it  necessary  to  erect  a 
new  building,  which  is  constructed  of  brick,  two  stories  high, 
vith  basement   under   the    whole  for  the  storage  of  coal. 
Attached  to  this  is  the  boiler-house,  also  constructed  of  brick. 
The  main  building  is  fifty-seven  feet  long  and  forty  wide,  and  is 
to  be  used  for  baking,  cooking  and  laundry  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  am  gratified  to  state,  that  through 
the  liberality  of  the  last  legislature,  the  old  method  of  warming^ 
the  rooms  with  furnaces  and  stoves  has  been  exchanged  for 
steam,  the  only  safe  one  for  an  establishment  like  this.  Though 
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the  labor  and  care  incident  to  the  improvements  have  been 
considerable,  the  farm  interests  have  not  been  neglected,  not- 
withstanding a  large  portion  of  the  best  and  most  intelligent 
inmate  laborers  have  been  employed  upon  the  new  building, 
alterations,  etc. ;  this,  if  it  has  not  brought  any  money  into  the 
treasury,  has  certainly  prevented  from  going  out  of  it  a  sum 
not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars. 

Agricultural  improvements  have  been  projected  and  some 
completed,  such  as  laying  drains,  building  fences,  reclaiming 
bog  lands,  aiming  to  keep  pace  with  the  useful  as  well  as  orna- 
mental. For  most  farm  products  the  past  season  has  been 
favorable.  The  yield  of  hay  was  large,  and  of  good  quality. 
In  one  other,  too,  of  great  worth,  we  have  been  favored  with  a 
surplus,  the  potato,  while  nearly  all  others  rank  average. 
If  the  change  has  brought  more  care,  it  has  also  brought  more 
laborers  than  formerly,  or  at^  least,  made  them  more  permanent, 
consequently  more  available,  though  the  same  of  the  one  class 
formerly  admitted  as  paupers,  and  in  many  instances  the  very 
same  persons  here  many  times  before,  and  as  before,  are  in  a 
filthy,  diseased  and  debauched  condition,  when  committed,— 
some  of  them  so  far  gone  and  broken  down  by  their  long-con- 
tinued excesses,  as  to  be  entirely  beyond  recovery.  Others, 
though  young  in  years,  have  sinned  away  their  life  with  sueh 
rapidity  that  while  tlieir  commitment  here,  or  some  other  like 
instrumentality,  prolongs  their  lives,  and  raises  what  little  is 
left  to  build  upon,  they  are  past  recovery  and  invalided  for 
life.  In  -addition  to  the  demand  for  labor  on  the  farm,  the 
building  and  other  improvements  on  the  premises  have  enabled 
us  to  profitably  employ  every  male  convict  able  to  work,  none 
having  been  idle,  nor  has  there  been  any  difficulty  in  furnish- 
ing employment  suited  to  their  capacity. 

The  female  convicts  able  to  labor  and  not  needed  for  the 
multifarious  domestic  duties  incident  to  the  establishment,  have 
been  employed  of  late  in  sewing  for  manufacturers  of  clothing. 
If  we  can  always  find  enough  of  this  employment,  the  income 
will  be  a  very  respectable  item  when  compared  with  former 
years.  Eight  sewing  machines  are  now  in  use,  and  more  will 
be  added  if  required. 

The  general  health  Of  the  inmates  during  the  year  has  been 
remarkably  good,  and  the  mortuary  list  small.    As  the  hospital 
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pauper  patients  have  been  tliose^  mainly,  who  were  too  feeble 
and  far  gone  to  be  transferred  to  the  almshouse  designated  for 
their  care,  with  constant  accessions,  though  not  in  large  num- 
bers, to  the  Workhouse  department,  nearly  every  one  of  whom 
when  committed  requires  medical  treatment,  while  no  small 
portion  of  them  are  so  sadly  diseased  and  completely  broken 
down  as  to  require  months  of  hospital  care  before  being  able  to 
labor,  and  others  by  their  almost  life-long  indulgences,  having 
lost  all  recuperative  power,  and  to  all  these  adding  the  great 
number  of  infants  admitted  and  born  here  of  convict  mothers, 
many  of  whom  are  sadly  diseased,  we  hazard  nothing  in  saying 
the  health  of  the  institution  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
other  establishment  similarly  situated.  The  condition  of  the 
hospital  has  been  such  as  must  be  gratifying  to  the  Physician 
in  charge,  and  while  it  speaks  well  for  his  skill  and  devotion 
to  the  duties  of  his  office,  it  also  unmistakably  shows  the 
chances  of  recovery  are  increased  in  a  hospital  like  this 

when  there  is  not  an  overflow  of  numbers,  which  has  been  the 
condition  here,  the  past  year  averaging  but  little  more  than 
half  of  some  other  years,  thereby  lessening  the  danger  of 
liability  to  disease,  originating  in  overcrowded  establishments. 
The  light  mortality  in  the  infant  department  is  no  doubt 
greatly  owing  to  the  law  now  in  force,  detaining  the  mothers, 
whereas  by  the  old  system  of  admitting  and  discharging,  the 
mothers  of  these  infants,  after  obtaining  their  discharge,  would 
not  unfrequently  leave  them  to  the  charity  of  the  public,  to  be 
returned  to  the  almshouse,  where  their  chances  of  living 
would  be  very  small  after  the  exposure  incident  to  desertion . 
In  this  particular,  most  certainly,  the  present  system  is  doing 
a  great  good,  for  while  it  furnishes  better  care  for  these  little 
ones  than  it  was  possible  to  before  without  law,  it  is  believed 
the  number  of  births  of  illegitimate  children  will  be  lessened 
by  the  operation  of  the  present  classification  law. 

The  very  small  number  of  children  of  suitable  age  to  attend 
school  now  here  has  made  it  necessary  to  discontinue  the 
schools  in  the  house,  and  provide  instruction  elsewhere  for  the 
few  temporary  scholars  admitted  from  tin\e  to  time,  which  has 
been  done  at  the  district  public  school  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  institution. 
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The  Sabbath  services  have  been  continued  in  the  chapel 
throughout  the  year  hj  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cashing,  who  has,  as  in 
former  years,  labored  faithfully  for  the  common  welfare  of  his 
charge.  The  weekly  visits  of  the  pastor  of  their  own  choice 
are  welcomed  by  very  many  of  them,  and  it  is  the  part  of  charity 
to  believe  that  in  the  hearts  of  some  a  struggle  may  be  aroused, 
giving  them  a  victory  over  their  former  sinful  practices. 

Gentlemen,  in  submitting  this  to  you  I  desire  to  acknow- 
ledge my  obligations  for  your  advice  and  encouragement, 
always  needed  to  properly  discharjge  the  duties  incident  to  my 
position.

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PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  Slate  Almshotise  at  Bridgewater. 

Gentlemen  : — ^Tlie  following,  being  the  Fourteenth  Annual 
Beport  of  the  institution  under  yoiir  care,  is  respectfully 
submitted.

By  a  careful  comparison  of  the  statistical  tables  herewith 
annexed,  with  similar  tables  in  the  Report  of  the  preceding  year, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  health  of  the  institution  during  the  year 
just  ended  has  been  much  improved,  the  number  of  patients 
admitted  to  the  hospital  being  hardly  one-fourth  less  than  those 
of  the  previous  year,  and  of  these  there  have  been  less  than  one- 
half  the  number  of  deaths  that  then  occurred. 

During  the  year,  forty  children  have  been  bom,  and  twenty- 
three  children  under  one  year  of  age  died,  three  of  whom  were 
loundHngs. 

Of  eighty  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  have  been  in 

the  institution  during  the  past  year,  twenty-five  deaths  have 

occurred,  being  lees  than  thirty-three  per  cent,  of  the  whole 

number ;  this  percentage  of  deaths  compared  with  that  of  the 

same  class  of  inmates  occurring  in  previous  years  in  this, 

or  with  those  of  children  of  the  same  age  recorded  in  other 

institations,  must  be  very  gratifying  to  a  philanthropic  public. 

s 
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We  attribute  this  improved  mortality  among  the  children, 
first,  to  the  fact,  that  at  no  time  during  the  year  have  we 
numbered  more  than  about  three  to  four  hundred  inmates, 
instead  of  nearly  three  times  that  number  as  formerly  has  beea 
the  case,  which  circumstance  has  done  much  to  secure  for  us  a 
free  circulation  o{pure  air,  a  thing  of  vital  importance  to  the 
life  of  these  children.  It  seems  to  us  that  large  numbers  in 
institutions  of  this  character,  where  cleanliness  is  so  difficult  a 
thing  to  enforce,  must  be  especially  pernicious  to  children  of 
this  tender  age,  if  not  to  those  of  maturer  years. 

In  speaking  of  the  advantage  which,  in  our  opinion,  has  come 
to  tlie  children  from  the  small  numbers  here  the  past  year,  we 
would  not  pass  over  those  other  advantages  which  have  arisen 
to  this  class  from  the  present  system  of  sentencing  the  mothers 
for  a  fixed  term,  making  it  of  no  advantage  to  them  to  be  freed 
from  the  care  of  their  ofispring,  and  preventing  them  from 
taking  their  children  away  with  them,  perhaps  soon  to  be 
returned  to  this  or  some  similar  institution,  where  they  may 
die  from  exposure  endured  after  being  given  up  to  the  care  of 
the  mother.  The  mothers  themselves  have  been  no  freer  from 
diseases  of  their  own  choosing,  which  so  often  prove  the 
death  of  their  infants,  during  this,  than  during  former  years. 
On  the  contrary,  the  records  of  this,  compared  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  show  an  increase  of  thirteen  per  cent,  of  venereal 
diseases,  the  greater  part  of  which  are  among  the  females,  and 
the  deaths  from  this  cause  alone,  are  fourfold  those  from  the 
same  cause  in  the  preceding  year. 

By  reference  to  Table  No.  8,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  forty 
births  the  past  year,  thirty-eight  were  illegitimate  children.  Of 
these,  twenty-one  died,  being  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  all  the 
illegitimate  children  bom  during  the  year. 

But  few  cases  of  foundlings  and  doeerted  children  have  been 
entered  the  past  year,  owing  doubtless  in  a  measure,  to  the  fact 
that  the  class  of  mothers  most  liable  to  desert  their  children, 
are  by  the  present  system  not  allowed  their  **  discharge,"  bat 
made  to  have  proper  care  over  them. 

The  cleanliness  enforced  throughout  the  institution  has  done 
very  much  to  improve  and  sustain  the  general  health  of  the 
inmates,  and  has  rendered  the  duties  of  this  office  much  lighter 
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otherwise  would  have  been ;  this,  together  with  the 
I  quiet  always  to  he  observed,  is  in  itaelf  the  best 

upon  its  government.

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CHAPLAIN'S    REPORT. 


To  ike  Inspectors  of  the  State  Almshouse^  Bridgewater. 

Gentlemen  : — ^I  herewith  submit  mj  Annual  Report. 
It  would  afford  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  speak  of  results^ 
which  I  baTo  no  means  of  knowing  have  been  reached.    The 
servioes  of  the  chapel  have  been  continued  as  heretofore,  and 
there  has  been  no  diminution  of  the  good  attention  to  which 
they  have  been  listened,  and  to  which  I  have  alluded  in  former 
Reports.    Since  He  who  gives  the  hearing  ear  is  also  able  to 
incline  the  heart  to  receive  His  truth,  there  can  be  no  real 
ground  of  discouragement;    and  my  duties  have  been  dis- 
charged in  hope.    It  is  no  small  consideration  that  so  many 
persons  who  have  been  habitual  Sabbath-breakers  are  brought 
under  influences  which  secure  a  proper  observance  of  the 
Lord's  Day.    Is  it  too  much  to  expect,  that  He  who  has  said 
that  His  word  shall  not  return  unto  Him  void,  will  cause  it  to 
accomplish  what  He  pleases  here,  as  well  as  elsewhere  ? 

The  most  noticeable  fruit  of  the  new  arrangement,  by  which 
the  thriftless  and  profligate  are  now  committed  to  the  house, 
is  the  large  number  of  females  that  have  already  been  sen- 
tenced. One  does  not  need  to  inquire  to  know  their  history. 
The  particular  facts  in  their  lives  which  have  brought  them 
step  by  step  to  their  present  degradation,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
know.  Possessing  bodies  and  souls,  fearfully  and  wonderfully 
made  by  the  Divine  hand,  they  sustain  all  the  natural  relations 
of  life,  in  common  with  others  ;  and  their  treatment  and  dis- 
posal, having  in  mind  their  highest  good  and  the  welfare  of 
society,  is  a  question  for  serious  consideration.  Many  of  them 
cannot  read  ;  a  still  larger  number  cannot  write  ;  and  very  few 
can  be  said  to  have  received  the  elements  of  an  enlightened 
education.    They  were  almost  entirely  destitute  gf  early  moral 
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or  religious  instruction^  and  when  this  was  supplied,  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  they  were  permitted  to  grow  up  without  proper 
training  and  restraint.  As  a  consequence,  idleness  and  dissi- 
pation have  become  deeply  rooted  in  their  natures,  and  they 
may  be  regarded  as  having  one  characteristic  in  common, 
which  marks  them  as  a  class,  separated  from  the  rest  of  society 
and  at  war  with  its  peace  and  welfare.  It  is  the  habU  of  doing" 
wrongs  more  or  less  confirmed,  but  sufficiently  fixed  to  become 
a  part  of  them,  and  to  require  to  be  eradicated  before  there 
can  be  any  well-grounded  hope  of  improvement.  With  them, 
it  is  strictly  a  work  of  reformation, — the  recovery  of  those  who 
are  lost. 

The  provision  of  the  law  by  which  they  are  retained  here 
sufficiently  long,  as  is  hoped,  to  enable  them  to  forget  or  turn 
away  from  their  former  haunts,  is  a  wise  one.  Very  few  would, 
in  all  probability,  be  improved  without  restraint,  as  the  past 
history  of  their  coming  and  going  indicates.  The  discipline  to 
which  they  will  be  subject  here  will,  perhaps,  awaken  in  some 
the  remembrance  of  happier  days,  or  the  first  fatal  steps  in  a 
downward  career,  and  arouse  to  a  new  and  better  life.  Could 
such  as  inspire  confidence  in  a  purpose  to  reform  be  aided  to 
employment,  under  favorable  circumstances,  on  leaving  the 
house,  they  would  probably  be  saved ;  at  least  the  chances  in 
favor  of  so  desirable  a  result  would  be  greatly  increased. 

I  am  under  continued  obligations  to  the.  Superintendent  for 
repeated  acts  of  kindness,  and  with  him  and  his  estimable  lady, 
the  Matron,  as  well  a^  all  subordinate  officers,  my  relations 
have  been  of  the  most  agreeable  nature.

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INSPECTORS'    REPORT. 


7b  Bis  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  State  Almshouse  and  State  Primary 
School  at  Mousou  herewith  submit  their  Annual  Report,  for 
the  financial  year  ending  September  80, 1867; 

The  system  of  management  here  does  not  vary  essentially 
from  one  year  to  another,  and  aside  from  giving  statistical  facts 
there  is  Httle  to  be  said  this  year  in  addition  to  what  has  been 
suggested  or  recommended  in  previous  reports. 

The  inside  of  the  Almshouse  and  Primary  School  building 
has  been  painted  the  past  season,  and  such  repairs  as  seemed  to 
be  necessary  have  been  made. 

A  new  hospital  building  has  been  erected  on  the  hillside, 
east  of  the  main  buildings.  It  embraces  a  two-story  centre 
building,  thirty-two  feet  square,  with  one-story  wings  running 
east  and  west,  each  sixty  feet  in  length.  Tlie  centre  building 
is  designed  for  tlie  office  of  the  physician,  hospital  kitchen  and 
lodging-rooms  for  nurses.  There  are  two  wards  in  the  male 
department,  and  three  in  the  department  for  females  and 
children.  Connected  with  these  are  small  rooms  for  patients 
when  very  sick,  also  bath-rooms  and  other  conveniences,  which 
make  the  new  hospital  more  comfortable  than  the  two  now  in 
use.  An  appropriation  of  forty-five  hundred  dollars  ($4,500) 
was  made  by  the  last  legislature  to  build  the  hospital ;  but  that 
amount  will  hardly  be  sufficient  to  complete  it. 

The  old  play-house  for  boys,  the  upper  portion  of  wliich  was 
used  for  a  dormitory  for  straggling  paupers,  has  been  moved  to 
ft  new  position  id  the  yard,  and  the  second  story  rooms  taken 
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out,  so  a?  to  make  a  large  and  airy  room,  much  pleasanter  And 
more  wholesome  than  it  was  before. 

Other  improvements  are  in  progress  about  the  buildings  and 
yards,  to  render  them  more  convenient  and  attractive. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  on  the  farm,  which  has 
yielded  a  bountiful  harvest.  The  estimated  value  of  all  the 
crops  is  $16,024.24. 

The  farm,  containing  176  acres,  is  valued  at  $14,778.69. 
The  buildings  are  estimated  at  $99,880,  and  the  personal 
property  at  $55,816.55,  making  the  whole  real  and  personal 
estate  foot  up  $170,425.24.

A  good  degree  of  health  has  been  experienced  in  the  institu- 
tion. The  average  number  in  the  hospitals  has  been  eighty- 
five.    There  have  been  sixty  deaths, — twenfy-two  of  infants 
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under  one  year  of  age.    When  we  consider  that  twenty  illegiti- 
mate children  have  been  born  in  the  institution  during  the 
year,  it  is  not  difficult  to  account  for  the  latter  mortality.     A 
class  of  women  seek  the  Almshouse  as  a  lying-in  hospital,  and 
desert  it  as  soon  as  able,  leaving  their  infants  to  the  ^'  tender 
mercies  "  of  the  hospital,  where,  with  the  foundlings  picked  up 
and  sent  in,  they  languish  and  die  for  want  of  a  mother's  care. 
Ninety  per  cent  of  these  children  perish,  when  forty  or  fifty  per 
cent,  of  them  would  undoubtedly  be  saved  could  they  be  sent 
to  a  foundling  hospital.     What  adds  to  this  inhumanity  is  the 
fact  that  there  seems  to  be  no  law  by  which  the  mothers  of 
these  abandoi>ed  children  may  be  apprehended  and  punished. 
Attention  is  called  to  the  Physican's  report,  which  gives  a 
statistical  account  of  the  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Few  children  are  now  placed  out  from  the  Almshouse,  as 
nearly  all  admitted,  to  this  department  are  transferred  to  the 
Primary  School.  Those  who  go  out  are  placed  under  Primary 
School  indentures,  or,  when  fifteen  or  more  years  of  age,  let 
out  on  a  verbal  agreement,  and  looked  after  by  the  inspectors 
or  visiting  agent  of  the  board  of  state  charities.

The  Primary  School. 

The  State  Primary  School,  kept  in  connection  with  the 
State  Almshouse,  has  already  proved  the  wisdom  of  the  law  hj 
which  it  was  established.  It  has  drawn  a  line  between  State 
pupils  and  State  paupers,  placing  the  former  higher  in  the 
scale  of  public  beneficiaries  than  the  latter,  while  it  encourages 
their  ambition  and  stimulates  them  by  means  of  greater  advan- 
tages. The  children  in  the  Primary  School  have  fared  better 
in  many  respects  than  they  did  under  the  Almshouse  regime, 
and  it  is  designed  that  their  condition  shall  be  still  further 
improved. 

At  the  time  of  making  our  last  report  885  pupils  were  attend- 
ing the  school,  in  five  dLvisions.  Since  then  two  divisions  have 
been  added,  and  the  number  of  pupils  has  increased  to  418. 
The  whole  number  who  have  attended  has  been  642.  Average 
attendance,  841.  The  larger  portion  are  small,  averaging 
about  nine  years  of  age. 

The  school  has  bee|i  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Charles  F. 
Foster,  who,  as  Principal,  has  labored  earnestly  to  make  it  all 
that  could  be  desired.  There  have  been  some  embarrassments 
in  the  way  of  its  success,  but  on  the  whole  the  school  has  done 
very  well. 
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In  a  school  of  this  class  it  cannot  be  expected  that  otiier  than 
primarj  branches  will  be  taught ;  yet  the  Principal  has  classes 
in  grammar  and  history,  who  are  making  commendable 
progress.  Classes  are  so  frequently  broken  by  calls  for  children 
to  go  out  into  families,  that  the  school  canAot  be  kept  at  so 
high  a  standard  as  it  would  if  the  pu^ls  remained  longer. 
•  But  the  children  are  anxious  to  go,  and  the  interruption  must 
be  considered  a  blessing  to  them,  though  an  injury  to  the 
appearance  of  the  school. 

Including  several  from  the  Almshouse,  one  hundred  and 
fiily-six  children  have  been  provided  with  homes  in  families. 
Tins  is  a  much  larger  number  than  have  ever  before  gone  out 
to  places  in  a  single  year.  Greater  pains  have  been  taken  to 
secure  good  homes,  and  wo  feel  confident  that  most  of  the 
children  provided  for  in  this  way  will  do  well. 

The  work  of  fitting  these  children,  morally  and  intellectually, 
to  go  into  families,  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Here  they 
may  be  taught  principles  and  precepts  wliich  will  form  the 
foundation  of  their  characters  through  life ;  and  to  that  end,  it 
is  the  intention  to  entploy  only  such  teachers  as  have  a  love  for 
the  work  and  realize  its  importance. 

The  Principal  of  the  school  has  also  acted  as  Chaplain  for 
the  institution.  His  report,  following  that  of  the  Physician, 
contains  an  account  of  his  labors  in  behalf  of  the  moral  welfare 
of  all  inmates  of  the  institution,  and  also  some  matters  of 
interest  in  relation  to  the  Primary  School. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  report  of  Dr. 
Brewster,  the  Superintendent,  which  follows  our  own.  It 
embraces  a  full  statement  of  the  financial  afiairs  of  the  institu- 
tion,— its  resources  and  expenditures,  ordinary  and  extra- 
ordinary, with  such  statistics  in  regard  to  the  inmates  as  are 
essential  to  be  known.

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PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  Monson  State  Almshouse  and  State 

Prima/ry  School. 

Gentlemen  : — ^You  are  herewith  presented  with  the  Four- 
teenth Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Department  of  this 
institution. 

The  year  just  closed  has  not  been  marked  by  anything 
worthy  of  special  notice.  We  have  escaped  the  visitation  of 
all  those  epidemics  that  have  sometimes  proved  troublesome 
in  former  years.  We  have  been  preserved  from  ^^  the  pestilence 
that  walketh  in  darkness/'  and  from  ^^  the  destruction  that 
wasteth  at  noonday."  We  have  had  the  usual  amount  of  the 
ordinary  ^^  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to."  Our  number  of  deaths 
has  been  smaller  than  last  year,  and  less  than  the  average  num- 
ber since  the  opening  of  the  institution.  When  our  new 
hospital,  now  in  progress  of  erection,  shall  have  been  completed, 
we  hope  with  our  increased  facilities  for  sanitary  purposes  to 
be  able  to  show  you  a  still  farther  reduction  in  our  bills  of 
mortality/ 

Permit  me,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  grateful  acknowl- 
edgments for  your  cordial  sympathy  and  co-operation.

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REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN  AND  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  hupeetora  of  the  State  Primary  SchooL 

Oentlisken  :-^Yoa  can  expect  of  me  nothing  more  than  a 
general  statement  of  means  employed  daring  the  past  year  for 
the  improvement  of  the  moral  condition  of  the  children  and 
adults  in  this  institution.  Thej  have  not  varied  much  from 
the  methods  pursued  by  my  predecessors.  The>  inmates  have 
had  opportunity  to  attend  public  worship  every  Sabbath  morn- 
ing, and  both  old  and  young  have  listened  attentively  to  the 
words  addressed  to  them.  The  children  have  met  regularly  in 
the  Sabbath  school,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent 
and  officers  of  the  house.  There  has  also  been  a.sbort  evening 
service  each  day,  consisting  of  prayer,  reading  of  scripture  and 
singing.  These  devotional  exercises  have  been  a  source  of 
pleasure  to  the  children,  as  they  have  been  frequently  prolonged 
to  give  them  opportunity  to  practise  the  sacred  songs  which 
they  love  to  sing.  New  singing  books  have  been  introduced, 
and  special  attention  is  given  to  the  Cultivation  of  the  voice. 

The  Chaplain  has  held  religious  conversation  with  the  sick 
who  have  desired  it,  and  offered  prayer  at  the  burial  of  the  dead. 
In  one  instance,  on  a  lovely  Sabbath  in  August,  public  services 
of  a  peculiarly  interesting  character  were  held  over  the  remains 
of  a  school-boy  who  had  been  drowned.  The  offering  of 
flowers,  the  melody  of  sweet  music,  and  the  words  of  Him  who 
said,  ^^  I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,"  while  they  com- 
municated the  influence  of  hallowed  associations  to  the  scene, 
divested  it  likewise  of  all  that  is  gloomy  and  fearful ;  and  as 
the  children  bore  their  companion  to  the  grave,  we  trust  it  was 
with  some  appreciation  of  the  more  glorious  life,  of  which  death 
is  but  the  portal. 

I  will,  as  Principal  of  the  school,  append  a  few  statements 
with  regard  to  its  condition.    There  are  seven  departments. 
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During  the  past  year,  the  chapel  has  been  divided  by  a  sliding 
partition,  so  as  to  accommodate  two  schools,  and  with  the  doors 
opened  on  Sunday  it  admits  of  a  large  audience.  New  desks 
and  new  floors  are  much  needed  for  these  two  rooms ;  in  other 
respects  the  schools  are  well  provided  for. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  has  been  642.  Of  these, 
some  remained  but  a  few  days,  others  a  few  weeks  or  months, 
and  only  203  who  were  present  October  1,  1866,  continued 
through  the  year.  The  number  put  into  families  has  been 
larger  than  usual.  The  necessary  changes  in  the  school,  as 
well  as  irregularities,  owing  to  sickness  and  the  employment  of 
BcholanJ  for  working  purposes,  have  brought  down  the  average 
attendance  to  841. 

Only  the  common  branches  of  study  are  pursued.  Glasses 
have  been  formed  in  grammar  and  history,  but  they  have  not 
been  able  to  make  much  progress  on  account  of  the  frequent 
removals  of  the  larger  scholars.  Three  remain  out  of  a  class 
of  twelve  formed  one  year  ago. 

The  average  age  of  the  children  is  about  nine.  Twenty-one 
have  been  over  fifteen  years  of  age.  Most  of  these,  however, 
are  such  as  have  had  no  previous  advantages  for  study,  or  such  as 
have  been  detained  here  by  some  physical  infirmity.  The  latter 
class  is  numerous  and  is  continually  increasing.  People  who 
take  children  into  their  homes,  seek  generally  only  the  able- 
bodied.  It  follows  that  our  permanent  scholars  must  consist 
for  the  most  part  of  the  physically  disabled.  While  this  afifects 
unfavorably  the  appearance  and  condition  of  the  school,  we 
may  console  ourselves  with  the  thought  that  an  asylum  is  here 
provided,  and  the  means  of  mental  improvement  furnished  for 
this  unfortunate  class. 

With  a  deep-felt  sense  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  intrusted 
to  those  who  instruct  the  minds  and  mould  the  characters,  and 
in  a  measure  affect  the  destiny  of  the  hundreds  of  children 
who  are  continually  passing  under  the  shadow  of  this  great 
charity  of  the  Oommonwealth,  I  respectfully  submit  to  you 
this  brief  Report  of  the  two  departments  in  which  I  am  engaged.

INSPECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  Alexander  H.  Bullock,  and  the  Honorable 

Council. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  State  Almshouse  at  Tewksbury  would 
present  to  jou  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report,  together  with 
those  of  the  Superintendent  and  Physician,  giving  a  detailed 
account  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution  for  the  past  year,  and 
of  its  present  condition. 

A  kind  Providence  has  smiled  upon,  watched  over  and 
brought  us  to  the  close  of  another  year,  with  abundant  reasons 
to  praise  the  Lord  for  all  His  goodness  to  the  children  of  men. 
The  Reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Physician  are  so  full  in 
detail  and  minute  in  statement,  that  little  remains  for  this 
Board  to  do,  'save  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention  specially 
to  certain  points  by  them  presented. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  board  of  state  charities,  this  Board, 
at  the  time  of  making  their  last  Annual  Report,  had  voted  to 
remodel  and  convert  the  workshops  formerly  used  by  the  boys 
and  girls  into  hospitals  for  the  accommodation  of  those  persons 
a£9icted  with  the  more  severe  forms  of  disease.  This  vote  has 
since  been  carried  into  execution,  and  the  Board  learns  from 
the  Physician  that  it  is  an  improvement  on  the  former  accom- 
modation. The  buildings  were  not  such  as  we  should  have 
erected  had  we  designed  them,  neither  are  they  such  as  have 
been  erected  at  the  almshouse  at  Monson,  under  a  special

appropriation  from,  the  legislature,  but  they  afford  us  such  con- 
venience that  we  can  wait,  as  has  been  said  by  the  board  of 
state  charities,  ^^  until  such  time  as  more  suitable  structures, 
can  be  provided,  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  main  building." 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  feeble  and  decrepid  per- 
sons brought  from  the  other  almshouses  by  reason  of  the  new 
classification  through  these  institutions,  it  was  necessary  to 
make  some  change  in  our  school-rooms,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  these  people.  The  diminished  number  of  scholars  by 
reason  of  the  establishment  of  the  primary  school  at  Monson, 
permitted  us  to  use  a  smaller  room  than  heretofore.  One 
of  the  rooms  vacated  by  the  removal  of  the  patients  to  the 
new  hospital  was  taken  for  a  school-room,  while  the  other  has 
been  furnished  with  settees  and  used  as  a  chapel.  These  rooms 
are  well  adapted  to  their  several  uses, — are  improvements  on 
the  old  ones, — ^while  the  old  school-rooms  on  the  first  floor  fur- 
nish much  better  facilities  for  the  aged  and  feeble  than  those 
on  the  second  floor  possibly  could.  The  school  was  under  the 
instruction  of  Miss  Fannie  L.  Crosby  till  within  a  few  weeks, 
when  she  resigned,  and  her  place  is  now  supplied  by  Miss  Carrie 
S.  Trull.  The  school  is  constantly  changing  by  removal  of  the 
scholars  to  the  primary  school.  About  one  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  have  been  sent  there  from  this  institution  .during 
the  last  year.  Only  a  small  number  are  here  for  any  length  of 
time ;  a  few  whose  mothers  are  here,  and  a  few  who  remain  on 
account  of  their  physical  infirmities. 

The  services  of  the  Sabbath  have  been  conducted  through  the 
year,  in  the  main,  by  the  clergymen  of  the  town,  Rev.  Richard 
Tolman  and  Rev.  Clifton  Fletcher. 

The  erection  of  the  building  for  the  harmless  insane^  and  the 
removal  of  other  buildings,  made  it  necessary  to  alter,  enlarge 
and  grade  the  yards.  This  has  been  accomplished  and  makes  a 
decided  improvement.  In  the  winter  season,  when  the  frost  is 
entering  and  leaving  the  grounds,  the  soil  is  so  muddy  that 
locomotion  through  the  yards  is  uncomfortable,  not  to  say 
laborious.  From  motives  of  economy,  comfort  and  health,  we 
have  caused  to  be  laid  bj(  the  Fitchburg  Concrete  Company, 
concrete  walks,  so  that  communication  can  be  had  with  aU  the 
buildings  without  sticking  in  the  mud.  We  have  also  laid 
drains  for  carrying  off  the  surplus  water  from  the  buildings  and 
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yards  of  the  same  material.  These  promise  to  be  of  great 
utility.  Sevdral  of  the  graded  yards  have  been  coTered  with 
soil  and  sown  to  grass,  and  the  main  yard,  common  to  all,  has 
been  enclosed  with  shade  trees  of  elm  and  maple. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  insane,  treated  in  the  Beport  of  the  Piiysician. 
About  sevoDty  persons  have  been  removed  from  the  insane 
hospitals  of  the  State  to  this  institution  since  the  27th  of  Feb- 
ruary last,  besides  those  received  from  the  other  almshouses. 
The  amount  allowed  for  each  pauper  supported  in  these  hos- 
pitals is  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week.    This  would 
amount  to  the  gross  sum  in  a  year  of  $12^40.     The  cost  of 
supporting  each  person  in  this  institution  is  one  dollar  and 
seventy-fiye  cents  per  week,  which  would  be  a  saving  on  seventy 
persons  for  one  year  of  $6,870.    We  cannot  so  well  determine 
as  your  ESzcellency  and  the  honorable  council,  who  visit  all 
the  insane  institutions,  how  the  situation  of  these  will  compare 
with  those  still  remaining  in  the  hospitals,  but  we  know  that 
the  accommodations  and  condition  of  the  insane  is  much  better 
than  before  the  erection  of  the  new  building.    We  believe  that 
everything  is  here  furnished  for  this  class  of  patients,  whose 
accommodation  was  contemplated   by  the  erection  of  this 
asylum,  which  a  discreet  philanthropy  can  demand,  compatible 
with  frugal  economy. 

With  the  appropriation  of  $2,600  made  by  the  last  legis- 
lature for  the  securing  more  land  for  the  institution,  we  have 
purchased  of  Samuel  Olark  about  one  acfe  of  land  lying  nearly 
in  front  of  our  buildings,  for  the  sum  of  $100,  and  also 
purchased  of  Geoige  Lee  about  25  acres  of  woodland  in  the 
rear  of  and  adjoining  the  farm,  for  the  remaining  sum  of 
^2,500.  These  are  valuable  acquisitions  to  our  farm,  and  were 
secured  at  fair  prices. 

We  would  again  call  your  attention  to  the  need  of  more  land, 
urged  by  the  Superintendent.  We  think  it  would  be  good 
economy  for  the  State  to  have  land  enough  for  pasturing  for 
the  cows  kept  on  the  farm.  Milk  must  be  provided,  and  it  no 
doubt  can  be  more  cheaply  furnished  from  grass  than  from  hay. 
There  are  still  lands  adjoining  our  farm  that  can  be  purchased, 
which  would  be  good  economy  for  the  State  to  purchase. 
Every  acre  of  the  home  place  has  been  increased  in  value,  and 
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the  labor  of  the  inmates  is  of  that  kind  which  will  pay  better 
in  making  improvements,  than  in  many  other  waf  s.  We  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  view  taken  by  the  Physician,  that  the 
insane  should  be  employed  on  the  land  for  their  physical  and 
mental  good,  asid^  from  all  notions  of  economy  and  profit,  and 
if  by  the  purchase  of  land,  the  workers  can  be  better  employed, 
and  by  the  working  the  value  thereof  be  enhanced,  and  the 
products  of  the  farm  be  increased,  the  State  will  receive  a  triple 
benefit.  We  have  fitted  up  a  room  for  the  better  accommodation 
of  the  agent  of  the  board  of  state  charities.  A  very  large 
proportion  of  the  paupers  of  the  State  find  their  first  lodgement 
in  this  institution.  Hero  they  must  all  be  examined  and  their 
histories  taken  by  the  aforesaid  agent,  before  they  can  be 
assorted  for  the  almshoui^e,  workhouse,  and  primary  school. 
In  order  to  arrive  at  the  truth,  in  many  cases  it  is  necessary 
that  some  place  should  be  provided  not  liable  to  interruption 
from  the  necessary  business  of  tlie  office.  To  provide  for  this, 
we  have  made  some  changes  in  the  dish-room  and  hospital  cook- 
room.    This  change,  in  our  opinion,  is  a  decided  improvement. 

The  Inspectors  voted  at  their  last  meeting,  that  the  Superin- 
tendent should  cause  to-  be  erected  a  deadhouse.  We  have 
been  without  this  necessary  accommodation  since  tlie  general 
removal  of  our  buildings  preparatory  to  the  erection  of  the 
insane  building,  but  the  delay  has  been  occasioned  by  the 
multiplicity  of  other  and  more  urgent  needs. 

We  are  glad  that  the  Physician  in  his  report  to  us  has  so 
clearly  and  plainly  sfttted  his  views  on  the  subject  of  remov- 
ing to  the  almshouse  persons  ^^  infected  with  smallpox "  and 
^^  any  other  sick  person  whose  health  would  be  endangered  by 
removal."  He  is  the  proper  person  to  present  this  subject ;  he 
sees  and  knows  the  ills  and  wrongs  arising  therefrom,  and  his 
opinions  and  experience  are  entitled  to  weight  and  consider- 
ation. We  feed  that  it  is  a  grave  ofience,  and  a  nusiance  we 
would  be  glad  to  have  abated,  but  it  is  like  many  other  viola- 
tions of  law,  more  easily  complained  of  than  remedied.  We 
have  called  the  attention  of  your  Excellency  to  the  subject, 
and  now  wo  would  ask  you  to  recommend  to.  the  legislature 
that  the  third  section  of  the  aforesaid  law  may  be  made  more 
stringent. 
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The  cost  of  each  inmate,  by  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent, 
is  about  $1.75  per  week.  This  large  expenditure  for  each  one, 
is  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  population  at  the  present  time,  is 
composed  of  the  insane,  the  diseased,  the  infirm,  the  old,  the 
lame  and  the  lazy.  Every  healthy  child  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
be  educated  is  transferred  to  the  primary  school,  while  every 
adult  brought  here  by  vicious  indulgences,  with  sufficient 
physical  power  ib  labor,  is  transferred  to  the  State  wdrkhouse, 
leaving  us  the  refuse  of  all  the  vilest  and  most  degraded 
humanity  constantly  being  poured  into  this  institution,  from 
every  part  of  the  Commonwealth.  No  one  can  better  than 
jour  Excellency  appreciate  the  reasons  for  and  necessity  of 
this  large  expenditure. 

We  have  chosen  an  agent  to  visit  and  inquire  into  the  treat- 
ment of  the  children  bound  out  from  this  institution,  to  the 
end  that  they  shall  not  be  cruelly  treated,  neglected,  nor  their 
rights  be  compromised  by  their  masters. 

.  We  had  secured  the  services  of  David  Bryant  Esq.,  in 
taking  the  inventory  this  year,  but  he  died  September  24th, 
while  performing  a  like  service  at  the  State  almshouse  at 
Monson.  Mr.  Bryant  has  taken  the  inventory  at  this  and  the 
other  similar  institutions  for  a  number  of  years.  To  perform 
this  duty,  we  were  fortunate  at  so  late  a  day,  to  secure  the 
services  of  Hon.  George  Foster,  of  Andover,  a  former  member 
of  this  Board,  a  gentleman  of  large  experience,  perfectly 
familiar  with  the  details  of  the  business,  and  on  whose  judg- 
ment we  can  safely  rely. 

We  would  commend  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  your 
Excellency,  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent,  for  a 
•  change  in  the  time  of  taking  the  inventory  of  the  property  at 
these  institutions,  from  October  first,  as  now  fixed  by  law,  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December.  In  our  opinion,  this  law  should 
be  changed.  We  would  bear  testimony  to  the  able  and  faithful 
manner  in  which  the  Superintendent,  Matron,  Officers  and 
Assistants,  have  discharged  their  duties ;  also  to  the  Physician, 
for  the  skilful,  considerate  and  kind  treatment  of  the  sick. 

Trusting  that  He  who  heareth  the  young  ravens  when  they 
cry,  and  feedeth  them,  will  continue  to  watch  over  the-  inter- 
ests of  the  institution,  imparting  life  and  energy,  wisdom  and 
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discretion  to  all  its  officers,  we  would  commit  them  to  the 
generous  sympathy  of  your  Ezcellencyi  and  the  protecting  care 
and  confidence  of  the  State  that  so  nobly  cherishes  her 
manifold  charities.

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SUPERINTENDHNT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Almshouse  eU  Tewksbury. 

Gentlemen  : — ^I  present  herewith  for  your  consideration  the 
Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  this  institution,  being  the  tenth 
which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  prepare.  Accompanying  are 
the  tables  containing  the  usual  details  of  receipt  and  expendi- 
ture, and  the  statistics  furnished  each  year  in  accordance  with 
law  or  custom. 

To  one  unfamiliar  with  these  premises  ten  years  ago,  the 
changes  of  this  closing  decade  would  be  indeed  surprising,  both 
as  regards  their  external  and  material  aspects  and  the  number 
and  character  of  the  inmates. 

The  farm  has  been  enlarged  in  area  and  productiveness. 
Many  acres  of  fertile  land  have  been  rescued  from  the  grasp  of 
nature,  and  are  now  yielding  heavy  crops  of  grass  or  vege- 
tables. Unsightly  defects  that  marred  the  landscape  have  been 
concealed  or  removed;  an  additional  barn  and  outbuildings 
have  been  erected,  and  the  location  of  others  changed.  New 
hospital  accommodations  have  been  provided  in  separate  struc- 
tures, and  finally  the  insane  asylum  has  been  built,  causing  a 
complete  remodelling  of  the  premises  in  {he  rear  of  the 
establishment. 

These  changes  are  not  only  agreeable  to  the  eye,  and  con- 
venient in  arrangement,  but  most  valuable  in  a  sanitary  view, 
— space,  drainage  and  ventilation  having  been  thereby  increased 
and  improved. 

But  if  we  have  outwardly  changed,  the  internal  innovations 
have  been  greater  still.  Our  large  and  flourishing  school,  in 
which  we  took  so  much  pride,  has  been  removed  elsewhere ; 
the  throngs  of  able-bodied  men  and  women  who  at  certain 
seasons  furnished  us  a  surplus  of  labor,  especially  when  we 
least  needed  it,  have  quite  disappeared.  The  drunken  and 
wanton,  once  so  numerous,  are  here  for  a  few  days  only,  and 
are  then  sent  to  their  own  place. 
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Our  whole  number,  and  our  average  per  week,  have  consid- 
erably decreased.  The  number  of  the  insane  and  idiotic  has 
been  trebled,  and  with  tlie  sick,  the  decrepit  and  aged,  consti- 
tute the  bulk  of  our  population.  And  yet,  with  all  this  disad- 
vantage in  the  exchange  of  the  healthy  for  the  unsound,  our 
expenses,  reduced  to  the  standard  of  gold,  are  unquestionably 
less  than  at  the  commencement  of  the  period  referred  to,  and 
when  the  present  inflation  of  prices  shall  subside,  will  doubtless 
reach  their  minimum. 

The  change  in  our  population  alluded  to,  is  due  to  the 
method  of  classification  adopted  by  the  board  of  state  charities, 
and  put  in  force  somewhat  over  one  year  ago.  Under  this,  261 
persons  of  vicious  or  doubtful  character  have  been  removed  to 
the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater,  under  sentences  ranging 
from  six  months  to  three  years ;  179  children  including  a  few 
adults, — ^mostly  the  mothers  of  the  children, — ^have  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  State  Primary  School  at  Monson,  that  the  latter 
might  [receive  a  course  of  instruction  before  being  placed  in 
suitable  homes ;  and  three  unruly  insane  have  been  transferred 
to  Taunton  or  Worcester.  In  return  we  have  received  from 
Bridgewater  and  Monson  228  inmates,  nearly  every  one  of 
whom  were  defective  in  mind  or  body ;  in  fact,  the  pitiable  sur- 
vivors of  all  the  imbecility  and  misery  which  had  for  many 
years  accumulated  in  those  institutions ;  and  from  the  three 
State  lunatic  hospitals  71  patients  pronounced  fitting  subjects 
for  our  asylum,  as  being  harmless  and  incurable.  The  area  of 
admission  has  also  been  enlarged,  many  towns  in  Norfolk  and 
Worcester  Counties  now  sending  their  State  paupers  hither, 
instead  of  to  Monson  and  Bridgewater.  And  in  future  we 
shall  be  expected  to  accommodate  all  the  classes  named  from 
the  above  five  institutions,  besides  the  applicants  from  a  largely 
increased  territory.  It  will  be  seen  at  once  that  our  permanent 
number  must  be  considerably  larger,  while  in  any  business 
panic  or  sudden  emergency,  we  might  be  put  to  great  incon- 
venience by  the  incoming  crowd.  To  obviate  this  possible  risk, 
to  effect  the  classification  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  also  to 
cause  the  immediate  removal  of  those  belonging  elsewhere  than 
in  Massachusetts,  the  board  of  charities  |has  stationed  at 
Tewksbury  one  of  its  examining  officers,  who  investigates  and 
reports  thereon  to  his  superiors  each  case  as  it  arrives.    A  suit- 
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able  room  has  been  prepared  and  furnished  for  the  use  of  that 
board  and  its  officers,  and  this  arrangement  will  be  in  the 
future,  as  experiment  has  proved  it  in  the  past,  effectual  and 
economical.  Should  our  inmates  still  increase  too  rapidly,  the 
board  has  several  hundred  beds  at  its  disposal  at  Rainsford 
Island,  which  are  held  in  reserve  for  any  such  emergency. 

As  far  as  my  own  experience  extends,  this  classification  has 
proved  a  success,  as  may  be  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  statistics 
of  our  insane  asylum*  One  year's  support  of  those  transferred 
from  the  lunatic  hospitals,  would  cost  the  State  at  those 
institutions  $182.50  each,  while  here  it  does  not  exceed  $91 
for  each.  There  is  thus  a  saving  of  over  $7,000  in  a  year's 
support  of  the  71  transferred  since  my  last  report,  and  this 
amount  would  have  been  doubled  had  not  the  room  designed 
for  this  class  been  necessarily  occupied  by  the  idiots  and 
demented  fcom  Bridgewater,  thus  preventing  further  transfers 
from  the  hospitals.  As  the  old  almshouse  cases  melt  away  by 
death  or  removal,  more  room  will  be  made  for  the  harmless 
limatics  from  the  hospitals,  and  a  greater  saving  effected.  The 
conduct  of  the  latter  class  has  proved  better  than  I  expected, 
and  they  perform  some  useful  labor. 

Another  effect  of  the  classification  appears  in  the  compar- 
ative decrease  of  admissions,  especially  of  ^^  former  inmates  " 
who  prefer  to  labor  on  their  own  account  outside,  than  to  toil 
for  the  State  in  the  Workhouse. 

Although  Providence  has  spared  us  any  visitation  of  pesti- 
lence or  epidemic,  there  is  a^  increase  in  our  weekly  mortality, 
as  might  be  expected,  when  it  is  remembered  that,  in  addition 
to  our  own,  we  have  received  nearly  all  the  unsound  of  the 
other  almshouses,  and  many  paupers  besides,  who,  under  other 
circumstances,  would  have  been  sent  to  .those  institutions. 
Aside  from  this  fa'ct,  our  sanitary  condition  has  been  excellent 
during  the  year,  and  for  the  details  thereof  I  must  refer  you  to 
the  accurate  report  of  our  faithful  and  efficient  physician,  ^e 
Hon.  Horace  P.  Wakefield,  M.  D.  It  is  worth  remarking  that 
out  of  71  lunatics  transferred  hither  from  the  hospitals  during 
the  year,  only  two  have  died. 

The  labor  our  inmates  are  capable  of  .performing  is  mainly 
agricultural,  culinary  and  domestic,  and  is  hardly  sufficient  to 
supply  the  wants  of  750  inmates.    Occasionally  a  shoemaker,

tailor  or  carpenter  applies  for  admission,  bat  seldom  under  cir- 
cumstances that  will  permit  him  to  remain  any  length  of  time. 

Were  it  not  for  the  insane  and  persons  under  sentence  whose 
mittimus  is  suspended  to  permit  them  to  remain  and  labor 
here,  we  should  suffer  serious  inconvenience  in  several  of  our 
departments.  This,  however,  will  be  remedied  to  a  great 
extent,  as  our  large  surplus  of  incapables  is  replaced  by  lunatics 
who  can  labor.'  All  of  that  class  now  with  us  who  in  the 
judgment  of  the  physician  were  deemed  suitable,  have  been 
employed  in  some  manual  or  mechanical  labor.  While  this 
has  been  serviceable  to  us, — in  fact,  at  times  indispensable, — 
its  beneficial  effects  upon  themselves  have  been  most  decided. 
People  who  never  spoke  in  the  hospitals,  have  here  concluded 
to  talk,  and  others  who  came  to  us  completely  sodden  with 
stupidity  have  so  brightened  up  as  to  be  reckoned  among  the 
best  laborers  on  the  premises,  and  earn  more  than  the  cost  of 
their  support. 

The  peculiarity  of  the  season  has  not  altogether  favored  our 
farming  operations,  and  some  portion  of  our  crops  has  proved 
almost  a  failure ;  but  yet,  taken  as  a  whole,  they  are  quite 
satisfactory,  so  much  so  indeed  as  to  materially  decrease  our 
outlay  for  many  necessaries  of  life,  and  demonstrate  the  expe- 
diency of  purchasing  more  land  for  agricultural  .purposes.  If 
the  farmer  can  earn  his  living  and  bring  up  his  family,  paying 
a  high  price  for  labor  and  taxes  besides,  certainly]  we  ought  to 
contribute  much  more  than  at  present  toward  the  support  of 
our  inmates,  paying  neither  taxes  nor  wages,  except  for  the 
supervision  of  the  laborers.  To  till  fifty  acres  more  than  at 
present,  our  additional  outlay  would  be  a  mere  trifle,  and  the 
annual  returns  would  be  nearly  all  clear  profit,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  increased  value  of  the  land  resulting  from  thorough 
tillage  and  heavy  manuring.  I  am  also  induced,  as  a  matter 
of  economy,  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  thirty-five  acres  of  land 
adjpining  us,  of  which  the  refusal  has  been  secured  till  next 
spring,  at  a  price  which,  I  think,  will  command  the  approval 
of  your  judgment.  The  tract  purchased  last  year  will  be  very 
useful  to  us,  but  only  a  small  portion  can  be  annually  cleared 
and  added  to  the  arable  land  of  the  farm. 

I  am  happy  to  announce  that  the  expenditures  for  the  year 
are  considerably  less  than  for  that  ending  September  30, 1866, 
as  will  appear  by  the  following  statement : —

This,  of  course,  includes  not  merely  the  support  of  our 
people,  but  the  cost  of  repairs,  removals  and  many  permanent 
improvements. 

The  apparent  increase  of  three  mills  per  week  in  the  average 
cost  of  support  is  due  to  the  marking  down  of  the  stock  on 
hand  by  a  different  appraiser.  Basing  the  estimate  of  weekly 
cost  on  the  sum  actually  drawn  from  the  treasury  and  from 
other  sources  and  used  for  the  expenses  of  the  current  year, 
we  have  the  following  result : —

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  finance,  I  must  call  your 
attention  to  the  importance  of  having  the  almshouse  year  and 
the  fiscal  year  identical.  The  fact  that  they  are  not  gives  rise 
to  many  gross  misapprehensions  and  misstatements  respecting 
the  expenditures  of  the  several  institutions,  which  are  exceed- 
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ingly  UDJust  to  their  managers.  The  remedy  is  contained  in  a 
previous  report  of  the  board  of  state  charities,  and  I  trust  that 
you  will  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  legislature. 

I  cannot  close  this  brief  Report  without  alluding  to  the  higher 
interests  of  our  institution.  Its  school,  impaired  in  numbers 
and  efficiency  by  the  constant  drafts  to  Monson,  is  now  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Carrie  S.  Trull,  whose  fedthful  and  indus- 
trious predecessor,  Miss  Fanny  L.  Crosby,  a  short  time  since 
found  it  necessary  to  resign  her  position.  Its  success  is  as 
great  as  we  can  reasonably  hope  for  under  the  drcumstanoes. 

There  being  at  present  no  regular  chaplain,  divine  service 
has  been  conducted  through  the  winter  on  alternate  Sundays 
by  the  two  clergymen  of  the  town,  Rev.  Mcsisrs.  Tolman  and 
Fletcher,  and  since  that  time  by  the  latter.  As  far  as  we  know, 
their  ministrations  have  been  acceptable,  as  they  certainly  have 
been  earnest  and  faithful.  You  are  aware  that  a  large  portion 
of  our  inmates,  either  from  their  tender  age  or  imbecility  of 
mind,  cannot  be  readied  by  moral  influences  or  comprehend 
religious  teachings. 

But  those  who  are  capable  of  such  instruction  can  always 
have  access  to  clergymen  of  their  own  faith  when  they  desire 
it,  under  such  restrictions  only  as  the  discipline  of  the  institu- 
tion absolutely  requires.  It  must  be  confessed  that  the  field  is 
not  promising,  but  we  are  not  therefore  excused  from  duty  and 
from  labor. 

For  whatever  of  success  has  attended  the  administration  of 
this  institution  in  the  past,  I  am  indebted,  in  no  small  degree, 
to  your  kind  counsel  and  co-operation,  and  to  the  cordial  sup- 
port of  faithful  and  intelligent  officers.  Its  future  prosperity, 
under  conditions  so  new,  dem^nd^  a  continuance  of  harmonious 
relations.  Pledging  my  heartiest  efforts  to  this  end,  I  rater 
upon  another  term  of  duty  in  the  earnest  hope  and  assured 
belief  that  whatever  of  success  has  attended  the  years  that  have 
gone  "will  be  repeated  and  surpassed  in  the  fliture.

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REPORT  ON  THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMEN'T. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Almshouse  at  Tewksbury. 

Gentlemen  : — One  year  ago  this  day  I  accepted  the  office  of 
Physician  of  this  institution,  tendered  by  the  Superintendent 
and  confirmed  by  your  board^  and  assumed  those  duties,  which 
I  had  been  discharging /^ro  tempore  for  some  months,  since  the 
resignation  of  my  predecessor.  To  Him  who  shields  us  all 
from  ^^  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness  and  from  tlie 
destruction  that  wasteth  at  noon-day,"  I  am  under  renewed 
obligations,  because  He  has  gently  yet  kindly  admonished  me 
that  uninterrupted  health  for  a  long  series  of  years  is  no 
security  against  ^^  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to ; ''  that  he  who 
ministers  to  the  diseases  of  others  may  need  their  care  and 
sympathy  in  turn ;  that  he  who  attempts  to  alleviate  the  suf- 
ferings of  others  can  be  profitably  taught  in  the  school  of  expe- 
rience; and  that  although  ^^no  chastening  for  the  present 
seemeth  to  be  joyous  but  grievous,''  some  impressions  can  be 
more  indelibly  made  while  on  than  by  the  side  of  the  sick-bed. 
No  calamity  has  interrupted  the  general  order,  peace  and  quiet 
of  the  institution  for  tlie  year.  No  epidemic  has  decimated  the 
inmates,  and  no  general  disease  has  devastated  this  unfortunate 
and  dependent  class  of  humanity.

The  number  of  deaths  since  the  opening  of  the  institution  is 
two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  three, — males  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  forty-five,  females  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  fifty-eight.  The  ratio  of  deaths  to  the  whole  number 
admitted  to  the  hospitals  this  year  is  thirteen  and  nine-tenths. 
Last  year  the  ratio  of  deaths  was  fourteen  and  two-tenths,  while 
the  whole  ratio  of  mortality  to  the  admissions  since  the  insti- 
tution wa§  opened  has  been  thirteen  and  three-tenths.  The 
ratio  of  mortality  has  varied  from  year  to  year,  having  risen  to 
twenty-one  and  three-tenths  and  fallen  to  nine  and  two-tenths. 

The  one  hundred  and  sixty-second  chapter  of  the  Acts  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  provides  that  ^^  No  city  or  town 
authorities  shall  be  allowed  to  send  to  either  of  the  State  alms- 
houses any  person  infected  with  smallpox  or  other  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health,  nor  any  other  sick  person 
whose  health  would  be  endangered  by  removal.''  Tliis  Act  is 
a  dead  letter  on  the  statute  book,  to  a  great  extent.  Cases  of 
smallpox  are  brought  to  the  institution  in  the  incipient  stages, 
when  it  is  impossible  to  diagnose  the  disease.  This  is  legiti- 
mate and  unavoidable,  but  when  the  disease  is  fully  developed, 
the  symptoms  clearly  marked,  and  the  authorities  know  what 
it  is,  it  is  an  outrage  on  the  victim,  as  well  as  on  the  commu- 
nity through  which  it  is  brought.  One  person  was  brought  to 
this  institution  from  one  of  the  cities,  who  was  found  to  be 
dead,  and  the  limbs  rigid,  when  the  attempt  was  made  to 
remove  her  from  the  carriage  to  the  pest-house.  The  Super-

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The  insane  asylum  connected  with  this  institution  was  infer- 
mall  J  opened  for  the  reception  of  females  in  July,  and  for 
males,  in  August,  1866.    One  hundred  and  forty-fire  persons 
were,  by  order  of  the  board  of  state  charities  bearing  date 
October  1st,  1866,  transferred  from  the  almshouse  proper  to  the 
asylum  for  harmless  insane  persons,  when  it  was  formally 
opened.    Of  these,  seventy-four  were  males,  and  seventy-one 
females.    Eighty-three  resided  in  the  new  building — ^thirty-eigbt 
males,  and  forty*five  females.    Forty-nine  were  detailed  for 
labor — ^thirty-two  males  and  seventeen  females,  and  were  domi- 
ciled among  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse.    Eight — two  males 
and  six  females — unable  to  labor,  were  detailed  for  residence, 
and  remained  with  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse,  while  five 
— two  males  and  three  females — were  detailed  for  treatment  in 
the  hospitals  of  the  sick.    This  wns  the  number  and  the  division 
of  the  inmates  at  the  opening  of  this  department  of  the  insti- 
tution.   Nineteen  of  these  had  been  transferred  to  Tewksbury 
from  Bridgewater,  Monson  and  the  insane  hospitals,  in  the 
months  of  July,  August  and  September,  during  which  the  asylum 
had  been  in  operation  informally.    This  would  leave  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  as  the  number  of  insane  that  was  in  the 
almshouse  July  1st,  1866.    There  are  no  data  by  which  can  be 
ascertained  the  number  of  insane  here  from  time  to  time  prior 
to  this  date.    For  the  last  threo  or  four  years,  the  number  has 
probably  varied  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five.    The  number  of  deaths  among  the  insane  last  year  was 
thirty-six.    The  number  reported  in  1865  was  twenty-six,  and 
in  1864  was  eleven.    There  was  no  separate  record  kept  of  tlie 
insane,  and  no  reportsof  their  deaths  have  been  made  prior  to

Tlie  foregoing  table  shows  that  the  Asylum  opened  with  one 
hundred  and  forty-five  inmates — seventy-four  males  and  seventy-' 
one  females, — that  two  hundred  and  seventeen  persons  were 
admitted  to  the  asylum  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1867,  eighty-six  of  whom  were  males,  and  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  females.  There  have  been  discharged,  one  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  persons ;  twenty-two  absconded ;  fifty-five 
were  remoTed  by  death,  and  thirty-seven  were  discharged  by 
order  of  the  board  of  state  charities.  The  average  weekly 
number  in  the  asylum  has  been  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

The  number  of  persons  remaining  October  1st,  1867,  is  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight ;  of  whom  ninety-seven  are  males,  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty-one  are  females.  Of  these,  fifty-three 
males  and  seventy-three  females,  making  one  hundred  and 
twenty-six  persons,  are  residents  of  the  asylum  proper ;  while 
the  remaining  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  are  domiciled 
among  the  other  inmates  of  the  institution,  and  are  divided  as 
follows,  to  wit :  Sixty-four, — thirty-two  males  and  thirty-two 
females, — are  detailed  for  labor.  The  males  are  generally 
employed  in  cultivating  the  farm  and  garden,  in  the  care  of 
the  cattle,  the  hogs  and  the  yards.  Some  render  assistance  in 
the  general  repairs  of  the  establishment,  in  the  engine-room, 
cook-room  and  bakery,  performing  such  duties  as  their  mental 
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and  physical  condition  will  permit.  The  females  are  employed 
in  the  laundry  and  sewing-room  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
inmates  of  the  institution.  Some  knit,  mend,  and  make  beds, 
while  others  make  themselves  useful  generally  by  waiting  on 
their  companions  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital. 

Thirty-eight  persons,  si^  males  and  thirty-two  females,  are 
detailed  for  residence  among  the  other  inmates  of  the  institu- 
tion. These  are  feeble,  demented,  epileptic,  paralytic,  idiotic, 
physically  and  mentally  incapacitated  for  any  labor  or  exertion. 
The*  remaining  twenty  persons,  six  males  and  fourteen  females, 
are  in  the  hospitals  of  the  sick,  suffering  from  the  ills  that  the 
insane  in  common  with  the  sane  cannot  escape. 

The  average  weekly  number  of  insane  in  the  hospitals  is 
twelve  and  eightrtenths.

Twenty-five  of  these  came  from  the  ins^ine  hospitals  of  the 
State  or  the  other  State  almshouses  since  the  asylum  was 
informally  opened,  and  all  but  two  have  died  of  debility, 
phthisis,  and  atrophy,  which  diseases  are  the  most  fatal  among 
this  class  of  patients.  .

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Medical  Association,  at  its  annual  meeting  holden  in  Oincin* 
nati  in  May  last,  after  discussion  on  this  subject,  passed  the 
following  Resolution : — 

^  Resolvedj  That  the  example  of  Massachusetts,  in  establishing  asy- 
lums for  the  accommodation  and  humane  treatment  of  the  chronic 
insane,  is  worthy  of  all  praise  and  commendation,  and  in  the  opinion  of 
this  association  such  institutions,  if  rightly  inaugurated  and  judicioualjr 
carried  on,  will  be  a  benefit  to  the  State  in  an  economical  point  of  view, 
will  nrise  the  character  of  the  State  hospitals,  and*  will  greatly  subserve 
the  interests  of  the  insane  generaUy." 

The  establishment  of  jsuch  a  department  connected  with  one 
of  our  State  almshouses  has  given  rise  tq  much  controversy  in 
this  State,  and  has  elicited  much  discussion  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  profession  and  •philanthropists  particularly 
interested  in  the  insane,  throughout  the  United  States.  It  has 
cost  some  effort  to  initiate  this  experiment.  The  thorns  have 
been  thicker  than  the  roses.  Massachusetts,  which  has  been 
the  pioneer  in  many  noble  works,  struck  out  boldly,  and  while 
others  have  hesitated,  after  having  provided  liberally  for  her 
recent  insane,  has  concluded  to  do  something  for  her  chronic 
insane,  her  idiots,  epileptics  and  imbeciles. 

While  humanity  is  clamoring  for  larger  outlays  and  more 
profuse  expenditures,  economy  is  demanding  retrenchment  and 
more  rigid. frugality  in  the  dispensation  of  her  favors  to  this 
.class  of  persons,  who  spring  up  among  us  like  Jonah's  gourd  in 
a  night.  The  experiment  is  a  species  of  compromise.  While  it 
does  not  afford  all  the  accommodations,  the  advantages  and  the 
luxuries  that  unlimited  wealth  could  command  and  a  morbid 
sentimentality  might  demand,  it  claims  to  furnish  and  intends 
to  afford  a  good  home  and  impart  such  comforts  to  this  unfor* 
tunate  class  of  our  fellow  men,  which  Providence  has  cast  on 
our  "Charity,  as  a  wise  economy  and  prudent  forecast  may 
dictate.

The  Inspectors  of  Rainsford  Island JSospital,  respectfully  pre- 
sent their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  the  institn- 
tioD,  with  a  list  of  the  salaried  officers  with  their  salaries,  and  a 
table  of  the  yalue  of  the  real  estate,  stock  and  supplies  at  said 
island. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  this  institution  was  closed,  and  no 
patients  have  since  been  received.  As  soon  as  the  Inspectors 
were  informed  that  the  hospital  was  to  be  discontinued,  the 
contract  with  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  use  of  the  steamer 
''  Henry  Morrison,"  for  transportation,  was  terminated,  and  by 
direction  of  His  Excellency  the  governor,  the  yacht  ^^  Thacher," 
plying  between  the  island  and  city,  with  her  outfit,  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  board  of  state  charities.  That  board  removed  the 
few  remaining  patients  and  inmates  of  the  hospital  to  other  insti- 
tutions, and  in  December,  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  George  L. 
Underwood,  was  relieved  by  the  governor  from  further  duty. 
Mr.  Marcus  M.  Nye  was  appointed  his  successor,  as  custodian 
of  the  island  and  the  public  property  thereon — at  a  salary  of 
one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  with  house  rent  and  fuel. 

Upon  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Nye,  the  Inspectors  made  a  spe- 
cial visit  to  the  island  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  con- 
dition of  the  public  property  surrendered  by  Dr.  Underwood 
and  turned  over  to  his  successor ;  and  caused  a  full  and  com- 
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plete  inventory  thereof  to  be  taken.  A  few  perishable  articles 
of  food  and  live  stock,  amounting  to  $104.95,  were  sold  for  the 
public  benefit  or  transferred  to  the  board  of  state  charities  on 
consultation  with  His  Excellency.  Mr.  Nye  was  directed,  among 
his  various  duties,  to  see  that  the  furniture,  beds,  bedding  and 
other  dry  goods  ware  safely  and  properly  stowed  away,  the 
doors,  windows  and  roofs  of  the  buildings  made  as  secure  as 
practicable,  and  that  the  piles  or  underpinning  under  the  small- 
pox hospital,  washed  away  by  the  sea,  were  replaced.  The 
object  has  been,  at  as  small  an  expense  as  possible,  to  protect 
the  large  public  property  on  the  .island,  (amounting  to  not 
much  less  in  these  times  than  $100,000,)  from  loss  or  deterio- 
ration, and  to  keep  the  hospital  ready  for  use,  should  an  epide- 
mic break  out  or  other  emergency  arise.  The  dampness  of  tlie 
season  and  proximity  to  the  sea  have  not  been  favorable  to  the 
preservation  of  unoccupied  premises,  and  considerable  labor, 
expense  and  care  will  be  needed  annually,  simply  to  guard  the 
Commonwealth's  interests.  We  have  visited  the  island  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  new' custodian  appears  to  have  discharged 
his  responsible  duties  with  commendable  zeal  and  economy. 
No  family  residing  at  Rainsford  Island  should  be  destitute  of 
the  means  of  ready  communication  with  Boston  and  the  main 
land ;  we  believe  the  ^^  Thatcher  "  usually  lies  at  her  berth  at 
^the  city.  We  respectfully  suggest,  therefore,  the  propriety  of  a 
small  appropriation  to  provide  the  custodian  with  a  light  sail 
boat,  to  enable  him  to  visit  the  main  land  without  depending 
upon  the  "  Thatcher.'* 

Unless  there  is  a  prospect  that  the  hospital  will  be  re-opened 
at  no  distant  day,  it  would  seem  expedient  to  convert  the  same 
to  any  useful  purpose  not  inconsistent  with  the  intent  of  the 
original  grant. of  the  island  by  the  Lorings  of  Hull,  in  1736,  to 
wit :  ^^  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  governor,  council  and  assem- 
bly  of  his  majesty's  province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  and  their 
successors  forever,  to  be  used  and  improved  for  an  hospital  for 
the  said  province." 

Of  the  sum  of  $10,000  appropriated  for  the  support  of  this 
institution  during  the  current  year,  $1,082.46  has  been 
expended,  exclusive  of  the  salaries  of  the  Inspectors,  up  to  date, 
October  1, 1867,  as  follows :—

Gentlemen: — ^The  undersigned  Trustees,  in  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  and  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  respectfuUj 
submit  the  following  Report  for  the  year  ending  September 
80, 1867. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  connected  with  tlie  Institution 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  October  1, 1866,  as  pupils  in  the 
school,  and  as  workers  in  the  shop  and  laundry,  was  .  123 
Admitted  during  the  year, 83

Discharged  during  the  year, 29 

Present  number, 127 

The  report  of  the  Director  shows  ih  minute  detail  the 
history  and  state  of  the  Institution. 

The  Trustees  granted  leave  of  absence  for  a  year  to  Dr. 
Howe,  early  in  March,  and  are  happy  to  learn  that  he  will 
return  and  resume  his  duties  as  Director  at  the  beginning 
of  the  next  term  in  November.  Dr.  Edward  Jarvis,  of 
Dorchester,  has  acted  as  temporary  Director. 

With  the  exception  of  hiring  one  additional  teacher,  no 
change  has  been  made  in  the  officers  and  teachers.  All  those 
who  have  so  long  and  faithfully  labored  for  the  Institution, 
have  continued  in  their  several  places ;  and  all  the  affairs  and 
work  of  the  household  and  school  have  gone  on  in  their  usual 
way,  and  with  their  accustomed  success.

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Besides  these,  there  are  other  blind  persons.  '  The  principal 
teacher  and  domestic  superintendent,  and  five  other  blind  per- 
sons aid  in  the  work  of  the  house,  and  another  is  partly 
employed  in  the  laundry  and  partly  occupied  as  teacher  of  the 
smaller  girls,  making  the  total  blind  connected  with  the  estab- 
lishment, aiding  in  carrying  on  its  operations,  and  enjoying  the 
benefits  of  them:  males,  69;  females,  58;  total,  127. 

It  is,  then,  seen  that  the  pumber  of  the  blind  has  not  dimin- 
ished. Year  after  year  brings  its  own'  accessions  to  the  corps 
of  deficient  children  in  this  and  other  schools.  The  causes, 
yaried  and  frequent,  still  prevail,  and  there  is  no  reasonable 
ground  of  hope  that,  at  present,  these  will  diminish.  Some  of 
these  causes  are  within  the  reach  of  human  wisdom  and  faith- 
fulness to  guard  against  and  intercept. 

Causes  op  Blindness. 

Analyzing  the  record  of  those  received  into  this  Institution, 
from  its  beginning  in  1832,  through  thirty-six  years  to  the 
present  time,  it  is  found  that  of  the  number,  661,  who  have 
been  admitted,  the  causes  of  the  blindness  of  482  are  stated. 
182  were  born  blind,  227  became  blind  from  disease,  and  73 
lost  their  sight  by  accident ;  and  the  causes  of  179  are  not 
stated.

Tliese  diseases  were  principally  scarlet  fever  and  measles. 
Tlie  local  diseases  were  mostly  inflammation,  amaurosis  and 
cataract. 

Many  of  those  who  became  blind  from  disease  had  a  natural 
tendency  to  blindness.  They  were  of  weak,  scrofulous  or 
imperfectly  developed  constitutions.  They  had  imperfect  eyes, 
which  were  very  easily  disturbed  or  inflamed.  With  their 
feeble  constitution,  and  small  quantity  of  vital  force,  they  had 
less  than  the  average  power  of  resistance.  A  smaller  exposure 
produced  disturbance ;  a  slighter  attack  developed  itself  into 
disease ;  and  a  lighter  disease  overthrew  them.    Their  imper- 
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feet  ejes  were  often  the  central  point  on  which  their  disease 
fastened  itself  with  the  most  tenacity,  and  did  its  most  effectivo 
work  of  destruction. 

It  is  seen  that  diseases  of  the  rarious  kinds  did  the  most  of 
this  destructive  work,  and  accidents  the  next  in  order ;  and 
some  conditions  anterior  to  the  birth  of  the  sufferer  formed  no 
small  part  of  the  causes  of  their  incompleteness  of  sense. 
Who  did  sin,  these  children  or  their  parents,  that  these  chil- 
dren were  born  blind,  or  were  made  so  afterwards  ?  It  was 
with  no  mere  captious  cavilling  that  the  doubting  Jew  asked 
this  question.  It  may  be  reasonably  asked  now,  and  it  ought 
to  be  asked  by  parents,  by  society,  by  governments,  by  all  who 
are  or  can  be,  in  any  degree,  responsible  for  the  power  of  the 
people,  whether  it  were  the  fault  of  any  one  or  the  inevitable 
result  of  uncontrollable  causes,  that  the  darkness  has  settled 
on  these  children ;  whether  it  was  the  misfortune  of  the  parents 
that  passed  to  the  child,  or  the  sins  which  are  visited  on  them- 
selves and  the  children  of  one  generation,  at  least ;  whether  it 
was  ignorance  that  might  have  been  enlightened,  or  error  in 
self-management  that  might  have  been  corrected ;  an  accident 
that  could  have  been  guarded  against,  or  even  sin  that  might 
have  been  prevented.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  cause  or 
causes,  it  is  a  question  that  should  be  ceaselessly  asked,  and 
answer  demanded,  whether  they  are  a  necessary  element  in  the 
human  constitution,  or  whether  they  are  morbid  accidents  in 
human  development  and  growth,  which  might  be,  in  greater  or 
less  degree,  controlled,  and  their  destructive  consequences 
diminished  or  prevented,  if  the  laws  of  human  life  that  are 
now  known  were  taught  to  and  recognized  by  al],  and  if  the 
moral  power  that  belongs  to  the  most  disciplined  were  imparted 
to  the  weak,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  wisest  were  lent  to  the  aid 
of  the  foolish,  and  the  best  blessings  of  humanity  were  reflected 
from  those  who  receive  them  to  those  who  seem  to  be  neglected 
by  both  Heaven  and  earth. 

The  experience  of  the  past,  the  observation  of  the  diseases^ 
privations  and  sufferings  among  our  people  and  children,  in 
the  present  and  past  generation,  fails  to  teach  their  appropriate 
lessons  unless  it  analyses  the  history  of  these  evils  and  traces 
these  morbid  elements  back  through  the  sufferers  or  their 
parents  to  the  primary  exposure,  habit  or  indulgenoe  in  which  . 
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they'  originated,  to  the  first  point  of  departure  from  perfect 
health ;  and  if  these  causes  or  any  of  them,  in  their  remotest 
beginnings  or  in  their  progress,  should  appear  to  be  avoidable 
or  controllable,  then  the  warning  should  be  given  to  the  hear- 
ing of  all,  that  fl|  many  as  possible  may  escape  this  terrible 
consequence,  of  blindness. 

As  it  has  not  been  and  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  Institution 
to  heal  diseases  of  the  eyes,  such  patients  are  not  brought  to 
to  its  observation  and  care,  and  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  those 
who  are  in  the  transition  state  from  healthy  yision  to  its  irreme- 
diable impairment  or  irrecoverable  loss.  Only  those  whose  dis- 
eased or  clouded  eyes  are  beyond  hope  of  recovery,  are  brought 
to  this  school,  and  its  managers  have  only  to  deal  with  those 
who  have  passed  all  the  intervening  stages  between  ocular 
health  and  partial  or  total  blindness.  As  far  as  possible,  a 
history  is  obtained  of  each  case,  but  all  knowledge  of  these 
intervening  conditions  is  a  matter  of  evidence  from  others,  not 
of  observation  here.  The  history  thus  obtained  is  recorded  9 
and  fron^  these  records  the  facts  have  been  derived  and  the 
deductions  drawn  as  presented  in  the  preceding  pages  of  this 
Report.  ^ 

Education  of  the  Blind. 

The  sole  object  of  this  Institution  is  then  to  take  these  per- 
sons of  impaired  or  extinct  vision  and  so  to  teach,  educate  and 
train  them  that,  as  far  as  possible,  they  shall  know  the  facts 
and  apprehend  the  principles  that  arc  taught  to  others,  and 
that  they  shall  have  power  to  give  and  receive  enjoyment  in 
society,  to  engage  in  the  work  and  business  of  the  great  world 
abroad 'and  sustain  themselves  in  health  and  strength,  and 
discharge  responsibilities  of  individual  and  social  life. 

With  suitable  teachers,  endowed  with  power  of  presenting 
ideas  graphically  and  clearly,  it  is  not  difiicult  to  teach  the  blind 
most  of  the  facts  and  principles  that  are  taught  in  other  schools 
to  children  in  possession  of  all  their  senses.  As  the  attention 
of  the  blind  is  not  disturbed  nor  distracted  by  objects  that  are 
presented  through  the  eyes,  they  acquire  a  power  and  habit  of 
concentration  and  mental  discipline  more  easily  than  others ; 
and  they  learn  arithmetic  and  some  of  the  higher  branohes  of 
mathematics,  geography,  grammar,  rhetoric,  as  well  as  the 
more  favored  children,  so  that  a  stranger  hearing  their  recita- 
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tions  without  locking  at  tliem,  would  hardly  suqiect  t 
were  aightleas  scholars.  There  need  be  no  d^deno 
part  of  their  education. 

Heuce  they  learo  whatever  ia  presented  to  them  tlin 
ear  or  the  sense  of  touch  more  readily  than  those 
mental  acumen,  and  thus  they  find  no  difiSculty  in  a 
such  knowledge  as  can  be  orally  imparted,  and  with 
teachers  and  patience  tliey  can  be  educated  in  ntoh 
branches  as  are  taught  in  common  schools. 

By  the  same  means  many  of  them  beoonw  mosic 
must  not  be  supposed,  that  the  blind  are  originally 
with  more  musical  talent  than  others,  but  with  their 
concentration  and  their  feeling  that  this  accomplishmeQ 
is  ofiered  to  them  in  the  same  measure  as  to  their  mort 
brethren  and  sisters,  and  with  the  very  common  bop< 
may  be  the  means  of  their  support,  they  study  and 
their  lessons  in  singing  and  on  the  piano,  organ,  Jkc 
more  intense  devotion ;  and  hence  there  follows  a  muc 
musical  culture,  and  a  much  larger  proportion  of  t 
educated  in  such  institutions  as  this,  than  <^  seein 
educated  elsewhere,  becq||ie  singers  or  performers  on  tl 
organ  and  other  instruments,  and  make  this  their  p 
and  their  labor,  and  obtain  their  living  by  teaching  no| 
instrumental  musie,  and  in  tuning  pianos. 

Whatever  obstades  may  have  formerly  existed  to  tli 
tion  of  the  .blind,  and  of  their  acquiring  sueh  knowli 
mental  discipline  as  are  ordinarily  acquired  in  schoc 
are  nearly  overcome,  and  a  «ghtIessyonth  of  eighteen  c 
may  feel  that  as  to  these  matters,  he  is  nearly  as  well  i 
as  his  brothers  and  sisters  who  have  bean  taught  in 
Bchoola,  and  to  that  extent  tiiey  are  nearly  aa  well  fitte 
business  and  the  responsibilities  of  life. 

Deficiency  im  Education  op  the  Bund. 
But  educaUon  in  the  schools,  in  books,  by  study,  b 
tion,  by  practice  in  music,  is  not  all  that  our  ordinary 
acquire.  There  are  other  and  equally  important  n 
training,  in  the  open  and  broad  world,  in  society ;  b 
boys,  and  girls  with  ^rls,  and  each  with  both,  and  v 
and  women. 
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The  fleetng  boys  play  in  the  streets,  and  the  seeing  girls  go 
freely  abroad.  They  see  everybody  and  hear  everybody ;  they 
use  theit  eyes  and  their  ears,  and  see  and  hear  and  observe 
everything  about  them,  whether  it  be  addressed  to  them  or 
not.  The  great  and  broad  bocTc  of  the  world,  of  society  and 
nature,  is  ever  open  to  them,  and  in  greater  or  less  degree  they 
are  incessantly  learning  lessons  and  acquiring  knowledge. 
They  learn  the  world's  habits  of  action,  of  speech  and  thought ; 
they  come  to  understand  their  motives  and  analyze  their 
characters.  All  this  education,  this  training  of  the  perceptive 
and  reflective  &culties,  added  to  their  education  in  school,  fits 
them  for  life— 'to  enter  into  the  world  and  take  some  position, 
station,  employment  or  profession — ^to  deal  with  its  men  and 
women — to  adapt  their  plans  to  the  popular  wants  and  arrange 
their  business  in  accordance  with  the  habits  and  notions  of 
others;  and  thus  they  move  on  in  harmony  with  the  people 
about  them.  Whatever  they  prepare  and  offer,  whether  it  be 
science,  skill,  handiwork  or  labor,  meets  the  world's  wants 
and  finds  acceptance  and  sale,  and  they,  in  their  several  ways, 
are  generally  successful  and  obtain  their  necessary  bread  and 
their  comfovtable  prosperity  by  their  well  adapted  exertions. 

Tlie  apparent  necessity  and  the  actual  custom  of  separating 
the  blind  children  and  youth  from  their  homes  and  families, 
from  their  neighborhood  and  towns,  and  from  the  great  mass  of 
seeing  people,  old  and  young,  and  gathering  them  into  exclusive 
families  and  schools  of  their  own  sort  in  institutions,  deprives 
them  of  these  opportunities  of  public  education  in  common 
schools  with  numbers  and  varieties  of  others,  in  the  street 
with  the  miscellaneous  children  of  the  neighborhood  and  town, 
at  home  and  in  friends'  homes  with  persons  of  all  ages,  pursuits 
and  purposes. 

Very  narrowly  limited  are  their  opportunities  of  observation. 
They  have  for  their  associates  only  the  few  who  are  suffering 
the  same  privation  with  themselves  and  those  who  have  the 
charge  of  their  education.  The  officers  of  the  establishment 
and  their  teachers  mostly,  and  nearly  all  the  persons  that  these 
children  and  youth  have  intercourse  with,  belong  to  the  sanft 
family,  and'  have  their  dwelling,  their  business  and  their 
conversation  in  the  same  building  with  thenu

Thas,  from  their  earliest  infancy  or  from  the  beginning  of 
their  prirationi  they  are  in  great  measure,  and  some  almost 
entirely,  separated  from  the  world,  and  have  little  or  no  oppor- 
tunities of  receiving  that  part  of  their  education  which  can  only 
be  given  there,  and  which  other  boys  and  girls  unconsciously 
enjoy.  Consequently,  when  they  finish  their  term  of  pupilage 
in  this  school,  however  long  it  may  have  been,  and  however 
learned  they  may  be  from  books  and  personal  teaching,  however 
skilful  in  their  trade  or  in  sewing  or  in  any  handicraft,  or  fancy 
work  or  in  music,  they  yet  lack  the  desirable  fulness  of  know- 
ledge of  the  world's  life,  habits  and  thought  They  want  the 
tact  of  adaptation — the  power  to  put  whatever  talent  they 
possess  into  the  general  capital  of  mankind — ^and  to  that  extent 
share  freely  in  its  labors,  responsibilities  and  profits. 

It  would  then  seem  a  part  of  the  duty  of  those  who  deter- 
mine and  conduct  the  education  of  the  blind^to  endeavor,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  avoid  this  deficiency,  by  keeping  them  in  contact 
witti  people  abroad,  mingling  them  with  other  boys  and  girls  in 
their  schools,  in  their  plays,  in  their  enjoyments,  by  associating 
them  with  the  world's  business  and  afiiedrs  and  movements,  as 
much  as  is  consistent  with  their  best  training  and  deiyelopment. 

In  this  view,  they  should  be  separated  from  the  common  chil- 
dren only  so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  peculiar  instruction 
suited  to  their  wants.  In  all  else  they  should  go  together. 
They  and  the  seeing  children  should  continually  meet  on  com- 
mon ground,  and  have  as  much  of  their  eduAtion  as  possible 
together.    They  should  hear  lectures,  have  recitations  and  .sing 

in  company. 

Still  more  should  the  blind  live  in  comftion  families  with  the 
usual  mixture  of  the  old  and  young,  the  parents  and  children, 
eat  at  their  tables,  hear  and  join  in  the  general  conversation, 
enjoy  the  general  social  or  family  communion  in  the  parlor, 
and,  to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  aid  in  the  operations  of 
household  and  home,  and  take  part  in  the  movements  and 
enjoyments  of  society. 

If,  as  it  cannot  be  denied,  the  peculiar  education  of  the  blind 
re|aires  that  they  should  have  schools  of  their  own,  for  some 
purposes,  their  assembling  together  should  be  limited  to  these 
objects,  and  when  fulfilled,  they  should  again  be  scattered  daily, 
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semi-dailjy  to  their  several  bonnes  as  other  children  are  when 
their  school  hours  are  finished. 

There  should  be  no  common  boarding-house  nor  artificial 

home,  where  they  gather  and  live  from  month  to  month  and 

from  year  to  year  exclusively  together ;  but  they  should  have 

almost  as  many  separate  homes  as  they  are  in  number.    As  far 

as  possible,  these  should  be  their  natural  homes.    In  a  large 

city  there  may  be  enough  of  the  blind  for  schools  or  classes, 

who  could  all  live  with  their  parents ;  and  thos#whose  homes 

are  not  in  the  available  vicinity  of  any  such  school  should  find 

boarding  places  in  its  neighborhood,  as  other  youth  do  who  go 

to  academies  and  colleges  away  from  their  own  families.    This 

policy  has  long  been  advocated  in  the  Beports  of  this  Institution. 

The  plan  of  distributing  the  blind  in  common  families  has 

been  tried  for  about  seventeen  years  with  the  men  and  women 

in  the  workshop,  and  for  about  four  years  with  the  women  in 

the  laundry.    Formerly  these  blind  people  lived  and  bad  their 

permanent  home  in  the  Institution,  where  they  ate  and  slept 

and  talked  and  associated  in  shop,  diniug-room  and  parlor 

exclusively  together,  apart  from  the  great  and  stirring  world's 

cares  and  noise  and  responsibilities,  and  in  their  semi-monastic 

life  they  had  a  great  amount  of  personal  comfort,  but  a  limited 

amount  of  broad  and  comprehensive  sympathy  and  generous 

happiness. 

In  1850  this  was  changed.  The  new  shop  was  provided  for 
day  work,  but  the  home  of  the  blind  was  broken  up.  They 
went  out  from  the  Institution  and  found  board  and  lodging  in 
various  private  families  in  the  neighborhood.  They  ceased  to 
be  recluses  and  became  citizens  at  large,  and  dwelt  among  men 
and  women  in  general  society,  and  shared  in  the  life,  the  inter- 
ests,  the  conversation,  of  the  street  and  the  town ;  and  they 
have  gready  gained  thereby  in  intelligence,  in  strength,  and 
flexibility  of  mind  and  heart.  Their  powers  are  more  available, 
and  they  are  of  more  worth  to  themselves  and  to  the  community 
than  they  were  when  they  lived  alone. 

A  better  plan  than  this  even  for  the  matured  blind  is  to  go 
further  from  the  Institution,  and  more  generally  into  the  life  of 
the  world,  and  have  their  shops  and  places  of  labor  and  busi- 
ness scattered  throughout  the  country — in  their  several  towns, 
in  their  old  paternal  homes,  or  in  homes  which  they  may  make 
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for  themselves,  and  there  work  ia  their  seyeral  ways  for  the 
neighbors  and  such  chance  customers  as  they  may  find — making 
mattresses  and  brooms,  seating  chairs^  and  doing  wliatever  else 
they  may  be  capable  of. 

Some  have  done  this  successfully.  Some  have  extended 
their  work  beyond  the  special  trades  taught  in  the  Institution  or 
shop  of  the  blind.  One  man,  edupated  here  twenty  years  ago, 
went  home  to  his  father's  farm^  and  besides  seating  chairs  for 
the  families  ^  his  neighborhood,  turned  his  hands  to  such  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  farm  as  he  had  courage  or  ability  to 
undertake.  This  versatile  power  developed  with  the  culture. 
He  gradually  increased  the  field  of  his  operations  and  useful- 
ness^ and  now  he  and  a  ^ery  efficient  and  skilful  brother  carry 
on  the  farm,  where  he  finds  unceasing  opportunities  of  using 
his  faculties.  The  farm  is  mainly  devoted  to  cattle  and  the 
cultivation  of  garden  seeds.  This  blind  man  assumed  chiefly 
the  care  of  the  cattle.  He  feeds  and  waters  them,  turns  them 
out  of  the  barn,  and  again  drives  them  in  at  the  proper  times. 
He  puts  each  ox,  cow,  calf  and  horse  in  the  appointed  place  and 
stall  and  fastens  each  in  the  usual  way.  He  milks  the  oowb, 
takes  the  hay  from  tl^  scaffold,  cuts  and  mixes  it  with  meal, 
and  gives  each  its  due  portion  in  fitting  season.  He  harnesses 
the  horses  in  wagon  or  chaise  when  the  family  want  to  ride, 
and  again  unharnesses  them  and  puts  the  animals  in  the  stable 
and  ttie  vehicles  in  their  proper  places  on  their  return*  He 
takes  care  also  of  the  pigs  and  the  hens,  hunts  the  eggs  ia  the 
bam  or  wherever  the  cautious  fowl  attempts  to  hide  them.  He 
shovels  manure  in  the  barnyard  and  elsewhere.  He  aids  in 
haying— -loads  the  hay  on  the  wagon  in  the  field  and  packs  it 
away  in  the  barn.  In  manifold  other  ways  ha  nsakes  himself 
useful  on  the  farm,  and  few  men  in  his  town  find  leas  time  or 
oj)|)ortunit|r  to  be  idle ;  and  in  all  this  variei^  of  work  and 
exposure  he  has  met  with  no  acddent  and  su£fored  no  i^uf;f •

sation  thw  presents  itself  to  all — to  tiie  blind,  to  their 
ad  to  the  community,  bow  cau  they  be  best  trained  to 
>m  to  get  their  living?  how  can  their  remaining  pow- 
loated,  quickened  and  energized  so  as  to  compensate 
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in  any  degree  for  the  loss  of  sight,  and  produce  sufficient 
income  for  their  support  in  life  ? 

This  and  other  institutions  have  considered  these  questions 
anxiously  and  ceaselessly.  They  have  endeavored  to  shape 
their  plans  of  education  and  training  for  the  future  good,  and, 
as  far  as  possiblCi  to  secure  the  self-sustenance  of  their  pupil^s. 
Besides  the  common  branches  of  learning,  and  music  as  an 
accomplishment,  the  boys  learn  to  make  brooms  and  mats,  and 
some  to  upholster  and  make  mattresses.  The  girls  learn  to 
sew  and  knit,  to  make  fancy-work,  and  to  do  some  house-work, 
and  some  of  them  have  begun  to  make  brooms.  Besides  these, 
as  many  of  both  sexes  as  can  with  prospect  of  advantage,  learn 
music  as  an  art  6r  a  profession,  and  hope  to  get  their  living 
thereby,  as  teachers,  organists,  as  tuners  of  pianos,  &c. 

This  last,  the  music  teaching  and  playing,  is  now  the  largest 
single  field  open  to  the  blind  as  a  means  of  support,  and  it 
seems  to  be  growing  larger.  People  are  becoming  more  dis- 
posed to  emfAy  them,  and  as  they  go  forth  from  the  school, 
they  have  more  and  more  ground  of  hope  that  they  will  find 
opportunities  to  earn  their  living  in  this  way. 

The  managers  of  this  Institution  have  ever  been  awaro  of 
the  imperfectness- of  the  education  that  can  be  obtained  by  any 
class  withdrawn  as  these  are  and  must  be  from  their  homes  and 
from  general  and  miscellaneous  society,  and  congregated  in 
exclusive  association  witli  persons  of  their  own  disability ;  and 
they  have  endeavored  to  lessen  this  incompleteness  and  com- 
pensate, as  far  as  possible,  for  the  loss  of  the  outer  world's 
influence  for  good. 

Every  candidate  for  admission  into  this  school  is  carefully 
examined  as  to  his  amount  of  vision  and  the  degree  of  disabil- 
ity, and,  if  it  be  found  that  his  sight,  even  though  imperfect, 
is  yet  sufficient  to  allow  him  to  live  and  learn  among  children 
and  men  abroad,  he  is  always  advised  to  do  so.  But  if  he  can- 
not do  so  and  he  must  come  to  this  school,  then  every  means  is 
devised  to  obidate  its  exdusiveness  and  to  give  the  pupils 
opportunities  n  associating  with  the  world  abroad.  They  are 
allowed  to  visit  at  their  homes  and  elsewhere.  They  are  sent 
to  their  homes  in  vacations  and  encouraged  to  visit  among 
their  friends  and  relations  at  those  periods. 
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lu  order  to  accustom  them  to  the  streets  and  to  ^If-depend- 
ence  and  self-direction,  if  they  have  sufficient  sight  to  find 
their  way  abroad,  they  are  sent  on  errands  to  the  stores,  the 
post-office  and  places  in  the  neighborhood,  and  to  the  office  in 
tlie  city.  And  even  some  of  those  whose  sight  is  entirely  lost, 
move  about  the  town  alone,  and  feel  a  pleasant  satisfaction  in 
their  self-dependence.  Within  a  few  years,  the  experiment 
has  been  tried  with  some  who  had  some  vision,  of  sending 
them  to  their  homes  for  a  few  months,  with  directions  to  go  to 
the  common  schools  where  they  could  hear  the  reading  and 
recitations  of  the  pupils  and  the  instructions  of  the  teachers, 
and  associate  with  the  seeing  children,  hear  and  join  in  their 
conversation,  and  as  far  ascnay  be,  enter  into  their  sports  and 
enjoy  a  broader  field  of  companionship  and  sympathy  than 
they  could  in  this  school. 

In  these  and  other  ways,  the  blind  have  been  kept  in  contact 
with  the  world  abroad,  ai^  offered  all  opportunities  to  acquire 
worldly  wisdom  as  well  as  book  knowledge, — an  acquaintance 
with  men  and  women  as  well  as  with  science  and  literature, — 
in  order  that  when  they  shall  go  forth  from  the  Institution, 
they  shall  be  prepared  to  enter  the  great  arena  of  life,  and 
compete  with. other  men  and  women,  in  as  many  fields  as 
possible^  for  its  rewards  of  honor  and  esteem,  of  respect  and 
substance. 

Efforts  made  to  extend  the  Advantages  of  the  Institution. 

Believing  that  such  institutions  as  this,  although  they  still 
fail  of  giving  their  pupils  the  completeness  of  an  ideal  and 
desirable  education,  yet  educate  them  better  than  they  other- 
wise would  be,  the  managers  have  endeavored  to  diffuse  its 
blessings  widely  through  New  England.  They  have,  from  time 
to  time,  sent  forth  some  of  the  pupils  under  proper  teachers 
and  guides,  to  give  public  exhibitions  in  various  places  in  this 
and  other  New  England  States,  to  show  what  the  blind  can  be 
taught  to  do.  They  have  sought  out  the  blind  children  in 
these  States,  and  endeavored  to  persuade  their  friends  and 
towns  to  send  them  here.  Thus  the  doors  of  the  house  have 
been  set  and  kept  widely  open,  and  all  are  invited  to  enter.* 
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Adyant^i^es  unequally  used  by  neab  and  distant  Counties. 

Yet  it  is  manifest  that  the  advantages  of  this  Institution 
have  been  verj  unequally  enjoyed  by  the  people  in  various 
parts  of  our  Commonwealth.  Examining  the  records  of  the 
Massachusetts  pupils  from  the  beginning  of  this  school  in  1832 
to  the  present  time,  and  comparing  the  numbers  who  have 
been  sent  here  from  the  several  counties  with  their  average 
annual  population,  it  is  found  that  the  annual  average  was, 
from  Boston,  one  in  63,675 ;  from  .Norfolk,  Middlesex  and 
Essex  Counties,  and  from  Chelsea,  one  in  102,405 ;  from  Wor- 
cester, Plymouth,  and  Bristol  Counties,  one  in  108,749 ;  and 
from  Berkshire,  Franklin,  Hampshire,  Hampden,  Barnstable, 
Nantucket,  and  Dukes  Counties,*  one  in  155,143  of  their 
people. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  there  are  more  blind  in  proportion 
to  ihe  living  in  Boston  and  its  vicinity,  than  in  Middlesex, 
Essex  and  Norfolk,  or  more  in  these  three  counties  than  in 
the  other  and  remote  counties ;  yet  it  appears  that,  in  the  same 
number  of  people  in  each  district,  while  Boston  sent  100 
pupils,  the  contiguous  counties  sent  61,  Worcester,  Bristol  and 
Plymouth  sent  58,  and  the  remote  counties  sent  only  41  to  the 
Institution. 

This  accords  with  the  social  law  established  by  an  examina- 
tion of  all  the  State  lunatic  hospitals  in  this  country,  that  in 
proportion  as  a  community  approaches  such  an  institution,  the 
number  of  the  insane  sent  to  it  increases,  and  the  reverse. 

The  Institution  has  been  carried  on  through  the  last  year  as 
before,  with  the  strictest  regard  to  economy  consistent  with 
the  health  of  the  family.  The  State  has  increased  its  grants, 
and  the  charges  to  other  States  and  to  private  pupils  have  been 
increased ;  but  the  cost  of  all  the  means  of  life,  of  instruction 
and  labor,  has  increased  in  a  much  larger  ratio,  and  the 
difficulty  of  supporting  the  Institution  is  greater  than  ever. 

More  children  from  this  State  have  entered  within  the  last 
year,  than  in  years  preceding.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that 
blindness  is  increasing,  or  that  there  are  more  sightless  chil- 
dren in  proportion  to  the  people,  than  informer  years;  but 
more  attention  is  now  paid  to  the  education  of  this  class. 
The  means  offered  here  are  more  known  and  appreciated. 
Parents  are  more  familiar  with  the  management  of  the  school, 
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and  have  more  confidence  in  it,  and  are  therefore  more  willing 
to  send  tlieir  helpless  children  to  its  care.  Hence,  more  are 
sent  out  of  a  definite  number  of  |he  blind. 

CO-OPEBATOBS. 

Mr.  Campbell  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office  with 
abilit7,  rare  derotion  to  his  work,  and  ^^cp  interest  in  the 
education  of  the  pupils  in  the  school,  and  their  success  in  life 
after  they  leave  it.  Miss  Moulton,  after  an  absence  of  two 
years,  again  returned  to  her  former  office  at  the  head  of  the 
household,  over  which  she  has  presided  with  her  accustomed 
wisdom,  enei^  and  grace.  One  additional  teacher  has  been 
employed  in  the  last  term  on  account  of  the  increase  of  chil- 
dren. All  the  others  had  filled  their  respective  offices  through 
many  years,  and  have,  in  the  last  year,  as  before,  discharged 
their  duties  faithfully  and  acceptably.  Mr.  Bradford,  the 
steward,  superintendent  of  the  shop,  and  general  administrator 
of  the  physical  interests  of  the  establishment,  who  has  been 
through  nearly  a  generation,  a  useful,  reliable  and  almost 
neoessaiy  element  in  the  life  and  afiairs  of  the  Institution,  has 
rendered  another  year  of  acceptable  service. 

With  these  disciplined  and  faithful  co-operators,  with  the 
order  established  by  Dr.  Howe,  through  his  ■  long  course 
of  efiective  administration,  and  the  energy  and  harmony  of 
movement  already  existing  in  all  parts  of  the  establishment, 
household,  school,  shop,  laundry,  and  store,  I  have  found  the 
post  of  temporary  Director  to  be  both  easy  and  pleasant. 

Fiscal  Affairs. 

The  fiscal  affistirs  of  the  several  parts  of  the  establishment 
iiave  been  managed  with  the  most  careful  economy,  and  some- 
times, it  may  be  feared,  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  with 
even  too  rigid  economy.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  some 
other  and  better  things  ;  more  teachers  and  instruments,  more 
books,  more  furniture,  more  varied  food,  and  other  comforts. 
These  might  give  the  children  and  pupils  more  vigor,  and 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  school.  But  the  managers  have 
constantly  in  mind  the  great  work  given  to  this  Institution,  of 
educating  as  many  of  the  youthful  blind  as  possible,  and  of 
giving  employment,  or  affording  facilities  for  self-sustenance, 
to  as  many  of  the  mature  blind  as  may  ask  for  them. 
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The  managers  are  compelled  to  have  constantly  in  view  the 
limited  means  of  the  Institution,  whether  the  gifts  of  Massa- 
chusetts, the  payment  of  otl^er  States,  or  the  receipts  from  the 
families  of  private  pupils,  and  arrange  their  plan  of  expen- 
diture accordingly. 

Workshop. 

The  workshop  has  had  its  full  average  and  even  more  than 
its  usual  amount  of  work,  and  the  men  and  women  have 
earned  generally  good  wages ;  and  some  of  them,  at  times, 
have  had  their  hands  full  of  employment,  and  received  large 
returns.  By  this,  it  must  not  be  understood  that  they  earn  as 
much  as  seeing  people,  doing  the  same  work.  This  is  not  to  be 
expected.  No  amount  of  energy,  devotion,  or  skill  in  the 
blind,  entirely  compensates  for  their  loss  of  sight ;  but  they 
can  do  njuch  for  themselves,  and  these  people  have  generally 
made  the  most  of  their  remaining  powers,  and  earn  good  wages 
and  a  comfortable  subsistence. 

Laundry. 

The  laundry  has  accomplished  all  that  could,  be  expected  of 
it.  The  women  have  done  the  washing  for  this  Institution, 
and  for  the  idiotic  school  in  which  there  are  nearly  one  hun- 
dred persons,  and  also  much  for  many  private  families  in  (he 
city.  Thoy  wash  and  iron  and  do  the  coarse  work,  and  some 
seeing  women  are  necessarily  employed  to  aid  in  the  nice 
work,  whose  certain  wages  diminish  the  profits  which  we 
desire  should  wholly  inure  to  the  blind. 

Nevertheless,  these  sightless  washers  and  ironers  earn  wages 
nearly  sufficient  to  pay  for  comfortable,  though  cheap,  board . 
and  clothing.  But  the  Institution,  which  assumes  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  laundry,  does  so  at  considerable  cost ;  which, 
however,  is  diminishing  year  by  year,  as  more  work  is  sent  in, 
and  the  women  grow  more  skilful,  and  the  whole  establish- 
ment grows  less  burdensome. 

The  report  of  the  Steward  shows  in  detail  the  expenses  of 
the  house  and  school,  by  which,  it  will  be  seen,  that  all  that 
has  been  given  and  paid,  has  been  expended  for  necessary 
purposes.  There  has  been  an  increase  of  pupils  within  the  last 
year,  and  especially  within  the  last  term.    There  are  yet  more 
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blind  children  in  the  State  who  are  Icnown  to  the  officers  here, 
and  whose  parents  begin  to  entertain  the  unwelcome  thought 
of  sending  their  almost  helpless  ones  awaj  from  home,  and 
intrusting  them  to  the  care  of  strangers.  Yet  the  better 
thought  of  giving  their  darkened  children  an  education,  and 
means  of  sustenance  and  happiness,  is  growing  in  their  minds, 
and  they  will  fill  this  school  more  and  more.  These,  with  the 
advanced-  and  advancing  prices  bf  all  the  materials  and  means 
of  life,  inevitably  increase  the  cost  of  supporting  the  establish- 
ment, and  create  the  necessity  of  more  income  and  larger 
grants  from  t}ie  Commonwealth. 

The  legislature  appropriated  twenty  thousand  dollars  last 
year,  which  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  coming 
year ;  therefore,  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that,  the  Trustees 
ask  for  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  from  the  Commonwealth, 
for  the  support  of  the  Institution  in  the  year  1868. 

Looking  thankfully  on  the  past,  and  hopefully  to  the  future, 
committing  this  Institution  with  all  its  tender  interests  to  the 
all-seeing  Father  of  all,  to  him  who  healed  the  blind,  to  the 
maternal  care  of  our  generous  Commonwealth,  and  to  your 
faithful  watchfulness,

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SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  DR.  HOWE. 


To  the  Trustiees. 

Gentlemen  : — You  do  me  the  honor  to  request  me  to  revise 
the  manuscript  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  pro  tern., 
and  to  suggest  alterations  or  additions.  I  have  too  mudi 
respect  for  the  wisdom  of  Dr.  Jarvis  to  be  willing  to  leave  out 
anything  he  has  written,  or  any  recommendations  he  has  made, 
even  if  not  in  accordance  with  my  own  opinions.  But  we 
agree  entirely  in  our  general  views.  Indeed,  almost  all  the 
ideas  which  he  puts  forth  concerning  the  general  direction  of 
the  Institution,  and  the  suggesfions  and  recommendations 
which  he  makes,  will  be  found  in  our  former  reports,  only  he 
expresses  them  more  aptly  and  forcibly.  This  alone  would 
make  it  desirable  to  reproduce  them,  even  if  it  were  not  for  the 
consideration  that  annual  reports  of  such  institutions  must 
necessarily  contain  occasional  repetitions  of  the  same  doctrines, 
and  consist  of  line  upon  line  of  the  same  precepts. 

As  to  any  additions,  suggested  by  my  recent  inspection  of 
kindred  Institutions  in  Europe,  they  will  be  few  and  short, 
because  the  Report  is  already  large  enough. 

I  made  myself  pretty  well  acquainted  with  the  principal 
establishments  in  Great  Britain,  France,  Belgium,  Holland, 
Prussia,  Austria,  Bavaria,  and  the  smaller  German  States,  also 
in  Switzerland  and  Italy,  nearly  forty  years  ago.  I  have  visited 
most  of  them  twice  since,  and  have  kept  up  the  acquaintance 
by  reading  their  reports. 

They  have  not  increased  much  in  number,  nor  in  extent  and 
variety  of  means  of  instruction.  ,  The  principal  Institutions,  as 
compared  with  the  leading  ones  in  the  United  States,  are  not 
so  well  appointed  in  respect  to  buildings,  grounds  and  appara- 
tus, musical  instruments,  and  other  appliances  ibr  facilitating 
instruction.    They  do  not  devote  so  much  time  and  money  to 
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school  purposes,  or  to  musical  instruction ;  and  the  standard  of 
intellectual  attainment  of  the  pupils  is  not  so  high  ;  while  in 
regard  to  mechanical  work  it  is  higher.  The  British  schools 
excel  ours  in  this  respect.  Both  are  open  to  just  criticism. 
They  dwarf  the  mind  by  developing  bodily  strength  and  dex- 
terity at  the  expense  of  intellectual  development ;  we  dwarf  the 
body  by  over  exercise  of  the  mental  faculties. 

It  is  my  purpose  to  give  at  some  time,  a  detailed  account  of 
these  Institutions ;  and  therefore  will  now  simply  make  some 
general  remarks,  with  a  view  to  show  how  much  such  establish- 
ments are  affected  by  causes  not  under  the  control  of  their 
Directors. 

In  order  correctly  to  measure  and  compare  the  value  and 
importance  of  any  two  Institutions  for  the  Blind,  or  of  the 
Institutions  of  two  countries,  we  must  look  at  the  principles 
which  underlie  them,  and  the  purposes  with  which  they  are 
adminisitered.  Buildings,  grounds,  school  apparatus,  musical 
instruments,  and  even  the  amount  of  instruction,  are  less  impor- 
tant matters  than  is  the  principle  upon  which  an  Institution  is 
founded,  and  in  view  of  which  it  is  conducted.  Hence  it  is 
that  some  large  and  rich  establishments,  which  impart  a  high 
degree  of  instruction,  and  polish  up  their  pupils  with  bright 
accomplishments,  actually  do  less  than  some  small  and  humble 
ones  for  the  best  interests  of  the  blind,  and  for  promoting  what 
ought  to  be  the  chief  aim  of  all  Institutions  for  their  education. 

In  my  humble  opinion  that  aim  should  be  : 

First,  to  prevent  the  infirmity  of  blindness  from  acting  unfa- 
vorably upon  the  harmonious  development  and  formation  of 
character ; 

Second,  to  compensate  for  lack  of  vision  [in  so  far  as  that  is  a 
bar  to  bodily  and  mental  development,]  by  increased  exercise  of 
the  remaining  senses,  and  by  appliances  adapted  to  sharpen 
those  senses ; 

Third,  by  these  and  by  other  means,  to  equalize,  morally, 
piiysically  and  socially,  the  condition  of  the  blind  with  that  of 
ordinary  persons,  or  as  nearly  as  may  be.  In  other  words,  to 
reduce  to  its  minimum  the  difference  between  those  who  see, 
and  those  who  do  not  see,  so  far  as  that  difference  is  the  result 
of  blindness. 
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Blind  cliildren  and  youth  should  be  trained  and  fashioned  iu 
such  wise  that  peculiarities  growing  out  of  their  infirmity 
shall  not  prevent  them  from  being  fused  into  the  general  mass 
of  society. 

The  degree  of  success  which  is  obtained  in  different  Institu- 
tions and  different  countries  depends  partly  upon  conditions 
within  bur  control,  and  partly  upon  things  beyond  our  control. 
So  strong  is  the  claim  of  the  blind  upon  the  human  sympathy 
that  in  all  civilized  countries,  wise  and  honest  efforts  to  raise 
means  for  their  instruction  and  improvement  are  always  suc- 
cessful. Failure  implies  lack  of  wisdom  or  of  earnestness  in 
those  who  ask. 

But  it  is  different  when  we  come  to  moral  measures  ;  that  is, 
when  we  ask  for  justice  as  well  as  pity ;  for  sympathy  as  well 
as  alms. 

All  Institutions  are  affected  by  the  social  and  political  atmos- 
phere around  them ;  and  hence,  as  a  general  rule,  it  id  found 
that  Institutions  for  the  Blind  come  nearer  to  attaining  what 
we  have  laid  down  above  as  their  highest  purpose,  in  those 
countries  which  are  most  democratic  in  their  general  character 
and  tendencies. 

In  England  the  general  result  of  the  effort  in  behalf  of  the 
blind  has  been  to  intensify  some-  of  the  unfavorable  effects 
growing  out  of  blindness.  They  are  segregated  from  general 
society  even  more  than  they  were  before.  They  are  put  into  a 
class  by  themselves,  and  become  more  distinctly  marked. 
Their  post  is  still  that  of  dependents;  for  the  blind  man,  instead 
of  holding  out  his  hat  at  the  street  corner,  is  put  into  an  Asy- 
lum where  a  contribution  box  is  held  out  for  him  at  the  door. 
The  inevitable  beggar's  box  in  the  Hall  of  Asylums  is  more 
indicative  of  the  real  character  of  the  establishment  than  the 
pretentious  gothic  fronts,  or  even  the  marble  tablets  upon 
which  the  names  of  benefactors  and  the  sums  they  have  given 
are  blazoned  in  gold  letters. 

Most  of  the  European  Institutions  for  the  Blind  are  in  the 
nature  of  Asylums,  and  are  supported  by  annual  contributions, 
which  are  made  and  received  in  the  spirit  of  alms-giving  and 
aims-taking.  This  helps  strengthen  and  perpetuate — what  it  is 
most  desirable  to  destroy — namely,  th«  old  unhappy  and  disad- 
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I  association  in  the  public  mind,  of  blindiress  vith 

a  general  thing,  in  Europe  more  than  in  America, 
id  social  influences  favor  the  promotion  of  and  main- 
distinct  classes,  of  different  grades  of  respectability, 
the  inhabitants.  It  is  natural,  therefore,  that  the

tin  class  of  blind  children  in  common  schools  -with 
children,  which  matter  is  worthy  of  special  attention, 
ne  idea  pervades  their  subsequent  treatment.  Cer- 
ities  and  advantages  for  employment  and  work  are 
to  the  blind  man  as  a  matter  of  right,  rather  than  of  - 
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charity ;  and  as  an  offset  to  the  disadvantages  arising  from  on 
infirmity  for  which  he  is  not  responsible. 

Our  Institutions  have  been  in  operation  but  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  but  they  show  already  the  result  of  the  higher  princi- 
ples and  more  just  views.  Patient  and  persevering  efforts, 
directed  by  such  principles,  will  bring  still  more  gratifying 
results. 

Such  principles  applied  in  practice,  patiently  and  persevor- 
ingly,  by  men  who  are  gifted  with  the  necessary  personal 
qualities,  will  soon  have  still  greater  effect. 

I  regret  that  I  did  not  arrive  at  them  earlier,  and  have  not 
been  able  to  act  upon  them  more  consistently.  I  shall  not  live 
to  see  their  full  fruition,  for  the  eleventh  hour  has  come  to  me; 
but  many  of  my  fellow-laborers  will  witness  them,  and  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that,  owing  in  part  to  their  labors,  the 
blind  will  at  last  b&  taken  as  equal,  independent  and  useful 
members,  into  that  general  society  by  which  they  have  so4ong 
been  considered  as  burdensome  dependents. 

I  earnestly  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  and  of 
the  legislature,  the  recommendation  I  have  frequently  made 
concerning  the  increase  of  the  library  for  the  blind. 

Also  to  a  special  recommendation  of  certain  changes  in  the 
buildings  of  the  Institution.  These  would  involve  a  considera- 
ble cost>  but  would  give  us,  first,  greater  security  from  fire ; 
second,  a  laundry  for  women  upon  our  own  premises  ;  third, 
removal  of  the  men's  workshop  to  the  central  lot ;  fourth, 
increased  facilities  for  carrying  on  the  various  branches  of  the 
Institution.    The  alternative  is  an  entirely  now  building. 

It  is  my  duty  to  advise  the  Trustees  to  be  looking  about  for 
my  successor.  Whoever  has  held  an  office  thirty-seven  succes- 
sive years  must  expect  to  quit  it  soon.  Besides,  in  my  case, 
even  should  my  life  be  prolonged,  there  are  strong  reasons  for 
my  seel$:iug  for  another  field  of  work ;  though  I  hope  to  be  able 
to  give  to  this  some  of  whatever  strength  may  be  left.

I>EAB  Sib  : — I  Bolicit  your  kind  attention  to  some  remarks  concerning 
blind  persons. 

For  a  quarter  of  a  century  ample  provisions  have  existed  in  New 
England  for  the  gratuitous  instruction  and  improvement  of  all  of  themt 
but  still  the  fact  is  not  known  to  parties  most  concerned.  In  remote 
towns  and  villages,  many  blind  children  grow  up  in  ignorance,  and  learn 
onlj  too  late  what  a  precious  opportunity  they  have  lost. 

Indeed,  their  very  existence  is  sometimes  unknown  beyond  their  own 
household  or.im  mediate  neighborhood*  Clergymen,  and  oven  physicians, 
when  asked  if  they  know  any  blind  children,  often  say,  ^  No  I  there  is 
not  one' in  my  parish!"  or  ^my  round,**  whereas,  in  reality,  there  may 
b3  several. 

The  census-taker  misses  many  of  them.  Some  parents  either  dislike 
to  acknowledge  the  infirmity  of  a  child,  or  fail  to  see  how  they  can 
benefit  him  by  making  it  known. 

Nothing  but  earnest  and  careful  search,  by  intelligent  persons,  reveals 
the  Teal  number  of  the  blind. 

Will  you  kindly  undertake  this  work  in  your  neighborhood ;  and  if 
yoa  find,  in  indigent  or  ignorant  families,  a  child  so  deficient  in  sight 
that  it  cannot  distinguish  the  nails  on  your  fingers,  or  letters  in  a  book, 
send  me  the  name  and  address  in  full  ? 

If  the  child  is  over  five  years  of  age,  I  will  send  an  alphabet,  in  raised 
print,  that  it  may  begin  to  feel  out  the  letters,  if  some  one  will  give  a 
little  assistance  in  the  beginning.  If  the  child  is  able  to  go  out,  will 
yon  kindly  urge  the  parents  to  send  it  to  the  nearest  public  school,  and 
to  persist  in  having  it  go  regularly  ?  If  the  teacher  can  be  induced  to 
give  it  a  little  special  attention,  it  will  learn  a  great  deal ;  but  if  the 
child  only  sits  and  listens,  it  will  learn  much  that  will  be  valuable  to  it 
allterwards. 

If  the  circumstances  of  the  family  forbid  the  child  receiving  all  the 
necessary  attention  and  guidance,  it  had  better  be  sent  here,  at  least  for 
one  year.    This  can  be  done  without  any  other  cost  except  for  clothing 
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and  car-fare.  Let  the  parents,  or  the  selectmen,  or  some  intelligent 
friend,  Tvrite  to  the  governor  of  yoar  State,  and  he  will  give  a  warrant 
for  free  admission. 

The  child  will  here  be  under  the  care  of  good  and  kind  women,  who 
will  watch  over  it  carefallj.  It  will  be  taught  all  the  branches  usnallj 
taught  in  common  schools,  and  will  soon  be  able  to  read  the  Bible,  to 
write,  cipher,  &c.  If  the  child  has  good  musical  ability,  he  will  have 
opportunity  of  cultivating  it,  and  be  taught  to  sing  and  play. 

If  the  blind  person  is  an  adult  (not  over  forty  years,)  and  well  and 
strong,  and  desirous  of  learning  some  j[imple  trade  by  which  he  can 
afterwards  earn  his  living  (in  part,  at  least,)  he  can  be  admitted  upon 
the  warrant  of  the  governor. 

By  making  these  facts  known  to  any  &mily  having  a  blind  relative, 
you  may  perhaps  confer  upon  it  a  great  benefit,  and  certainly  yon  will 
oblige.

To  the  Corporation. 

The  Trustees  respectfully  submit  the  Twentieth  Annaal 
Report  of  the  School  for  Idiots.  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Howe,  their 
long-tried  and  faithful  Superintendent,  on  account  of  failing 
health,  sailed  in  March  for  Europe  for  an  absence  of  several 
months.  We  are  happy  to  learn  that  he  has  regained  his  vigor 
and  has  spent  a  useful  season  in  the  work  of  humanity,  investi- 
gating European  institutions  for  idiots  and  other  feeble  children. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  that  he  is  now  to  return  to  his 
home  and  accustomed  position  as  Superintendent  of  this  school, 
where  we  trust  he  will  have  another  period  of  usefulness. 

Dr.  Edward  Jarvis,  who  has  always  filled  the  place  of  Dr. 
Howe  in  his  absence,  has  superintended  the  school  seven  months. 
The  school  has  been  full,  and  more  than  the  number  required 
by  the  law  have  been  on  the  beneficiary  list,  and  there  are  now, 
as  there  ever  has  beed,  a  large  number  of  applicants  for  places 
who  cannot  be  admitted,  because  there  is  neither  room  nor 
means  of  supporting  them. 

ENLARGEMENT  OF  THE  BUILDINa. 

The  crowded  house  and  the  want  of  an  infirmary  or  separate 
place  for  the  sick,  has  been  severely  felt,  especially  in  periods 
of  epidemics,  which  have  several  times  visited  the  institution. 

It  was  at  first  supposed  that  sufficient  room  for  this  purpose 
could  be  obtained  by  raising  the  rear  building  eleven  feet  and 
adding  another  story ;  and  that  this  could  be  done  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  seven  thousand  dollars.  At  the  request  of  the  Trus- 
tees, the  legislature  granted  tlie  sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars 
for  this  purpose.  A  building  committee  from  this  Board  was 
appointed  to  plan  and  superintend  the  work.

Gentlemen: — This  institution  during  the  past  year  has  done 
its  usual  work  and  enjoyed  its  usual  prosperity.  It  has,  at  all 
times,  been  full  of  pupils  and  has  boarded  and  trained  all  the 
State  bene&ciaries  that  the  law  required,  and  also  a  number  of 
private  pupils. 

There  were  belonging  to  the  school  October  1, 1866,  seventy ; 
received  during  the  year,  fourteen ;  total  during  the  year, 
eighty-four ;  discharged  daring  the  year,  sixteen ;  now  on  the 
rolls  of  the  school,  sixty-eight.

BESIDENCE    OF    PUPILS — ^EFFECT    OF    DISTANCE    ON    THE    USE    OF 

THE  SCHOOL. 

The  school  has  been  in  operation  nineteen  years,  from  the 
autumn  of  1848.  During  this  period  its  charities  and  its 
advantages  have  been  offered  equally  to  the  people  of  all  parts 
of  the  Commonwealth.  All  have  been  invited  with  equal  free- 
dom to  send  their  feeble  children  to  enjoy  them.  Yet  these 
opportunities  have  been  accepted  in  different  proportions  by  the 
people.  Three  hundred  and  forty-five  idiotic  and  feeble-minded 
children  and  youth  have  been  offered  for  admission  from  Massa- 
chusetts. It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  that  these 
are  in  very  different  proportions  from  the  various  part  of  the 
State.

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This  shows  that  in  a  definite  number  of  people  in  eacb  of 
these  several-  districts,  as  often  as  Boston  sent  one  hundred 
children  to  this  school,  Essex,  Middlesejc,  Norfolk  and  Chelsea, 
sent  seventy ;  Worcester,  Bristol  and  Plymouth,  forty-three ; 
and  the  seven  remotest  counties  sent  thirty-seven. 

Here  is  another  proof  of  the  principle  already  demonstrated 
by  the  experience  of  the  lunatic  hospitals  and  the  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  that  the  people  take  advantage  of  the  privileges 
offered  by  these  establishments  in  proportion  to  their  nearness 
to  them.* 

AGE. 

The  conditions  of.  the  school  offer  its  privileges  to  children 
under  16.  This  is  fixed  as  the  highest  age  for  the  admission  of 
beneficiaries.  The  best  age  is  six  to  twelve,  yet  this  rule  has 
not  been  rigidly  adhered  to,  especially  for  private  pupils,  who 
are  often  older  than  16  when  they  come.

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stances  and  offcen  uncertain  in  their  plans  and  ineffective  in 
their  accomplishments,  our  household  necessarily  varies  in  its 
elementary  parts. 

The  pupils  are  often  sick  and  are  taken  home  for  short 
periods.  Some  are  able  to  assist  temporarily  in  the  work  of 
home  and  are  taken  away  for  that  purpose.  Some  parents, 
seeing  the  improved  habit  and  manner,  the  quiet  and  controlled 
deportment  of  their  children  here,  think  they  will  try  them  in 
their  houses,  or  wish  them  for  a  visit  at  least,  which  however 
is  very  apt  to  be  protracted  longer  than  first  proposed. 

VACATIONS. 

There  is  one  vacation  a  year.  This  is  for  the  good  of  the 
teachers  and  the  managers.  The  work  of  the  house  and  school 
and  the  ceaseless  strain  on  their  nervous  system  become  very 
exhaustive,  and  they  crave  a  rest  to  recruit  and  fit  them  for  a 
renewed  work.  It  is  better  for  the  children  also,  that  they  be 
not  permanently  or  continuously  separated  from  their  families, 
their  parents  and  their  more  favored  brothers  and  sisters,  and 
receive  their  whole  development  among  strangers.  However 
kind  and  tender,  however  discreet  and  sympathizing  their 
teachers  and  attendants  may  be,  they  cannot  give  all  that  the 
child's  heart  longs  for,  the  father's  and  mother's  love,  the 
sweet  endearments  of  home  that  have  been  lavished  on  him 
&om  his  earliest  consciousness. 

Although  most  of  these  children  are  from  the  families  of  the 
poor,  and  some  have  lived  in  comfortless  houses  with  many  pri- 
vations ;  still  it  is  and  has  been  the  home  of  their  affections  and 
their  hearts  are  bound  to  it  by  the  tenderest  associations.  And 
though  they  find  here  all  the  physical  and  moral  qualities  of 
what  a  home  should  be,  in  better  and  more  desirable  condition, 
and  enjoy  influences  much  more  favorable  for  their  health  and 
strength  of  body  and  mind  and  morals,  yet  we  would  not  cut 
them  off  from  the  natural  and  endearing  associations  with  their 
kindred. 

INTERCOURSE  OF  THE  PUPILS  WITH  THEIR  FAMILIES. 

Nor  is  it  well  for  the  parents  to  cut  off  entirely  their 
connection  with   their  child.    However   feeble   may  be   his 
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mental  and  moral  endowments,  however  limited  his  intelli- 
gence and  small  his  power  to  manage  himself,  however  trouble- 
some may  be  the  care  of  him,  or  offensive  his  habits  and  bur< 
densome  his  presence,  still  he  is  their  child,  the  child  of  their 
affections  as  well  as  of  their  bodies  ;  and  the  natural  yearnings 
of  their  hearts  and  their  active  sympathies  should  oot  be  suf- 
fered to  grow  cold  in  perpetual  separation,  but  should  be  kept 
warm  by  occasional  intercourse,  and  their  feelings  of  respon- 
sibility for  him  should  not  be  permitted  to  die  or  even  languish 
by  being  permanently  relieved  of  his  care. 

For  the  good  of  the  parents  as  well  as  of  the  children,  vaca- 
tions have  been  established  and  the  pupils  have  been  sent  home 
once  a  year  for  a  few  weeks.  By  this  means,  the  families  and 
friends  have  opportunity  to  see  their  progress  and  improvement 
and  are  generally  more  interested  in  the  school  and  more  wil- 
ling to  co-operate  in  the  plans  adopted  M  the  education  of 
their  otherwise  almost  hopeless  children. 

But  the  vacation  which  generally  is  productive  of  good  is  not 
without  its  evils.  Most  families  manifest  great  affection  for 
these  feeble  children  ;  many  have  it  in  excess.  The  weakness 
of  the  little  one  seems  to  find  a  compensation  in  the  strength 
of  the  mother's  love,  in  the  increase  of  her  devotion  to  his  com- 
fort and  of  her  anxious  endeavors  to  provide  for  and  watch 
over  him.  The  very  inability  of  the  child  to  respond  to  the 
mother's  sympathy,  to  return  love  for  love,  to  co-operate  with 
mind  and  hand  in  her  purposes,  or  in  any  way  gratify  the 
natural  pride  of  the  parent  in  her  offspring,  seems  to  bind  her 
more  closely  to  him.  In  some,  this  parental  regard  for  the 
feeble-minded  children  results  in  undue  indulgence,  in  readi- 
ness to  gratify  their  wants  of  every  character,  to  feed  and 
pamper  their  appetites  and  to  yield  to  their  caprices.  The 
mother  finds  little  heart  to  resist  their  wishes,  which  are  mani- 
fested in  importunate  intreaties,  that  increase  to  demands  for 
gratification.  Hence,  the  appetites  and  propensities  and  the 
elements  of  the  animal  nature  are  cultivated  in  an  undue 
degree,  and  sometimes  enormously,  and  then  the  child  becomes 
inordinately  sensual,  wilful  and  selfish.  Herein  is  the  first 
difiiculty  in  the  management  and  training  of  most  of  the  new 
pupils.    They  bring  passions  that  need  to  be  checked,  and 
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e  that  most  be  controlled.  The  patience  of  the  mana-

I^achers  and  attendants  here  must  be  selected  with  more 
in  those  who  have  the  charge  of  children  in  other,  and 
rage,  schools  and  families.  A  larger  than  the  average 
of  power  and  culture,  of  discipline  aud  tenderness  are 
to  compensate  in  some  measure  for  the  want  of  these, 
ubjects  of  their  training  and  education.

3  is  among  these  feeble-minded  children  a  varied  improv- 
ind  actual  improvement,  corresponding  to  their  varied 
icnt,  as  in  other  and  more  favored  classes.     Some  are 
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comparatively  easily  taught  their  little  lessons,  and  acquire 
their  learning  with  considerable  facility ;  others  are  slow  to 
nnderistand,  and  receive  impressions  and  ideas  only  through 
the  longest  and  most  protracted  processes  and  by  the  most 
persevering  and  patient  repetitions  of  the  teacher's  efforts. 
And  a  third,  but  small  class,  seem  to  have  little  or  no  power  of 
understanding,  and  are  to  the  teachers  almost  hopeless  subjects 
of  instruction,  and  to  the  attendants  constant  objects  of 
anxiety. 

But  we  are  happy  to  say  that,  in  the  experience  of  this 
school,  there  have  been  hardly  any  so  low  as  to  be  beyond  the 
reach  of  some  elevating  influences,  none  or  next  to  none  so 
fixed  in  their  degradation  as  to  be  immovable.  Even  the  lowest 
of  these  idiots,  the  least  favored  of  the  children  of  humanity, 
the  few  who  have  no  more  intelligence  than  fowls  and  none  of 
their  grace,  no  power,  thought  or  care  to  harmonize  their  habits 
with  those  of  other  children,  no  idea  and  no  sense  of  propriety, 
who  were  burdens  upon  their  families  and  an  offence  to  their 
fellows  and  to  all  who  saw  them,  these  have  been  and  are 
equally  the  objects  of  care  and  training  here.  These  could  not 
be  taught  letters,  perhaps  not  even  to  know  their  right  hand 
from  their  left,  yet  they  could  be  trained  to  better  habits,  to  be 
decent,  proper  and  not  offensive,  to  give  appropriate  attention 
to  their  natural  wants,  to  sit  and  eat  at  table,  with  knife,  fork  or 
spoon,  and  to  be,  if  not  agreeable,  at  least  less  painfully  disagree- 
able than  they  had  been.  After  all  the  care  and  teaching,  they 
are  still  idiots,  yet  their  idiocy  is  less  intense,  it  costs  less  of 
watchfulness  and  labor,  less  of  anxiety  and  agony  of  heart  to 
keep  them  thereafter.  These  are  the  lowest,  the  least  promis- 
ing and  the  least  improved,  yet  the  labor  and  money  spent, 
even  on  these,  have  not  been  lost. 

The  improvement  in  the  others  has  been  more  marked,  and 
this  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  their  original  endowment. 
Those  who  could  learn,  htfve  been  taught  to  work,  the  girls  in 
the  house,  and  the  boys  in  the  shop.  Work  here  as  elsewhere 
is  valuable,  not  only  for  the  special  knowledge  or  skill  obtained 
thereby,  but  for  the  general  development  of  the  children's 
powers,  the  common  and  available  use  of  their  faculties,  4he 
facility  of  applying  their  hands  and  their  attention  to  any 
purpose.

other  food  is  prepared  and  adapted  to  the  weakness  of  the 
digestive  function  and  the  system  nourished  and  strengthened 
as  much  as  possible.  But  when  the  child's  brain  is  weak  and 
the  mind  cannot  be  acted  upon  nor  the  intellectual  faculty 
developed  by  the  usual  methods  of  instruction  and  influences 
of  homes  and  schools,  the  family  seem  to  feel  relieved  of  their 
responsibility  for  his  mental  development  and  education  and  no 
other  means  are  sought  for  this  purpose.  He  is  left  to  neglect, 
with  only  the  chance  of  physical  growth.  The  cerebral  organ 
is  left  dormant,  and  the  mind  suffered  to  sleep  the  sleep  of 
death,  while  the  appetites,  passions  and  lowest  propensities  are 
permitted  and  sometimes  encouraged  to  grow  inordinately. 

UNCONSCIOUS  EDUCATION  OF  CHILDREN. 

It  is  a  saying  imputed  to  Lord  Brougham,  that  a  child  learns 
more  before  he  is  seven  years  old,  than  all  he  learns  afterwards. 
Without  consenting  to  or  denying  this  proposition,  it  may  be 
safely  said,  that  a  child  of  common  understanding,  in  those 
tender  years  learns  very  much  that  is  as  essential  to  the  con- 
duct of  life  as  that  which  he  afterwards  acquires ;  and  these  he 
learns  mostly,  not  by  lessons,  nor  by  direct  and  intentional 
teaching  of  his  mother  or  others  appointed  for  the  purpose,  but 
by  his  own  observations ;  every  one  about  him  is  his  uncon- 
scious teacher.  The  conversation  of  older  boys  and  girls,  and 
of  men  and  women,  movements,  events,  circumstances,  things 
around  him  give  him  lessons,  and  he  observes,  studies,  thinks 
and  learns.  Besides  these  means  of  education  the  child  and 
the  boy  are  sent  to  school,  where  they  have  teachers,  and 
books,  and  lessons,  suited  to  their  comprehension,  and  varied 
to  meet  the  increase  and  growth  of  their  perceptive  and 
reasoning  faculties. 

HOME  EDUCATION  OF  DULL  CHILDREN. 

But  the  idiot  child  has  no  innate  power  of  learning  from  all 
the  moving  life  and  things  about  him ;  his  understanding  is 
not  sufficient  to  comprehend  the  lessons  that  are  offered  and 
unconsciously  taught  by  the  conversation  of  children  and  men, 
by  circumstances  and  things.

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The  object  of  this  is  not  merely  to  teach  language,  and  show 
the  meaning  of  the  words  round,  square,  long,  short,  red,  blue, 
&0.J  biit  to  acci^stom  him  to  recognize  the  differeuQes  of  things 
presented  in  their  various  visible  qualities. 

He  should  be  set  to  work  in  the  matters  about  home ;  turn 
the  cofifee-mill,  sweep  the  floor,  hoe  in  the  garden  or  field,  and 
perform  any  other  simple  things  in  the  house  or  elsewhere. 

It  is  not  enough  to  tell  him  once,  or  even  many  times,  to  do 
these  things,  but  he  must  be  watched  and  shown,  and  his  hand 
directed,  until  his  own  brain  can  direct  it,  and  he  can  do  the 
work  without  aid. 

He  should  have  pictures  of  objects  easily  distinguished,  and 
be  taught  to  study  them,  and  asked*  to  point  out  the  man,  the 
cow,  the  house,  the  tree.  He  should  have  strings  to  wind 
round  things ;  to  tie  to  the  chair,  and  call  it  a  horse  ;  blocks  to 
pile  up  in  fancy  shapes,  or  in  imitation  of  a  house,  or  any 
object  he  may  see  or  imagine.  A  wooden  ball  and  pins  to  roll 
on  the  floor  and  knock  down,  and  thus  cultivate  his  power  of 
attention,  and  the  use  of  his  hands  for  a  definite  purpose. 

He  should  be  especially  taught  to  tie  knots,  to  button  and 
unbutton  his  clothes,  and  to  dress  himself;  to  wash  his  hands 
and  face,  to  feed,  and  take  care  of  himself  in  all  possible  ways. 

These  are  neglected  in  these  benighted  children,  and  ihey 
are  deprived  of  the  development  that  they  would  havo  derived 
from  being  taught  and  required  to  perform  them. 

It  is  objected  that  the  attempt  to  get  work  from  such  a  child 
is  unprofitable, — a  burden,  rather  than  a  help;  that  the  busi- 
ness and  movements  of  the  house  will  not  bear  this  interrup- 
tion. This  is  a  part,  and,  for  the  time,  the  whole  of  the  educa- 
tion of  the  child,  and  must  be  placed  in  the  same  category 
with  the  school  education  of  any  other  child,  which  pays  no 
immediate  profit,  yet  is  not  neglected. 

If  the  mothers  and  other  members  of  families  would,  in  these 
and  manifold  other  ways,  endeavor  to  train  their  dull  and 
idiotic  children  to  do  common  things,  which  others  do  easily, 
but  which  they  cannot  do  without  special  instruction  ;  if  they 
would  Watch  over  tli^r  habits,  and  correct  every  error,  patiently, 
gently,  but  firmly  ;Vnd  if  they  would  begin  this  early  in  the

The  bright,  the  intelligent,  the  quickly  apprehensive  and 
largely  comprehensive;  those  who,  in  spite  of  neglect  and 
obstacles.  Would  learn,  and  acquire  knowledge  imder  any  diffi- 
culties; these  are  offered  every  encouragement  and  aid. 
Their  path  is  laid  broadly  open,  and  they  are  invited  and 
urged  to  go  onward  and  upward,  acquiring  more  and  more 
intellectual  power  in  themselves,  and  receiving  m(H^  and  more 
of  the  world's  sympathy,  as  their  capital  of  both  increases. 
On  the  contrary,  the  child  that  is  apparently  endowed  with  no 
natural  gifts,  is  left  without  aid,  to  grope  his  way  in  the  dai^ ; 
and  hence  the  dull  child  may  be  forced,  by  domestic  and  social 
neglect,  to  become  feeble-minded,  and  the  feeble-minded  to 
become  an  idiot,  and  the  idiot  of  the  higher  order  fall  to  the 
lower,  because  he  can  do  so  little.  While,  on  the  opposite  end 
of  the  scale  pf  intellectual  power,  the  generous  encouragement 
of  the  family  at  home,  and  of  society  abroad,  carry  the  richly 
endowed  from  strength  to  strength,  from  broad  to  still  broader 
learning,  because  they  can  do  so  much. 

The  faithful  shepherd  of  old  left  his  ninety  and  nine  sheep 
that  could  take  care  of  themselves,  and  went  out  of  his  accus- 
tomed way,  and  gave  all  his  time  and  power  to  save  the  poor 
wanderer  that  could  not  be  preserved  by  the  ordinary  care  and 
watchfulness. .  So  the  poor  idiot,  the  feeble-minded  and  the 
dull  child  should  be  the  first  object  of  interest  in  the  family 
and  in  the  State.  Inasmuch  as  he  is  made  poor  by  nature,  he 
should  be  made  rich  by  the  more  abundant  attentions,  the 
warmer  and  more  effective  sympathy  of  those  who  have  any 
responsibility  for  his  development  and  education.

FINANCIAL. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  that  the  finances  are 
in  better  condition  than  they  have  been  for  some  years. 

INSUFFICIENCY  OP  STATE  PAYMENTS. 

Tiie  institution  has  suffered  greatly,  from  the  insufficient 
payment  by  the  State  for  its  wards.  Fifteen  years  ago,  the 
State  gave  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  sixty-six  cents,  a 
year  for  the  education  of  each  of  its  beneficiaries.  Six  years 
ago,  1861,  this  sum  was  unintentionally  reduced  to  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents.  Although 
the  cost  of  all  the  means  of  life,  provisions,  labor,  &c.,  have 
nearly  doubled,  the  grants  per  scholar  iiave  remained  tiie  same. 

As  these  were  no  more  than  sufficient  in  the  early  years, 
they  have  been  insufficient  in  the  later  periods  ;  and  if  the  insti- 
tution had  not  received  private  pupils,  wiio  paid  a  profit,  and  if 
it  had  not  had  the  gratuitous  service  of  the  Superintendent,  the 
school  could  not  have  been  maintained.  Even  with  these  helps, 
the  expenses  exceeded  the  receipts,  until  the  legislature  of  this 
year  granted  an  extra  appropriation,  without  increasing  the 
number  of  children  to  be  educated.  With  the  quarterly  instal- 
ments thus  far  received  from  the  State  treasury,  the  debt  that 
had  been  incurred  is  nearly  paid.  All  the  old  bills,  all  those 
for  current  expenses  and  also  those  incurred  for  repairs  have 
been  paid,  excepting  a  few,  amounting  to  eight  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars,  which  could  not  be  obtained  in  season  to  be 
paid  on  or  before  the  30th  of  September. 

Tlie  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  there  was  a  debt  due  from 
the  treasury  to  the  Globe  Bank,  the  1st  October,  1866,  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  and  in  his  hands  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents.  Balance  against  the 
treasury,  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and 
thirty-nine  cents. 

There  was  a  balance  due  the  Steward  of  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  seventy  cents.  Balance 
against  the  institution,  October  1st,  1866,  two  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars  and  nine  cents. 
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es  this,  there  were  outstanding  claims,  bills  not  sent  in 
uncertain  amounts. 

e  present  time,  the  Treasurer  owes  a  note  to  the  Globe 
if  twelve  hundred  dollars,  ($1,200.)

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEK 


dKe  Building  Committee,  appointed  by  this  board  in  April, 
to  obtain  plans  and  to  superintend  the  improvements  authorized 
by  the  legislature,  took  a  surrey  of  the  building  and  grounds 
with  their  present  condition  and  circumstances,  and  the  means 
and  facilities  of  enlargement. 

They  found  that,  beside  the  mere  increase  of  space  for  the 
infirmary  and  an  additional  school-room,  there  were  other 
wants  to  be  met  and  other  advantages  to  be  gained. 

/ 

WORKSHOP. 

The  basement  or  workshop  which  is  the  only  place  for  all 
mechanical  operations,  is  a  cellar,  seven  feet  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground  in  front,  and  five  feet  below  it  in  the  rear. 

Though  not  perceptibly  wet,  and  tolerably  lighted  by  small 
windows  on  the  south  side,  it  is  not  as  dry  as  a  place  of  resi* 
dence  or  labor  should  be,  nor  as  well  lighted,  as  is  desirable  for 
mechanical  purposes.  Nor  is  it  as  healthful  as  the  abode  of 
any  boys  or  men  phould  be  allowed  to  be,  especially  of  such 
feeble  constitutions  as  the  pupils  in  this  school.  This  is  an 
evil  that  has  hitherto  been  unavoidable,  but  should  be  tolerated 
no  longer  than  necessity  compels,  and  be  remedied  as  early  as 
possible. 

Then,  while  changing  the  character  and  condition  of  the 
house,  it  is  important  to  raise  this  underground  room  and 
make  it  a  healthful  place  for  the  boys  to  work  in.  This  can  be 
accomplished,  while  raising  the  building  for  the  addition  of  one 
story,  by  raising  it  three  feet  more,  for  the  elevation  of  this 
basement  story  or  room,  to  that  extent. 

This  would  require  then ,  that  the  building  be  raised  fourteen 
feet  and  a  new  wall  built  to  that  height;  eleven  feet  for  the 
new  story,  and  three  feet  for  the  basement  story  and  the  floor 


•I 
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of  this  lower  room  raised  three  feet  or  another  floor  put  in,  so 
many  feet  aboTe  that  which  is  now  there.  The  workshop  will 
then  be  high  and  dry,  well  lighted,  and  a  healthful  and 
comfortable  place  for  the  boys  to  work  in. 

GTMNASIUM. 

If  the  building  be  raised  as  it  now  is,  and  the  space  be  appro- 
priated as  it  is  and  has  been,  the  gymnasium  will  be  in  tiie 
second  story,  and  immediately  over  one  of  the  school-rooms. 
The  exercises  of  the  gymnasium  are  necessarily  rery  noisy; 
they  would  disturb  and  at  times  suspend  the  use  of  the  room 
below  for  the  purpose  of  teaching,  and  therefore  this  arrange- 
ment would  interfere  with  or  preyent  the  free  and  uninter- 
rupted use  of  both  of  these  rooms. 

It  is  moreoYcr  desirable,  that  the  gymnasium,  which  is  very 
much  and  almost  constantly  used  for  many  purposes,  should  be 
as  accessible  as  possible,  which  could  not  be,  if  it  were  in  the 
second  story. 

These  difficulties  may  be  obviated  by  placing  the  gymnasium 
on  the  ground  floor  and  under  the  present  building  when  it 
shall  be  raised.  The  gymnasium*  is  eighteen  feet  high.  If  the 
building  be  raised  as  proposed,  fourteen  feet,  its  present  lower 
floor  will  be  eighteen  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground  in  the 
rear  and  sixteen  feet  above  it  in  front ;  and  the  gymnasium 
under  it  can  have  the  same  elevation  that  it  now  has  and  its 
floor  be  as  high  as  the  ground  behind  and  only  two  feet  below 
it  in  front. 

This  position  will  make  it  very  accessible  from  the  entry  in 
the  first  story,  and  from  both  ftont  and  rear.  It  will  occupy 
forty  feet  in  length  of  the  new  story  and  basement,  including 
the  room  where  the  wood  and  lumber  are  kept,  and  also  about 
twenty  feet  of  the  length  of  the  present  workshop.  This 
removal  of  the  gymnasium  will  leave  the  present  entire  build- 
ing free  for  dormitories,  school-rooms  and  other  purposes  of 
the  school  and  family.  But  in  doing  this  it  will  be  necessary 
to  build  a  floor  across  the  present  gymnasium,  on  a  level  with 
the  floor  of  the  present  second  story,  and  also  remove  that 
which  is  the  floor  of  the  attic  and  the  ceiling  of  the  room  below 
it.  These  will  complete  the  two  stories  of  the  present  house, 
which  will  be  the  second  and  third  stories  of  the  future  bouse. 
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In  the  length  of  the  new  story,  forty  feet  will  be  occupied  by 
the  gymnasium,  and  sixty  feet  by  entries,  school,  clothes  and 
other  rooms. 

By  this  arrangement,  new  space  will  be  gained  equal  to  one 
entire  story,  forty  by  one  hundred  feet,  and  to  two-fifths  of 
another  story,  forty  by  forty  feet,  all  available  for  the  purposes 
•  of  the  school ;  but  on  the  contrary,  there  will  be  lost  the  pres- 
ent wood,  lumber  and  rubbish  room  in  the  basement,  twenty 
by  forty  feet,  and  one-quarter  of  the  present  workshop,  twenty 
by  forty  feet.  These  losses  will  be  hardly  felt,  for  the  work- 
shop will  still  be  sixty  feet  long,  which  will  be  sufficient  for  all 
the  wants  of  the  boys,  until  the  school  shall  be  very  greatly 
increased  ;  and  a  part  of  the  cellar  of  the  front  house  can  be 
used  for  wood,  lumber  and  rubbish. 

The  whole  of  the  upper  story  as  it  now  is,  or  only  the  large 
south-east  chamber,  and  if  need  be,  those  opposite,  can  be  used 
for  an  infirmary  and  entirely  cut  oflF  from  all  others,  if  required, 
in  case  of  epidemic  diseases  prevailing.  The  present  open 
dormitory  in  that  story  can  be  divided  into  two  chambers, 
with  a  passage-way  between 'for  the  officers  or  teachers,  and 
that  part  wliioh  is  now  the  upper  part  of  the  gymnasium  will 
be  a  new  dormitory,  thirty-eight  by  forty  feet,  or  may  be  divided 
into  four  chambers,  twenty  by  fifteen  or  sixteen  feet,  with  a 
passage-way  between.  • 

The  present  first  story,  or  the  future  second  story,  will  allow 
two  large  school-rooms,  each  forty  feet  square,  one  of  which 
may  be  used  for  sleeping  if  wanted,  and  three  other  smaller 
rooms  for  clothes,  stores  or  lod]gings. 

Having  considered  these  general  and  special  wants,  and 
means  of  meeting  them,  the  Committee  laid  them  before  Mr. 
Joseph  B.  Richards,  a  very  skilful  and  practical,  as  well  as 
economical  architect.  He  then  thoroughly  examined  the  pres- 
ent building  and  ground,  heard  the  statements  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  on  these  bases  he  drew  the  plans,  which  are  now  and 
here  presented  to  the  board. 

The  Committee  requested  Mr.  Richards  to  consider  and  advise 
in  regard  to  the  question,  whether,  in  any  other  way,  the 
same  space  could  be  gained,  for  the  same  or  less  cost  ?

Second,  to  begin  and  build,  or  enlarge  on  this  plan,  and  do 
as  much  as  may  be  done  with  the  seven  thousand  dollars,  and 
leave  the  rest  to  be  completed,  whenever  the  legislature  ehould 
grant  the  requisite  means. 

In  this  way,  only  half  of  the  proposed  plan  could  be  accom- 
plished. The  building  could  be  raised,  and  the  new  story 
enclosed,  and  perhaps  floored,  but  the  rooms  could  not  be  finished. 
The  house  would  be  left  in  a  less  convenient  and  useful  condi- 
tion than  it  now  is ;  and,  moreover,  it  is  by  no  means  certain 
that  the  legislature  would  make  the  additional  grant,  and  the 
school  might  be  compelled  to  suffer  the  inconvenience  of  an 
unfinished  and  unavailable  addition  for  a  long  period. 

This  alternative  was  rejected. 

Third,  to  commence  and  finish  the  improvement  on  the  plan 
proposed,  paying  for  it  with  the  seven  thousand  dollars 
granted,  as  far  as  this  would  permit,  and  incur  a  debt  for  the 
remainder  of  the  cost,  in  the  hope  that  the  legislature  would 
pay  it  by  a  future  grant. 

Beside  the  impolicy  of  involving  the  institution  in  debt,  and 
thereby  embarrassing  its  operations  for  An  indefinite  period,  it 
is  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  custom  of  the  government,  to 
encourage  its  institutions  to  go  into  debt,  with  any  implied 
understanding  that  it  would  pay  for  a  matter  of  improvement 
or  building  after  it  was  finished,  which  it  had  not  consented  to, 
and  might,  if  consulted,  have  refused  to  do  in  the  advance. 
Moreover  the  legislature  might  defer  this  grant. for  many 
years  or  even  never  pay  it,  and  then  throw  upon  the  institution 
the  burden  of  interest  on  the  unpaid  cost,  for  many  years,  or 
even  permanently. 

This  proiposition  was  rejected. 

The  last  proposal  was  to  suspend  all  action,  allow  the  grant, 
seven  thousand  dollars  (87,000,)  to  lie  undisturbed  in  the 
State  treasury,  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  legislature ;  then 
go  before  that  body,  show  them  the  plan,  explain  the  present 
state  of  things,  and  ask  for  an  additional  grant  sufficient  to 
make  the  improvement  as  proposed  in  the  plan  of  Mr.  Richards. 

This  was  adopted.

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APPENDIX. 


As  Act  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  school  for  idiotic 

AND  feeble-minded  YOUTH. 

Section  1 .  S.  G.  Howe,  Samuel  May,  Stephen  Fairbanks,  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation,  by  the  name  of  the  Massachu- 
setts School  for  Idiotic  and  Feeble-Minded  Youth,  for  the  purpose  of  training 
and  teaching  such  persons;  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  subject  to 
aU  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities,  set  forth  in  the  thirty-eighth  and 
forty-fourth  chapters  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  hold,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  real 
estate  not  exceeding  in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  personal 
estate,  the  income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. — [Approved 
hjf  ike  Governor^  AprU  4, 1850. 


Resolve  coNCtfRNiNa  idiotic  children. 

Resoivedy  That  there  be  paid,  annually,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  School  for  Idiotic  and  Feeble- 
Minded  Youth,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  devoted  to  teaching  and 
training  indigent  idiotic  children  belonging  to  this  Commonwealth :  provided^ 
that  the  board  of  trustees,  having  the  direction  of  the  said  institution,  shall  be 
composed  of  twelve  persons,  four  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
and  council;  dkHidi protndedy  that  the  gOTemor,  lieutenant-governor,  secretary 
of  state,  president  of  the  senate,  speaker  of  the  house,  and  the  two  chaplains, 
•hall  constitute  a  board  of  visitors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  and  inspect 
the  said  institution  ai  often  as  they  see  fit ;  to  examine  the  by-laws  and  regu- 
lations enacted  by  the  corporation ;  and,  generally,  to  see  that  the  object  of 
the  said  institution  is  carried  into  effect ;  and  provided^  Juriherj  that  the  said 
insdtation  shall  gratuitously  receive  and  educate  thirty  idiotic  persons,  to  be 
designated  by  the  governor;  and  providedjjurtherj  that  other  applicants,  of 
proper  age  and  condition,  children  of  inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth  who 
are  not  wealthy,  shall  be  received  at  a  charge  not  exceeding  the  actual  average 
cost  of  the  inmates ;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  members  of  the  legislature 
finr  the  time  being  shall  be,  ex  officio,  visitors  of  the  institution,  and  have  the 
privilege,  daring  the  sessions,  of  inspecting  the  same ;  that  the  governor  be

authorized  annually  to  draw  his  warrant  for  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars, 
in  four  equal  quarterly  pa^onents  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  each,  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  school,  whenever  he  shall 
have  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  foregoing 
resolve  have  been  fulfilled! — [^Approved  hy  the  Governor ,  April  80,  1851. 


ReSOLA'^  in  favor  of  the  MASSACHUSETTS  SCHOOL  FOR  IDIOTIC  AND 

FEEBLE-MINDED  YOUTH. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  allowed  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  School 
for  Idiotic  and  Feeble-Minded  Youth,  according  to  chapter  forty-ibur  of  the 
resolves  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  be  increased 
to  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  used  and  applied  accord- 
ing to  the  conditions  of  said  forty-fourth  chapter :  provided,  that  the  said  insti- 
tution shall  gratuitously  receive  and  educate  twenty-five  idiotic  persons,  to  be 
designated  by  the  governor,  in  addition  to  the  number  provided  for  in  the  aaid 
forty-fourth  chapter;  and  provided,  further,  that  six  of  the  trustees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor  and  council. — [^Approved  by  the  Governor,  March 
21,  1861. 


Resolve  in  favor  of  the  perkins  institution  and  Massachusetts 
asylum  for  the  blind,  and  of  the  massachusetts  school  for 
idiotic  and  feeble-minded  youth. 

Resolved,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts 
Asylum  for  the  Blind,  or  the  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  School  for  Idiotic 
and  Feeble-Minded  Youth,  may  charge  for  receiving  and  educating  indigent 
persons  and  the  children  of  indigent  persons,  designated  by  the  governor  to 
be  received  by  them  according  to  law,  such  price  by  the  week,  for  each  state 
beneficiary,  as  they  may  determine,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  the 
amount  to  be  fixed,  in  each  case,  with  reference  to  the  ability  of  such  indi- 
gent person,  or  the  parents  of  such  chUd,  to  contribute  towards  the  expense 
of  his  education  and  support. — [Approved,  March  24, 1865. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Article  I.  TifZe.— The  corporation  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons 
named  in  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  School  for  Idiotic  and 
Feeble-Minded  Youth ;  **  of  such  persons  as  may  be  elected  members  by  ballot 
at  any  legal  meeting ;  and  also  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty-fire  dollars  or  upwards ;  and  of  such  persons  as  shall  annually  pay 
the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Abticle  n.  Meetingg.-^There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  corpo- 
ration on  the  first  Thursday  of  October  in  every  year,  at  which  the  following 
officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely : — A  President,  a  Vice-President, 
six  Trustees,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  to  serve  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  or  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead :  provided, 
howeveTf  that  if,  from  any  cause,  the  officers  should  not  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting,  they  may  be  elected,  or  any  vacancy  filled,  at  any  other 
meeting  regularly  notified  for  the  purpose. 

Article  m.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  secre- 
tary, by  sending  a  written  or  printed  notice  to  each  member  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  by  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Boston, 
at  least  seven  days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 

Article  IY.  The  president,  or  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  a 
president  shall  be  chosen  for  the  meeting. 

Article  Y.  The  secretary  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  corporation' 
on  the  requisition  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  of  any  ten  members  of  the 
corporation — notice  being  given  as  for  the. annual  meeting. 

Article  YL  Trtutees. — The  board  shall  be  composed  of  six  persons 
chosen  according  to  the  second  article,  and  of  six  persons  appointed  by  the 
governor  and  council  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  as  provided  in  the  resolve 
passed  by  the  legislature  and  approved  March  21, 1861. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  meet  once  a  month.  Three 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  ordinary  business,  but  a  majority  of  the  whole  shall 
be  required  for  a  quorum,  at  any  meeting,  to  act  upon  the  transfer  of  real 
estate  or  other  property.  They  shall  have  power  to  take  any  measures,  which 
they  may  deem  expedient,  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations,  and 
bequests  to  the  corporation ;  to  take  charge  of  all  the  interests  and  concerns 
of  the  school ;  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  corporation  by  snch  compacts  and 
engagements  as  they  may  deem  advantageous ;  to  make  such  rules  and  regu* 
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lations  fi>r  their  own  government  and  that  of  the  school,  and  not  inconsitent 
with  these  by-laws,  as  may  to  them  appear  reasonable  and  proper,  sabject, 
however,  to  be  altered  or  annulled  by  the  corporation.  They  shall  anniuEj 
appoint  a  superintendent,  who  shall  nominate  for  their  acceptance  all  neces- 
sary officers,  assistants  and  servants,  with  such  compensation  as  they  ma^ 
deem  proper.  They  shall  cause  a  fair  record  to  be  kept  of  all  thdr  doings, 
which  shall  be  laid  before  the  corporation,  at  every  meeting  thereof;  and  at 
every  annual  meeting,  they  shall  make  a  report  in  writing  on  the  treasorei's 
accounts,  and  on  the  general  state  of  the  institution  ;  comprising  a  statemeot 
of  the  number  of  persons  received  into  and  discharged  from  the  same,  the 
condition  of  the  pupils,  and  an  inventory  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate 
of  the  corporation. 

Abticle  Vn.  Secretary. — ^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  nod^ 
and  attend  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  and  the  trustees,  and  to  keep  a 
fair  record  of  their  doings,  and  to  furnish  the  treasurer  with  a  copy  of  all 
votes  of  the  ootporation  or  of  the  trustees,  respecting  the  payment  of  moiep 
to  be  made  by  him. 

Article  VllL  Tre<uurer. — ^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  recetrt 
and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  and  securities  belonging  to  the  coTpora- 
tion,  which  he  shall  keep  and  manage  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees.  He 
shall  pay  no  moneys  but  by  their  order,  or  the  order  of  their  committees,  dslj 
authorized.  His  books  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  trustees.  He 
shall  make  up  his  accounts  to  the  first  day  of  October,  in  each  year,  toigetiier 
with  an  inventory  of  all  the  real  and  personal  estate,  and  of  the  debts  doe  to 
and  from  the  corporation,  and  present  the  same  to  the  corporation  at  tbeir 
annual  meeting.  He  shall  give  such  bonds  for  pie  faithfid  discharge  of  liis 
duties,  as  the  trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  require. 

Article  IX.  Alterations. — These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  anyannoal 
meeting  of  the  corporation,  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
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EULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 


TVustees. — A  meeting  of  the  trustees  shall  be  held  monthly. 
Quorum. — The  presence  of  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Visiting  Committee, — Two  of  the  trustees,  taken  in  rotation ,  shdll  form  a 
committee,  one  at  least  of  whom  shall  visit  the  institution  each  week,  during 
the  space  of  two  months.  These  shall  be  so  arranged,  that  one  shall  go  out 
of  and  another  go  into  the  conunittee,  at  the  beginning  of  each  month. 

This  coDunittee  shall  examine  the  state  of  the  institution ;  the  condition,  &c., 
of  the  pupils ;  and  of  all  the  rooms  in  the  establishment,  and  receive  and 
examine  any  report  of  the  superintendent,  and  make  a  record  of  their  visit 
and  impressions. 

This  conunittee  maj  report  on  the  state  and  condition  of  the  institution  at 
anj  monthly  meeting  of  the  trustees. 

Auditors. — The  trustees  shall  appoint  annually  two  of  their  number  as 
auditors.  They  shall  examine  all  the  accounts  of  the  institution  and  treasurer. 
They  shall  aid  the  treasurer  in  the  investment  of  any  funds  belonging  to  the 
insdtation.  And  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  treasurer  without  their 
order. 

SuperintendenL — ^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  reside  at,  and 
give  his  whole  time  to,  the  service  of  the  institution.  * 

He  shall  select  and  employ  all  subordinate  officers,  assistants,  servants  of 
the  institution,  subject  to  the  rejection  of  the  trustees. 

He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  whole  institution,  and 
have  charge  of  all  the  pupils  and  direct  and  control  all  the  persons  therein, 
subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  trustees. 

He  shall  regulate  the  diet,  regimen,  exercises  and  employments,  and  the 
whole  course  of  education  and  training  of  the  pupils. 

He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  all  persons  employed  in  the  institutioa 
such  instructions  as  he  shall  deem  best  to  carry  into  operation  all  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  same,  and  he  shall  cause  such  rules  and  regulations  to 
be  strictly  and  faithfully  executed. 

He  shall  make  a  record  of  the  name,  age,  and  condition,  parentage,  and 
probable  cause  of  idiocy,  or  deficiency  of  each  pupil,  and  of  all  the  circum- 
stances that  may  illustrate  his  or  her  condition,  or  character ;  and  also  keep  a 
record,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  progress  of  each  one. 

He  shall  purchase  fuel,  provisions,  stores,  and  furniture,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible  for  the  safe-keeping  and  expenditure  thereof:  provided^  however,  that  if 
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the  tnutees  think  it  best  to  appoint  a  steward, 
vith  the  concurrence  of  the  lapeiintendent.

PupQs  not  Beneficiaries, — Any  suitable  persons  may  be  admitted  to  the 
institution,  on  presenting  to  the  superintendent  sufficient  eyidence  of  their 
fitness  for  it,  on  such  terms  as  he  or  the  standing  committee  shall  determine, 
according  to  the  responsibilities  and  difficulties  in  each  case.  Payments  are 
to  be  made  quarterly  in  advance,  or  sufficient  security  therefor  given. 

Priyate  pupils  must  be  provided  with  at  least  two  decent  suits*  of  clothing, 
and  sufficient  changes  of  garments  of  all  kinds,  for  winter  and  also  for 
summer. 

Hiey  will  be  required  to  observe  strictly  all  the  Kules  and  Regulations  of 
the  institution.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION,  &c. 

The  best  age  for  admission  is  between  six  and  twelve  years. 

Hie  institution  is  not  intended  for  epileptic  or  insane  children,  nor  for  those 
who  are  incurably  hydrocephalic  or  paralytic,  and  any  such  will  not  be 
retained,  to  the  exclusion  of  more  improvable  subjects. 

Children  will  be  received  upon  trial  fw  one  month,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  a  report  upon  the  case  will  be  made  to  the  parents. 

Children  must  come  well  provided  with  plain,  strong  clothing,  and  stout 
shoes  foe  walking  in  any  weather.  They  must  be  renewed  as  often  as  is 
necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicants.  Those  who  tear  and  destroy 
their  clothing  must  be  provided  with  garments  made  expressly  for  them,  and 
of  such  form  and  texture  as  not  to  be  easily  torn. 

Hie  children  of  indigent  parents,  in  Massachusetts,  will  be  received  gratis. 
For  others,  a  charge  will  be  made  proportionate  to  the  trouble  and  cost  of 
treating  them. 

Sufficient  surety  will  be  required  for  the  clothing  of  the  pupils,  for  their 
board  and  care  in  vacation,  and  for  their  removal  whenever  they  may  be  dis- 
charged. 

Persons  appl3ring  fi>r  the  admission  of  children  as  beneficiaries  of  Massa- 
chusetts, should  address  the  governor.  They  must  also  fill  out  certain  blanks,

Ibr  support  of  said  pupil  in  vacation,  to  remove  said  pupil  when  discharged,  to 
reimburse  funeral  expenses  in  case  of  death,  and  if  removed  against  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Superintendent  before  the  expiration  of  three  calendar 
nu>nths,  to  pay  board  for  thirteen  weeks.

Condition  op  the  People. 

The  Indians  at  Herring  Pond  are  in  a  fair  degree  of  pros- 
perity. But  two  deaths  have  occurred  among  them  during  the 
past  year,  one  of  them  at  the  advanced  age  of  103  years. 

There  is  no  municipal  organization  here,  yet  I  meet  with 
them  from  time  to  time  and  consult  as  to  their  affairs,  and  their 
wishes  are  regarded  and  followed  as  far  as  is  practicable. 

I  still  feel  the  necessity  of  using  their  fund  in  the  most 
economical  manner,  since  it  is  gradually  diminishing. 


4  HERRING  POND  INDIANS.  [Oct 

Thej  have  a  physician  of  their  own  choice,  who  is  employed 
for  $60  annually. 

The  legislature  of  1867  passed  a  Resolve  appropriating  $500, 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  to  be  expended 
under  his  direction,  in  the  erection  of  a  school-house  for  tlie 
u^e  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Plantation.  In  accordance  with 
this  Resolve,  the  Treasurer  contracted  in  July  last  with  Thomas 
J.  Fletcher,  one  of  the  proprietors,  to  erect  a  school-house,  16 
by  21  feet  square.  It  is  now  being  built,  at  a  central  part  of 
the  Plantation,  and  will  soon  be  completed  and  fit  for  occupancy. 
During  the  past  summer  a  school  has  been  kept  in  the  parsonage 
house  for  seven  weeks  by  Miss  Julia  A.  Fletcher,  and  thei 
scholars  have  made  good  progress. 

The  legislature  of  1867  passed  an  Act  to  protect  kelp  and 
seaweed  on  the  shores  of  Herring^Pond  Plantation,  and  author- 
izing the  Treasurer  to  sell  from  time  to  time  the  same  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Plantation.  As  yet  there  has  been  no  purchasers ; 
however,  we  have  reason  to  believe  there  will  be,  since  there 
are  frequently  large  quantities  of  this  valuable  fertilizing 
substance  washed  upon  this  beach. 

Whenever  it  can  be  made  practicable,  I  would  suggest  the 
propriety,  that  hereafter,  when  laws  or  appropriations  are  made 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Plantation,  that  they  be  made  somewhat 
conditional,  on  a  contingency  that  the  proprietors  do  something 
towards  the  same  object,  since  it  would  have  a  tendency  to 
stimulate  them  in  their  own  afiairs. 

These  people  continue  to  have  among  them  the  missioaniy 
of  their  o\^n  choosing.  Rev.  George  Carpenter,  who  has  for  the 
past  three  years  proved  himself  in  every  way  a  fit,  proper  and 
capable  minister  for  them. 

The  missionary  receives  $300  per  annum  for  his  services ; 
$216.68  he  receives  from  the  "Williams  Fund,"  so  called ;  the 
balance,  of  $88.82,  is  paid  out  of  their  own  fund. 

In  the  early  part  of  last  winter  there  was  an  unusual  relig- 
ious interest  manifested  among  them,  under  the  labors  of  their 
faithful  missionary,  and  this  interest  continued  through  the 
winter,  spring  and  summer,  holding  meetings  frequently  in 
their  own  house  of  worship  and  in  the  neighboring  settlements. 
The  result  is,  that  a  large  proportion  have  openly  professed 
Christianity  and  been  baptized,  and  they  have  organized  them- 
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selves  iiito  a  charch,  ander  the  name  of  the  "  Pondvil 
Chnrch." 

From  quite  a  close  observation,  since  this  revival  be 
convinced  there  has  been  cultivated  a  genuine  Christ! 
making  them  better  neighbors  among  themselves,  a 
of  past  ill-feeling,  and  a  more  close  observance  of  t 
vhich  go  to  make  a  higher  civilization  and  better  citis 

When  this  was  noticed,  I  thought  it  a  good  oppoi 
put  into  their  hands  some  good  religious  and  mora 
and  accordingly  I  procured,  hy  donation  and  in  oi 
sixty  volumes  of  miscellaneous  books,  and  deposited 
their  Sabbath  school  library,  and  at  the  same  time  gai 
a  Bible  or  Testament,  and  they  have  read  them  with  i 
common  interest.

Bj  the  foregoing  accoant,  the  treasury  of  Marshpee  is  shown 
to  be  in  debt  only  about  half  as  much  as  last  year,  and  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  District  are  better 
than  they  were  when  I  was  first  chosen  Treasurer. 

For  eight  or  ten  years  previous  to  that  time,  they  expended, 
on  an  average,  from  four  to  five  hundred  dollars  yearly  above 
their  income.  Since  then  their  disbursements  have  exceeded 
the  income  but  little,  and  if  they  continue  to  retrench  and  add 
to  their  income  in  the  same  ratio  for  a  year  or  two  more,  I 
think  their  financial  affairs  will  be  much  improved. 

The  two  hundred  dollars  allowed  them  for  State  paupers 
does  not  meet  the  necessary  cost  of  taking  care  of  them,  and 
I  think  they  should  have  another  hundred  dollars  added  to  it. 
There  are  quite  a  number  whom  the  District  has  to  aid  some 
in  the  winter  season,  in  addition  to  several  who  are  to  be  pro- 
vided for  almost  wholly,  one  of  whom  is  totally  blind,  and  one 
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nearly  one  hundred  years  old,  and  quite  troublesome ;  and'  it 
is  hard  work  to  find  any  one  to  have  the  care  of  such. 

The  population  of  the  District  is  rather  on  the  increase, 
especially  in  the  north  part,  and  the  north  school  is  quite  full, 
while  the  one  in  the  south  part  is  small  in  numbers  ;  but  taken 
together,  they  are  in  good  condition,  the  one  in  the  north 
having  been  taught  the  past  summer — and  as  I  think,  from 
personal  examination,  very  creditably — ^by  one  of  the  propri- 
etors. Indeed,  I  must  say  that  when  I  visited  the  school,  I 
was  agreeably  disappointed  in  finding  it  conducted  so  well,  and 
to  know  that  some,  at  least,  in  the  District  have  duly  appre- 
ciated the  heretofore  liberality  of  the  Oommonwealth  in  aid  of 
schools  for  the  District ;  and  I  would  here  state  that  the  Dis- 
trict has,  for  the  past  year,  raised  the  amount  required  of  them 
by  taxation  in  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  amount  from  the 
State,  as  heretofore.  The  average  attendance  on  the  schools 
is  very  good,  especially  if  the  long  distance  some  of  the  scholars 
reside  from  the  schools  is  taken  into  consideration. 

The  Rev.  John  E.  Wood  continues  with  them  as  their  mis- 
sionary, and  evidently  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parish  society 
and  church.  They  have  regular  services,  and  their  Sabbath 
schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  have  quite  a  library, 
from  the  exertions  of  their  pastor,  and  the  liberality  of  some 
of  the  friends  who  have  a  summer  resort  in  the  neighboring 
villages.  The  parish  receives  from  Harvard  College,  towards 
the  support  of  their  missionary,  from  the  "  Williams  Fund," 
$433  annually,  and  the  society  makes  up  the  balance.  Their 
missionary  not  only  ministers  to  their  spiritual  affairs,  but 
does  much  towards  assisting  them  in  their  secular,  by  setting 
them  examples  of  industry  and  enterprise  which,  with  many  of 
them,  is  much  needed,  although  some  seem  to  realize  the 
necessity  of  the  same,  in  order  that  they  may  keep  up  with  the 
present  state  of  society. 

The  company  that  was  incorporated  last  year  have  this  sea- 
son turned  their  attention  wholly  to  converting  one  of  the  large 
swamps  of  the  District  into  a  cranberry  bog,  and  that  has  given 
steady  work  to  many  of  the  proprietors,  and  quite  a  number  of 
them  are  shareholders  in  the  company,  paying  for  their  shares 
by  labor  on  the  bog. 
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If  this  company  proves  successful,  it  will  make  much 
employirient  for  those  who  reside  in  the  District,  and  thereby 
be  of  benefit  to  them,  if  they  will  only  attend  to  the  same. 
The  company  have  already  purchased  about  thirty  acres  of  this 
swamp  land,  and  to  make  even  only  this  amount  gives  employ- 
ment to  as  many  as  find  it  for  their  interest  to  work  for  the 
company.  The  District  owns  a  very  large  quantity  of  swamp 
that  is  well  adapted  to  cranberry  growing,  and  if  the  company 
continue  in  this  business,  they  will  have  expended  quite  an 
amount  of  money  before  they  shall  have  converted  all  into  bog. 

The  company  have  erected  on  one  of  their  streams  a  factory, 
intending  to  manufacture  baskets  and  brooms,  but  thinking 
that  bogging  was  a  better  business,  have  for  the  present  sus- 
pended operations  at  the  factory,  and  turned  their  whole  atten- 
tion to  the  cranberry  business.

1867*  /antiory  5.— Benedict  Arnold,  baggage  master,  was  &tally  injnred  by  bemg 
caught  between  the  cars  at  Weir  station,  and  died  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day. 

Moreh  22.— Daniel  Hartnett  was  found  dead  on  the  track,  near  Neponset  depot. 
Supposed  to  haye  been  run  over  by  a  train  during  the  prerious  night,  and  while  he 
was  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

AjprH  13. — Albert  Friend,  aged  five  years,  while  playing  upon  the  track  near  New- 
port, R.  L,  was  struck  by  a  passing  train  and  was  fatally  injured,  and  died  the  fol- 
lowing morning. 

AfiriJL  15. — Julia  Shea  and  child  werd  struck  by  a  train  near  Savin  Hill,  while  walk- 
ing upon  the  track.

Tbis  agreement,  made  and  executed  this  elerenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of  oar 
Lord  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-Beyen,  by  and  between  Isaac  DaTis,  of  Woreea- 
ter,  J.  W.  Conyeroe,  of  West  Rozbury,  and  Welcome  Famum,  of  Blackstone,  all 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  trustees,  under  a  mortgage  of  the  Nocfidk 
County  Railroad,  made  by  the  Norfolk  County  Railroad  Company,  dated  the 
fifteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1849,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Boston,  Hairtferd  and 
Erie  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  by  law,  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH: 

That  whereas  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  are  trustees  under  the  said  mortgage 
of  the  Norfolk  County  Railroad,  and  de&ult  has  been  made  in  the  perfonnanoe  of 
the  condition  thereof,  so  that  said  parties  as  trustees  and  successors  to  the  original 
trustees  named  in  said  mortgage  are  entitled  to,  and  now  haye  and  hold  under  a 
decree  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  actual  poBflcasion  of 
the  property,  rights  and  priyileges  conyeyed  in  said  mortgage,  and  haye  heretolbre 
retained  in  their  own  hands,  and  been  nmning  the  trains  upon  said  railroad,  and 
operating  the  same  under  said  decree  for  the  benefit  of  the  bondholders;  and  whereas 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  claim  under  and  by  yirtue  of  their  Acts  of  incoqpon- 
tion  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  proper  and  necessary  proceedings 
of  their  said  company,  and  of  the  Midland  Railroad  Company  or  others  thdr  suc- 
cessors, to  haye,  enjoy  and  be  possessed  of  all  the  rights  and  priyileges  aet  fivth  in 
the  original  charter  of  said  Midland  Railroad  Company,  and  among  others,  of  the 
right  and  authority  mentioned  and  contained  in  the  thirteenth  section  of  said  char- 
ter to  contract  with  said  trustees  under  said  mortgage  of  said  Norfolk  County  Rail- 
road Company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,  to  lease  or  to  ran 
oyer  with  their  cars  and  engines  said  Norfolk  County  Railroad  until  the  holderB  of 
said  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Norfolk  County  Railroad  shall  haye  exchanged  the  same 
for  the  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Midland  Railroad  Company,  or  until  said  ooo^any 
shall  haye  in  some  other  way  purchased  said  bonds. 

And  whereas  said  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  Company  haye  in  certain 
proposals  in  writing  among  other  things  proposed  to  the  said  Dayis,  Conyetw  and 
Farnum,  trustees,  to  lease  of  them  said  Norfolk  County  Railroad  for  the  term  of 
three  years  from  the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1866,  and  whereas  said  trustees 
haye  submitted  for  their  consideration  and  direction  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  in 
the  suit  wherein  said  decree  for  possession  of  said  railroad  was  made,  said  proposals, 
and  the  agreement  proposed  to  be  made  contempomneously  herewith  by  said  eom- 
pany,  and  hereinafter  referred  to,  and  also  this  lease,  and  the  same  haye  been 
approyed  and  sanctioned  by  said  court ; 
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Now  in  oonsideration  of  the  premises  and  the  oorenants  and  agreement  of  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  contract  to  and  with  said 
party  of  the  second  part  to  lease  to  them  the  said  Norfolk  County  Railroad,  extend- 
ing from  Dedham  to  Blackstone,  and  its  depots,  track,  station  houses,  and  all  rolling 
stock  now  thereon,  a  true  schedule  ot  which  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  A,  they 
paying  rent  monthly,  and  complying  with  all  conditions  as  hereinafter  proTided,  for 
a  period  of  three  years  firom  the  first  day  of  December,  1866,  imless  at  any  time 
before  the  ex][aration  of  that  time  the  holders  of  said  Norfolk  County  Bailroad  Mort- 
gage bonds  shall  hare  exchanged  the  same,  or  the  same  shall  have  been  purchased  as 
in  said  thirteenth  section  mentioned,  or  unless  at  any  time  the  possession  or  control 
of  said  mortgaged  premises  and  property  shall  sooner  be  taken  from  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  or  their  title  therein  cease  and  determine,  or  unless  this  contract  shall  be 
annulled  by,  or  said  premises  or  property  be  directed  to  be  otherwise  placed  or 
disposed  of  by  the  said  supreme  judicial  court,  or  it  shall  be  necessary  to  dispose 
of  the  name  under  and  by  the  terms  of  said  mortgage ;  in  either  of  which  cases 
this  contract  is  to  determine,  it  b^ng  the  intention  hereof  to  allow  said  party  of  the 
second  part  to  hare  the  possession  and  use  of  said  premises  and  property,  subject  to 
all  and  erery  contingency  on  which  said  party  of  the  first  part  haye  and  hold  it  for 
said  three  years ;  but  this  lease  is  upon  this  express  condition,  that  said  party  of  the 
second  part  keep  and  perform  each  and  erery  of  their  agreements  hereinafter 
contained,  that  is  to  say — 

Fint,  The  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  take  possession  of  said  railroad 
mortgaged  premises  and  property,  and  use  and  operate  the  same  on  their  own  respon- 
sibility, under  the  direction  of  their  officers,  and  shall  keep  the  said  railroad  depots, 
rolUng  stock,  and  all  said  premises  and  property  in  good  and  complete  repair, 
and  as  good  as  the  same  now  are,  and  shall  not  suffer  the  same  to  waste  or  depreciate, 
and  shall  make  good  all  depredation  thereof,  and  shall  use  the  «ame,  and  in  every 
respect  operate  said  railroad  in  a  careful  and  prudent  manner,  and  shall  replace  all 
injured  or  worn-out  stock  or  property  with  others  as  good  as  the  same  is  now. 

Stcond,  The  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  not  lease^  underlet  or  in  any  way 
part  with  the  possession  of  the  said  premises  and  property,  or  any  part  of  the  same, 
and  in  case  the  sanae  shall  be  attached  or  seized  or  interfered  with  by  other  persons 
or  parties,  either  by  legal  process  or  otherwise,  the  possession  and  right  to  poasesnon, 
if  not  already  so  in  the  party  of  the  first  part,  shall  at  once  yest  and  be  in  them,  so 
that  this  agreement  shall  be  no  bar  or  restraint  or  interference  with  or  prejudice  to 
their  right  to  demand,  take  or  recover  said  property  or  premises,  or  the  poaaossion  of 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  any  process,  legal  or  otherwise. 

Third.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  A.  D. 
1867,  and  of  each  and  eyery  month  thereafter,  in  each  year,  pay  to  the  party  of  the 
first  part  the  sum  of  thirty-fiye  hundred  dollars,  ($3,^00,)  being  at  the  rate  of  forty- 
two  thousand  dollars  ($42,000)  for  each  year,  as  rent  for  the  use  of  said  railroad  and 
property,  and  shall  also  pay  all  taxes  or  assessments  whatever  that  are  or  may  be 
levied  or  assessed  upon  said  railroad  or  property,  or  any  part  thereof.

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  in  all  respects  faithfully  keep, 
perform  and  observe  their  agreements  of  even  date  and  nuMle  and  executed  contem- 
poraneously herewith  by  them  to  said  Davis,  Converse  and  Famum,  trustees  as 
aforesaid,  and  each  and  every  their  agreements,  covenants  or  promises  therein  made. 
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Fifth-  If  said  partj  of  the  aecond  pert  ahell  £ul»  negleet  or  omit  to  make  anj  or 
either  of  said  monthl j  payments  of  rent*  or  to  pay  any  ifji  or  assessment  as  shove 
prorided  on  the  day  the  same  is  due  and  payable,  and  sueh  neglect  shall  continiie  Ibr 
the  space  of  seven  days  after  the  same  is  due  and  payable ;  or  if  they  shall  fiul  to 
keep,  obsenre  and  perform  any  of  their  agreements,  oorenanUi  or  promises  in  their 
said  agreement  of  eren  date  herewith;  or  if  they  shall  waste  or  snflRer  to  waste  aaid 
railroad  or  premises  or  property,  or  suflbr  the  same  to  be  out  of  repair  or  to  depradate ; 
or  shall  attempt  to  dispose  of  or  put  the  same^  or  any  part  thereof,  out  of  their  pos- 
session or  control,  this  contract  shall,  in  either  of  said  cases,  be  at  once  determined  and 
ended;  and  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  or  their  successon  may  at  once,  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  and  without  further  notice  or  demand,  take  possfosfon  of  all  said 
premises  and  property,  foroibly  if  necessary,  and  may  eject  or  remove  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  their  serrants,  agents  or  officers  therefrom,  forcibly  if  need  be,  without 
being  deemed  or  taken  to  be  guilty  of  any  trespass,  and  without  prejudice  to  the 
rights  or  remedies  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  reooTcr  any  sum  due  under  this 
agreement  or  for  any  breach  of  contract  thereunder.

in  any  way  or  manner  to  any  persons,  whether  passengers  or  fidghters,  upon  or  over 
said  Nocfdk  Oounty  Bailroad,  or  other  persons ;  and  are  not  to  be  in  any  way  or 
manner  liable  for  any  injuries  or  damages  done  to  person  or  property,  or  otherwise,  in 
the  running,  use  or  management  of  said  railroad  and  property  while  in  the  poasfwnn 
of  the  party  of  the  second  part  under  this  lease;  but  the  said  party  of  the  second  pert 
is  alone  to  be  liable  for  and  to  assume  the  reoponsibility  of  such  running,  use  sad 
management,  and  to  save  completely  harmless  the  party  of  the  first  part  from  all  less, 
costs  and  damage  which  may  accrue  from  or  by  reason  of  such  running,  use  sad 
management  by  the  party  of  the  second  psrt. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  said  Trustees  may  insure  such  of  said  property  henby 
leased  as  they  see  fit,  and  that  said  lessees  shall  pay  the  said  Trustees  the  eatpense  eC 
such  insurance.

The  following  is  a  portion  of  Chapter  sixtj-three  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Massachusetts : 

[RAILROAD]  RETURNS  AND  REPORTS. 

Sect.  182.*  Every  corporation  shall  at  all  times  submit  its  books  to  tbe 
inspection  of  any  committee  of  the  legislature  appointed  fi>r  the  purpose;  and  its 
directors  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  January, prepare, 
make  oath  to  and  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,^  together  witb 
one  thousand  printed  copies  of  the  same,  a  report  of  their  doings  under  their 
charter  for  the  year  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  preceding;  the  first 
annual  report  stating  the  number  of  months  and  days  included  therein.  The 
reports  shall  set  forth  copies  of  all  contracts  made  with  other  railroads  nnder 
section  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  specify  the  receipts  and  expenditures  under 
the  same ;  and  shall  contain  full  information  upon  the  following  items,  viz. :

The  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  is  hereby  required  to  examine 
the  annual  railroad  returns  and  reports  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  nxty- 
two,  and  all  subsequent  years,  and  notify  the  several  railroad  corporations  of  the 
particulars,  if  any,  in  which  their  reports  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  law. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  a  railroad  corporation,  notified  as  provided  in  section 
first  of  this  act,  shall  foil  to  make  any  subsequent  annual  retams  and  report^  so 
as  to  conform  to  all  such  requirements,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary,  and 
he  is  hereby  required,  to  recover  from  said  corporation  the  penalties  provided  in 
secti<m  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  chapter  sixty-three  of  the  General 
Statutes.  Approved  April  29, 1863. 
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[CHAP.  167.] 

As  Act  to  axend  as  Act  cokcernikg  railroab  rktuens  and  bifoets. 

Sect.  1.  Every  railroad  corporation  required  hj  law  to  funuBh  annuallj  to 
the  feeretarv  of  tlie  Commonwealth  a  report  of  their  doings  under  their  charter, 
shall,  annually,  at  the  time  of  fni^ishing  such  report,  pay  to  the  secretary  the 
0um  of  twenty  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  over  ij  him  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  printing  and  bindmg  of  the  reports  of  the  several  nulroad  cor- 
porations, under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

Sect.  2.  Every  railroad  corporation  neglecting  to  make  such  payment  at 
the  time  prescribed  for  furnishing  the  annual  rejwrt,  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of 
the  Comnionwealth  fifty  dollars  ror  each  day's  neglect,  to  be  recovered  by  the 
treasurer. 

Sect.  8.  Every  railroad  corporation  which  has  leased  the  railroad  of  any 
other  corporation  snail,  during  the  continuance  of  such  lease,  make  all  the 
returns  to  the  secretarv  of  the  Commonwealth  required  of  the  lessor,  and  shall 
pay  the  sum  re^mred  oy  the  first  section  of  this  act,  for  printing  the  same ;  and 
during  the  continuance  of  such  lease  the  said  lessor  shall  not  be  required  to  make 
such  returns,  or  payment :  provided^  that  when  requested  by  the  lessee,  the  lessor 
shall  furnish  all  the  in&rmation  in  its  possession,  needed  to  make  such  returns. 

Sect.  4.  The  annual  returns  of  tne  several  railroad  corporations,  required 
Irjr  section  two  oi  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirtv-five  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  legislature, 
ahall  be  so  printed  and  distributed  before  the  tenth  day  of  February  in  each 
year. 

Sect.  5.  So  much  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two  as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  is  hereby 
repealed.  Approved  April  22, 1864.

ks  Act  bblatimo  to  the  rbpobts  of  railroad  corporations. 

Whenever  there  shall  exist  a  vacancy  in  a  board  of  coounissioners  required 
l^  law  to  perform  any  duty  relative  to  any  railroad  extending  from  Massachu- 
setu  into  another  state,  and  such  vacancy  cannot  be  filled  by  authority  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  m'ember  or  members  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners dulv  appointed  shall  perfi>rm  idl  the.  duties  relating  to  the  annual 
reports  to  the  legislature,  and  to  tne  apportionment  of  the  expenditures,  receipts 
and  profits  appertaining  to  the  portions  of  the  road  lying  in  each  state,  which 
the  said  board  of  commissioners  is  required  to  perform.

An  Act  rklatino  to  leased  railroads. 

In  cases  where  a  railroad  in  this  Commonwealth  is  leased  to  a  corporation  or 
party  in  another  state,  the  duty  of  making  the  annual  return  and  payment  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  required  by  law,  shall  devolve  upon  the 
lessors  in  this  state.  Approved  April  8, 1887.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Home  of  Representatives. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  4,  chapter  167 
of  the  statutes  of  1861, 1  respectfully  submit  ^^  for  the  use  of 
the  legislature,  the  aggregate  returns  from  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  Commonwealth,  arranged  by  counties,  so  as  to  exhibit 
the  total  valuation  of  the  towns,  cities,  counties  and  State,"  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  1867.  Their  recapitulation  shows  an 
increase  in  each  of  the  counties,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
over  eighty-four  millions  of  dollars.  The  aggregate  valuation 
for  the  present  year  reaches  the  sum  of  eleven  hundred  and 
sisty-five  million  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  thousand  four 
hundred  and  thirteen  dollars. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  sheep  returned 
of  over  twenty  thousand.  This  is  undoubtedly  owing  to  the 
fact  that  wobUen  fabrics  have  greatly  decreased  in  value,  ren- 
dering wool-growing  unproductive.  The  first  year  of  the  war 
the  number  of  sheep  returned  was  81,000,  the  second  year  187,- 
000,  the  third  151,000,  while  the  maximum  was  reached  in  1865, 
the  number  being  161,000.  In  liB66  they  had  decreased  to 
157,000,  and  for  the  present  year  only  137,000  are  returned. 
These  figures  seem  to  indicate  the  material  prosperity  of  this 
intyest  as  surely  as  the  barometer  denotes  the  changes  of  the 
weather.  The  amount  raised  for  taxation  in  the  various  cities 
and  towns  for  the  year  1867  was  $199104,074.79,  being  an 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $3,410,035.72.
